Mr. Speaker reported, That the House had attend- 
ed His Majesty in the House of Peers; where His 
Majesty was pleased to make a most Gracious Speech 
from the Throne to both Houses of Parliament ; of 
which, Mr. Speaker said, he had, to prevent Mistakes, 
obtained a Copy; which he read to the House; and is 
as followeth ; viz. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


The Circumstances under which you are now assem- 
bled require your most serious Attention. 

We are engaged in a Contest on the Issue of which 
depend the Maintenance of Our Constitution, Laws, and 
Religion, and the Security of all Civil Society. 

You must have observed, with Satisfaction, the Ad- 
vantages which have been obtained by the Arms of the 
Allied Powers, and the Change which has taken place in 
the general Situation of Europe since the Commence- 
ment of the War. 

The United Provinces have been protected from In- 
vasion. The Austrian Netherlands have been recovered 
and maintained ; and Places of considerable Importance 
have been acquired on the Frontier of France. 

The Recapture of Mentz, and the subsequent Suc- 
cesses of the Allied Armies on the Rhine, have, not- 
withstanding the Advantages recently obtained by the 
Enemy in that Quarter, proved highly beneficial to the 
common Cause. 

Powerful Efforts have been made by My Allies in 
the South of Europe ;—the temporary Possession of the 
Town and Port of Toulon has greatly distressed the 
Operations of My Enemies ; and, in the Circumstances 
attending the Evacuation of that Place, an important 
and decisive Blow has been given to their Naval Power 
by the distinguished Conduct, Abilities, and Spirit of 
My Commanders, Officers, and Forces, both by Sea 
and Land. 

The French have been driven from their Possessions 
and Fishery at Newfoundland; and important and va- 
luable Acquisitions have been made both in the Last 
and West Indies. 

At Sea Our Superiority has been undisputed, and 
Our Commerce so effectually protected, that the Losses 
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sustained have been inconsiderable in Proportion to its 
Extent, and to the Captures made on the contracted 
Trade of the Enemy. 

The Circumstances by which the further Progress 
of the Allies has hitherto been impeded, not only prove 
the Necessity of Vigour and Perseverance on Our/Part, 
but at the same Time confirm the Expectation of ulti- 
mate Success. 

Our Enemies have derived the Means of temporary 
Exertion from a System which has enabled them to 
dispose arbitrarily of the Lives and Properties of a nu- 
merous People, and which openly violates every Re- 
straint of Justice, Humanity, and Religion. But ‘these 
Etforts, productive as they necessarily have been of in- 
ternal Discontent and Confusion in France, have also 
tended rapidly to exhaust the natural and real Strength 
of that Country. 

Although I cannot but regret the necessary Conti- 
nuance of the War, I should ill consult the essential 
Interests of My People, if I were desirous of Peace on 
any Grounds but such as may provide for their per- 
manent Safety, and for the Independence and Security 
of Europe. 

The y of these Ends is still obstructed by 
the Prevalence of a System in France equally incom- 
patible with the Happiness of that Country, and with 
the Tranquillity of all other Nations. 

Under this Impression, I thought proper to make a 
Declaration of the Views and Principles by which I am 
guided :—I have ordered a Copy of this Declaration 
to be laid before you, together with Copies of several 
Conventions and Treaties with different Powers; by 
which you will perceive how large a Part of Europe is 
united in a Cause of such general Concern. 

I reflect, with unspeakable Satisfaction, on the steady 
Loyalty and firm Attachment to the established Con- 
stitution and Government, which, notwithstanding the 
continued Efforts employed to mislead and to seduce, 
have been so generally prevalent among all Ranks of 
My People. These Sentiments have been eminently 
manifested in the Zeal and Alacrity of the Militia to 
provide for Our internal Defence, and in the distin- 
guished Bravery and Spirit displayed on every Occa- 
sion by My Forces both by Sea and Land: They have 
maintained the Lustre of the British Name, and have 
shewn themselves worthy of the Blessings which it is 
the Object of all our Exertions to preserve. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 


I have ordered the necessary Estimates and Accounts 
to be laid before you; and I am persuaded you will be 
ready to make such Provision as the Exigencies of 
the Time may require. I feel too sensibly the repeated 
Proofs which I have received of the Affection of My 
Subjects not to lament the Necessity of any additional 
Burthens. 

It is, however, a great Consolation to Me to observe 
the favourable State of the Revenue, and the complete 
Success of the Measure which was last Year adopted 
for removing the Embarrassments affecting Commercial 
Credit. 

Great as must be the Extent of Our Exertions, I trust 
you will be enabled to provide for them in such a Manner 
as to avoid any Pressure which could be severely felt 
by My People. 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


In all your Deliberations you will undoubtedly bear 
in Mind the true Grounds and Origin of the War. An 
Attack was made on Us and on Our Allies, founded 
on Principles which tend to destroy all Property, to 
subvert the Laws and Religion of every civilized Na- 
tion, and to introduce universally that wild and de- 
structive System of Rapine, Anarchy, and Impiety, the 
Effects of which, as they have already been manifested 
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in France, furnish a dreadful, but useful, Lesson to the 
present Age and to Posterity. 
It only remains for Us to persevere in Our united 
Exertions—their Discontinuance or Relaxation could 
hardly procure even a‘short Interval of delusive Repose, 
andcould never termimate in Security or Peace. 
Impressed with the Necessity of defending all that is 
most dear to Us, ‘and relying, as We may with Confi- 
dence, on the Valour and Resources of the Nation, on 
the combined Efforts of so large a Part of Europe, and 
above all on the incontestible Justice of Our Cause, 
let Us render Our Conduct a Contrast to that of Our 
Enemies, and by cultivating and practising the Prin- 
ciples of Humanity, and the Duties of Religion, en- 
deavour to merit the Continuance of the Divine Favour 
and Protection, which have been so eminently experi- 
enced by these Kingdoms,

Their Britannick and Catholick Majesties having re- 
solved, on Consideration of the present Circumstances 
of Europe, to substantiate their mutual Confidence, 
Friendship, and good correspondence by means of 
a provisional Convention, in the Interim of their 

entirely 
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entirely completing the solid-Systeni of Alliance’ and 
Commerce which they are so desirous of establishing 
between themselves and their respective Subjects, have 
named and authorized for that Purpose; viz. on the 
Part of His Britannick Majesty, the most Illustrious and 
most Excellent Lord Alleyne Baron St. Helens,Member 
of His said Majesty’s Privy Council, and His Ambas- 
sador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to his Catholick 
Majesty ; and on the Part of his Catholick Majesty, the 
most Iilustrious and most Excellent Lord Don Manuel 
de Godoy and Alvarez, de Faria, Rios Sanchez Zarosa, 
Duke de la Alcudia, Grandee of Spain of the First Class, 
perpetual Regidor of the City of Santiago, Knight of the 
Illustrious Order of the Golden Fleece, and of the Royal 
and distinguished Spanish Order of Charles 111, Com- 
mander of Valencia del Ventoso, in that of Santiago, 
Counsellor of State, First Secretary of State and Des- 
pactio, Secretary to the Queen, Superintendent General 
of the Ports and Highways, Gentleman of the King’s 
Chamber in Employment, Captain General of his 
Armies, Inspector and Major of the Royal Corps of 
Body Guards ; who, after having communicated to each 
other their full Powers in due Form, have agreed upon 
the following Articles : 


Article I. 

The Two most Serene Kings will employ their utmost 
Attention, and all the Means which are in their Power 
to re-establish the Public Tranquillity, and to maintain 
their common Interests; and they promise and en- 

ge to act in perfect Concert, and in the most intimate 
Crofdenes for the Accomplishment of those salutary 
Ends. 


Article IT. 

Their said Majesties having perceived just Grounds 
of Jealousy and of Uneasiness for the Safety of their 
respective Dominions, and for the Maintenance of the 
general System of Europe, in the Measures which have 
been for some Time past adopted in France, they had 
already agreed to establish between them an intimate and 
entire Concert, upon the Means of opposing a sufficient 
Barrier to those dangerous Views of Aggression and 
Aggrandizement ; and France having declared an unjust 
and aggressive War, as well against His Britannick 
Majesty as against his Catholick Majesty, their said 
Majesties engage to make common Cause in the’ said 
War. The said High Contracting Parties will mutually 
concert together every Thing that may be relative to 
the Succours to be afforded by the One to the other, as 
also to the Employment of their Forces for their re- 
spective Safety and Defence, and for the Good of the 


common Cause. 


Article ITT. 

In consequence of what is stipulated:in the preced- 
ing Article, and in order that the British and Spanish 
Vessels may be mutually protected and succoured during 
the present War, as well in their Navigation as in the 
Ports of the Two High Contracting Parties, their Bri- 
tannick and Catholick Majesties have agreed and agree, 
that their Squadrons and Ships of War shall convoy, 
without distinction, the Trading Vessels of the Two 
Nations in the same Manner that each convoys its own, 
as far as Circumstances may permit, and that both their 
Ships of War and Trading Vessels shall be admitted into 
their respective Ports and protected, and shall be fur- 
nished with the Succours of which they may stand in 


~ need, at the current Prices. 


Article IV. 

Their said Majesties engage reciprocally to shut their 
Ports against French Vessels ; not to permit that there 
shall, in any Case, be exported from their Ports for 
France either Warlike or Naval Stores, or Wheat or 
other Grains, Salted Meat or other Provisions ; and to 


take every other Measure in their Power to distress the 
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Trade of ‘France, and reduce her by that Means to just 
Conditions of Peace. 


Article V. ji 

Their said Majesties also engage, the present War 
being generally interesting to every civilized State, to 
unite all their Efforts in order to prevent those Powers 
which do not take Part in the said War from affording, 
in consequence of their Neutrality, any Protection, direct 
or indirect, on the Seas or in the Ports of France, to the 
Commerce and Property of the French. 


Article VI. 

Their Britannick and Catholick Majesties promise re- 
ciprocally not to lay down their Arms (unless it should 
be by common Agreement) without having obtained the 
Restitution of all the Dominions, Territories, Cities or 
Places which may have belonged to either of them before 
the Commencement of the War, and of which the 


Enemy may have taken Possession during the Course of 
Hostilities. 


Article VII. 
If either of the Two High Contracting Parties should 
be attacked, molested, or disturbed in any of his Do- 
minions, Rights, Possessions, or Interests, at whatever 
Time or in whatever Manner it might be, by Sea or by 
Land, in consequence and in hatred of the Articles or 
Stipulations contained in the present Treaty, or of the 
Measures to be taken by the said High Contracting 
Parties in virtue of this Treaty, the other Contracting 
Party engages to succour and to make common Cause 
with him, in the Manner stipulated in the foregoing 
Articles. 


Article VIII. 
The present Treaty shall be ratified by both Parties, 
and the Exchange of the Ratifications shall be made in 
the Space of Six Weeks, or sooner if it can be done. 


In Witness whereof, we, the Plenipotentiaries of 
their Britannick and Catholick Majesties, have signed 
in the Name, and in virtue of our respective full 
Powers, the present Treaty, and have sealed it with 
the Seals of our Arms.

Their Britannick and Sicilian Majesties being con- 
vinced of the Danger which threatens Europe, in con- 
sequence of the Conduct of those who now Exercise the 
Powers of Government in France, of the Views which 
they have manifested, and of the Principles which they 
strive to propagate in all Parts, and the said Persons 
having actually declared against His Britannick Majesty, 
as well as against several other Powers, an unjust 
and unprovoked War ; their said Majesties have judged 
proper to concert together upon the Means of oppos- 
ing a Barrier to the Dangers above-mentioned, and 
to provide for the future Security and Tranquillity of 
their Dominions, as well as for the general Interests of 
Europe. | 

Their Majesties have therefore authorized their re- 
spective Plenipotentiaries ; to wit, His Britannick Ma- 
jesty, the most Illustrious and most Excellent Lord 
William Hamilton, One of His Majesty's Privy Coun- 
cil, Knight of His Order of the Bath, and His Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to his said 
Sicilian Majesty; and his Sicilian Majesty, the most 
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Illustrious and most Excellent Lord John Acton, his 
Councillor and Secretary of State for the Departments 
of Foreign Affairs, of War, of the Marine, and of Com- 
merce, nano General of his Armies, Knight of 
his Order of St. Januarius, and Commander of the 
Order of St. Stephen; the most Illustrious and most 
Excellent Lord Mi uis Charles Demarco, his Coun- 
cillor and Secretary of State for the Department of the 
Royal Household, and Knight of his Order of St. Ja- 
nuarius; the most Illustrious and most Excellent Lord 
Thomas de somme, of the Princes del Colle, Marquis of 
Circello, his Gentleman of the Chamber, Brigadier of 
his Armies, and Knight of his Order of St. Januarius ;

Article I. 

Their Britannick and Sicilian Majesties, from the 
Motives above explained, will make common Cause in 
the present War against France, and will concert to- 
gether upon the Military and Naval Operations, espe- 
cially in the Mediterranean Sea. 


Article II. 

The High Contracting Parties reciprocally guaranty 
to each other their Dominions againt the common 
Enemy, and engage net to lay down their Arms, un- 
less by common Consent, without having obtained the 
entire and full Restitution of all Places, Towns, and 
Territories which respectively belonged to them before 
the Commencement of the present war, and which 
— Enemy may have taken during the Course of the 

ar. 


Article III. 

His Sicilian Majesty promises to unite to the Forces 
of His Britannick Majesty, in order that he may employ 
them in the Mediterranean, either conjointly or in con- 
cert with His own Military and Naval Forces, a Body of 
Six thousand Land Troops, as well as Four Ships of 
the Line, Four Frigates, and Four small Ships of War. 
His Majesty the King of the Zwo Sicilies offers to con- 
tribute the Contingent above specified from the present 
Time, and to augment it hereafter if Circumstances will 
permit him. 

His Britannick Majesty will defray the Expence of 
the Vessels for transporting the said Body of Troops 
to the Places where it shall be required to serve ; and as 
soon as the said Corps shall have quitted the Dominions 
of his Sicilian Majesty for that Purpose, His Britannick 
Majesty shall be obliged to provide it with the Sub- 
sistence and Forage which may be necessary. 


Article IV. 

His Britannick Majesty shall keep a respectable Fleet 
of Ships of the Line in the Mediterranean, as long as 
the Danger of the Zwo Sicilies, and the Operations 
which they shall undertake against the common Enemy, 
shall require; and His said Majesty engages to take 
such Arrangements as shall be most proper for main- 
taining, either by His own Forces, or in concert with 
the other Maritime Powers engaged in this War, a de- 
cided Superiority in that Sea, and to provide by this 
Means for the Security of his Sicilian Majesty's Domi- 
nions. 

Article V. 

His Sicilian Majesty will prohibit his Subjects from 
all Commerce with France, of what Nature soever ; and 
will not even permit the Ships of other Nations to 
export from the Ports of the Zwo Sicilies to the Ports of 
France, any Sort of Provisions, or Military or Naval 
Stores. 

RR che Article VI. 

is Sicilian : Majesty promises to o the Ports of 
the Two Sicilies without Reserve or Restriction to the 
Lnglish Squadrons, and to furnish them with all the 
Succour and Provisions which they may be in want 
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of at the current Prices, and in the Manner practised in 
similar Cases. His said Siciian Majesty will shut his 
Ports against all French Vessels, whether Merchantmen 
or Ships of War. 


Article VII. 

The Ships of War of His Britannick Majesty which 
shall be employed in the Mediterranean to serve as 
Convoy to the encheviinin belonging to the Subjects 
of His said Majesty, shall also take under their Convoy 
the Vessels of his Sicilian Majesty which may have the 
same Destination. A similar Conduct shall be observed 
on the Part of his Sicilian Majesty; and to this End the 
necessary and proper Orders shall be respectively given 
to those whom it may concern. 


Article VIII. 

If, in the Course of the Events which may occur, his 
Sicilian Majesty shall judge that he cannot any longer, 
with Justice and Dignity, continue the War, he declares, 
not only that he will not make Peace without stipulating, 
that the above-mentioned Conditions in the Second 
Article of this Treaty shall be at the same Time offered 
on the Part of the Enemy to His Britannick Majesty, 
but also that if His Britannick ng Seage notwith- 
standing determine to continue the War, his Sicilian 
—— observe a strict and exact Neutrality during 
all its er duration. 


Article IX. 

His Britannick Majesty at the future Peace, and at 
the Congresses which may be held for that Purpose, will 
give all requisite Attention to the Welfare and Security 
of Italy, and especially to the Dignity and Interests of 
the Crown of the 7'wo Sicilies, and to the procuring for 
his Sicilian Majesty, at the Peace, all due Satisfaction 
and Security. 


Article X. 

The present Convention shall be ratified by the High 
Contracting Parties, and the Ratifications thereof shall 
be exchanged in due Form in the Space of Three 
Months, or sooner if it can be done, to be computed from 
the Day of the Signature. 


In Witness whereof, we, the under-signed, fur- 
nished with the full Powers of our respective So- 
vereigns, have signed the present Convention, and 
have caused the Seals of our. Arms to be affixed 
thereto.

Their Majesties the King of Great Britain and the 
King of Prussia, in consequence ot the Ties of Friend- 
ship and of Alliance by which they are now so happily 
united, and animated by the Desire of establishing with 
each other a more direct and a more confidential Com- 
munication upon every Thing which relates to the unjust 
and cruel War which the Persons whoexercise the Powers 
of Government in France have commenced against se- 
veral great Powers in Europe, adopting towards others 
Measures equally unjust and offensive, and conducting 
themselves towards them by Principles incompatible 
with the Security and the Tranquillity of all Indepen- 
dent States, and even with the Existence of all Social 
Order; their said Majesties have thought proper to 
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concert together upon the Means of opposing a suffi- 
cient Barrier to the Dangers which threaten all Eu- 
rope in consequence of such Principles, Views, and 
Conduct. Their Majesties have therefore authorized 
their respective Ministers Plenipotentiary ; to wit, His 
Majesty the King of Great Britain, the Earl of Beau- 
champ, One of His said Majesty's ing? Council ; and 
his Majesty the King of Prussia, the Marquis Jerome 
de Lucchesini, his actual Chamberlain, Knight of the 
Orders of the Black Eagle, and of the Red Eagle; 
who, after having communicated to each other their 
respective full Powers, have agreed upon the following 


Articles : 
Article I. 

Their Britannick and Prussian Majesties will exert 
all their Endeavours to establish and maintain with each 
other the most perfect Concert, and the most intimate 
Confidence upon all the Objects relative to the present 
War; the Two High Contracting Parties, seeing in the 
same Point of View the indispensible Necessity of con- 
tinuing their Plans and Operations for the Accomplish- 
ment of the just and lawful Object of a Peace, in which 
all Europe may find Tranquillity and Security, will 
continue to danirheiy their respective Forces, as far as their 
Circumstances will permit, in carrying on a War equally 
just and necessary. 7 

Article IT. 


Their Majesties the King of Great Britain, and the 
King of Prussia, reciprocally promise not to lay down 
their Arms but by common Consent, without having 
obtained Restitution of all the Conquests which France 
may have made upon either of the Two High Con- 
tracting Parties, or upon such other of the Powers, 
Friends or Allies of their said Majesties, to whom they 
shall judge proper to extend this Guaranty by common 
Consent.

The High Contracting Parties having already taken 
the Resolution to shut all their Ports against French 
Ships, and not to permit the Exportation in any Case 
from their said Ports for France, of any Military or 
Naval Stores, or Corn, Grain, Salt Meat, or other 
Provisions ; they reciprocally engage to continue those 
Measures, and promise to employ all other Means which 
shall be in their Power, for injuring the Commerce of 
France, and for bringing her, by such Means, to just 
Conditions of Peace. 


Article IV. 

Their Majesties engage to unite all their Efforts to

Serene Highness the Landgrave of Hesse Cassel, having 
judged it mutually advantageous to strengthen and con- 
solidate the ancient Bonds of Friendship which so happily 
unite the Two Sovereigns by a Treaty of Subsidy. con- 
cluded at Cassel, the 10th day of the Month of April 
1793; and His Britannick Majesty having thought fit, 
in the present Situation of Affairs, further to augment 
the Corps of Troops employed against the common 
Enemy, has charged on his Part the Earl of Yarmouth, 
One of His Majesty’s most Honourable Privy Coun-

His Majesty the Emperor, and His Majesty the 
King of Great Britain, finding themselves equally 
engaged in a War with France, and desiring to act

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nions, as well as for the general Tranquillity of eo a 
have determined to establish with each other a perfect 
and confidential Concert and Co-operation in every 
Thing which may relate to that War. Their Majesties 
have therefore named for that Purpose their respective 
Ministers ; to wit, His Majesty the Emperor, the most 
Illustrious and most Excellent Lord is Count of 
Starhemberg, Count of the Holy Roman Empire, his 
actual Chamberlain, and his Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary to His Majesty the King of 
Great Britain; and His Majesty the King of Great 
Britain, the most Illustrious and most Excellent Lord 
William Wyndham, Baron Grenville of Wotton, One of 
His Majesty’s most Honourable Privy Council, and His 
Principal Secretary of State for the Department of 
Foreign Affairs; who, after having communicated to each 
other their respective full Powers, have agreed upon the 
following Articles : 


Article I. 

There shall be, upon all Points relative to the 
present War, the most perfect Concert, and the most 
intimate Confidence between the Two High Contracting

Be it known to those whom it may concern, That 
His Majesty the King of Great Britain, being desirous 
of taking into His Ricsion a Corps of the _ Sa of 
his Serene Highness the Margrave of Baden, to be 
employed in the present War against France, and his 
Serene Highness being disposed, as a Proof of his At- 
tachment to His said Majesty, to furnish a Corps of his 
said Troops, His Britannick Majesty has thought proper 
to nominate on his Part, as His Minister Plenipotentiary, 
Francis Earl of Yarmouth, One of His said Majesty's 
Most honourable Privy Councillors, and His. Serene 
Highness has nominated on his Side, for the same Pur- 
pose, the Baron of Gailing, Minister of State, and 
President of the Chamber of Finance ; who, being fur- 
nished with the necessary full Powers, have agreed to 
take for Basis of the present Treaty, the Treaty con- 
cluded at Cassel, the Tenth Day of April last, between 
His Britannick Majesty and the Landgrave of Hesse 
Cassel: In consequence it is agreed, that his Highness 
the Margrave of Baden shall enjoy proportionally for 
his Corps of Troops, all the Advantages granted to his 
Highness the Landgrave of Hesse Cassel, as well in the 
said Treaty, as in the secret Articles, in case there should 
be any ; that every Thing which shall not be determined 
by the following Articles in a precise Manner, shall 
be regulated in future according to the Principles of 
Equity and good Faith which have conducted the 
Whole of the present Negociation ; and the said Pleni- 
potentiaries have agreed accordingly upon the following 


Articles ; 
Article I. 


There shall be therefore, in virtue of this Treaty, 
between His Majesty the King of Great Britain and 
his Serene Highness the Margrave of Baden, their Suc- 
cessors and Heirs, a strict Friendship, and a sincere, 
firm, and constant Union, so that the one shall consider 
the Interests of the other as his own, and shall strive to 
promote them with good Faith, as much as possible, 
and mutually to prevent and remove all Disturbance and 
Injury. 

Article IT. 

His Majesty the King of Great Britain, desiring to 
secure for His Service a Body of the Troops of the 
Serene Margrave, and his Serene Highness wishing for 
nothing more than to give the King real Proofs of 
his strong Attachment for His Majesty, and of his 
Desire to co-operate, as much as lies in his Power, 
towards the common Object of the present War against 
France, engages by virtue of this Article to keep in 
Readiness for this Purpose, during the space of Three 
successive Years, reckoning from the Day of the Sig- 
nature of the present Treaty, a Body of Seven hundred 
and Fifty-four Men, including Officers, according to 
the Specification hereunto annexed. This Corps shall. 
be completely equipped, furnished with Tents, and all 
necessary Equipage, and shall be put upon the best 
possible Footing, and none be admitted into it but 
disciplined Men, and capable of serving immediately, 
acknowledged as such by the Commissary of His Bri- 
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tannick Majesty. As in the present Circumstances 
there is no Time to be lost, the above-mentioned 
Plenipotentiaries have agreed that the Day of the 
Signature of the present Treaty shall be deemed to be 
also the Period of the Requisition for the March of the 
Troops above-mentioned ; and that the said ‘Troops shall 
be in readiness to pass in Review before the Commissary 
of His Britannick Majesty on the Tenth of the Month 
of October 1793, and shall be ready to begin their 
March on the following Day for the Place of their Des- 
tination. These Troops shall not be separated unless 
the Course of the War should require it, but shall con- 
tinue under the Orders of their Baden Chiefs, under the 
Command, however, of the General to whom His Bri- 
tannick Majesty shall entrust that of His whole Army.

Each Battalion of Infantry of this Corps of Troops 


shall be provided with Two Field Pieces, and the —

Article IV. 

In order to defray the Expences to which the Serene 
Margrave shall be put, by equipping the above-men- 
tioned Corps of Seven hundred and Fifty-four Men, 
His Majesty the King of Great Britain promises to pay 
to his Serene Highness for each Horseman or Dragoon 
properly armed and mounted Eighty Crowns Banco, 
and for each Foot Soldier Thirty Sacwne Banco. This 
Levy Money shall be paid in Fifteen Days after the 
Signature of the present Treaty. 


Article V. 

Besides what is stipulated in the preceding Article, 
His Majesty the King of Great Britain engages to 
cause to be paid to the Serene Margrave, during the 
Three Years that this Treaty shall last, an Annual Sub- 
sidy. This Subsidy shall commence from the Day of 
the Signature of this Treaty, and it shall be paid at 
the Rate of Twenty-one thousand Two hundred and 
Sixteen Crowns Banco, per Annum, the Crown being 
reckoned at Fifty-three Sols of Holland, or at Four 
Shillings and Nine Pence Three Farthings English 
Money. 

When the said Troops shall be sent back by His 
Britannick Majesty, from the Day of their Return into 
the Margraviate of Baden till the Expiration of the 
Treaty, the Subsidy shall be continued upon the same 
Footing of Twenty-one thousand Two hundred and 
Sixteen Crowns, Banco, per Annum. The Payment of 
this Subsidy shall be regularly made without any De- 
duction, and Quarterly, in the Town of Carlsruhe, into 
the Military Treasury of the Serene Margrave autho- 
rized to receive it; and in case that, on either Side it 
should be judged expedient that the Number of the 
Corps of Troops should exceed Seven hundred and 
Fifty-four, the Subsidy shall be proportionably aug- 
mented, unless it shall be otherwise agreed upon. His 
Majesty shall continue equally to this Corps, the Pay 
and other Emoluments during the Remainder of the 
Month in which it shall repass the Frontiers of the 
Margraviate of Baden, and arrive in the Territories of 
his Serene Highness. 


Article VI. 

With regard to what relates to the Pay and Allow- 
ances, both ordinary and extraordinary, of the said 
Troops, during the Time that they shall be actually in 
the Pay of Great Britain, it is agreed that, as long as 
they shall serve in the Empire they shall enjoy the same 
Advantages and Emoluments which His Majesty grants 
to His German Troops, according to the effective Es- 
tablishment of the said Corps of Troops at the Time of 
their being delivered, which shall be verified by a List 
signed by the respective Ministers of the High Con- 
tracting Parties, which shall have the same Force as if 
it were inserted Word for Word in the present Treaty.

being understood that in both Cases, that is to say, in 
that of the German Pay, as well as in that of the 
Dutch, the Allowances shall not be inferior to what was 
granted in former Wars to the Hessian Troops: And, 
if the Nature of the War should require that those 
Troops should serve in different Countries upon the 
Continent of Europe from those above-mentioned, they 
shall in that Case be put, in every Respect, on the 
same Footing with the most favoured of His Majesty’s 
Auxiliary Troops. 

All these Allowances for those Troops shall be paid 
into the Military Treasury of his Serene Highness, 
without any Abatemeut or Diminution, in order to be

_ Article VII. | 

If it should unfortunately happen that some Com- 
panies of the Corps above-mentioned, should, by any 
Accidents, be wholly or partially ruined or’ destroyed, 
or that the Pieces of Artillery or other Effects with 
which it may be provided should be taken by the Enemy, 
His Majesty the King of Great Britain will pay the 
Expences of the necessary Recruits and Remounting, 
as also the Value of the said Field Pieces and Effects, 
in order speedily to restore the Artillery, Regiment, or 
Companies to their former State; and those Recruits 
shall likewise be put upon the same Footing as those

It will depend upon His Britannick Majesty to re- 
tain this Corps of Troops in His Service all the Time 
of the Duration of this Treaty, to make use of them in 
any part of Europe where He may have Occasion for 
them, provided it be not on board the Fleet, from the 
Time of its quitting the Territories of the Serene Mar- 

ve; and when His Majesty the King of Great 
Britain shall think proper to send back the said Troops, 
He shall give Three Months previous Notice to his 
Serene Highness, and shall make him an Allowance of 
a Month’s Pay for their Return, furnishing them also 
with the necessary Means of Transport, gratis. 


Article IX. 

His Britannick Majesty promises to attend, as much 
as possible, to the Safety of the Dominions and Pos- 
sessions of his Serene Highness, and to direct the Mili- 
tary Operations, as much as Circumstances may permit, 
in such Manner that the Country of his Serene Highness 
may be covered and spared as much as possible. If, 
however, notwithstanding the Precautions which shall be

may be wanting from one Spring Review to the next,

Their Britannick and most Faithful Majesties having 
resolved, in consideration of the present Circumstances 
of Europe, to substantiate, by Means of a Treaty adapted 
to those Circumstances, their intimate and mutual Con- 
fidence, as well as the Friendship and good Under- 
standing which have been so happily established be- 
tween their august Predecessors, and which they are 
always desirous more and more to confirm and improve, 
have named for that Purpose; viz. His Britannick 
Majesty, the most Illustrious and most Excellent Lord 
William Wyndham Baron Grenville of Wotton, One of 
His Majesty's most Honourable Privy Council, and 
His Principal Secretary of State for the Department of 
Foreign Affairs, and her most Faithful Majesty, the most 
Illustrious and most Excellent Lord Don John d’ Almeida 
de Mello e Castro, Member of the Council of Her most 
Faithful Majesty, and Councillor in her Council of 
Finances, Knight of the Order of Christ, Commander 
of Port Ancho in the Order of Saint James, and Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from her 
most Faithful Majesty to His Britannick Majesty ; 
who, after haying communicated to each other their 
respective full Powers, have agreed upon the following 
Articles : 


Article I. 
Their Britannick and most Faithful Majesties will 
employ their utmost Attention to re-establish the Pub- 
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lic Tranquillity upon solid and permanent Founda- 
tions, and to maintain their common Interests and 
the Security of their respective Dominions: And their 
Majesties engage to act in Concert and in the most 
intimate Confidence for the Accomplishment of these 
salutary Ends. 


Article IT. 

The Persons who have exercised the Powers of Go- 
vernment in France, having declared against His Bri- 
tannick Majesty an unjust and unprovoked War, her 
most Faithful Majesty confirms the Obligation which 
Portugal has contracted by former Treaties, for con- 
curring in mutual Defence, and engages to furnish, as 
an auxiliary Power and Ally of His Britannick Majesty, 
all the Succours which shall be compatible with her own 
Situation and Security, in order that they may act at the 
absolute disposal of His Britannick Majesty. 


Article IIT. 

In consequence of what is stipulated in the preceding 
Article, and in order that the Portuguese and British 
Vessels may be mutually protected during the present 
War, as well in their Navigation as in the Ports of the 
Two High Contracting Parties, their Britannick and 
most Faithful Majesties have stipulated and agreed with 
each other that their Squadrons and Ships of War shall 
convoy, without Distinction, the Trading Vessels of the 
Two Nations in the same Manner as is established for 
those of their own Nations, as far as Circumstances may 
permit : and that both their Ships of War and Trading 
Vessels shall be admitted and protected in their respect- 
ive Ports, and shall be furnished with all the Succours 
of which they may stand in need at the current Prices 
of the Country. 


Article IV. 

Her most Faithful Majesty promises to shut all her 
Ports against the French Ships of War and Privateers 
during all the Time that France shall be at War with 
His Britannick Majesty; her most Faithful Majesty 
will prohibit her Subjects from exporting from her said 
Ports for those of France, or from carrying to the Ports 
of France from any other Port whatsoever, any Military 
or Naval Stores, or even Corn, Salted Meat, or any 
other Provisions; her said Majesty also engages not to 
give, nor permit to her subjects to give, any Protection 
whatsoever, either directly or indirectly to the Trade or 
Property of the French, on the Sea or in the Ports of 
France; and will take, in consequence of what is de- 
clared in this Article, the most severe Measures in order 


to maintain the above-mentioned Prohibition in its full.

Article V. 

If either of the High Contracting Parties should be 
attacked, molested, or disturbed in any of their Domi- 
nions, Rights, Possessions, or Interests, at any Time 
or in any Manner whatsoever, by Sea or Land, in con- 
sequence or in hatred of the Articles or Stipulations 
contained in the present Treaty, or of the Measures to 
be taken by the said Contracting Parties in virtue of 
this Treaty, the other Contracting Party engages to as- 
sist, and to make common Cause, in the Manner stipu- 
lated by the aforesaid Articles.

TRANSLATION of the Treaty between 
His Majesty and the Landgrave of Hesse 
Darmstadt, signed at Langen Candel, the 5th 
of October 1793. 


Be it known to those whom it may concern, that His 
Majesty the King of Great Britain, being desirous of 
taking into His Service a Corps of the Troops of his 
Serene Highness the Landgrave of Hesse Darmstadt, 
to be employed in the present War against France, and 
his Serene Highness being disposed, as a Proof of his 
Attachment to His said Majesty, to furnish a Corps 
of his said Troops, His Britannick Mojpety ee thought 
proper to nominate on His Part, as His Minister 
Plenipotentiary, Francis Earl of Yarmouth, One of His 
said Majesty's most Honourable Privy Council ; and 
his Serene Highness has nominated on his Side for 
the same Purpose Count Francis de Jenison Walworth, 
Knight of Malta, Marshal of his Court, and Colonel 
of Cavalry, and George William Panzebieter, his Coun- 
cillor of the Chamber ; who, being furnished with the 
necessary full Powers, have agreed to take for Basis of 
the present Treaty, the Treaty concluded at Cassel the 
1oth of April last, between His Britannick Majesty and 
the Landgrave of Hesse Cassel; and the said Plenipo- 
tentiaries have agreed in consequence upon the following 
Articles : 

Article I. 

There shall be therefore, in virtue of this Treaty, 
between His Majesty the King of Great Britain, and 
his Serene Highness the Landgrave of Hesse Darmstadt, 
their Successors and Heirs, a strict Friendship, under a 
sincere, firm, and constant Union, so that the one shall 
consider the Interests of the other as his own, and shall 
strive to promote them with good Faith, as much as 
possible, and mutually to prevent and remove all Dis- 
turbance and Injury. 

Article IT. 

His Majesty the King of Great Britain, desiring to 
secure for His Service in Europe a Body of the Troops 
of the Serene Landgrave, and his Serene Highness 
wishing for nothing more than to give the King real 
Proofs of his strong Attachment for His Majesty, en- 
gages, by virtue of this Article, to keepin readiness for 
this Purpose, during the Space of Three successive Years, 
reckoning from the Day of the Signature of the pre- 
sent Treaty, a Body of Three Thousand Men, including 
Officers, according to the Specification hereunto an- 
nexed : This Corps shall be completely equipped, fur- 
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nished with Tents and all necessary Equi and shall 
be put upon the best possible Footing, and none shall 
be admitted into it but disciplined Men, and capable of 
serving immediately, acknowledged as such by the Com- 
missary of His Britannick Majesty. As in the present 
Circumstances there is no Time to be lost, the above- 
mentioned Plenipotentiaries have agreed that the Day 
of the Signature of the present Treaty shall be deemed 
to be also the Period of the Requisition for the March 
of the Troops above-mentioned; and that the said 
Troops shall be in readiness to pass in Review before 
the Commissary of His Britannick Majesty on the 
Seventeenth of October of the present Year, and to 
begin its March the following Day for the Place of 
its Destination. These Troops shall not be sepa- 
rated unless the Course of the War should require it, 
but shall continue under the Orders of their Hessian 
Chief, under the Command, however, of the General to 
whom His Britannick Majesty shall entrust that of His 
whole Army. 
Article III. 

Each Battalion of Infantry of this Corps of Troops 
shall be provided with Two Field Pieces, and the 
Officers, Cannoneers, and other Men and Equipage at- 
tached to them. 

Article IV. 

In order to defray the Expences to which the Serene 
Landgrave shall be put by equipping the above-men- 
tioned Corps of Three Thousand Men, His Majesty the 
King of Great Britain promises to pay to his Serene 
Highness, for each Horseman or Dragoon properly 
armed and mounted, Eighty Crowns Banco, and for 
each Foot Soldier Thirty Crowns Banco: This Levy 
Money shall be paid in Fifteen Days after the Signature 
of the present Treaty. 


Article V. 

Besides what is stipulated in the preceding Article, 
His Majesty the King of Great Britain engages to 
cause to be paid to the Serene Landgrave, an Annual 
Subsidy during the Three Years that this Treaty shall 
last. This Subsidy shall commence from the Day of 
the Signature of this Treaty, and it shall be paid 
at the Rate of Eighty-four thousand Three hundred 
and Seventy-five Crowns Banco, per Annum, the Crown 
being reckoned at Fifty-three Sols of Holland, or at 
Four Shillings and Nine Pence Three Farthings English 
Money. 

When the said Troops shall be sent back by His 
Britannick Majesty, from the Day of their Return into 
the Territories of the Serene Landgrave till the Ex- 
piration of the Treaty, the Subsidy shall be continued 
upon the same Footing of Eighty-four Thousand Three 
hundred and Seventy Crowns Banco, per Annum: The 
Payment of this Subsidy shall be regularly made with- 
out any Deduction, and Quarterly, in the Town of 
Darmstadt, into the Military Treasury of the Serene 
Landgrave authorized to receive it; and in case that, 
on either Side, it should be judged expedient that the 
Number of the Corps of Troops should exceed Three 
Thousand, the Subsidy shall be proportionably aug- 
mented, unless it shall be otherwise agreed upon: His 
Majesty shall continue equally to this Corps the Pay and 
other Emoluments during the Remainder of the Month 
in which it shall repass the Frontiers of Darmstadt, and 
arrive in the Territories of his Serene Highness. 


Article VI. 

With regard to what relates to the Pay and Allow- 
ances, both ordinary and extraordinary, of the said 
Troops during the Time that they shall be actually in 
the Pay of Great Britain, it is agreed that as long as 
they shall serve in the Empire they shall enjoy the 
same Advantages and Emoluments which His Majesty: 
grants to His German Troops, according to the eflfec- 
tive Establishment of the said Corps at the Time of 
their being delivered, which shall be verified by a List 
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signed by the respective Ministers of the High Con- 
tracting Parties, which shall have the same Force as if 
it were inserted Word for Word in the present Treaty. 
During the Time that they shall be employed in the 
Low Countries, they shall be treated in the above- 
tioned Respect upon the Footing of Dutch Troops ; 
it being understood that in both Cases, that is to say, 
in that of the German Pay as well as in that of the 
Dutch, the Allowances shall not be inferior to what 
was granted in former Wars to the Troops of Hesse 
Cassel; and, if the Nature of the War should require 
that those Troops should serve in different Countries 
upon the Continent of Europe from those above-men- 
tioned, they shall, in that Case, be put in every Respect 
on the same Footing with the most favoured of His 
Majesty Auxiliary Troops. 

If it shall happen that they should be employed in 
Great Britain or in Ireland, as soon as the Notification, 
in such Case, shall be made to the Serene Landgrave, 
they shall be put on the same Footing in every Respect 
as His Majesty’s British Troops. 

All these Allowances for those Troops shall be paid 
into the General Treasury of his Serene Highness, 
without any Abatement or Diminution, in order to be 
distributed. 

Article VII. 

If it should unfortunately happen that some Regi- 
ments or Companies of the Corps above-mentioned 
should, by any Accidents, be wholly or partially ruined 
or destroyed, or that the Pieces of Artillery or other 
Effects, with which it may be provided, should be taken 
by the Enemy, His Majesty the King of Great Britain 
will pay the Expenses of the necessary Recruits and 
Remounting, as also the Value of the said Field Pieces 
and Effects, in order speedily to restore the Artillery, 
Regiments, or Companies to their former State; and 
those Recruits shall be put upon the same Footing as 
those of the Troops furnished to His Majesty by his 
Serene Highness the Landgrave of Hesse Cassel, by the 
Treaty of Subsidy signed at Cassel the Tenth of the 
Month of April of the present Year, in order that the 
Corps of his Serene Highness the Landgrave of Darm- 
- stadt may be always preserved and sent back hereafter in 
as good a State as that in which it was delivered ; and the 
Recruits Annually necessary shall be delivered to the 
English Commissary, disciplined and completely equip- 
ped, at the Place of their Destination, at the Time 
which His Britannick Majesty shall appoint. 


Article VIII. 

It will depend upon His Britannick Majesty to 
retain this Corps of Troops in His Service all the 
Time of the Duration of this Treaty, to make use of 
them in any Part of Europe where He may have Occa- 
sion for them, provided it be not on board the Fleet, 
from the Time of its quitting the Territories of the 
Serene Landgrave ; and when His Majesty the King of 
Great Britain shall think proper to send back the said 
Troops He shall give Three Months previous Notice to 
his Serene Highness, and shall make him an Allowance 
of a Month's Pay for their Return, furnishing them also 
with the necessary Means of Transport gratis. 


Article IX. 

His Britanni:k Majesty promises to attend, as much 
as possible, to the Safety of the Dominions and Posses- 
sions of his Serene Highness, and to direct the Military 
Operations, as much as Circumstances may permit, in 
such Manner that the Country of his Serene Highness 
may be covered and spared as much as possible. If 
however, notwithstanding the Precautions which shall 
be taken with that View, the Country of his Serene 
Highness should be invaded by the Enemy, on Account 
of the present Treaty, His Britannick Majesty shall 
endeavour to procure to the Country of his Highness 
the Landgrave, an Indemnification proportionable to 
the Loss occasioned by the Invasion. 
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Article X. 

The Sick of the said Hessian Corps shall remain: 
under the Care of their own Physicians, Surgeons, and 
other Persons appointed for that Purpose, under the 
Command of the General commanding the Corps of 
Troops, and every Thing shall be granted to them which 
His Majesty grants to His own oops: 


Article XT. 
All Deserters from the said Hessian Corps shall be 
faithfully restored, as often as they shall be discovered 
in Places dependent upon His Britannick Majesty. 


Article XII. 

It is agreed, that at the Review to be made in 
Spring, at the Beginning of a Campaign, by the Com- 
missary of His Britannick Majesty, the Corps ought to 
be complete, or the Pay of those wanting to complete 
shall be retained ; on the other Hand, the Pay of those 
who may be wanting from one Spring Review to the 
next, shall not be retained, but shall be allowed without 
Abatement, as if they were complete; and, instead of 
what was formerly paid in similar Cases for recruiting, 
in the Room of One killed or Three wounded, it is 
agreed, that each Man furnished shall be paid for with- 
out Distinction at the Rate of Twelve Crowns Banco 
a Head, under the express Condition, however, that 
what is here agreed on shall only regard the Recruiting 
which is referred to in this Article. 


Article XIII. 

All the Expenses of Transport for the Troops, as 
well for the Men as for their Effects, shall be defrayed 
by His Britannick Majesty. 

Article XIV. 

This Treaty shall be ratified by the High Contracting 
Parties, and the Ratifications thereof shall be exchanged 
as soon as possible. 


In Witness whereof, we, the undersigned, au- 
thorized by full Powers from His Majesty the King of 
Great Britain on one Side, and of his Serene High- 
ness the Reigning Landgrave of Hesse Darmstadt on 
the other, have signed the present Treaty, and have 
thereto put the Seals of our Arms. 


Done at Langen Candel the 5th day of October, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety-three.

TRANSLATION of the Declaration 
published by His Majesty’s Order, 29th 
_ October 1793. 


DECLARATION. 


The Circumstances, in consequence of which His 
Majesty has found Himself engaged in a defensive War 
against France, are known already to all Europe. The 
Objects which His Majesty has proposed to Himself, 
from the Commencement of the War, are of equal 
Notoriety. To repel an unprovoked Aggression, to 
contribute to the immediate Defence of His Allies, to

obtain for them and for Himself a just Indemnification, 


and to provide, as far as Circumstances will allow, for 
the future Security of His own Subjects, and of all the 
other Nations of Europe; these are the Points for 
which His Majesty has felt it incumbent on Him to 
employ all the Means which He derives from the 
Resources of His Dominions, from the Zeal and Af- 
fection of His People, and from the unquestionable 
Justice of His Cause. , . 
ut 
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But it has become ‘Daily more and more evident, 
how much the internal Situation of France obstructs 
the Conclusion of a solid and permanent Treaty, which 
can alone fulfil His -Majesty’s just and salutary Views 
for the Accomplishment of these important Objects, 
and for restoring the general Tranquillity of Europe, 
His Majesty sees, therefore, with the utmost Satisfac- 
tion, the Prospect, which the present Circumstances 
afford Him, of accelerating the Return of Peace, by 
making, to the well-disposed Part of the People of 
France, a more particular Declaration of the Princi- 
ples which animate Him, of the Objectsto which His 
Views are directed, and of the Conduct which it is 
His Intention to pursue. With respect to the present 
Situation of Affairs, the Events of the War, the Con- 
fidence reposed in Him by One of the most consider- 
able Cities of France, and above all, the Wish which 
is manifested almost universally in that Country, to 
find a Refuge from the Tyranny by which it is now 
overwhelmed, render this Explanation on His Ma- 
jesty’s Part a pressing and indispensable Duty: And 
His Majesty feels additional Satisfaction in making such 
a Declaration, from the Hope of finding, in the other 
Powers engaged with him in the common Cause, Sen- 
timents and Views perfectly conformable to His own. 

From the first Period when his Most Christian Ma- 
jesty, Louis the Sixteenth, had called his People around 
him, to join in concerting Measures for their common 
Happiness, the King has uniformly shewn by His 
Conduct the Sincerity of His Wishes for the Success 
of so difficult, but at the same Time so interesting an 
Undertaking. His Majesty was deeply afflicted with 
all the Misfortunes which ensued; but particularly 
when He perceived more and more evidently, that 
Measures, the Consequences of which He could not 
disguise from Himself, must finally compel Him to re- 
linquish the friendly and pacific System which He had 
adopted. The Moment at length arrived, when His 
Majesty saw that it was necessary for Him, not only to 
defend His own Rights and those of His Allies, not only 
to repel the unjust Aggression which He had recently 
experienced, but that all the dearest Interests of His 
People imposed upon Him a Duty still more important, 
that of exerting His Efforts for the Preservation of Civil 
Society itself, as happily established among the Nations 
of Europe. 

The Designs which had been professed of reforming 
the Abuses of the Government of France, of establish- 
ing personal Liberty and the Rights of Property on a 
solid Foundation, of securing to an extensive and po- 
pulous Country the Benefit of a wise Legislation, and 
an equitable and mild Administration of its Laws ; all 
these salutary Views have unfortunately vanished. In 
their Place has succeeded a System destructive of all 
Public Order, maintained by Proscriptions, Exiles, and 
Confiscations without Number; by arbitrary Impri- 
sonments ; by Massacres, which cannot be remembered 
without Horror; and, at length, by the execrable Mur- 
der of a just and benificent Sovereign, and of the illus- 
trious Princess, who, with an upshaken Firmness, has 
shared all the Misfortunes of Her Royal Consort, his 
protracted Sufferings, his cruel Captivity, his ignomi- 
nious Death. The Inhabitants of that unfortunate 
Country, so long flattered by Promises of Happiness, 
renewed at the Period of every fresh Crime, have 
found themselves plunged into an Abyss of unexampled 
Calamities ; and neighbouring Nations, instead of de- 
riving a new Security for the Maintenance of general 
Tranquillity from the Establishment of a wise and 
moderate. Government, have been exposed to the re- 
peated Attacks of a ferocious Anarchy, the natural 
and necessary Enemy of all Public Order. They have 
had to encounter Acts of Aggression without Pretext, 
open Violations of all Treaties, unprovoked Declara- 
tions of War; in a Word, whatever Corruption, 
VoL. 49. 
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Intrigue, or Violence could effect, for the Purpose so 
openly avowed, of subverting all the Institutions of 
Society, and of extending over all the Nations of Eu- 
rope that Confusion which has produced the Misery of 
France. 

This State of Things cannot exist in France; with- 
out involving all the surrounding Powers in one common 
Danger ; without giving them the Right, without im- 
posing it upon them as a Duty, to stop the Progress of 
an Evil, which exists only by the successive Violation 
of all Law and all Property, and which attacks the 
fundamental Principles by which Mankind is united in 
the Bonds of Civil Society. His Majesty by no Means 
disputes the Right of France to reform its Laws. It 
never would have been His Wish to employ the In- 
fluence of external Force with respect to the particular 
Forms of Government to be established in an independ- 
ent Country. Neither has He now that Wish, except 
in so far as such Interference is become essential to the 
Security and Repose of other Powers. Under these 
Circumstances He demands from France, and He de- 
mands with Justice, the Termination of a System of 
Anarchy, which has no Force but for the Purposes of 
Mischief, unable to discharge the primary Duty of all 
Government, to repress the Disorders, or to punish the 
Crimes which are Daily increasing in the Interior of the 
Country, but disposing arbitrarily of the Property and 
Blood of the Inhabitants of France, in order to disturb 
the Tranquillity of other Nations, and to render. all 
Europe the Theatre of the same Crimes and of the 
same misfortunes. The King demands, that some legi- 
timate and stable Government should be established, 
founded on the acknowledged Principles of universal 
Justice, and capable of maintaining with other Powers 
the accustomed Relations of Union and Peace. His 
Majesty wishes ardently to be enabled to treat for the 
Re-establishment of general Tranquillity with such a 
Government, exercising a legal and permanent Autho- 
rity, animated with the Wish for general Tranquillity, 
and possessing Power to enforce the Observance of its 
Engagements. The King would propose none other 
than equitable and moderate Conditions, not such as the 
Expences, the Risques, and the Sacrifices of the War 
might justify, but such as His Majesty thinks Himself 
under the indispensable Necessity of requiring with a 
View to these Considerations, and still more to that of 
His own Security, and of the future Tranquillity of 
Europe. His Majesty desires nothing more sincerely 
than thus to terminate a War, which He, in vain, en- 
deavoured to avoid; and all the Calamities of which, 
as now experienced by France, are to be attributed only 
to the Ambition, the Perfidy, and the Violence of those, 
whose Crimes have involved their own Country in 
Misery, and disgraced all civilized Nations. 

As His Majesty has hitherto been compelled to 
carry on War against the People of France collectively, 
to treat as Enemies all those who suffer their Property 
and Blood to be lavished in Support of an unjust 
Aggression, His Majesty would see with infinite Satis- 
faction the Opportunity of making Exceptions in Favour 
of the well-disposed Inhabitants of other Parts of France, 
as He has already done with respect to those of Toulon. 
The King promises, on His part, the Suspension of 
Hostilities, Friendship, and (as far as the Course of 
Events will allow, of which the Will of Man cannot dis- 
pose) Security and Protection to all those who, by de- 
claring for a Monarchical Government, shall shake off 
the Yoke of a sanguinary Anarchy, of that Anarchy 
which has broken all the most sacred Bonds of Society, 
dissolved all the Relations of civil Life, violated every 
Right, confounded every Duty; which uses the Name 
of Liberty to exercise the most cruel Tyranny, to anni- 
hilate all Property, to seize on all Possessions; which 
founds its Power on the pretended Consent of the People, 
and itself carries Fire and Sword through extensive 
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Provinces, for having demanded their Laws, their Reli- 
gion, and their lawful Sovereign. ; 
It is then, in order to deliver themselves from this 
unheard-of Oppression, to put an End to a System of 
unparalleled Crimes, and to restore at length Tran- 
quillity to France, and Security to all Europe, that His 
Majesty invites the Co-operation of the People of 
France. It is for these Objects that He calls upon 
them to join the Standard of an Hereditary Monarchy ; 
not for the Purpose of deciding, in this Moment of 
Disorder, Calamity, and Public Danger, on all the 
Modifications of which this Form of Government may 
hereafter be susceptible, but in order to unite them- 
selves once more under the Empire of Law, of Mo- 
rality, and of Religion, and to secure at em to their 
own Country external Peace, Domestick Tranquillity, 
a real and genuine Liberty, a wise, moderate, and 
beneficent Government, and the uninterrupted Enjoy- 
ment of all the Advantages which can contribute to the 
Happiness and Prosperity of a great and powerful 


Nation.

TRANSLATION of the Declaration 
published in the King’s Name, and by His 
Majesty’s Order, by their Excellencies Vice 
Admiral Lord Hood, the Right Honourable 
Sir Gilbert Elliot, Baronet, and Lieutenant 
General O'Hara, His Majesty's Commis- 
sioners Plenipotentiary at Zoudon, 20th No- 
vember 1793. 


We, the undersigned Commissioners Plenipotentiary 
of His Majesty the King of Great Britain, do hereby 
publish, by His Order, and in His Name, the following 
Declaration : 

His Britannick Majesty having been informed of the 
Circumstances under which the Town, Harbour, and 
Forts of Toulon, and the Ships in the said Harbour, 
have been entrusted to Vice Admiral Lord Hood, Com- 
mander in Chief of His Majesty’s Ships and Vessels in 
the Mediterranean, and of the Declaration and Pro- 
clamations published by the said Vice Admiral, as well 
as of the Declaration made to him on the Part of the 
Inhabitants and People of Zoulon, has thought fit, for 
the entire Satisfaction of the said Inhabitants and People, 
and for the further Explanation of His Royal Intentions, 
to declare as follows : 

I. When Monarchy shall be re-established in France, 
and a Treaty of Peace shall be made and concluded, 
stipulating, in Favour of His Majesty and His Allies, 
the Restitution of all Conquests made by France during 
the War, and a just Indemnification for the Losses and 
Expenses thereby incurred, and a proper Security for 
the future, His Majesty will restore the Town, Harbour, 
and Forts of Zoulon, together with the Ships and Stores 
therein, according to the Engagement entered into for 
that Purpose by the said Vice Admiral. 

II. His Majesty has given Directions, that the most 
effectual Measures shall be taken for the Protection of 
the Persons and Property of the Inhabitants of the said 
Town, and for procuring them the Supplies of Provi- 


sions, and other Articles of which they may stand in 


need ; and His Majesty is also pleased to approve of 
continuing all Persons who held Civil or Military Em- 
ployments in their respective Places and Occupations, 
as far as Circumstances, and the Good of the common 
Cause, will permit. 

III. His Majes 


will do every Thing in His Power, 
and in Concert wi 


His Allies, to repel any Attacks 


which may be made against Zoulon, and to extend His 
Protection to all those who may be desirous to have 
Recourse to it, under proper Conditions. 
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IV. His Majesty ardently wishes the Happiness of 
France, but by no Means desires, on that Account, to 
prescribe the Form of its Government. The King claims 
the Right of taking a Part, only because the Anarchy 
which now desolates that Country threatens the Tran- 
quillity of His own Subjects, and that of the other: 
Powers of Europe, whose Peace and Safety materially 
depend on the Re-establishment of Order in France, 
and of a regular System, which may hold out to them a 
secure Ground of Negotiation and Friendship: And 
His Majesty does not hesitate to declare, that the Re- 
establishment of Monarchy, in the Person of Louis the 
Seventeenth, and the lawful Heirs of the Crown, appears 
to Him the best Mode of accomplishing these just and 
salutary Views. This Form of Government has not 
only prevailed in France from the earliest Times, but 
being capable of such Limitations as may suit the re- 
spective Circumstances of different Nations, has been 
proved by Experience to be the best adapted in great 
Countries, to unite the Advantages of Security and Order 
with real Liberty. 

Such a System, subject to the wise Modifications 
which may hereafter be made therein, in a regular and 
legal Manner, when Tranquillity shall have been restored 
in France, would afford to His Majesty the best and 
most pleasing Prospect of terminating the Evils and 
Miseries now endured by the French Nation, and of the 
Renewal of a regular and amicable Intercourse between 
that Country and other States. 

It is to the Attainment of this important Object that 
all His Majesty’s Measures will be directed; and His 
Protection and Assistance will be extended, as far as 
Circumstances will admit, to all those who manifest their 
Desire to concur in so salutary a Work.

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That an humble Address be presented to His 
Majesty, to return His Majesty the Thanks of this House, 
for His most Gracious Speech from the Throne : 

To assure His Majesty, that the Circumstances under 
which we are assembled will not fail to command our 
most serious Attention, as we are sensible that, on the 
Issue of the Contest in which we are engaged, depend 
the Maintenance of our Constitution, Laws, and Reli- 
gion, and the Security of all Civil Society : 

That we have observed, with Satisfaction, the Ad- 
vantages which have been obtained by the Arms of the 
Allied Powers in different Parts of Europe, and the 
Change which has taken Place in the general Situation 
of Affairs upon the Continent since the Commencement 
of the War; and that we must, in a particular Manner, 
congratulate His Majesty on the valuable Possessions 
which have been acquired from the Enemy ; on the un-

We have observed, with Satisfaction, the Advantages 
which have been obtained by the Arms of the Allied 
Powers in different Parts of Europe, and the Change 
which has taken Place in the general Situation of Affairs 
upon the Continent since the Commencement of the 
War; and we must, in a particular Manner, con- 
gratulate Your Majesty on the valuable Possessions 
which have been acquired from the Enemy; on the 
undisputed Superiority at Sea, which has enabled Your 
Majesty to afford such effectual Protection to the Com- 
merce of Your Subjects; and on the important and 
decisive Blow which has been given to the Naval Power 


of Your Enemies, under Circumstances which reflect the . 


highest Honour upon the Conduct, Abilities, and Spirit, 
of Your Majesty’s Commanders, Officers, and Forces, 
both by Sea and Land. 

The System from which our Enemies have derived 
the Means of temporary Exertion, founded as it is 
upon the Violation of every Principle of Justice, Hu- 
manity, and Religion, evidently productive of internal 
Discontent and Confusion in France, and tending ra- 
pidly to exhaust the natural and real Strength of that 
Country, appears to prove, in the strongest Manner, 
the Necessity of Vigour and Perseverance on our Part, 
and to afford in itself a just Expectation of ultimate 
Success. 

We must undoubtedly join with Your Majesty in 
regretting the necessary Continuance of the War; but 
we are persuaded that it would be inconsistent with the 
essential Interests of Your Majesty’s Subjects to look 
to the Restoration of Peace on any Grounds but such 
as may provide for their permanent Safety, and for the 
Independence and Security of Europe: And it is im- 
possible for us not to perceive that the Attainment of 
these Ends is obstructed by the Prevalence of a System 
in France, equally incompatible with the Happiness of 
that Country, and with the Tranquillity of all other 
Nations. . 

We acknowledge Your Majesty’s Goodness in hav- 
ing directed to be laid before us Copies of the De- 
claration which Your Majesty has thought proper to

We most cordially rejoice that Your Majesty has so 
much Reason to reflect with Satisfaction on the steady 
Loyalty and firm Attachment to the established Con- 
stitution and Government, which, risa the 
continued Efforts employed to mislead and to seduce, 
have been so generally prevalent amongst all Ranks 
of Your Majesty’s Subjects. The Zeal and Alacrity 
of the Militia to provide for our internal Defence, and 
the distinguished Bravery and Spirit displayed, on every 
Occasion, by Your Majesty’s Forces, both by Sea and 
Land, are the natural Result of these Sentiments, and 
might well be expected from a brave and free People, 
animated by the Example of Your Majesty’s illustrious 
Progeny, and sensible of the Value of those Blessings 
which it is the Object of all our Exertions to pre- 
serve. 

Although we must, at all Times, lament the Ne- 
cessity of any additional Burthens, we feel it our in- 
dispensable Duty to make a speedy and ample Provision 
for the Public Service; and we shall endeavour to de- 
fray those Expenses which the Exigencies of the Time 
must require, in such a Manner as to avoid, as far as 
ea any Pressure which could be severely felt by the 

ation. 

Your Majesty may be assured, that in all our Deli- 
berations we can never lose Sight of the true Grounds 
and Origin of the War. We have been called upon 
by every Motive of Duty and Self-preservation, to repel 
an Attack made upon Your Majesty and Your Allies, 
founded upon Principles which tend to destroy all Pro- 
perty, to subvert the Laws and Religion of every civi- 
lized Nation, and to introduce universally that wild and 
destructive System of Rapine, Anarchy, and Impiety, 
the Effects of which, as they have already been mani- 
fested in France, furnish a dreadful, but useful, Lesson 
to the present Age, and to Posterity. . 

We are sensible that the Discontinuance, or Re- 
laxation, of our Exertions could hardly procure even 
a short Interval of delusive Repose, and could never 
terminate in Security or Peace; and we trust that all 
Your Majesty’s Subjects, impressed with the Necessity 
of defending whatever is most dear to them, and rely- 
ing with Confidence on the Valour and Resources of 
their Country, on the combined Efforts of so large a 
Part of. Europe, and, above all, on the incontestible 
Justice of their Cause, will study to render their Con- 
duct a Contrast to that of their Reccbes and by cul- 
tivating and practising the Principles of Humanity, 
and the Duties of Religion, will endeavour to merit 
the Continuance of the Divine Favour and Protection, 
which have been so eminently experienced by these 
Kingdoms.

John Mordaunt reported from the Committee, 
to whom the Petition of the Gentlemen, Mer- 
chants, Manufacturers, and Inhabitants, of the Towns

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And; to prove the Allegations of the Second-men- 
tioned Petition, the Witness said, That the Branch 
of Road described in the Petition, is Part of the 
Road between the Town of Holt and the City of 
Norwich, and is only Three Miles in Length, or there- 
abouts, and communicates with the Road between 
Aylsham and Norwich, within about the Distance of 
Two Miles from the said City :—That the said Road is 
very incommodious for Travellers, and cannot be effec- 
tually amended and kept in Repair by the ordinary 
Course of Law; and that in case the intended Bill 
should pass into a Law, and no Provision be made there- 
in for Relief of Travellers between Holt and the said 
City, they would be liable to pay Toll for only passing 
about Two Miles upon the intended Turnpike Road, 
which would be a very great Hardship upon such 
Travellers. 

That several Public Meetings of the Gentlemen 
who are desirous of applying to Parliament for Power 
to amend the Road between the said City and the 
Town of Aylsham, were holden, to consider of a Bill 
for that Purpose, which should be the least burthen- 
some to the Country ; and at the last of such Meetings, 
it was unanimously resolved, That for the Relief of all 
Persons passing upon the said Branch of Road leading 
towards the said Town of Holt, Part of the said Road, 
for the Distance of about Three Miles, should be 
amended out of the Tolls to arise upon the Road be- 
tween Norwich and Aylsham, and that no Turnpike 
should be erected, or any Toll taken, upon that Branch 
of Road.

To prove. the Allegations of the said Petition, 
George Maxwell, Esquire, being examined, said, That 
the River Ouze, in the County of Norfolk, is the great 
Outfall for the Waters from the Middle and South 
Levels of the Fens, the Country of MJarshland, and 
divers other Lands which drain to Sea thereby 
through the Harbour of King’s Lynn, in the said 
County of Norfolk :—And being further examined, he 
said, That Part of the said River Ouze; between Saint 
German’s Bridge and King’s Lynn aforesaid, is in a 
State very insufficient for the Purposes of a complete 
Drainage and safe Navigation, occasioned principally: 
by the Channel or Bed of the said River being too 
wide, and bending very considerably between the said 
Place, called Saint German's Bridge, and King’s Lynn 
aforesaid, by reason whereof the Drainage of large 
Tracts of Land lying in the said Parishes or Town- 
ships is greatly impeded, and the Trade and Naviga- 
tion to and from the Port of King’s Lynn are ma- 
terially injured—And being further examined, he 
said, That in order effectually to improve and assist 
the Drainage of the said Lands, and to amend the 
Navigation to and from the said Port, it is necessary, 
that a Cut, or River, of sufficient Dimensions to afford 
a free Passage for the Waters draining from the said 
Lands, and to answer the Purposes of Navigation, 
should be made to branch out of the said River Ouze, 
from the Common Salt Marsh at or near a Place 
called Eau Brink, in the Parish of Wiggenhall Saint 
Mary, in the said County of Norfolk, and again to join 
the said River Ouze at or near the Harbour of King’s 
Lynn aforesaid. Then, 

Mr. Robert Milne, an Engineer, being exam‘ned, 
said; That he is clearly of Opinion, from the Levels 
and Surveys lately taken and made, that a Cut or 
River, as above described, may be made; and that the 
making thereof, with such other Works as may be 
found requisite to attain the Ends above-mentioned, 
would be highly beneficial to the Owners and Occu- 
piers of Lands within the Districts above specified, 
and would tend greatly to promote the Trade and 
Commerce of the Town and Port of King’s Lynn, and 
of the adjacent Country.—And being further examined, 
he said, That the Expence of executing such Cut or 
River, and other Works, may with great Ease and Con- 
venience be provided for by Means of a Tax on the 
Lands to be benefited by the same, aided by a certain 
Tonnage Duty on Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes 
navigated on the said Cut, or River. 

And the Witness being asked, Whether he had taken 
the Levels and Surveys of all the Country to be af- 
fected by the Petition? he said, He did not know 
exactly the Extent of the Country to which the Peti- 
tion goes, but that he had taken them from Cambridge 
Wharf along the River Ouze to Lynn Deeps, and the 
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Mouths and Parts of all the Cross Branches that fall 
in that Length—that he had taken them Once in 
1791, Twice in 1792, and again in 1793.—that he had 
made a Comparison of Surveys taken by other Persons, 
and joined them altogether for the Information of his 
own Mind, in order to form the Opinion he has 
given.—And being further examined, he said, He thinks 
that the Object proposed by the Petition will be of 
general Utility to all the Land Owners who may be 
affected by it—And being asked, How he could speak 
to that Fact with such Precision, when, by his Answer 
to a former Question, it was understood, that he did not 
know the Extent of all the Lands to be affected by the 
Petition? he said, He thought his Answer quite con- 
sistent ; for, if he surveyed the Mouth of a River where 
the Lands are annoyed by Water, all Lands upwards 
upon the Banks of that River that do drain by it, must 
be benefited.— And the Witness added, That the pro- 
posed Plan will be of general Utility to the Navigation 
of the River Ouze.—Then, 

Mr. Mazwell being again examined, said, That he 
was acquainted with the whole Country in general 
which would be affected by the intended Bill ; and that 
he apprehended, that should such a Bill pass it would be 
for the Benefit of that Country in general. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill for 
improving the Drainage of the Middle and South

A Petition of Thomas Weld, Esquire, was presented 
to the House, and read; Setting forth, That there are, 
within the Manors of Preston and Sutton Poyntz, in 
the County of Dorset, certain Open Common Arable 
Fields, and also certain Common Downs, Commons,

Mr. Mainwaring reported from the Committee, - to 
whom the Petition of John Arkley, John Satchell, and 
William Thornton, Assignees of the Estate and Effects 
of Joseph Freeman and Thomas Grace, Bankrupts, was 
referred; That the Committee had examined the 
Matter of the said Petition, and had directed him to 
report the same, as it appeared to them, to the House ; 
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and he read the Report in his Place; and afterwards 
delivered it in at the Clerk’s Table: Where the same 
was read ; and is as followeth ; viz. 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, Mr. 
Jonathan Dennett being examined, said, That a Com- 
mission of Bankrupt, was on the 6th Day of February 
1790, awarded against Joseph Freeman and Thomas 
Grace, of Devonshire Square, Bishopgate Street, London, 
Warehousemen, Dealers, Chapmen, and Co-partners 
(which Commission the Witness produced to your 
Committee) under which they were found and declared 
Bankrupts, and that John Arkley, John Satchell, and 
William Thornton were chosen Assignees of their Es- 
tate and Effects—That at the Time of issuing of the 
said Commission of Bankrupt, there was due from 
Matthias de Gandasequi to the said Joseph Freeman, for 
Principal and Interest on a Mortgage, bearing Date 
the 15th Day of January 1789 (which Mortgage the 
Witness produced to your Committee) of certain Pre- 
misses in or near St. James’s Square, in the County of 
Middleser, the Sum of £. 13,700, and upwards—That 
such Premisses were subject to a prior Mortgage, 
bearing Date the 26th Day of October 1785, for se- 
curing the Sum of £. 3,500, and Interest, to John Wil- 
mot, Esquire, who, in order to recover the Money due 
to him upon such prior Mortgage, filed a Bill of Fore- 
closure against the said Joseph Freeman and Matthias 
de Gandasequi in the Court of Chancery, to which 
Suit the Assignees aforesaid were made Parties—That 
an Account of the Principal, Interest, and Costs, due 
to the said John Wilmot, was directed to be taken 
in the said Suit by One of the Masters of the Court 
of Chancery; and in pursuance thereof, the said Mas- 
ter, on the 7th Day of May 1792, certified that there 
would be due to the said John Wilmot, for Principal, 
Interest, and for Costs, on the 22d Day of the said 
Month of May, the Sum of £. 4,676. 16s. 7d.—That 
on the 14th of June 1792, the said Assignees, with the 
Money in their Hands, and other Money advanced by 
other Persons, Creditors of the said Bankrupts, paid the 
said Sum of £. 4,676. 16s. 7d. to the said John Wilmot, 
and thereupon he conveyed all his Interest in the said 
mortgaged Premisses to John Wilkinson, Esquire, a 
Trustee named by and on the Part of the Assignees, 


and the other Persons who advanced Money for the - 


Purpose of making up the said Sum; and the legal 
Estate of and in the same Premisses now remains 
vested in the said John Wilkinson, as such Trustee— 
That the Assignees were induced to pay off the said 
Sum due to the said John Wilmot, from a Belief that 
they were Second Mortgagees of the said mortgaged 
Premisses, and that they might be sold, and that the 
Surplus which should remain of the Money arising 
from the Sale thereof, after deducting the said Sum 
of £. 4,676. 16s. 7d. would be thereby secured for 
the Benefit of the Creditors of the said Joseph Freeman 
and Thomas Grace; and that accordingly the Assignees 
caused the said Premisses to be put up to Sale, and the. 
Sum of £. 9,817. 105. being bid for the same, and no 
higher Sum being offered, the Party bidding that Sum 
was declared the Purchaser. 

Aud the Witness being further examined, he said, 
That Matthias de Gandasequi is an Alien born, and as by 
the Law of this Realm, an Alien cannot purchase Lands 
for his own Benefit, but takes theng for the Benefit 
of the Crown, the Purchaser of the said Premisses 
has refused to complete his Purchase thereof.—And 
the Witness further said, That there is now due from 
the said Matthias de Gandasequi to the said Assignees, 
upon the said Mortgage so made to the said Joseph 
Freeman, the Sum of £. 15,000, and upwards (an Ac- 
count of which the Witness produced to your Com- 
mittee) besides the said Sum of £. 4,676. 16s. 7d. 
for the Principal, Interest, and Costs paid to the said 
John Wilmot—That the Money advanced and lent 
by the said Joseph Freeman to the said Alatthias de Gan- 
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dasequi, was done upon the Credit of the said mort- 
gaged Premisses, and upon the Belief that the same was 
effectually conveyed to, or vested in, the said Joseph 
‘Freeman.— And the Witness further said, That by 
reason of the Alienage of the said Matthias de Gan- 
dasequi, the Estate and Interest of and in the said 
mortgaged Premisses, which were supposed to have 
vested in him, and which were intended to have been 
conveyed to the said Joseph Freeman, belongs to the 
Crown—That the said A/atthias de Gandasequi is now 
confined in the Fleet Prison for Debt; and that the 
Assignees have no other Security for the said Debt due 
to them, than the Charge upon the before-mentioned 
Premisses, by virtue of the said Security 

And the Witness added, That the Debts owing by 
the said Joseph Freeman and Thomas Grace amount to 
the Sum of £.20,000, and upwards, and that the 
Equity of Redemption of the said mortgaged Premisses, 
is the principal Part of the Property to satisfy the 
same ; and that unless such Equity of Redemption can 
be sold for the Discharge of such Debts, the As- 
signees, and the other lawful Creditors of the said Joseph 
Freeman and Thomas Grace, must inevitably be great 
Sufferers thereby. 

Ordered, That the said Report be referred to the 
Consideration of a Committee of the whole House. 

Resolved, That this House will, upon Monday Morn- 
ing next, resolve itself into a Committee of the whole 
House, to consider of the said Report.

PRELIMINARY ARTICLES relative to a Body of His, Majesty's Hanoverian Forces, con- 
sisting of Eight Regiments of Cavalry, of Fifteen Battalions of Infantry, and of a Detachment of 
Artillery (specific States of which are hereunto annexed) which are to be taken into the Pay of 


Great Britain, and employed upon the Continent, on such Service as the Exigency of Affairs may 
require. 


Ist. These Troops are to serve and to be employed in Europe only. 


IId. The Extent of their Pay, and of all other Allowances, Privileges, and Advantages, being dependent 
upon the particular Country in which they may be employed, is to be governed by established Precedent, 
and the fixed Tariff, or Ordonance, declared and confirmed by His Majesty for the Use of His Electoral 


Troops, on Emergencies similar to the present, and on all Occasions where they are called upon to serve out of 
their own Country. 


IIId. Their said Pay is to commence from the 22d Day of February 1793, being the Day on which the 
Orders for their March were given; and is to be continued to them for the Space of ‘Three Months after their 
Return to their own Country. 

During the Time they shall be employed on this Service, they are to perform all Duties in common with the 
other Troops, with which they may occasionally serve, in Proportion to their Numbers ; and their Officers are to 
take Rank on all Duties and Commands according to Seniority of Commission, in Conformity to the general 
Rules established in all Armies. ' 


IVth. They are to have their own Chaplains, and to be allowed the free Exercise of their Religion, according 
to the Rites and established Modes of Worship of the German Church. 


Vth. In all Cases of Military Delinquency, the Offenders are to be tried, judged, and punished by their own 
Martial Law and Articles of War: And the Officers commanding the different Regiments, as well as the 
Commanding Officer of the whole Corps, shall be enjoined to adhere strictly to the said Martial Law and Articles 
of War; and to take Care that the same be, on all Occasions, duly observed by the Officers and Soldiers under 
their Command. 


VIth. It being very remote from His Majesty’s Intention to suffer His Electoral Military Chest to reap any 
pecuniary Profit or Advantage from the Circumstance of this Corps of His Hanoverian ‘Troops passing upon 
the present Emergency into the British Service; it is on the other Hand but reasonable and just, and must 
accordingly be understood, that Great Britain is to defray all such Expences as may be found necessary for 
enabling the said Corps to take the Field, as well as for its Maintenance and Support during the Time it remains 
in the British Service upon an equal Footing with the Troops of any other Nation with which it may be destined to 
serve ; and in particular, that not only a reasonable and fair Allowance shall be made for supplying the Deficiencies 
which must necessarily be occasioned in His Majesty’s Electoral Army by the Employment of this Corps out of 
His own German Dominions, but that due Provision shall also be made for recruiting and keeping it complete so 


long as it remains on that Service, and for making good such Losses as it may sustain in Action, according to the 
present Practice in other Armies. 


VIlIth. It is stipulated further, that such Non-commissioned Officers and Private Men as may become disabled 
by Wounds, or other Casualties happening to them, while actually in the British Service, shall be allowed the 
usual Pensions at the Expence of Great Britain; which said Pensions are moreover to be paid to them in their 
own Country, upon authentic and satisfactory Certificates of their Existence and Identity being, from Time to 
Time, produced by His Majesty's Hanoverian Chancery of War.

It having been found expedient for the Public Service to augment the Corps of Hanoverian Troops now 
serving in the Pay of Great Britain in Flanders; and His Majesty having accordingly been pleased to order 
this Augmentation, a State of which is hereunto annexed, to be completely equipped, and in Readiness to 
take the Field, at the Opening of the next Campaign; it has in consequence thereof been agreed upon, and is 


hereby made known and declared, 


That this additional Corps of Hanoverian Troops shall be put, in all Respects, upon the same Footing with 
that which is at present employed in the British Service; and shall enjoy the like Advantages, Privileges, 
and Emoluments of every Kind, as were granted to the said Corps, and are particularly detailed and specified 
in the Preliminary Articles relative thereto, agreed upon and signed the 4th Day of March 1793; which

Country, and kept as Standards, and supposed to be ac- 
cording to those in the Exchequer, differ, some in a 
greater, and others in a lesser Degree: That the several 
Acts of Parliament, passed for regulating Measures, enact, 
That there shall be but one Measure, and that accord- 

ing 
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ing to the Standard in the Exchequer, used throughout 
the Kingdom, but none, or. very few of them, in any 
Respect define or ascertain the Dimensions or Size of 
such Measure. By Acts of Parliament, of 16 Charles 1. 
C.19. 22 Charles 1. C.8. and 22 and 23 Charles I. 
C. 12. in all Cases relating to Buying or Selling of Corn, 
the Use of a Bushel, agreeable to the Standard marked 
in His Majesty’s Exchequer, commonly called The Win- 
chester Bushel, there said to contain Eight Gallons to the 
Bushel, and no more or less, is directed under several 
severe Penalties as there mentioned.—The Act of 13 
W. 111. C. 5. which was (amongst other Things) for lay- 
ing a Duty of Six Pence a Bushel upon all Malt in Hand 


on the gth of March 1701, and’ upon all that should 


be made from that Time to the 24th of June 1703, 
enacts, that by the Bushel there mentioned is meant 
and intended a Bushel according to the Standard re- 


maining in the Custody of the Chamberlain of His 
~ Majesty’s Exchequer, commonly called and known 


by the Name of Zhe Winchester Bushel; and in the 
latter Rart of the Act it is stated, “ That, to the End 
“ all His Majesty's Subjects may know the Content 
“of the Winchester Bushel, whereunto this Act re- 
fers, and that all Disputes and Differences about 
“* Measure may be prevented for the future, it is 
“ hereby declared, that every round Bushel, with a 
“* plain and even Bottom, being made Eighteen Inches 
*“ and an Half wide throughout, and Light Inches 
“ deep, shall be esteemed a legal Winchester Bushel, 
according to the Standard in His Majesty’s Ex- 
“ chequer ;” and all, or most of the Acts, which, 
since the Expiration of this Act, have passed annu- 
ally, for laying a Duty upon Malt, direct the Duties 
to be collected under the like, or nearly the like, 
Rules and Regulations as are mentioned in this Act : 
That, in the Year 1758 and 1759, some Reports were 
made by Committees of the House of Commons ap- 
pointed to enquire into the Original Standards of 
‘Weights and Measures in this Kingdom, and to con- 
sider the Laws relating thereto, these Reports were 
ordered to be printed, but no further Proceedings 
were had respecting the same; and by those Reports 
it appears, that the Bushel used at the Exchequer as 
a Standard is less than Eight of the Standard Gallons 
there, a Gallon less than Four of the Standard Quarts, 
and a Quart more than Two of the Standard Pints ; viz.

That it appears also, by those Reports, that all Duties 
of Customs, payable by the Bushel, are collected by 
the Winchester Bushel, made agreeable to the Act of 
13 W.11.; that the Bushel is struck, and, to strike 
it, is used a round circular Strike, which is of the same 
Diameter from one End to the other, and, by Order of 
the Commissioners of the Customs, it is to be used in

From these Contradictions it is probable the Inequa- 
lity which now exists in Measures might originate ;

The Lords have commanded us to acquaint this 
House, That their Lordships will proceed further in 
the Trial of Warren Hastings, Esquire, on Thursday 
Morning next, at Ten of the Clock, in Westminster 
Hall.

A Petition of the several Persons, whose Names are 
thereunto subscribed, being Trustees under an Act, 
passed in the Fourteenth Year of the Reign of His pre- 
sent Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for making commo- 
** dious Ways and Passages, within the Parish of Saint 
“« Stephen, in the City of Bristol, and for enlarging the 
‘“* Burying Ground belonging to the said Parish,” was 
presented to the House, and read ; Setting forth, That 
the Trustees have duly executed the Powers and Au- 
thorities vested in them by the said Act, and have 
made and completed divers commodious Ways and 
Passages within the said Parish, very useful to the 
Trade of the said City in General, as well as to the In- 
habitants of the said Parish, and beneficial to the Com- 
munity at large, and the Burying Ground belonging

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Policy or Humanity, will be answered by the Mea- 


sure; and that the Ends of Wisdom or Philanthropy 
not being attainable by the proposed Bill, various Pro- 
visions of the same are, and must be, in their Nature 
most vexatious, and tend to impede Communication, 
and diminish, and ultimately annihilate, the Trade, 
between the several British Colonies in British Vessels 
navigated according to Law, and in those Seas princi- 
pally by Negro Slaves: That, at this alarming Con- 
juncture, when such Proceedings have taken place in 
the National Convention of France, and in some of 
the French West India Colonies, as must tend to destroy 
all Subordination, and produce universal Anarchy and 
Destruction throughout all the French Colonies in the 
West Indies, the Petitioners are apprehensive that any 
farther Proceedings on the said Bill may suggest 
Grounds of Mischief, and have the most alarming 
Consequences in our own Sugar Islands: And there- 
fore praying, That they may be heard, by themselves, 
or Counsel, against the Principle and Provisions of the 
said Bill. 

A Petition of the Merchants and Traders of the 
Town of Liverpool, was also presented to the House, 
and read; Likewise taking Notice of the said Bill ; 
and Setting forth, That the said Bill, if passed into a 
Law, will be attended with the most fatal Effects, not 
only to the Petitioners in particular, but to the African 
and West India ‘Trade in general, and to the Manu- 
factures, Commerce, and Navigation, of this Country ; 
that the Supply of Negro Labourers to the Foreign 
Colonies in the West Indies and America has always 
been considered as one of the Branches of the African 
Trade the most beneficial to this Country, the Mer- 
chandize employed in the said Trade being chiefly 
British Manufacture, the Navigation British, and the 
Returns generally in hard Specie; that the British 
Islands in the West Indies derive many great and im- 
portant Advantages from the said Trade, among which 
the Petitioners beg Leave to state the following: It 
encourages the African Merchant to bring into their 
Ports a much greater Number of Labourers than they 
themselves have occasion for, from whence they draw 
a considerable Revenue by the Import Duties thereon ; 
it gives them a more certaiti and a more abundant 
Supply for their Own Plantations, leaving only the 
Refuse of the Market for their Neighbours ; it leaves 
to the Profit of the Islands One Tenth Part of the 
Value of all such surplus Slaves, besides considerable 
Sums expended in Charges attending the Sale of the 
same; it brings a Number of Foreign Vessels into 
their Ports; and thereby opens a Door for Commercial 
Intercourse of infinite Advantage, as well to the said 
Islands as to the Mother Country; and, it enables the 
Slave Factors to grant such great Indulgencies to our 
own Planters in the Payments for their Slaves as the 
never could afford if it were not for the Resources which 
they draw from the said Trade: That this particular 
Branch of the African Trade has been always justly 
held to be of infinite Value to the Commerce of this 
Country; that Government, sensible of its great Im- 

ortance, has given every possible Encouragement and 

rotection to the British Merchant in the Prosecution 
of it, and has used great Exertions to extend and to 
secure it exclusively to this Country, more particularly 
by the memorable Treaty of Utrecht; and that the Pe- 
titioners, under the Sanction of various Acts of Par- 
Jiament, and under the most watchful Protection of 
Government, have been encouraged to embark very 
large Capitals in the Prosecution of the African Trade 
at large: That before the Depression of Commerce, 
occasioned by the present War, there were 140 Ships 
employed in the said Trade from the Port of Liverpool 
alone, which, from their peculiar Form and Construc- 
tion, are unfit for any other Trade; that the said 
Ships, with their Outfits and Cargoes, consisting 
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chiefly of British Manufactures, fotméd an actual Ca- 
pital of about £. 1,190,000, and, if to this be added 
the repeated Investments by the same Ships before the 
Returns for former Adventures could come in a Course 
of Payment, the whole Property in Circulation, on 
Account of the said Trade, would amount to a Sum 
not less than £.1,920,000 besides the great Sums 


employed therein from other Ports: That of this im- 


mense Capital, at least Two Thirds has been employed 
in that particular Branch of the Trade, the Abolition 
of which is intended by the present Bill; and, if its 
Operation were even to stop there, its Effect would 
be of the most fatat Consequence to the Petitioners 
and others concerned in it; but it is with the most 
serious Alarm they beg Leave to represent, that, if the 
said Bill should pass into a Law, it will go to an Abo- 
lition of almost the Whole of the British Trade for 
Slaves, because no Merchant of any Prudence will risk 
his Property for the .Supply of a Market where it 
must be altogether at the Mercy of the Purchaser ; 
besides, the Competition upon the Windward and Gold 
Coast of Africa with other Europeans has been of late 
Years so great, that it would be altogether impossible 
to supply our Islands from thence, and the Trade to 
all the other Parts of Africa must be totally aban- 
doned, the Slaves from thence being of little Estima- 
tion in our Islands, and the Adventures, necessarily 
large, bearing no Proportion to the Littleness of the 
Demand for them; and thatthe Petitioners beg Leave 
to observe, that, while the present Bill would deprive 
this Nation of a most important Branch of its Com- 
merce, and ruin our West India Islands, it would not, 
at the same Time, have any Effect in the Attainment 
of that particular Object for which it is mtended, it 
being utterly impossible, by any Law of this Country, 
to hinder Foreigners from obtaining Negro Slaves; 
the certain Consequence then’ would be the Transfer 
of this Trade, with all its attendant Benefits, to other 
Nations, who would rejoice at this Prohibition, as 
they would be thereby enabled to avail themselves of 
the British Intelligence and Industry, which they are 
now actually courting, to carry it on from their own 
Ports ; and that the Petitioners finally beg Leave to 
observe, that, if ever there was a Time when the Dis- 
tresses of Individuals might .claim a more than ordi- 
nary Attention and Indulgence from Parliament, it is 
the present, when the Commerce and Industry of the 
Country labour under. the heaviest Depression and. 
Discouragement; they therefore humbly presume to 
hope, from the Justice and Humanity of the House, 
that they will not suffer them to be disturbed in the 
Pursuit of what remains to them of a fair and honest 
Trade, which they have enjoyed for a long Course of 
Years under the Security and Encouragement of Par- 
liament, to the infinite Advantage of this Country and 
its Colonies: And therefore praying the House to take 
the Premises into Consideration, that they will not suffer 
the said Bill to pass into a Law, and that they will grant 
such further Protection and Relief as to the House may 
seem meet. “

or about the same, but that such Expences should be 
defrayed by the other Proprietors in such Manner as

effecting of which Navigation a considerable Progress 
is already made; and that such Canal and Works will 
be of the highest Benefit and Utility to the Estates 
and Situations of the Petitioners, and to the Inhabi- 
tants of the Country at large, provided the same be 
not deteriorated by the Consequences of an Applica- 
tion made to the House, on the Part of the Com- 
pany of Proprietors of the Canal Navigation from 
Leeds to Liverpool, to deviate and vary the Line of 
their said Canal, for which Purpose a Bill is depending 
in Parliament; and that, amongst the Benefits rea-

Mr. Charles Yorke reported from the Committee, to 
whom the Petition of the Burgesses of the Town of 
Wisbech, in the Isle of Ely, in the County of Cambridge, 
and of the several Persons, whose Names are there- 
unto subscribed, being principal Inhabitants, Mer- 
chants, and Traders, in the said Town of Wisbech, 
and the Neighbourhood thereof, was referred; ‘That 
the Committee had examined, and found that the 
Standing Orders of the House, relative to Navigation 
Bills, had been complied with; and that the Com- 
mittee had examined the Matter of the said Petition, 
and had directed him to report the same, as it appeared 
to them, to the House; and he read the Report in 
his Place; and afterwards delivered it in at the 
Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read; and is as 
followeth ; viz. 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, Mr. 
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the Parish of Outwell, in the said Isle of Ely, upon 
which small Vessels used to navigate, but the same 
is in many Places so filled up, that a Passage for the 
Waters cannot be obtained, and that Part that runs at 
the Back of the Town of Wisbech, has of late Years 
been filling up, and several Buildings have been 
erected thereon, and by the Sides thereof, without any 
Right whatever. 

Mr. James Golborne and Mr. John Waité being exa- 
mined, said, That it appears, by Levels and Sur- 
veys, that a Navigable Cut or Canal may be made from 
the River of Wisbech, at or near a Place called The 
Old Sluice, through the Parishes of Wisbech, Saint 
Peter, Elm, Emneth, and Outwell, to join and commu- 
nicate with Well Creek, and the River Nene, in the 
said Parish of Outwell.—That for making the said 
Canal, it will be necessary to throw out, cleanse, and 
widen the said River or Watercourse, from the said Old 
Sluice to a Place called Elm Corner, and to remove the 
several Buildings erected on and by the Sides of the 
said River. 

Then an Act, made in the Twenty-seventh Year 
of the Reign of his late Majesty, for improving and 
preserving the River Nene, and Well Creek, was read : 
And, 

Mr. Golborne and Mr.Waitté being again examined, 
said, That Part of the said River, between Outwell 
Church and Salter’s Load Sluice, in the County of Nor- 

folk, has been of late Years filling up, and is at pre~ 
sent in a very imperfect State ; and that if the before- 
mentioned Communication from Wisbech to Outwell 
is made, it would be necessary that a good Naviga- 
tion should, at all Times, be maintained from Outwell 
Church to Salter’s Load Sluice, that proper Provisions 
should be made for that Purpose, and the said Act, 
so far as respects the Navigation between Salter's 
Load Sluice and Standground Sluice, in the said Isle of 
Ely, should be amended and made more effectual.— 
And both the Witnesses added, That the carrying the 
before-mentioned Purposes into Execution, will be the 
Means of opening a short Communication between Wis- 
bech River and the River Nene, and Well Creek afore- 
said, and of making a safe and easy Communication 
between the Port of Wisbech and the Counties of 
Cambridge, Huntingdon, Bedford, Norfolk, and Suffolk, 
and other Parts, which will be of great Public Utility. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring ina Bill for 
making and maintaining a Navigable Canal from Wisbech 
River, at or near a Place called The Old Sluice, in the 
Town of Wisbech, in the Isle of Ely, and County of 
Cambridge, to join the River Nene, in the Parish of 
Outwell, in the said Isle of Ely, and in the County of 
Norfolk, and for improving and maintaining the Navi- 
gation of the said River from Outwell Church to Salter’s 
Load Sluice: And that Mr. Charles Yorke and General 
Adeane do prepare, and bring in, the same. 


A Petition of several Gentlemen, Land Owners, 
Merchants, Tradesmen, and Manufacturers, in the 
Counties of Salop, Denbigh, and Montgomery, whose 
Names are thereunto subscribed, was presented to the 
House, and read; Setting forth, That, by Surveys 
lately made, it appears that a Navigable’ Canal may 
be made from, or near, Porthywain Lime Rocks, in 
the County of Salop, to the Town of Pool, in the

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, the 
said Acts were read: And, 

Mr. James Bourne being examined, said, That. the 
Trustees acting for the District of Roads in the said 
Acts directed to be repaired, leading from a Place 
called The Nether Trindle, near Dudley, to Kingswin- 
ford, and to the End of Brettel Lane, next Stourbridge, 
have proceeded in the Execution of the said Acts, 
and have borrowed a considerable Sum of Money 
upon the Credit of the Tolls authorized to be raised 
within the said District, of which the Sum of £. 4,553 
now remains due, which Money cannot be repaid, nor 
the said Roads kept in Repair, unless the Term granted 
by the said Acts, with respect to the said District of 
Roads, be further continued, and the Powers thereof 
altered and enlarged.

credible Witnesses, yet, inasmuch as it was not sub- 
scribed by them as Witnesses to his Execution thereof, 
the said William Radclyffe died intestate as to his Real 
Estates: That upon Account of the Attainders of the 
Two Nephews of the said William Radclyffe, viz. 
James \ate Earl of Derwentwater, and Charles Rad- 
clyffe, for having been concerned in the then late Re- 
bellion of 1715, no Person could become Heir to the 
said William Radclyffe, deceased: That, upon an In- 
quisition taken at Zorpeth in the said County of Nor- 
thumberland, on the 4th Day of November 1742, it was 
found that the said Manor of Ambel/, and all other 
the Lands and Hereditaments of which the said Wil- 
liam Radclyffe died seised or intitled unto, had es- 
cheated to the Crown for want of an Heir: That, 
inasmuch as some Doubts were conceived concerning 
the Alienage of the said James Bartholomew, late Earl 
of Newburgh, the little Nephew, and the intended De- 
visee of the said Wiliam Radclyffe, because he was born 
Abroad, after the Attainder of his Father, the afore- 
said Charles Radclyffe, his late Majesty King George 
the Second was most graciously pleased to mitigate 
the Rigor of the Laws, by which the said James Bartho- 
lomew, late Earl of Newburgh, was disabled to take 
and hold the Estates of his said great Uncle, deceased, 
and therefore by Letters Patent, bearing Date the 3d. 
Day of November 1744, demised unto the Most noble 
Charles, late Duke of Richmond and Lenox, and to the 
Honourable James Brudenell, Esquire, (Nominees and 
Trustees of and for the said James Bartholomew, late 
Earl of Newburgh) ali the said Manor of Ambell, and 
the Lands and Hereditaments therein mentioned to be 
situated in Ambell, Hawwley, and Warkworth, in the 
said County of Northumberland, to hold the same 
unto the said Charles Duke of Richmond and Lenox, and 
James Brudenell, their Executors, Administrators, and 
Assignees, from thenceforth for and during the Term of 
Thirty-one Years, at and under the ancient Yearly Rent 
of Sixteen Pounds Nine Shillings, and his said Majesty 
did thereby moreover assign and make over to them 
the said Charles Duke of Richmond and Lenox, and 
James Brudenell, for the Benefit of the said James Bar- 
tholomew, late Earl of Newburgh, all the Rents and 
Arrears of Rent of the said Hereditaments and Pre- 
misses that had accrued from the Death of the said 
William Radclyffe, up to the Day of the Date of the 
said Letters Patent: That, by other Letters Patent, 
bearing Date the 25th Day of August 1768, His pre- 
sent Majesty was also most graciously pleased to demise 
all the said Manor, Hereditaments, and Premisses, to 
the Right Honourable George Henry, late Earl of 
Litchfield, and John Lord Bellew (Nominees and 
Trustees of and for the said James Bartholomew, late 
Earl of Newburgh) to hold the same unto the said 
George Henry Earl of Litchfield, and John Lord Bellew, 
their Executors, Administrators, and Assigns, for the 
Term of Twenty-three Years and Six Months, from 
the 14th Day of November 1775 (which was the Time 
of the Expiration of the aforesaid Term of Thirty-one 
Years) at and under the said Yearly Rent of Sixteen 
Pounds Nine Shillings: That the aforesaid James 
Bartholomew, late Earl of Newburgh, is dead, and the 
Petitioner, the said Anthony James Earl of Newburgh, 
his 
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his only Son, is now possessed as cestuy gue Trust of 
the said Manor, Hereditaments, and Premises, for the 
residue of the said Term of Twenty-three Years and 
Six Months, which is yet to come and unexpired: That 
George Collingwood, late of Eslington, in the said County 
of Northumberland, Esquire, was, in or about the Year 
1715, attainted of High Treason, for having been 
concerned in the then late Rebellion, and was executed 
for the same, and by his Attainder, the Fee Simple 
and Inheritance of a Moiety, or Half Part, of Two 
undivided Third Parts of a certain Colliery, called 
Stumplewood Colliery, in the said ae orthum- 
berland, became vested in His Majesty, His Heirs, and 
Successors: That, as the said Colliery was not worked 
from about the Year 1710 until some Time in or 
about the Year 1789, the Estate, Share, and Interest, 
of the said George Collingwood, of, in, and to the same, 
never was sold nor appropriated by the Commissioners 
appointed by Parliament for selling the forfeited 
Estates, but the same is now vested in His Majesty, 
His Heirs, and Successors, in Fee Simple: That the 
said Z’homas Giffard is the direct Descendant of the 
aforesaid George Collingwood, and would be his Heir at 
Law but on Account of the Attainder of his said An- 
cestor: That, on Account of the deranged State of 
the Affairs of the said Thomas Giffard, and of his In- 
capacity to attend to and manage the same, all his 
Estates have been, and still are, vested in Trustees, of 
whom the said Sir John Throckmoriom is one, for the 
Benefit and Advantage of the said Thomas Giffard and 
his Infant Children: That such has been the Libera- 
lity of Parliament, that they have been graciously 
pleased to enable His Majesty to restore to the De- 
scendants of the former Proprietors all such Estates 
forfeited by the Adherents of the House of Stuart as 
were known not to have been sold, or become vested 
in private Individuals, or appropriated to some special 
National Purpose: And therefore praying, That Leave 
may be given to bring in a Bill for enabling His Ma- 
jesty to grant to the said Anthony James Earl of New- 
burgh, in Fee Simple, the said Estates now vested in 
Him, by reason of the Attainder of the Ancestor of the 
said Anthony James Earl of Newburgh, and the said 
Estates, vested in His Majesty by virtue of the Attain- 
der of the Ancestor of the said Thomas Giffard, unto 
the said Sir John Throckmorton, in Trust for the said 
Thomas Giffard, or his Children, in such Manner as 
to His Majesty shall seem meet, or for such other Re- 
dress and Relief as they shall appear to deserve. 

Ordered, That the said Petition be referred to the 
Consideration of a Committee: And that they do exa- 
mine the Matter thereof; and report the same, as it 
shall appear to them, to the House: 

And it is referred to Mr. Cotes, Mr. Jodrell, 
&c.: And they are to meet To-morrow Morning, 
at Nine of the Clock, in the Speaker's Chamber ; 
and have Power to send for Persons, Papers, and Re- 
cords. 


A Petition of John Kemeys Gardner Kemeys, on Be- 
half of himself, his Mother, and his Two Sisters, being 
offered to be presented to the House; 

My. Chancellor of the Exchequer, by His Majesty’s 
Command, acquainted the House, that His Ma- 
jesty, having -been informed of the Contents of the 
said Petition, recommends it to the Consideration of the 
House. 

Then the said Petition was brought up, and 
read ; Setting forth, That, in the Year 1756, pur- 
suant to an Order of the Court of Chancery, the 
Estates of the Petitioner's Father and Mother, con- 
sisting of a Moiety of a Plantation, with the Ne- 
groes and Appurtenances, in Jamaica, then producing, 
communibus Annis, {£. 1,200 Sterling, and of several 
Freehold Manors and Farms in Monmouthshire, in 
England, then of the Yearly Value of £. 352, were 
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(subject to prior Portions and Incumbrances, amount- 


ing to £. 3,300) settled upon the late John Gardner, 
the Petitioner's Father, for Life, without Impeach- 
ment of Waste, Remainder for securing a Jointure to 
the Petitioner's Mother of £. 500 per Annum, and 
£. 4,000 Portions for the Petitioner’s Sisters, Remain- 
der to the Petitioner in Tail in strict Settlement; 
and that the said John Gardner took the Name of 
Kemeys, in pursuance of the Will of Reginald Kemeys, 
his Wife’s Father: That it is with the deepest Con- 
cern, though under the Impulse of absolute Necessity, 
the Petitioner is obliged to state, that his Father, 
having contracted very considerable Debts, conceived 
a Plan for extricating himself out of his Difficulties, 
by laying such a Case before the Legislature as should 
induce them to pass an Act (though to the Disinherison 
of the Petitioner when an Infant of about Fourteen 
Years of Age) for making the above settled Property 
a Fund to discharge his Debts, and accordingly, in 
the Year 1772, he applied for and obtained (and in- 
duced his Wife, the Petitioner's Mother, to consent to) 
an Act of Parliament in Great Britain, wherein, by 
way of Inducement to the Fraud then practising on the 
Legislature, it was, according to the false Evidence pro- 
duced to the Committees of both Houses of Parliament, 
stated, that the Petitioner’s Father was seised in Fee of 
an Estate in Monmouthshire, adjoining to and inter- 
mixed with the settled Estate, then of the Yearly Value 
of £. 566, in which had been discovered some Ore that 
was likely to prove very beneficial; and further, that 
the Petitioner’s Father, since the execution of the said 
Settlement, was become seised of a convenient Tract of 
Land contiguous to the said Plantation, and that he 
had expended considerable Sums in lasting Improve- 
ments for the Use of the Plantation, and in extending 
the Plantation, by cultivating a large Tract of Waste 
Lands, which before was of little or no Value, and in 
purchasing an additional Number of Negroes proper 
for the Improvement thereof, by Means whereof the 
Annual Income of the Plantation had been increased, 
from £. 1,200 a Year, to the Annual Sum of £. 2,500, 
and the Annual Income was likely, in the Course of a 
few Years, to be much further increased ; and further, 
that the Petitioner’s Father had also expended very 
considerable Sums upon the Monmouth settled Estate, 
in repairing and enlarging the Mansion House, in re- 
building and repairing Farm Houses, and by inclosing 
and cultivating great Part of the barren and unprofit- 
able Lands, by planting a very considerable Quantity 
of Oak and other Trees, which were in a very thriving 
Condition, and in other lasting and permanent Im- 
provements, by Means whereof the Annual Income 
of that Estate was increased in Value to £.981 per 
Annum and upwards, and, by the Annual Growth and 
Increase of the Trees so planted, the Inheritance of the 
said Premises would, in a few Years, be considerably 
improved; and further, that there was then growing 
upon the settled A/onmouth Estate a considerable 
Quantity of Timber and other Trees in a very thriving 
Condition, which, upon a fair Value, were worth then 
to be sold £.6,000 and upwards; and it was also: fur- 
ther stated, that, to enable the Petitioner’s Father to 
make the several Purchases and Improvements afore- 
said, and thereby to increase as well the Yearly Income 
as the Value of the Inheritance of the settled Estates, 
for the Benefit of the Issue Male claiming under the 
Settlement to the Amount before-mentioned, and 
without which no such Advantage could accrue to 
them, the Petitioner’s Father had been necessarily ob- 
liged, not only to contract Debts to the Amount of 
£.31,976 or upwards, but to grant several Annuities 
out of the settled Estates, during his Life, to the 
Yearly Amount of £. 1,300, which were redeemable, 
and which (with the Incumbrances on the settled 
Estates prior to the Settlement) made together £. 44,026 
or thereabouts ; and it was further stated, that the Pe- 
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titioner’s Father, having been threatened with Suits at 
Law and in Equity by his Creditors, he was advised 
and apprehended it would be for the Benefit and Ad- 
vantage of himself and Family, and all Persons claim- 
ing under the Limitations of the Settlement, and be a 
Means of preserving a great Part of the settled and un- 
settled Estates, if he was enabled, by Sale or Mortgage, 
to raise Money sufficient to pay off the Portions, 
Debts, and Sums of Money so owing by him, and to 
redeem the Annuities so granted by him, as he would 
thereby afterwards have a clear Estate of Inheritance 
left for the Benefit and Preservation of himself and 
Family, of the Yearly Value of £. 2,500 and upwards, 
exclusive of what might thereafter arise from One that 
had been discovered on his unsettled Estate, which he 
was desirous of preserving, as it might eventually 
prove very valuable and advantageous to himself and 
Family ; and further, that, in order to make Compensa- 
tion to the Issue Male, inheritable under the Limita- 
tions of the Settlement, for the Prejudice, if any, that 
might accrue to him or them by such Sale or Mort- 
gage to be made as aforesaid, the Petitioner’s Fa- 
ther had proposed and consented, that so much of the 
Plantation and other settled Estates as should not be 
sold, and the Equity of Redemption of so much as 
should be mortgaged, should be absolutely discharged 
from any future Debt he might contract, and that so 
much of the Plantation Lands and Negroes as had 
been purchased by him since the Settlement, together 
with the Watercourse or Canal, Mills, Erections, 
Buildings, and Improvements, which on a fair Cal- 
culation, according to the Annual Improvement of 
the said Estate, might be estimated at £. 18,000 at the 
least, together with the Estate in Monmouthshire, 
whereof he was seised in Fee (except the Mines and 
Minerals within the said Estate) and which was then 
of the Yearly Value of £. 566, and in its then Situa- 
tion was worth to be sold £.15,000 at least, should 
(subject to the raising the £. 44,026 or thereabouts) 
be vested in Trustees, and settled to the same Uses 
as the Estates comprized in the Settlement did then 
stand limited and settled; and, as a further Compen- 
sation as aforesaid, he was willing and desirous not 
only to relinquish, for the Benefit of his Issue Male, the 
Claim he had upon the settled Estates in Monmouth- 
shire, in respect of the great Sums expended by him 
in lasting Improvements, and which might be esti- 
mated at £. 8,000 at the least, and also to waive and di- 
vest himself of his Power of cutting down Timber, and 
committing Waste on the said settled Estate, which was 
computed to amount to and be worth £. 5,000 at least, 
and also was willing that One Third Part of the clear 
Profits which might arise from the Mines and Mine- 
rals which then were or might be discovered in the 
said unsettled Estate, should be vested in Trustees, as 
an accumulating and auxiliary Fund, towards paying 
off and discharging the Money then to be raised, so 
far as the same should extend; and, after the above 
Statements, the Act proceeds to vest all the aforesaid 
settled and unsettled English and Jamaica Estates in 
Trustees, for raising, by Sale or Mortgage, such Sums 
as should be necessary for paying the Costs of the 
said Act, and the Trusts thereby created, and the 
Portions, Debts, Sums of Money, and Incumbrances, 
and redeeming the Annuities specified in a Schedule, 
and all Interest of the said Debts and Incumbrances, 
and Arrears of the said Annuities which should be 
due at the Time of the Payment thereof, the Amount 
of all which Debts and Incumbrances, and Arrears 
of Interest and of Annuities, and of the Monies re- 
quired to redeem the said Annuities, are calculated in 
the said Schedule to amount to the said Sum of 
£. 44,026 for effectuating the other Purposes men- 
tioned in the Recitals of the said Act: That, in pur- 
suance of the above Act, the Trustees executed a Mort- 
gage of all the English and Jamaica Estates, settled and 
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unsettled, to a Trustee for the late Right honourable 
Richard Rigby, for securing £. 48,000, which Sum the 
Trustees applied in satisfying the Debts and Incum- 
brances, and redeeming the Annuities provided for by 
the Act, and the Interest and Arrears thereof; but 
the Court of Chancery of England, in a Cause insti- 
tuted by the said Richard Rigby, for a Foreclosure of 
the said Mortgaged Estates, decreed, that the Trustees 
were only authorized to raise £. 41,386. 13 s. 6d. under 
the Powers given by the said Act; and accordingly 
the Trustees were ordered to pay the Difference to 


‘Mr. Rigby, which they have done, and yet there 


now remains a Sum of £. 53,000 Sterling, or there- 
abouts, due for the Principal and Interest of such 
Mortgage, and Receivers are now in Possession of all 
the said Mortgaged Estates, appointed under Orders 
of the Courts of Chancery in England and Jamaica : 
That the Person, who solicited the said Act of Par- 
liament for the Petitioner’s late Father, entered an 
Appearance for the Petitioner to Mr. Rigby’s Suit in 
Chancery without the Knowledge of the Petitioner ; 
and it now appears that nothing further was done for 
the Petitioner in the said Suit, but that the Bill was 
ordered to be taken, pro confesso, against the Peti- 
tioner for a Foreclosure: That the Petitioner’s Father 
died in July last; and the Petitioner, instead of com- 
ing into Possession, as he had a Right to expect, 
of the above settled Property, viz. an English Estate 
of £.352 per Annum, and a Jamaica Estate of about 
£. 1,200 per Annum, clear of Incumbrances, except 
his Mother's Jointure of £. 500, and except £. 7,300, 
being the Incumbrances charged thereon’ previous to 
and by the Settlement, he now finds himself intirely 
stripped of all Provision intended for him by the Set- 
tlement, and indeed of all Means of Subsistence, as 
he has no other Fortune; for there is every Reason 
to apprehend, that the Mortgaged Estates, if now sold, 
would fall short of raising sufficient to pay the Prin- 
cipal and Interest due to Mr. Rigby’s Executors ; and, 
besides this, the Petitioner’s Mother and his ‘Sisters 
are also, by the Consequences of the Act, totally de- 
prived of the Jointure and Portions intended for 
them by the Settlement: That the Petitioner now 
finds, and is able to prove, that the grossest Imposition 
was practised on Parliament in obtaining the Act; 
for, instead of the unsettled Aonmouth Estate being, 
as stated in the Act, of £. 566 Yearly Value, and the 
settled Part being then of £.981 Yearly Value, 
making together a Rental of £.1,547; and, instead 
of Ore being found in the unsettled Estate likely to 
prove beneficial, and the Timber on the settled Estate 
being at the Time of the Act, as therein stated, worth 
to be sold £. 6,000 and upwards, the Fact really is, 
that the whole settled and unsettled Estate in Mon- 
mouthshire has never been let at a gross Rent of more 
than £.700 or £. 800 per Annum, and that no Ore 
whatever has been, or is likely to be, discovered there- 
in; and the Petitioner’s Father, but a few Years 
before the Act passed, purchased the unsettled Mon- 
mouthshire Estate for a Sum of £. 3,443 only, although 
the Rental thereof was stated in the Act at £. 566 per 
Annum; and the Value of the Timber, as stated in 
the Act, was equally fallacious, for the Timber, on 
both the settled and unsettled Estates, is now valued 
at £.3,000 or thereabouts, and none has been felled 
since the Act, except for the necessary Repairs; and 
further, the Jamaica Estate, instead of producing an 
Income, as stated in the Act, of £. 2,500 per Annum, 
has not, for the last Seven Years, yielded more than 
£.1,000 a Year, nor the English Estate more than 
£.500 a Year nett upon an Average, making in all 
£.1,500 per Annum, a Sum tly insufficient to 
pay the Interest of the Mortgage, by which it is in- 
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thereabouts: That Mr. Righy, the Mortgagee of the 
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very large Sum of Money, and there is now about 
£.150,000, due from him. That, inasmuch as the 

ievous Misfortune of the Petitioner, and of his 
Mother and Sisters, has been occasioned by the Ex- 
ee va Interposition of the Leyislature, in setting 
aside the Settlement which would have insured Com- 
petence and Affluence to the Petitioner, and which 
Interposition was founded on a gross Misrepresenta- 
tion of Facts, and made at a Time when the tender 
Years of the Petitioner rendered it impossible for him 
to take any Steps to prevent his Estate from being 
injuriously taken from him, and as it now happens, 
from the Circumstance of the Money due to Govern- 
ment from the Estate of the said Mr. Rigby not having 
yet been paid, that the Petitioner might be relieved 
from the cruel Injustice he has suffered, without inter- 
fering with the private Interest of Individuals, or the 
Application of Money already appropriated to the 
Public Service, if it shall be thought the Hardship of 
his Case entitles him to hope for Relief from the same 
Legislature which, by Deceit and Fraud, has been 
made the Instrument of the Ruin of the Petitioner 
(who is married, and has an Infant Family) and whose 
Mother and Sisters are also, by the above Means, 
entirely destitute of all Provision, the Petitioner 
hopes that Parliament will think it just to afford him 
Relief, and that it will not be thought unreasonable 
that the settled English and Jamaica Estates may be 
vested in proper Trustees, discharged of the Uses and 
Trusts of the above Act of Parliament, and also dis- 
charged of Mr. Rigby’s Mortgage, but upon Trust to 
be sold under proper Regulations, and that the Amount 
of the Purchase Money shall be deducted out of the 
Principal Money and Interest due on that Mortgage, 
and that Mr. Rigby’s Executors, and his Real and 
Personal Estates, shall be discharged from his Debt 
to the Crown to that Amount, and that it be referred 
to proper Persons to take an Account of the Value of 
the Timber now on the settled English Estate, and 
of the Sums expended by the late Mr. Kemeys in 
lasting Improvements on the settled English and Ja- 
maica Estates, and that what shall be reported as the 
Amount of the Particulars referred for Liquidation. 
added to the Sum of £. 3,300, being the Amount of 
the Incumbrances on the settled Estates prior to the 
Settlement, be paid into the Exchequer for his Ma- 
jesty’s Use, and that the Residue shall be applied in 
securing the Jointure and Portions for the Petitioner’s 
Mother and Sisters, and the Surplus paid to the Pe- 
titioner for his own Use: And therefore praying, That 
Leave may be given to bring in a Bill to enable the 
Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury to 
enquire into the several Matters of this Petition, and 
that, if their Lordships shall certify their Approba- 
tion of the Measure, then that the aforesaid settled 
Estates in England and Jamaica shall be vested in 
Trustees for the Purposes aforesaid, or otherwise that 
the Petitioner, and his Mother and Sisters, may have 
such other Relief in the Premises as to the House shall 
seem meet. 

Ordered, That the said Petition do lie upon the 
Table. 


A Petition of Christopher Atkinson, of Park Street, 
Westminster, Esquire, was presented to the House, and 
read ; Setting forth, That, in July 1783, the Petitioner 
had the Misfortune to be convicted upon an Indict- 
ment in His Majesty’s Court of King’s Bench for 
Perjury, alledged to have been committed by him in 
an Afidavit denying a Charge contained in a libel- 
lous Publication: against the Petitioner, imputing to 
him Fraud in his Transactions with the Victualling 
Board, and afterwards suffered the direful Conse- 
quences annexed by Law to the Crime of Perjury: 
That, at the Trial, Mr. Lee, the then Solicitor General, 
who conducted the Prosecution on Behalf of the 
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Crown in opening the Case, declared in Substance, 
that, if no Fraud were found in the Petitioner’s Trans- 
actions, no Perjury could be imputed to him; to which 
Lord Mansfield, the then Chief Justice of the Court, 
and who tried the Indictment against the Petitioner, 
expressed his Assent: That the Verdict was given by 
the Jury under an Impression of Fraud, for want of a 
sufficient Conception of the Nature of the Petitioner’s 
Accounts, and the Mode of keeping them, which Ac- 
counts, most unfortunately for the Petitioner, were of 
too great a Magnitude and Extent to be fully investi- 
gated and understood in the short Space allotted for 
the Trial of an Indictment at a Nisi Prius Sittings : 
That the Petitioner, at the Time of his said Con- 
viction, was a Member of this Honourable House, but. 
in consequence thereof expelled from it by a Resolu- 
tion which now appears upon the Journals: That His 
Majesty’s then Attorney General, in Michaelmas Term 
1782, filed his Information, in the Court of Exche- 
quer, for a Restitution of the Overcharges alledged 
against the Petitioner, and which Information par- 
ticularly involved the Transactions which had been 
the Subject of the Trial for Perjury, and proceeded 
entirely upon the Idea of the supposed Fraud which 
had led to the Petitioner's Conviction, so that the 
Question in Effect was, whether the Petitioner had 
been guilty of that Fraud, the Belief of which was the 
Ground of his Conviction for Perjury? That, in 
November 1790, Eight Years from the filing the In- 
formation, the Court, ‘after Twelve Days hearing 
Counsel, and a solemn and thorough Investigation of 
the Petitioner's Accounts and Transactions, and read- 
ing the Evidence of respectable Commercial Men that 
had been taken on the Occasion, so far from disco- 
vering any Fraud in the Petitioner's Transactions with 
the Victualling Board, was pleased to intimate that 
the Petitioner had Merit with the Public upon the 
whole of his extensive Transactions with that Board: 
That, on the 26th of May 1791, His Majesty’s 
Attorney General, the present Lord Chief Baron, 
having taken Time to consider whether he ought, 
on Behalf of the Public, to pray any Account 
against the Petitioner, was pleased to signify to the 
Court, that he declined to pray any Account, which 
the Court not only approved, but observed it was a 
prudent and honourable Decision, and such Decision, 
the Petitioner humbly submits, manifests that the 
Conviction was founded in Misconception: That the 
Petitioner, on the 14th of June 1791, presented a Pe- 
tition to His Majesty, stating, in Substance, the above 
Facts, and praying that His Majesty would, in respect 
thereof, be graciously pleased to pardon the said Con- 
viction, and restore him to his Franchises, which Pe- 
tition was by His Majesty referred to the said At- 
torney General, who had conducted the Suit in the 
Exchequer on the Part of the Crown against the Pe- 
titioner, as before-mentioned, and, on a Report from 
the said Attorney General, His Majesty was pleased

River Jtching, running from Alresford, through 
Winchester, to the Sea near Southampton, and for 
better regulating the said Navigation,’ it was 
enacted, that certain Commissioners should, from Time 
to Time, settle and ascertain reasonable Rates to be 
taken by the Proprietors, Occupiers, and Owners, of 
all Barges, Boats, and Vessels, for the Carriage, Ri- 
verage, and Wharfage, of all Corn, Wood, Salt, Iron, 
Timber, Coal, or any other Goods, Wares, Mer-

and solemnly disavowed by His Majesty, and His Mi- 
nisters ; and which are utterly abhorrent from those 
Principles upon which alone a free People can, with 


‘Honour, engage in War: 


To represent to His Majesty, if the present War 
had been what His Majesty’s Mes in the last Ses- 
sion of Parliament stated it to be, a War of Aggression 
on the Part of France, and of Defence on es Pact of 
Great Britain, that, by a Treaty previously in Exist- 
ence, between His Majesty and the King of Prussia, 
the Co-operation and Assistance of that Power were 
ensured to this Country : 

That it does not appear to this House, that the Suc- 
cours, stipulated by the Defensive Treaty of 1788, have 
been required by His Majesty, but that a new Conven- 
tion has been entered into, the Stipulations of which 
have no other Tendency than the involving us in 
Schemes, as foreign to the true Interest, as they are 
repugnant to the natural Feelings of Englishmen, and 
of imposing Restraints upon His Majesty's known Dis- 
position to avail Himself of any Circumstances which 
might otherwise enable Him, consistently with the 
Honour of His Crown, and the Welfare and Security 
of the Country, to relieve His People from the present 
burthensome and calamitous War:. 

To represent to His Majesty, that the Irruption of 
the French into Savoy, and their Possession of that Part 
of the Dominions of the King of Sardinia, did not ap- 
pear to His Majesty so far to endanger the Balance 
of Power in Europe, as to induce His Majesty, on that 
Account, to commence Hostilities against France: 
That His faithful Commons do therefore express their 
Disapprobation of that Part of the Treaty recently 
concluded between His Majesty and the King of Sar- 
dinia, by which His Majesty is bound not to lay down 
his Arms until the Restitution of Savoy shall have been 
accomplished ; a Species of Engagement which it can 
at no Time (excepting in Cases of the greatest Emer- 
gency) be either prudent or proper to make; and 
much less for an Object which was not deemed, in 
His Majesty’s Wisdom, to be so connected with the 
Interests of this Country as to occasion a Declaration 
of War: 

To represent to His Majesty, that it appears to His 
faithful Commons to be the general Tendency of these 
Engagements to involve us in Connexions of unde- 
fined Extent, for Objects which we disapprove, and 
have disavowed ; and this with Powers on whose Prin- 
ciples of Equity and Moderation we are instructed, by 
Experience, to have no Reliance, and whose complete 
Success may, in our Opinion, prove fatal to the Liber- 
ties of Europe : 

To represent to His Majesty, that, having thus 
expressed our Sentiments respecting the Engagements 
which His Majesty has been advised to contract, we 
feel it our bounden Duty most humbly and earnestly to 
implore His Majesty to consider of such Measures 
as to His Royal Wisdom shall seem adapted (con- 
sistently with that National Faith which, in common 
with His Majesty, we desire to preserve religiously in- 
violate) to extricate Himself from Engagements which 
oppose such Difficulties to His Majesty’s concluding 
a separate Peace, whenever the Interests of His People 
may render such a Measure adviseable, and which 
certainly countenance the Opinion that His Majesty is 
acting in concert with other Powers for the unjustifiable 
Purpose of compelling the People of France to sub- 
mit to a Form of Government not approved by that 
Nation ;

His Majesty's faithful Commons beg Leave humbly 
to represent, That the Punishment, inflicted by the 
said Sentence on the said Thomas Muir, seems to 
them greatly to exceed, in Severity, that which is ap- 
propriated to his Offence by the above-mentioned 
Statute of Queen Anne, in as much as the Sentence 
inflicts the Punishment of Transportation, and that for 
a Period of Fourteen Years, with Certification of 
Death if he returns ; while the Statute annuls the Pain 
of Death, and substitutes that of Fining, Imprison- 
ment, or Banishment, under which Term of Banish- 
ment a Sentence of Transportation cannot be lawfully 
included : 

His Majesty's faithful Commons beg Leave farther 
humbly to represent, that, great Public Mischief and 
Private Oppression being the necessary Result of all 
such Stretches of Penal Law, it became the Duty of 
His Majesty's faithful Commons humbly to represent the 
same to His Majesty, that His Majesty may, in His 
Wisdom and Justice, avert the Evils likely to arise 
therefrom :

That the Crime for which the said Thomas 
Fyshe Palmer was indicted, and of which he is found 
Guilty, is a Crime known in the Law of Scotland under 
the Appellation of Leasing-making, which Crime of 
Leasing-making is defined and understood, in the Law 
of that Country, to be, uttering Words, or ee 
Matter, tending to breed Discord between the King an 
His People: That, by a Statute passed in the Parlia- 
ment of Scotland in the Fourth Year of the Reign of 
Queen Anne, intituled, “ An Act anent (concerning) 
“ Leasing-making and Slanders,” it is enacted, “ That, 
‘“‘ whereas the Crimes therein mentioned” [meaning 
the Crimes mentioned in certain recited Acts of Par- 
liament against Leasing-making| “ are made Capital, and 
** punishable by Death and Confiscation, and that 
the said Laws have been liable to Stretches, and 
that, in respect of the Generality, and the various 
Constructions which the same may admit, they may 
be, as to the aforesaid Capital Punishment, of dan- 
gerous Consequence; doth therefore, with Advice 
and Consent of the Estates of Parliament, abrogate 
and annul, in all Time coming, the aforesaid Sanc- 
tion and Pain of Death and Confiscation contained 
in the. said Act: And statutes, and ordains, that 
the Punishment of the Crimes thereii mentioned 
shall, for hereafter, only be arbitrary, according to 
the Demerit of the Transgressor, that is, by Fining, 
Imprisonment, or Banishment; if the Party Of- 
fender be poor, and not able to pay a Fine, then 
to be punished in his Body, Life and Limb always 
preserved :” 

Yet the said Court, in respect of the Verdict against 
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the said Thomas Fyshe Palmer, ordered and adjudged,

“yond Seas, to such Place as His Majesty, with the 
‘ Advice of His Privy Council, shall declare and ap- 
point, and that for the Space of Seven Years from

“ within, any Part of Great Britain during the said 
“ Fourteen Years, without some lawful Cause, and be 
“ thereof lawfully convieted, he shall suffer Death, as in 
“ Cases of Felony, without Benefit of Clergy, by the 
* Law of England:” 

His Majesty’s faithful Commons beg Leave humbly 
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to represent, That the Punishment, inflicted by the 
said Sentence on the said Thomas Fyshe Palmer, seems 
to them greatly to exceed, in Severity, that which is 
appropriated to his Offence by the above-mentioned 
Statute of Queen Anne, in as much as the Sentence 
inflicts the Punishment of Transportation, and that 
for a Period of Seven years, with Certification of 
Death if he returns ; while the Statute annuls the Pain 
of Death, and substitutes that of Fining, Imprison- 
ment, and Banishment, under which Term of Banish- 
ment a Sentence of Transportation cannot be lawfully 
included : 

His Majesty’s faithful Commons beg Leave farther 
humbly to represent, that great Public Mischief and 
Private Oppression being the necessary Result of all 
such Stretches of Penal Law, it became the Duty of 
His Majesty's faithful Commons humbly to represent 
the same to His Majesty, that His Majesty may, in 
His Wisdom and Justice, avert the Evils likely to arise 
therefrom : 

And His Majesty’s faithful Commons beg Leave 
further humbly to represent to His Majesty, that, in- 
dependent of the preceding Consideration, there are 
strong Reasons to induce Fis Majesty to extend His 
Royal Clemency to the said Thomas Fyshe Palmer ; 
because, even if the Law of Scotland vested the Judges 
with the Discretion of passing the Judgment which 
they have pronounced, that Judgment seems to His 
Majesty’s faithful Commons, upon a due Considera- 
tion and Comparison of similar Cases, to exceed the 
Bounds of that sound Discretion which all Courts of 
Justice ought to exercise in Discharge of that most im- 
portant Part of their Duty, the Infliction of arbitrary 
Punishment; in as much as the Punishment of Trans- 
portation for Seven Years, with Certification of Death 
if the Party should return, appears to be greatly dis- 
proportioned to the Offence, which amounts only to a 
Misdemeanor, and is greatly aggravated by the ‘Res 
liating Circumstances attending the Transportation to the 
Place to which the said Thomas Fyshe Palmer is to be 
sent, and the Misery with which his Residence there 
must be attended : 

His Majesty’s faithful Commons beg Leave humbly 
to represent to His Majesty, that the Law of England 
admits of no such Punishment as Transportation for 
such an Offence, the ordinary Punishment of which 
is Fine or Imprisonment; and that it may be attended 
with very pernicious Consequences, to have one Mea- 
sure of Punishment for Crimes against the State or 
Government in one Part of the Island, and another 
in the other, whilst the same Executive and Legislative 
Government extends equally to both : And His Majesty's 
faithful Commons beg Leave humbly to represent, 
that, in the Consideration of the Punishment of such 
Crimes, the Measure of Punishment in England might 
have formed a sound and unerring Guide for the De- 
cision of the Court of Justiciary in the Exercise of their 
Discretion : 

That His Majesty’s faithful Commons, under the 
Circumstances here represented, can only have Recourse 
to the Royal Lenity and Justice to secure Efficacy to 
the Law of England, and to mitigate the Severity of 
that of Scotland : 

Under these Impressions, His Majesty’s faithful 
Commons do most earnestly implore His Majesty to 
take into His Royal Deliberation the various Matters 
herein humbly set forth ; and, in Consideration thereof, 
graciously to exercise His Royal Mercy towards the 
said Thomas Fyshe Palmer, by relieving him from 
the Severity of the Sentence under which he now 
labours ;

To prove the Allegations of the said Petitions, 
peg Baker being examined, said, He is a Wool- 
comber, and lives at Exeter, and was brought up to 
the Trade-—And being asked, Whether it was cus- 


- tomary for Persons brought up in that Trade to serve 


an Apprenticeship? he said, Yes, for Seven Years; 
and that the eldest Son of a Woolcomber is entitled 
to learn the Trade of his Father, without being regu- 
larly bound.—And .being asked, Whether the Trade 
required Seven Years Apprenticeship? he said, He 
conceived it did, to do the Master justice.—And being 
asked, Whether a Boy who is brought up to the 
Combing Branch of the Woollen Manufactory can 
turn his Hand to any of the other Branches? he said, 
No; he serves an Apprenticeship to that, and to no 
other Branch, and cannot turn his Hand, or get his 
Bread, in any other.—And being asked, Whether 
there was any Regulation among the Woolcombers, 
with respect to the Number of Apprentices taken ? 
he said, No limited Regulation.—And being asked, 
What had been the Usage? he said, Two was the ge- 
neral Rule; the Reason was, to prevent the Trade 
being overstocked with Hands.—And being asked, 
Whether he could form any Idea what Number of 
Hands were employed in the County of Devon? he 
said, He could not.—-And being asked, Whether he 
ever saw One of those Machines mentioned in the 
Petitions? he said, He had, and it was worked by 
Water.—And being asked, How many Hands were 
employed in the Combing of the Wool? he said, One 
Man, and Four or Five Children; he saw it at Work, 
and it appeared to him to be fully employed.—And 
being asked, Whether he could form any Judgment 
what Quantity of Work might be done by that Ma- 
chine in any given Time? he said, As much as Thirty 
Men could do: The Machine he saw was at Twerton, 
near Bath; and that there is great Difficulty in seeing 
those Machines.—And, 

William Eales being examined, said, That he is a 
Woolcomber, and lives at Plymouth; and was brought 
up to the Trade by a regular Apprenticeship.—And 
being asked, Whether there had been any Machines 
brought into his Neighbourhood? he said, He had 
seen One at 7'werton, and that he worked at the Comb- 
ing Trade at T'werton, with the same Master to whom 
the Machine belonged ; it was worked by Water, and 
that Eleven Children, and One Man as Overseer, were 
employed at it; the Children were Boys and Girls, 
some Nine Years of Age, and the oldest about Six- 
teen; Eleven were employed by Day, and Seven by 
Night; and that Two Parts of the Machine are ne- 
cessarily employed double the Space of Time the 
Third is, which is the Reason of their working at 
Night.—And being asked, Whether any other Men 
were employed at these Machines? he said, No, none 
employed but as Overseers; he had Four of his own 
Children employed at this Manufactory, and that One 
of them was occasionally employed at the Machine. 
—And being asked, What Quantity of Wool the Ma- 
chine would work within the Hour? he said, When 
it went through the last Frame, the finishing Frame, 
it would clear out Eighteen Pounds an Hour ; he had 
seen a great deal after it came out of the Frame, and 
it was worked nearly as well as if it was worked by 
Hands, in the old Way.—And being asked, How 
long a good Workman in the Woolcombing Trade 
would be in completely working and finishing off 
Eighteen Pounds of Wool? he said, Thirty Hours, 
for One of the best Hands; where there is One can 
do it in that Time, there are Ten cannot, and that it 
was very hard Work: And the Witness said, That a 
Boy must have served a great Part of his Time before 
he is able to be put to the Combs.—And being 
asked, Whee he saw the Machine at Z'werton? he said, 
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Just before last Whitsuntide.—And being asked, How he 
came to go from Plymouth to Twerton? he said, To seek 
Work; and that he was employed by Mr. Samuel Paul 
Bamford; and that there was no Machine there when 
he first went; that Mr. Bamford had a large Trade, 
and that he, the Witness, thought himself settled there 
for some Time, and took a House, and sent for. his 
Family from Plymouth.—And being asked, Whether it 
is usual to go from Place to Place to seek for Em- 
ployment? he said, It was, and that their Clubs or 
Societies subsist them till they. get Work. Mr. Bam- 
ford had Twenty Hands when he first went, and told 
him he should have Employment for Sixty or Seventy 
Hands in the Course of a few Months: He, the 
Witness, went to settle at Zwerton last December 
Twelvemonth.—And being asked, Whether Mr. Bam- 
ford did employ that additional Number of Hands 
that he said he should? he said, No; Mr. Bamford 
went into the North, and at his Return, instead of 
employing an additional Number, as he said he should, 
he turned all off, except Seven, and that he was One 
of those Seven; and that Six out of the Seven had 
Families, which were employed in the Manufactory ; 
and that about Six Weeks after the Dismissal of those 
Persons the Machine came, and was set to Work 
about the latter End of February 1793.—And being 
asked, What Sort of Wool was worked in that 
Machine? he said, English Wool; that they work 
the same Wool by that Machine as they do by 
Hand, called Combing Wool, and no other; he did 
not know whether it would work any other Kind of 
Wool, but at the Time he knew it no other than the 
Long Combing Wool was worked by it.—And being 
asked, Whether the Societies support the Woolcomb- 
ers when out of Work? he said, Yes; he knew they 
did in the Counties of Somerset and Devon.—And be- 
ing asked, Whether there are any Number of Wool- 
combers who do not belong to the Societies? he said, 
There are some, but not One out of One hundred that 
does not belong to some Society.—And being asked, 
Whether the Children are discharged from the Comb- 
ing Machine.when they arrive at the Age of Seven- 
teen or Eighteen? he said, Yes; they must be, be- 
cause the Benefit of the Machine depends upon being 
worked by Children.—And being asked, How he was 
employed during the Time he continued with Mr. 
Bamford after he brought the Machine? he said, In 
combing Wool in the common Way, as likewise the 
other Six Persons before-mentioned; he was turned 
away by the Engineer; he knows there are Three of 
the Six mentioned still employed there in the common 
Way.—And, 

Mr. Joseph Jennings being examined, said, He is a 
Worsted Manufacturer, and lives in the City of Lon- 
don ; he knows the different Sorts of Wool used in this 
Country, and that there is a Sort of Wool called 
Long Wool, that is selected from the Short for the 
sole Purpose of being combed.—And being asked, 
Whether that Wool is selected from Wool the Growth 
of this Country? he said, Yes; that there is some Wool 
imported, but it is not strong enough for combing ; 
besides, it is so dear, it would not answer the Pur- 
pose ; that there is nothing but English Wool comb- 
ed, for he”, Wools would not answer.—And_be- 
ing asked, What has been the Effect of the Machines 
already erected upon the Woolcombing Business? he 
said, He went to a Woolstapler’s last , ai to ask 
the Price of Wools, and he (the Woolstapler) asked 
him a Price which he thought too dear; the Reply was, 
that he had unlimited Orders for any Quantity from 
Davis and Hawrley’s for these Machines: He (the 
Witness) went into the Warehouse, and was shewn 
different Sorts of Wool that was then throwing over 
for that Machine, and that all the best and prime 
was Wool picked from the Fleeces.—And being ask- 
mS What Quantity of Noyle would be produced from 
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Twelve Pounds of Wool? he said; He could not an- 
swer to a Certainty, but on the Average about Three 
Quarters of a Pound.—And being asked, Whether 
any other but English Wool is fit for the Purpose of 
Combing? he said, No; he had tried other, but it 
did not answer; that which he tried, he believed, 
came from Germany.—And being asked, Whether he 
ever tried the Foreign Wool mixed with the English 
Wool? he said, No; but the Price of Foreign Wool 
is so dear that it would not answer.—And being asked, 
What Sort of. Articles in the Woollen Manufactory 
must necessarily be made of the Combing Wool? he 
said, Sagathies, Duroy plain, Duroy figured, Draughts, 
Estamanes, Shalloons, Serge plain, Tamiee, Poplins, 
Lastings, Bombazines, Bombazette, Callimanco, Har- 
ratines, Stuff Damask, Barragon, Camblets, Satti- 
nette, Crapes, English Shawls, Moncriefs, Russells, 
Buntings, Grograms, Carpeting, Worsted Plush, 
Worsted Hose, Worsted Fringe, Lace and Bindings, 
Worsted Crewels, Drugetts, Rackers, Long Ells, 
German Serge, Sanfords, Frays, Coarse Ells, and 
Baize.—And being asked, Whether those Articles were 
for Home or Foreign Consumption? he said, Both; 
the light Goods go to Russia and America, and great 
Quantities to The East Indies, sept by the Company.— 
And being asked, Whether any of those Articles are 
made in Foreign Countries? he said, They imitate 
them, but the Quality of their Wool being inferior to 
the English, they cannot make them nearly so good, 
no Place in the World can come near to it; and that 
Goods of these Sorts are preferred to others of the same 
Kind made in any Country whatever, and that in Times 
of Peace there is a very great Demand for those Ar- 
ticles for Foreign Markets ; and that the Demand is so 
great, that the Produce of Wool is not sufficient to 
supply it.—And being asked, What is the Consequence 
to the Woolcombers when the English Wool is worked 
up in each Year? he said, The Combers are out of 
Employ.—And, 

John Osmond being examined, said, He is a Serge 
Maker, and lives at 7iverton in Devonshire, and served 
Seven Years Apprenticeship to the Business of a Wool- 
comber, before he commenced Serge Maker ; and that 
there are Annually, Two or Three Months before Shear- 
ing Time, great Numbers of Woolcombers, apply to 
his House for Employ, by Means of the Scarcity of 
Wool.—And, 

Wiiliam Eales being again examined, he was asked, 
Whether whilst he was employed at Mr. Bamford’s, 
he was constantly employed after the Erection of the 
Machine? he said, No; but constantly before; and 
that he has frequently been still. when the Machine was 
employed, there not being Wool enough to employ 
both.—And, 

Jonathan Sowton being examined, said, That he is 
a Woolcomber, and lives at Eweter.—And being ask- 
ed, What Assistance a Woolcomber derives from his 
Family? he said, When a Child is Seven Years old, 
he is capable of assisting his Father in some Shape ‘o 
prepare the Wool for his Father to comb, and may 
get about Two Pence per Day, and so progressively, 
till the Age of Fourteen; and then, if strong and 
healthy, is capable of beginning to work as his Father 
does.—And, 

Daniel Baker being again examined, he was asked, 
What Woolcombers turn their Hands to when out of 
Work? he said, If by going into some County, where 
the Wool is not all worked up, they cannot get Em- 
ployment, they then find Employment in the Hay 
Harvest, and it is usual to assist at the other Harvest ; 
and if all those fail, they have Recourse to the Clubs. 
—And, 

Jonathan Sowton being again examined, he was ask- 
ed, Of what Nature the Clubs were? he said, It is 
a Contribution levied upon every Woolcomber (who 
is willing to be a Member of any Club) according “ 

the 
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the Exigencies of their Affairs: The One End of it 
is to enable the Woolcomber to travel from Place to 
Place to seek for Employment, when Work is scarce 
where he resides; and the other End is to have Re- 
lief when he is sick, wherever he may be; and if he 
should die, to be buried by the Club; and it is ne- 
cessary for him, to entitle himself to be relieved by 
these Clubs, to have a Certificate from the Club to 
which ‘he belongs, that he has behaved well in and 
to the Woolcombing Trade, and that he is an honest 
Man; but if he defrauds any Body, he loses his 
Claim to that Certificate, and to the Advantages be- 
longing to it.

Dock, with Reservoirs, Sluices, Roads, and other 
Works, for the Accommodation of Vessels using the 
said Port, and for appropriating certain Lands 
belonging to His Majesty, and for applying certain 
Sums of Money out of His Majesty’s Customs at the 
said Port for those Purposes, and for establishing 
other necessary Regulations within the Town and 
Port of Kingston upon Hull,” the Petitioners were 
incorporated by the Name of “ The Dock Company 
“ at Kingston upon Hull,” and were thereby empowered 
and required to make a Bason or Dock to extend, from 
the River Hull, to a certain Place in the Town of

Newbury, called The Kennet and Avon Canal, beg Leave 
to represent to the House, that the great National 
Objects proposed to be attained by such Bill, are already 
effected under Powers granted to the Zhames and 
Severn Canal Company by an Act of the Twenty-third 
of His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for 
“ making and maintaining a Navigable Canal from 
“ the River Thames or Isis, at, or near, Lechlade, to 
* join and communicate with the Stroudwater Canal 
“ at Wallbridge, near the Town of Stroud, and also 
* a Collateral Cut from the said Canal, at, at near, 
“ Siddington, to, or near, the Town of Cirencester, 
* in the Counties of Gloucester and Wilts;” and that 
upwards of £. 260,000 has been expended by the Pro- 
prietors of the said Canal Company to perfect the 
same, and the Petitioners apprehend that the Public 
Interest, as far as it is concerned in the Union of the 
Two Great Rivers the Thames and Severn, and 
Ports of London and Bristol, is fully answered, and that 
the Trade, in Consequence of such Communication, 
is offering itself adequate to the Objects proposed of 
Public Utility, notwithstanding which the Adventurers 
in the said Undertaking have not hitherto received 
any Compensation whatever for their Capital em- 
ployed: Under such Circumstances, the Petitioners 
cannot refrain from expressing their Alarm that a Col- 
lateral Line of Canal should be proposed in Opposi- 
tion to such Undertaking, for which they conceive 
there appears now no just or adequate Occasion, as, 
by an Act passed in the last Session, for making. the 
Berkeley Canal, every Obstruction to a regular and unin- 
terrupted Intercourse with the Severn will be removed, 
and the Petitioners will have Three Points of Com- 
munication opened therewith, and the Petitioners there- 
fore cannot help expressing the Concern that they feel 
at the Attempt to deprive them of the future Reward 
of their arduous Labours and unexampled Risk, by 
the Scheme now offered to the Consideration of Par- 
liament by the said Kennet and Avon Canal, which may 
do much Injury to the Petitioners without rendering 
4k any 
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any Advantage to the Public: And therefore pray- 


ing, That the said Bill may not pass into a Law, for 
the Reasons above given, and also for the further Con- 
sideration, that, if the Objects proposed to be attained 
by such Bill should ever be accomplished, the greatest 
Part of the River Thames, viz. from Lechlade to Read- 
ing, would be deprived of the Tolls collected in such 
Districts, to the great Injury of the private Lock 
Owners on the River, the Loss of Interest to the Cre- 
ditors who have advanced their Money on the Credit of 
the Tolls thereof, and the Certainty of a Loss of that 
Fund which is appropriated to keep up and maintain 
the said River. 

Ordered, That the said Petition do lie upon the Table, 
until the Bill for making a Navigable Canal from the 
River Kennet, at or near the Town of Newbury, in 
the County of Berks, to the River Avon, at or near the 
City of Bath, and also certain Navigable Cuts therein 
described, be read a Second Time. 


An ingrossed Bill from the Lords, intituled, An 
Act for vesting the Estate at Little Woodhouse, in the 
County of York, devised by the Will of Jeremiah Har- 
rison, Gentleman, deceased, in Trustees, to sell the 
same, and apply the Money to arise by such Sale 
in the Purchase of other Lands or Hereditaments, 
to be settled in Lieu thereof, was read the ['irst 
Time. 

Resdlved, That the Bill be read a Second Time. 


An ingrossed Bill for naturalizing James Maze, was 
read the Third Time. 

Resolved, That the Bill do pass: And that the Title 
be, An Act for naturalizing James Maze. 

Ordered, That Mr. Hobart do carry the Bill to the 
Lords, and desire their Concurrence. 


Mr. Allardyce presented to the House, according to 
Order, a Bill for the better paving, lighting, cleansing, 
and otherwise improving, the Streets, Lanes, and other 
Public Passages of the City of Aberdeen, and the Roads 
and Avenues leading to and from the same ; for the better 
supplying the Inhabitants with fresh Water ; and for re- 
moving and preventing all Obstructions and Annoyances 
within the said City and Liberties thereof: And the same 
was received ; and read the First Time. 

Resolved, That the Bill be read a Second Time. 


Mr. Thomas Stanley reported from the Committee, 
to whom the Petition of Henrietta Maria Atherton, of 
Atherton Hall, in the Parish of Leigh, in the County 
Palatine of Lancaster, Spinster, was referred; That 
the Committee had examined the Matter of the said 
Petition ; and, that the House might be the better en- 
abled more fully to understand the Circumstances of 
the Case, the Committee had directed him to report 
specially the Minutes of the Evidence taken before 
them ; and he read the Report in his Place ; and after- 
wards delivered it in at the Clerk’s Table : and the same 
‘was read ; and is as followeth; viz. 

Mr. William Rawstorne, Son of Lawrence Raw- 
storne, Esquire, Guardian to Miss Atherton, 
called in, and examined. 

Were you at Atherton when Mr. JZason came there 
toask Miss Atherton her Consent to the Lancaster Ca- 
nal Bill? 

I was. 

Do you recollect at what Time? 

About the 22d of January last. 

Was you present when any Message was delivered 
to Miss Atherton, intimating that a Person was waiting 
to see her? 

I was—Miss Atherton’s Servant came in, and said 
that Mr. Adason, the Solicitor to the Lancaster Ca- 
nal Bill, was come for her Answer, and that he was 
sent by Mr. Rawstorne ; Miss Atherton said, “I do not 
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* like to go into the Room; but as Mr. Rawstorne has 
“ sent him, I will go;” and desired Mrs. Rawstorne 
to follow her. 

Did Miss Atherton then leave the Room, and did 
Mrs. Rawstorne and yourself follow her ? 

Miss Atherton went into the Drawing Room, and we 
almost immediately followed her. 

Who did you find there ? 

Mr. Mason and Miss Atherton. 

Relate what passed in your Hearing ? 

When we came into the Room, Mr. Mason had just 
shewed the Plan of the Canal to Miss Atherton, and 
he opened it again, and shewed it to Mrs. Rawstorne— 
It appeared from the Plan that the Canal was to pass 
over the Lawn.—Miss Atherton said, she did not like 
it should come across her Lawn.—Mr. Mason assured 
her it would not come within her Gates.—Mrs. Raw- 
storne then asked Mr. Adason how far it would come 
over the Lawn.—Mr. Mason said, Not at all—that 
when it got to the Steward’s House, at Platford, it 
would take the Course of the Brook towards Penning- 
ton.—Miss Atherton then said, if it would not come 
within her Gates that she would not object to it; and 
on Mr. Mason’s assuring her that it would not, she said, 
he had her Consent. 

From what you was a Witness to, do you believe 
Miss Atherton would have given her Consent to the 
Canal on any other Consideration than that of its not 
passing through her Lawn ? 

I do believe, from what I understood, that Miss 
Atherton would never have given any Consent, had she 
not been repeatedly assured by Mr. Zason, that it would 
not come within her Gates. . 

Was not Mr. Mason explaining the Plan to Miss 
Atherton when you came into the Room? 

The Plan was laying on the Table rolled up—A 
Plan like the One now produced by Mr. Jason to the 
Committee. 

Did you not hear Mr. Mason ask Miss Atherton if 
the Lands on the other Side of the Division Fence of - 
the Lawn was not her’s; and if he did, what Answer 
did Miss Atherton give him ? 

I did not hear any such thing, that I recollect. 

Were you present at the First Interview between 
Miss Atherton and Mr. Mason, or did you not come in 
after Mr. Jason had been in t!.e Room some Time ? 

I was not present at her First Interview with Mr. 
Mason, but it could not have been more than Two 
Minutes after Miss Atherton had entered the Room.— 
Mr. Mason had been in the Room some Time before 
Miss Atherton entered it. 

And then the Witness was directed to withdraw. 


Lawrence Rawstorne, Esquire, called in, and 
examined. 

Have you not been in the Habits of frequently con- 
versing with Miss Atherton on the Subject of the Lan- 
caster Canal ? 

I have had some Conversations upon the Subject 
with her. 

Was she not uniformly persisting in denying her Con- 
sent to it’s coming through her Lawn and Avenue ? 

At all Times when I have heard her mention the 
Subject. 

Did you not go over to Worsley, prior to any Line 
being surveyed for the intended Canal, and wishing that 
Mr. Gilbert would assist you in procuring the Canal to 
come by Leigh, as you apprehended it would be of very 
great Benefit to Miss Atherton’s Estate ?—I did. 

Did not Mr. Gilbert recommend to you to write to 
some of the Gentlemen who took an active Part in 
the Lancaster Canal to that effect; and did you not 
write to Edward Buckley, Esquire, who was the Chair- 
man of the General Meeting of the Proprietors of the 
Lancaster Canal, to intimate to the Committee how 
glad you would be if the Canal did come by Leigh ; 
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and that the Company should have every Assistance 
which the Family at Atherton could give them? 

I did write to that Purport; but whether I made 
use of the Name of the Atherton Family, or engaged 
only for myself, at this Distance of Time I can’t 
recollect. 

Were you not acquainted by the House Steward of 
Miss Atherton (Mr. Hodgkinson) with the Line the Sur- 
veyor of the Lancaster Canal had taken through Miss 
Atherton’s Estate ; and did you inform the Lancaster 
Canal Committee, their Solicitor, or Mr. John Gil- 
bert, the Agent for the Duke of Bridgewater, with an 
Disapprobation of the Line so planned, till Mr. AZason 
waited upon you at Atherton Hall in November last? 

I was acquainted with that Line by Mr. Hodgkinson ; 
but I do not recollect, from the Time I wrote to Mr. 
Buckley until Mr. Mason called at Atherton, in Novem- 
ber last,~ having had any particular Conversation with 
any of those Parties upon the Subject. 

Did you ever signify Miss Atherton’s Dissent, till 
last November, to any of those Parties ? 

No, not that I recollect. 

Do you recollect Mr. James Greene of Bedford, and 
Mr. Mason, and One of his Clerks, attending upon 
youat Atherton Hall, in November last, to obtain Miss 


’ Atherton’s Assent? 


Yes. 

Did not Mr. AZason produce to you the Plan of the 
Lancaster Canal Extension ? 

Yes, he did. 

Did you not, at that Time, declare to the Gentle- 
men who attended upon you, that if the Estate of 
Miss Atherton was your's, you would not hesitate your 
Assent to that Plan a Moment? 

I made a Declaration to that Purport. 

Did you not say, that you was sorry to inform the 
Gentlemen that Miss Atherton would not then assent—- 
that you would take the Plan to her, to try to prevail 
upon her, and that you would return an Answer? 

I went Twice or Thrice into the Room where Miss 
Atherton was, with the Plan, and she positively refused 
her Assent to it. 

Did you not desire Mr. Mason not to press Miss 
Atherton any more at that Time ; but that if he would 
call again at about Christmas, you was in hopes she 
might be prevailed upon? 

I did. 

Had you any other particular Interest in having the 
Canal to go by Leigh, than that of being Guardian to 
Miss Atherton? 

No Interest whatever, having no Property in that 
Neighbourhood. 

Was it not your Opinion, and is it not now, that the 
Canal passing by Leigh would be advantageous to the 
Estate of Miss Atherton? 

I have not now the same favourable Opinion of the 
Canal, with regard to Miss Atherton’s Interest, as I 
had in November last, when I had the Conversation 
with Mr. Mason. 

What is your Reason for altering your Opinion? 

From a Conversation that passed between Mr. John 
Gilbert, the Duke of Bridgewater's principal Agent, 
and Mr. Hodgkinson, Miss Atherton’s Steward, in re- 
gard to the Carriage of Coals upon the Canal; con- 
cerning which Mr. Hodgkinson, being present, can in- 
form the Committee. 

Are you not Uncle to Miss Atherton ? 

Yes; by Marriage. 

Whether it was not understood by you, that Miss 
Atherton’s Servant was not authorized by Mr. Mason 
to say he Came from your 

I was absent from Atherton at that Time—Miss 
Atherton, I believe, misunderstood the Message brought 
by the Servant: She thought that Mr. Mason had 


come immediately from me; it was a Misapprehension 
of her’s. 
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Did you, at any Time, give the Promoters of the Lancaster 
Lancaster Canal to understand that you was authorized Canal—Miss ° 
in the Name or on the Behalf of Miss Atherton, to —— 
give her Consent to the Canal crossing her Lawn and jeported: 


Plantations, as now proposed ? 
No; I did not. 


Have you had any Conversation with Miss Atherton. 
since the 22d January, on this Subject? 

Yes. 

_ Whether Miss Atherton at any Time since that Pe- 
riod, has expressed to you, that in consequence of her 
Conversation with Mr. Mason, she had withdrawn her 
Objections to the Canal crossing her Lawn and Plan- 
tations ? 

In all the Conversations I have had on that Subject 
with Miss Atherton, she has expressed her invariable 
Objections to its crossing her Lawn and Plantations. 

Can you inform the Committee when first Miss 
Atherton was informed that, by the Bill, the Canal 
would cross her Lawn and Plantations ? 

I have understood that the Bill was Twice read in the 
House of Commons before she was sent a Copy of it. 

Can you tell at what precise Time Miss Atherton was 


informed of the Canal’s passing through her Lawn and 
Plantations? 


I cannot. 


How soon after the Survey was taken, did Miss 
Atherton let the Proprietors of the Lancaster Canal know 
her Dissent ? 

Miss Atherton expressed her Dissent in November, 
when Mr. Mason called upon her; but when the Sur- 
vey was taken, is not in my Power to answer. 

Are you aware of any Application being made to 
Miss Atherton for her Consent or Dissent, previous to 
November last >—I am not. 


Was Miss Atherton of Age when she expressed her 
Dissent ? 
She was; she was of Age in June last. 
And then the Witness was directed to withdraw. 


Mr. Richard Hodgkinson, called in, and examined. 

Are you in the Service of Miss Atherton—and _ in 
what Capacity ? 

Yes; Steward to her. 

Has not Atherton Hall long been the Place of Resi- 
dence of her Ancestors, and does she not now reside 
there herself? 

It has been the Place of Residence of her Ancestors 
for many Generations, and is now her's. 

Is it not a Capital Mansion House, and have not 
large Sums been expended in ornamenting the Place, 
by extensive Plantations, and other Improvements ? 

It is esteemed a large and Capital Mansion House, 
finely situated, and her Ancestors must have expended 
immense Sums of Money in the Improvement of the 
Place. 

Does the Line of the intended Canal cross Miss 
Atherton’s Plantations and Avenue, in the Manner 
laid down in the Plan now produced by you and for 
what Distance, in the View of the House: 

To the best of my Judgment it does for 800 Yards, 
and upwards, across the Avenue, within Sight of the 
House. 

Has Miss Atherton any Land lying between the 
Outside of her Gates and the Town of Leigh, through 
which she has any Power to direct the Line of the Ca- 
nal to pass? 

She has not any, without passing through Gardens 
and Lands held by Life Leases granted by her late 
Father. 

Were you, at any Time, present when the Survey- 
ors, employed by the Company of the Lancaster Canal, 
were taking Levels through the Property of Miss Ather- 
ton; and had you any Conversation with them ; and if 
any, to what Effect ? 

I once passed by them taking Levels over the —_ 
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ficial Piece of Water éxpressed in the Plan produced 
by me, about Half Way betwixt the Bridge and the 
End of the Water towards Leigh.—I told them that 
I apprehended they would not be allowed to come in 
that Direction.—1 never saw them in any other Place 
on Miss Atherton’s Estate taking Levels. 

Did you, at any Time, inform any Person concerned 
for the Lancaster Canal, that the Line of the Canal 
could not pass between the Gates of the Plantations 
and the Town of Leigh, without going through 
Lands which was not the property of Miss Atherton? 

I do not remember having any Conversation with 
any Persons concerned for the Lancaster Canal upon 
the Subject. 

Did you see Mr: Jackson Mason at Miss Atherton’s 
House in January last ? 

I was not at Home. 
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[Plan annexed to the Petition shewn to the 
~ Witness. ] 


Can you, by that Plan, distinguish whether the Line 
of the Canal does, or does not, go within the Gates of 
Miss Atherton, or across any Part of her Lawn or Plea- 
sure Ground? 

Without I knew the Situation of Atherton Hall, the 
Road to Leigh, and the Division of the Townships, it 
would not appear to me that the Canal was passing 
through any Avenue or Lawn.—I can distinguish that 
it passes between the Town of Leigh and Atherton 
Hall. 

Where do the Gates stand where the Avenue com- 
mences—how far from Leigh? 

Within 30 or 40 Yards of the Buildings. 

Do you now think the Line of the Canal does go 
within the Avenue and Pleasure Ground leading to 
‘Atherton Hall? 

Most certainly. 

Whether or not the Gates are not on the Boundary 
Fence of the Lawn ? 

There are Pales and Rails extending from the Gates 
to the Buildings on each Side of the Road, set up at 
the Expence of the Family; and that Part is always 
esteemed as Part of the Avenue. 

Look upon the Map, and see whether those Pales 
and Rails are distinctly marked, and if the Canal does 
not pass within those Rails ? 

The Canal, by the Plan, appears to pass within the 
Rails or Gates. 

Is not Atherton Hall specified upon the Plan ? 

It is. 

Then the following Question being again repeated 
to the Witness, 

“ Can you, by that Plan, distinguish whether the 
* Line of the Canal does, or does not, go within the 
* Gates of Miss Atherton, or across any Part of her 
“ Lawn or Pleasure Ground ©” 

He answered as follows : 

I most certainly can perceive that the Line of the 
Canal does pass between the Gates and Atherton Hail. 
—In my former Answer to that Question, I perfectly 
misunderstood the meaning of the Honourable Gentle- 
man who proposed it—The Question, as I then under- 
stood it, was, ‘‘ Could I perceive, by the Plan, Whether 
“ the Canal was passing through any Avenue or Plea- 
« sure Ground,” supposing I had been unacquainted 
with the Place. 

Whether or not there is any Avenue of Trees leading 
from Leigh to Atherton Hall? 

There are no regular Rows of Trees upon the Coach 
Road. 

Does the Line of the Canal, as described in the 
Plan shewn to you, pass over any part of the Lawn, 
Avenue, or Pleasure Ground belonging to Miss 
Atherton? 

Most certainly it does. 

And then the Witness was directed to withdraw.

Mr. Jackson Mason, Agent for the Lancaster Canal 
Extension Bill, called in and examined. 

When was the First Time you saw Miss Atherton, 
on the Subject of the Lancaster Canal Extension ? 

The First and only Time I ever saw Miss Atherton 
was, about the 22d of January last, when I was intro- 
duced to her—upon Miss Atherton’s coming into the 
Room I accosted her, by saying, that his Grace the 
Duke of Bridgewater and the Lancaster Canal Com- 
mittee were exceedingly sorry to understand from me 
what Mr. Rawstorne had told me in November, that 
she had an Objection to the Canal going through her 
Lawn and Avenue—She told me, that was her only 
Objection—I told her, we were particularly sorry, be- 
cause, if the Company had known her Objection in 
Time, it should have been remedied; and that I had 
the particular Directions of the Committee to do every 
Thing that could at that Time be done, to make it sa- 
tisfactory, to oblige her, and that we did not mind a 
few Hundred Pounds Expence—I : likewise told her, 
that the First Time I understood what her Objections 
were, was. early in November last, and that imme- 
diately upon being informed of them, I had desired 
Mr. John Gilbert, of Worsley, a Gentleman whom I 
believed, under the Duke of Bridgewater, was One of 
the first practical Navigators in this Kingdom, to 
see if the Line could be altered agreeable to her Wishes 
—-that he had accompanied me upon the Line, and we 
had found that Alterations might have been made, either 
by taking the Canalup the Brook, by taking along the 
Division Fence of the Lawn and ‘Avenue, or by taking 
it on the Outside of that Fence ; and that if she pleased 
I would shew her, upon the Plan itself, what we could 
do to oblige her.—I immediately took out the Plan, 
and traced upon it what I have before-mentioned, 
which was what might be done with her Assent ; but 
as the Township of Pennington was not inserted in our 
Gazette Notices, we were obliged to deliver the Plan 
at the Office of the Clerk of the Peace as it was.—I 
asked her if the Lands in the Township of Pennington, 
betwixt the Canal and the Town of Leigh, were her 
Property, and she told me she believed they were.— 
I then said, You may have the Canal altered in your 
Grounds, betwixt the Line of the Canal, as laid down 
in the Plan, and the Town of Leigh, as you please.— 
She answered me, that she was much obliged to the 
Duke of Bridgewater, and the Gentlemen of the Lan-- 
caster Committee, for their Attention to her, and she 
certainly would assent. About this Time, I believe 
I let go the Plan, and it being very strong Paper, it 
rolled itself up again; and I think, to the best of my 
Recollection, it was at this Moment of Time that Mr. 
William Rawstorne, came into the Room with a Lady, 
whom I did not then know, but whom I conceived to 
be Mrs. Rawstorne, and I think another young Lady, 
and another young Gentleman, whom I apprehended 
to be a Mr. Hornby: I recollect entering into some 
Conversation with the young Gentleman. At that 
Time some Conversation was passing between Miss 
Atherton and Mrs. Rawstorne, and I again opened out 
the Plan, at the request of one of them, I can't say 
which, and I particularly recollect Mrs. Rawstorne’s 
saying, “ Can the Canal be taken at the Outside of 
“ the Lawn and Avenue?” and I said, I believed it 
certainly might. I don’t recollect any Thing else 
materially passing, and I went down to the Town of 
Leigh. Soon after that I got there, I saw Mr. 
John Gorst: he asked me where I was going, I told 
him I was going to Warrington that Night, that I 
should get a little Dinner, and set off immediately ; he 
replied, that he was going to Dinner, and that it 
would save me Time to take some with him. During 


my Stay with him, Miss Atherton’s Assent came to be 
the Matter of Conversation; and he said to me, 
“* Mason, you must give us proper protecting Clauses 
“ for Miss Atherton ;” and I replied, that any Clauses 

which

which could be reasonably required of us should most 
certainly be given.—We then parted. 

Have you, in the Bill now before Parliament, taken 
Care to make such Provision ; and have you given Miss 
Atherton a Power to compel the Line of the Canal to 
be altered, agreeable to the Promises made by you when 
you obtained her Assent ? 

I most solemnly protest, that to the best of my Judg- 
ment and Comprehension of all the Conversation that 
passed between Miss Atherton and me, I have given full 
as great Powers as any I did promise. ‘The Powers I 
have given to Miss Atherton are inserted in the printed 
Bill, Page 11, and are as follows— 

“ Also so much of the Avenue, Lawn, and Pleasure 
Ground, in the Township of Atherton, in the said 
County, the Property of Henrietta Maria Atherton, 
Spinster, as may be necessary for the Use of the said 
Canal, to be taken in such Manner through the 
same, or in the Lands and Grounds of the said Hen- 
nietta Maria Atherton, nearer to the Town of Leigh, 
as she shall direct and appoint.” 

Did you make any promise to Miss Atherton, or had 
you any Conversation with her, respecting the Road, or 
making a Bridge over the Canal, upon that Road to the 
Town of Leigh? 

In my former Answer I should have added this Cir- 
cumstance, but forgot it:—I did voluntarily promise to 
Miss Atherton (but I believe I had given it under my 
Hand to Mr. Rawstorne before) that she should have a 
handsome Stone Bridge across that Road into the Town ; 
and I then added, that the Bridge should be to her 
Satisfaction. 

Is the Committee therefore to understand that you 
intended to vary the Line of the Canal, according to 
Miss Atherton’s Wishes, though consistently with the 
Orders of the House of Commons, you could not alter 
the Plan to be delivered to the House? 

The Plan having been lodged at the Office of the 
Clerk of the Peace on the 11th of November, and my 
Personal Application to Miss Atherton being not till 
the 22d January, it was impossible for me to make 
any Alteration in the Plan, because I apprehend that 
by the Rules and Orders of both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, the Plan annexed to the Petition must be an 
exact Copy of that Plan lodged with the Clerk of the 
Peace; and that it would have been fatal to the Bill if 
I had done so—but, I do apprehend that, with the 
Consent of Parties, a Clause might be inserted in the 
Bill, which would sufficiently secure to Miss Atherton 
every Promise I made to her; and I do again solemnly 
repeat, notwithstanding the Assertions in Miss Atherton’s 
printed Case (but which I do not attribute to her) 
that I never did mean, directly or indirectly, to im- 
pose upon Miss Atherton; and if Miss Atherton at this 
Moment will say, that she misunderstood me, it is 
my Wish and Desire, that her Name, and the Names of 
of all her Tenants, and others depending upon her, 
shall be set down in the Book of Reference as dissent- 
ing; reserving to myself the Power of Combating 
this Bill through the House, in Opposition to her 
Agents. 

What Time in November was it that you first knew 
Miss Atherton had any Objection to the Canal ? 

To the best of my Recollection it was on the 8th or 
oth of November, and the Plan was lodged with the 
Clerk of the Peace on the 11th. 

The First Time, to your Knowledge, that Miss 
Atherton was applied to personally, was it on the 22d 
of January? 

Properly speaking, the first Time Miss Atherton 
‘was applied to by me, that is to say the First Time I 
went to Miss Atherton’s House to receive her Assent, 
was about the 8th of November.—I did not see Miss 
Atherton, but I was introduced to Mr. Rawstorne, and 
I was accompanied by Mr. Greene, and One of my 
VoL. 49. 
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Clerks.—I told Mr. Rawstorne my Business, that I was 
come for.Miss Atherton’s Assent, and I shewed him a 
Copy of the Plan annexed to the Petition —Mr. Raw- 
storne told us, that he apprehended the Canal would 
be a great Benefit to Miss Atherton’s Estates, and that 
if they were his he would not hesitate a Moment; but 
that he was sorry to say Miss Atherton objected to the 
Canal going through her Lawn and Avenue.—This was 
the First Time that any Body had intimated to me that 
Miss Atherton had dissented ; and until that Moment, 
I verily believe, from the Letter I had seen in Mr. 
Rawstorne’s Hand Writing, and which I believe was 
dated prior to the Time of Miss Atherton’s attaining the 
Age of Twenty-one, not any of the Company or myself 
ever doubted having Miss Atherton’s full Concurrence 
and Approbation—and before I left Mr. Rawstorne he 
gave us Hopes, that with his Assistance, we might obtain 
her Assent, and he wished me not to press her any 
more upon the Subject till about Christmas, against 
which Time he would take an Opportunity of consulting 
her Friends. 

Did you know, on the 8th of November, that Miss 
Atherton was then of Age ? 

I think, to the best of my Recollection, that Mr. 
Rawstorne said, she was then of age to judge for 
herself. 

How far had you proceeded in the Bill now before 
the House, before a Copy of it was sent te Miss 
Atherton ? 

Mr. Taylor, her Agent, being in Town, I was no 
ways apprehensive that he would not take Care, after 
what had passed between his Partner (Mr. Gorst) and 
me, of the Interest of Miss Atherton; and it was not 
till I was surprized, by being informed that I had wil- 
fully deceived Miss Atherton, that I requested Mr. Dent 
to frank a Bill to Mr. Rawstorne, to whom at the same 
Time I wrote a Letter. 

Do you know whether the Bill was read a First or 
Second Time before a Copy of it was sent? 

I know this, that a printed Bill was not sent till the 
Night of that Day upon which Colonel Stanley and Mr. 
Taylor waited upon me, requesting that I would admit 
of Affidavits as to the Fact of Assent; and I am in- 
clined to think it was after the Second Reading of the 
Bill, but am not sure. 

As you knew Mr. Taylor was in Town, did you at 
any Time communicate to him, as Agent for Miss 
Atherton, a printed Copy of the Bill, or inform him 
of the different Stages it was making through the 
House ? 

I have Reason to apprehend that Mr. Taylor well 
knew every Thing that was going on relative to the 
Bill I am soliciting; because immediately almost on 
my Arrival in Town, and that the Petition was pre- 
sented, Mr. Zaylor asked me, what Day we should 

o into the Committee upon the Petition—and with 
Respect to the Bill, printed Copies of them were 
delivered to Mr. Rosier of the House, and Mr. Taylor 
as well knew as I did how he might obtain one— 
I did not send or give to Mr. Zaylor any printed 
Copy of the Bill, or inform him any Thing more 
about it.

Do you not know that the Consents are always un- 
derstood to refer to the Map to which they are annexed, 
and to the Line therein described ° 

I apprehend it is not necessary, by the Rules and 
Orders of the House, so to do; but that if there is 
a List of all the Owners and Occupiers upon the 
Line of the Canal, with their Assent, Dissent, or Neu- 
ter, marked to them, it is sufficient; but I believe in 
48 this 
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this Instance the Names follow each other, discribing the 
Townships mentioned in the Map, and the Numbers re- 
ferred to by the Plan pretty accurate. 
~ In the List of Consents is Miss Atherton described 
assenting absolutely or conditionally ? 

She is described assenting absolutely ; for I did not 
know, and I am yet to learn, if there be any other 
Method of describing her Assent as given to me, 

Was there any other Subject upon which Miss Atherton 
is stated to have given her Assent, except to the Canal 
passing in the Line described in the Plan to which her 
Consent is annexed ? 

Miss Atherton assented, as I apprehend, to the Plan 
going into the House of Commons as it was, with 
Liberty for her to alter the Line in any Manner between 
the Canal and her other Lands and Grounds nearer 
Leigh, as she thinks proper; and I did not intend, in 
framing the Clause before-mentioned, to prescribe to her 
the exact Place. 

Is that Circumstance, which you have stated as Miss 
Atherton’s only Objection to the Bill, namely the Canal 
crossing her Cone and Avenue, removed by the Line 
described in the Plan, to which her Consent has been 
given ? 

It-is not removed by the Plan, because it was out of 
my Power to alter the Plan lodged at the Office of the 
Clerk of the Peace ; but I trust it is properly removed 
by the Bill now brought into the House. 

Do you now understand, that the Line of the in- 
tended Canal cannot pass on the Outside of Miss 
Atherton’s Pleasure Ground, without passing partly 
over Lands not in the Possession of Miss Atherton, and 
the Property of Persons not included in the Consent 
List? 

I do not know whose Property the Grounds on the 
other Side of the Lawn nearer Leigh is, other than by 
what Miss Atherton herself told me ; but ifthe Property 
is Miss Atherton’s, be it Houses or Lands, the Company 
have no Objection to pay the full Price of such Houses 
and Lands, in order to carry the Canal entirely clear of 
her Gates as they now stand. 

Do you understand, by the Clause in the Bill to 
which you have referred, that if Miss Atherton should 
not be able to direct the Line of the Canal nearer to 
the Town of Leigh, the Undertakers of the Canal Na- 
vigation are empowered to carry the Line of the Canal 
through the Lawn and Pleasure Ground without her 
Consent ? 

Miss Atherton may carry the Canal, without the 
Assent of any Body, along the Division Fence of that 
Lawn, which, in my Opinion, would be doing her 
the least possible injury, and would be making her a 
complete Boundary Fence between the Town of Leigh 
and the Lawn; that the Company do not mean to 
take any more of her Lawn than they can possibly 
help ; but if Miss Atherton should chuse, upon regular 
Application by the Company (should the Act be ob- 
tained) to refuse to direct in what Manner the Canal 
should be carried, then I apprehend the Proprietors 
would be enabled to make the Canal in the Line laid 
down in the Plan. 

Is the Committee, therefore, to understand that under 
eertain Circumstances, the Powers of this Bill are meant 
to extend to enable the Company to carry the Line of 
the Canal through any Part of the Lawn or Pleasure 
Ground of Miss Atherton? 

I apprehend that the latter Part of my last Answer 
has fully answered that Question, that they might. 

Do you mean to state that Miss Atherton has given 
her Consent to a Plan, that, under any possible Circum- 
stances, would authorize the Undertakers of the Canal 
to carry it through her Lawn and Avenue? 

I apprehend she has, if she does not chuse to make 
her Election. 


Can she make her Election, if any Part of the Ground 
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belongs to any other Persons not included in the Lists 
of Consents ? 

She cannot, I apprehend, carry the Canal into any 
other Person’s Grounds; but she may very materially 
alter the Line of the Canal, as now laid down in the 
Plan, without any Body’s Assent. 

Can she do it so as not to go through any Part of her 
Pleasure Grounds ? 

She may do it, as I said before, so as to make it a 
Boundary to her Pleasure Ground ; and I do not know 
that the Ground on the opposite Side of the Fence is any 
Body's Property, but her own. 

Do you know that it is her own? 

She told me that she believed it was her own. 

Can you say, that at the Time you applied to Miss 
Atherton for her Assent, and held the Conversation 
about the Variation of the Line, that you did not know 
the Lands nearer to Leigh were not let upon Leases for 
Lives? 

I did not know any Thing about Miss Atherton’s 
Lands, but what she told me; for, till the Time I 
went to Leigh in November, I had never been in that 
Neighbourhood in my Life to my Knowledge; and 
the Second Time that I was there, was on the 22d of 
January. 

Will you say that you did not know, or do not now 
know, that these Lands were let upon Leases for 
Lives, when the Bill was presented to Parliament, 
and which of course must prevent Miss Atherton hav- 
ing the Direction of the altered Line of the Navi- 
gation? 

No otherwise than from what I gathered from Mr. 
Rawstorne upon his Examination before this Com- 
mittee. 

You having stated, that on the 22d of January you 
had a Conversation with Miss Atherton, in which she 
gave her verbal Assent to the Canal passing within her 
Fence, under certain Conditions, which you have 
stated at large in the former Part of your Evidence ; 
aud you having stated, that no Person was present 


when Miss Atherton gave such verbal Assent—inform — 


the Committee, whether you made any Minute of the 
Conversation that passed between you and Miss Atherton 
at that Time? 

I made no Minute of the Conversation that passed 
betwixt Miss Atherton and me, on the 22d ‘of Ja- 
nuary. 

Did any Conversation pass between you and Miss 
Atherton in the Presence of any other Person on that 
Day? 

Aer Mr. William Rawstorne and his Mother came 
into the Room, the Conversation, very like that which 
he has stated to the Committee, passed, save that the 
Words made use of were, to the best of my Recollection, 
“ Lawn and Avenue ”—in other Respects he was very 
accurate as to what passed. 

How long did the private Conversation between you 
and Miss Atherton continue ? | 

I cannot exactly say as to the Time, further than 
what I have related did pass prior to any one’s 
—s into the Room, and my shewing her the 

lan. 

Did you apprize Miss Atherton of your Intention of 
calling upon her on the 22d of January, for the Purpose 
of knowing her Answer? 

I did not—but I called prior to my going to 
London, and in the Manner Mr. Rawstorne himself de- 
sired me. 

Did Mr. Rawstorne desire you to call on Miss 
Atherton, without giving her Notice of your Inten- 
tion ? , 

To the best of my Recollection nothing passed be- 
tween him and me on that Subject, one Way or the 
other, further than before stated. 

Did you propose to Miss Atherton, that you would 
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put upon Paper that conditional Assent which you have 
stated her to have given, and send it to her that she 
might sign it, if there was no Misconception of her 
Meaning 

I don't recollect any Thing of the Sort passing. I 
have some faint Remembrance, that when I was taking 
my Leave of her, that she asked me if there was any 
Thing to sign; and I said, No, we never took Assents 
in that Manner. 

You having stated, that some Conversation passed 
between you and Mr. John Gorst—inform the Com- 
mittee whether you first mentioned the Assent of Miss 
Atherton to Mr. Gorst, or that he first mentioned it to 
you? 

I do not recollect. 

To whom did you first mention the Conversation of 
the 22d of January, after you first left Leigh ? 

It is impossible for me to say to whom I first men- 
tioned it. I mentioned it pretty generally to every Body, 
and every Body seemed pleased about it. 

Can you recollect any particular Person to whom you 
mentioned it? 

I do recollect mentioning it that Evening to the 
Reverend Mr. Hornby, whom I called upon in my Road 
to Warrington on some other Business. 

Did you relate to Mr. Hornby that Miss Atherton 
had given her verbal Assent to the Canal in her Con- 
versation with you, under all the same Conditions which 
you have stated to the Committee ? 

By no means—the Conversation betwixt Mr. Hornby 
and me, upon that Subject, was very short indeed; my 
Business with him being to obtain his Assent to a De- 
viation in the Lancaster Canal, which 1 wanted from 
him, in order to enable the Company to carry the Canal 
(which by the Parliamentary Line goes to the East Side 
of Garstone) to the West of the same Town ; and my 
Time, while with him, was very much taken up in tracing 
him the Line upon Paper. 

You having stated that you gave to Mr. Hornby no 
full and exact Account of the Conversation that had 
passed on the 22d of January with Miss Atherton—is 
there any other Person to whom you gave a full and 
exact Account of that Conversation ? 

I will not take upon me to say I did. 

Whether you went to Atherton on the 22d of January, 
knowing that Mr. Rawstorne was absent ? 

I got to Leigh early in the Morning of the 22d of 
January; and the first Enquiry I made at the Inn was, 
if they knew whether Mr. Rawstorne was at Home or 
not; the Landlord did not know, but Somebody in 
the Bar said they thought that he was gone to Man- 
chester—this was the first Information I had on the 
Subject. I therefore went up to Atherton Hall imme- 
diately, as it was necessary for me to see Miss Ather- 
ton before I came to Londbi, to know her Assent or 
Dissent. 

And then the Witness was directed to withdraw.

It is naturally to be supposed, that Gentlemen of Weight or Property in different Parts of the Kingdom, 
will separately stand forward, in order to carry into Execution the several Parts of the Plan for the 
Security of the Country: But it seems also desirable a General Subscription should be opened, to be 
applied, under the Direction of a Committee, for the Purpose of assisting in carrying into Execution all 
or any of the Measures therein suggested, as Circumstances shall appear to require. 


PLAN of AUGMENTATION of the FORCES for INTERNAL DEFENCE. 


Whitehall, 14th March 1794. 


In order to provide more completely for the Security of the Country against any Attempts which may 
be made on the Part of the Enemy, it may be expedient to adopt some, or all, of the following 
Measures : 


I. ‘To augment the Militia by Volunteer Companies, as was practised in the last War; or by an additional 
Number of Volunteers, to be added as Privates to each Company. 


II. To form Volunteer Companies in particular Towns, especially in those situated on or near the 
Sea Coast, for the Purpose of the local Defence of the particular Places where they may be raised, according 


to the accompanying Plan, or such other as may, on Application for that Purpose, be approved of, as best 
adapted to the Circumstances of any particular Town. 


III. To raise Volunteer Troops of Fencible Cavalry, consisting of not less than Fifty, nor more than 
Eighty, per Troop; who will be to serve only during the War, and within the Kingdom. The Officers 
will have temporary Rank only, and will not be entitled to Half Pay. The Arms, Accoutrements, and 
Cloathing, will be furnished by Government; but the Levy Money for the Men to be furnished by the 
Persons who undertake to raise such Troops; and the Horses to be found by them, but to be paid for, 
at a reasonable Price, by Government. 

A Person raising Two Troops, to have the temporary Rank of Major; Four Troops, that of Lieutenant 
Colonel ; and Six Troops, that of Colouel.

The Lords have agreed to the Bill, intituled, An 
Act for enlarging the Term and Powers of Two Acts, 
of the Twenty-ninth Year of King George the Second, 
and the Thirteenth Year of His present Majesty, for 
repairing and widening several Roads leading from the 
Town of Kington, in the County of Hereford, and 
other Roads within the said County; and also for 
making, amending, widening, and keeping in Repair, 
certain other Roads within the said County, adjoining, 
or lying near to, the Roads comprized in the said Acts ; 
without any Amendment: And also, 

The Lords have agreed to the Bill, intituled, An Act 
for making a Navigable Canal from, or near, Porthy- 
wain Lime Rocks, in the Parish of Llanyblodwell, in 
the County of Salop, to, or near, Newtown, in the 
County of Montgomery, and also certain Collateral 
Cuts from the said Canal; without any Amend- 
ment.

Bill as might affect her Interests, and that the same 
might not pass into. a Law in the Manner proposed, or 
that she might have such other Relief as to the House 
shall seem meet; and, the said Petition of the said 
Henrietta Maria Atherton has been referred to a Com- 
mittee of the whole House, and a Report made thereon ;

Mr. William M<Dowall presented to the House, ac- 
cording to Order, a Bill for enlarging the Term and 
Powers of an Act, made in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Reign of His present Majesty, intituled, “‘ An Act to 
“ continue the Terms of Two Acts, made in the 
“ Twenty-sixth and | Twenty-seventh Years of the 
“ Reign of his late Majesty King George the Second, 
for repairing several Roads leading into the City of 
“ Glasgow, so far as the same relate to the Roads from

“ and Renfrew,” so far as respects the Road from the 
Toll House in Paisley Lone, at the West Side of the 
Entry to the New Bridge of Glasgow, by or near Park- 
house, to the East End of the Bridge at Renfrew, and 
from Parkhouse to the Three Mile House, in the County 
of Lanark, and for more effectually making, repairing, 
widening, and keeping in Repair the said ee ; 
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‘ And the same was received; and read the First 
Time. 
Resolved, That the Bill be read a Second Time. 


TorquayHar- A Bill to enable Sir Robert Palk, Baronet, his 

pour, &c. Bill Heirs and Assigns, to repair and enlarge, or re-build, 

committed. the Quay or Pier within the Harbour or Port of Tor- 
guay, in the County of Devon, and to improve the 
said Harbour, and to regulate the Moorings of Ships 
and Vessels therein, and to establish a Market there, 
was read a Second Time. 

Resolved, That the Bill be committed to Mr. Van- 
sittart, Sir John Call, &c.: And they are to meet 
this Afternoon, at Five of the Clock, in the Speaker's 
Chamber. 


A Petition of the Provost, Magistrates, and Town 
Council of Montrose, in the County of Forfar, in 
Name of the Community of the said Burgh, and of 
the Commissioners appointed by an Act of the Thirty- 
second of His present Majesty, for building a Bridge 
over the River South Esk, at, or near, the said Town 
of Montrose, was presented to the House, and read ; 
- Setting forth, That the great Post Road, from the 
. Bill South to the North of Scotland, is intersected at Mon- 
sd. trose by the River South Esk, which is Half a Mile in 
Breadth, deep, and rapid, and at present Travellers 
must pass the River in Boats, and the Passage is often 
attended with Delay, Inconvenience, and Danger : To 
unite the principal Line of Road through the County 
at the said Place, by. Means of Bridges, and thereby 
to render the Communication between the ditterent 
Parts of the Country more expeditious and convenient, 
has long been the Wish of the Public, and, in many 
Respects, an Object the most desirable; and that the 
Inhabitants of the Town and Neighbourhood of AMon- 
trose, on the 19th Day of October 1787, opened a vo- 
luntary Subscription, when the Sum of £. 5,000 was 
immediately subscribed by way of Free Gift, and since 
that Period the Sum has increased by His Majesty’s 
Bounty, and the further Subscriptions of Individuals, 
to the Amount of £. 12,000, in Consequence of which, 
Contracts were entered into in the Year 1792, for 
uniting the Road aforesaid at Montrose, by Two 
Bridges, and the Expence of accomplishing the said 
Work is estimated at between £.16,000 and £. 17,000 ; 
and that the Money deficient will be about £. 5,000, 
but the Commissioners appointed for the erecting of 
the said Bridges, trusting that they would be enabled 
to borrow, upon the Security of the Toll or Pontage 
to be levied on the said Bridges, a Sum sufficient for 
accomplishing the Work, they caused the same to be 
commenced in the Month of September 1792, and at 
this Time very considerable Progress has been made, 
but the Petitioners are much concerned to represent, 
that the aforesaid Work of the greatest Public Utility, 
is likely to be interrupted, if not entirely stopped, by 
a Bill, proposed to be brought into Parliament in this 
present Session, for raising the Tolls, and granting new 
Powers to the Trustees appointed by an Act, of the 
Twenty-ninth of His present Majesty, intituled. “ An 
“ Act for repairing the Roads in the County of Forfar, 
“ and for regulating the Statute Labour within the 
“ same,” wherein, among other Clauses, there is one to 
authorize the Trustees for the Turnpike Roads of the 
County to erect Toll Bars upon any Part of the Turn- 
pike Roads they shall think proper, and there to levy 
Tolls and Duties, and it has been signified to the Pe- 
titioners to be intended, by some of the Trustees for 
the said Roads, as soon as the Bridges aforesaid shall 
be completed, to cause a Gate or Bars ‘to be placed 
at the South End of one of the Bridges, for the Pur- 
pose of levying a Toll for the Road, which Measure, 
if carried into Execution, would prove most oppressive 
to the Petitioners, and injurious to the Revenue, ex- 
pected to have been drawn by way of. Pontage from 
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the said Bridge, because it would be levying a double 
Toll, and that at a Rate proposed so very high as 
could not fail, in many Instances, to operate as a Pro- 
hibition from passing the Bridge with Articles of 
small Value, such as Lime, Coals, Manure, &c. and 
consequently lessen. the Amount expected to have been 
collected by the Commissioners, by Way of Pontage, 
not only for discharging the Interest of the Money to 
be borrowed, but to form a Fund for Repairs, which 
will, from Time to Time, be necessary for one of the 
Bridges, composed chiefly of Timber, and render it 
impracticable to obtain a Loan of Money for com- 
pleting the Work; and that the Money, proposed to 
be levied by the Road Toll at the Montrose Bridge, 
is meant to be appropriated to increase the Funds 
of the Line of Road from Dundee to Montrose, being 
about Thirty Miles, and there are already upon those 
Thirty Miles no less than Five Gates for levying 
Tolls, to enable the Trustees to make and keep up the 
Road, and the whole Expence of making the same 
does not amount to the Money required for erecting 
the Montrose Bridges ; and that the said Bridges, when 
completed, will confessedly form the most important 
Part of the whole Line of Road, and, considering the 
Trustees have, as above-mentioned, Five different 
Tolls collected upon the Thirty Miles of Road for 
keeping the same up, it would be a most oppressive 
Measure to insist upon placing a Gate at the Montrose 
Bridge, and thereby double the Toll to be paid there ; 
and that, though the Bridges will cost a Sum of Money 
far exceeding the whole Expence of the rest of the 
Line of Road, and that £.12,000 thereof has been 
supplied as a Free Gift, the Petitioners require only 
the Produce of one Single Toll, in the Way of Pontage, 
to enable them to borrow the £.5,000 to complete - 2 
Work: And therefore praying, That there may be a 
Clause inserted in the Bill above mentioned, restrain- 
ing the Trustees therein named from erecting, or 
causing to be erected, any Gate or Bars for the 
Purpose of levying a Road Toll at the End of the said 
Bridge, or within Three Miles thereof, or such Dis- 
tance, by way of Exemption as the House shall 
think fit. . 

Another Petition of the Provost, Magistrates, and 
Town Council of Montrose, in the County of Forfar, 
in Name of the Community of the said Burgh, 
and of the Commissioners appointed by an Act of the 
Thirty-second of His present Majesty, for building a 
Bridge over the River South Esk, at, or near, the said 
Town of Montrose, was also presented to the House, 
and read ; Setting forth, That a Bill is now depending 
before the House, for enlarging the Powers, given by 
an Act of the Twenty-ninth of His present Majesty’s 
Reign, to certain Trustees therein named, for repairing 
the Roads in the County of Forfar, which will consi- 
derably affect the Interests of the Petitioners: And 
therefore praying, That they may be heard, by Counsel, 
against the Clauses in the said Bill, by which they are 
affected. 

A Petition of the several Persons thereunto sub- 
scribing, Owners of Land in the Counties of Forfar 
and Perth, upon or connected with the Turnpike 
Road in the former County, leading Westward from 
Dundee towards Perth, was likewise presented to the 
House, and read ; Setting forth, That, in the Twenty- 
ninth Year of His present Majesty’s Reign, an Act 
was passed for repairing the Roads in the County of 
Forfar, and for regulating the Statute Labour within 
the same, by which the Trustees thereby appointed 
were authorized to levy Tolls on the several Roads 
therein described, to borrow Money on the Credit 
thereof, and to make and repair the said Roads, with 
all the usual Powers; and that, by the Terms of the 
said Act, the several Roads were separated and distin- 
guished as unconnected Lines, and particularly the 
Road from Dundee Westward towards Perth, to the 
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Borders of the County of Forfar, was described as 
one Line, and the Road from Dundee Eastward to 
Ferryden was described as another and a distinct Line, 
and, it was expressly declared, that the Produce of the 
Tolls or Duties arising on each of the said Lines of 
Road should be applied towards upholding and re- 
pairing that Line on which the Tolls and Duties were 
respectively collected, so as each particular Line of 
Road might have its own Produce, and the Trustees 
were authorized to borrow Money to an Extent not 
exceeding £.100 a Mile for the Road for which such 
Money hould be borrowed, and on the Credit of the 
Tolls of that particular Road ; and that, in pursuance 
of the said Act, the Road from Dundee Westward to- 
wards Perth has been completely made, and in a great 
Measure from the Exertion of the Trustees of the 
Turnpike Roads in the adjacent County of Perth, who 
were induced to interfere because the said Road was a 
Continuation of the Great Post Road from Perth, ter- 
minating (so far as they had any Concern) at the 
Town of Dundee, which is the great Market for the 
neighbouring Country, and the Perthshire Trustees 
have engaged to keep a considerable Part of the said 
Road, though locally situated in the County of Forfar, 
in Repair, and they have lent Money on the Credit of 
the Tolls on the said Line of Road, and have besides, 
by altering the Course, and accommodating the For- 
farshire Trustees, shortened it from Four Miles and a 
Half to Three Miles, which is now all the Extent of 
Road which the Trustees of Forfarshire, and the Tolls 
on that Line, under the said Act of the Twenty-ninth 
of His Majesty, have to maintain, and the Tolls 
thereby authorized to be levied on it are, from the 
Average of past Years, and the reasonable Prospect of 
Increase, fully sufficient to pay the Interest of the 
Money borrowed, to maintain the Road, and leave a 
considerable Surplus, gradually to diminish and sink 
the Principal Debt owing; and that the other Line of 
Road before-mentioned, from Dundee Eastward to 
Ferryden, is of Twenty-seven Miles in Extent, or 
thereby, and is by no Means sufficiently made, or in 
proper Repair, and is loaded with Debt, contracted 
on the Credit of the Tolls, which are not sufficient to 
pay the Interest, and make or support the Road as it 
ought to be: In these Circumstances, a Bill has been 
brought into the House, and is depending, for conti- 
nuing the Term and enlarging the Powers of the said 
Act of the Twenty-ninth of His Majesty, and for re- 
pairing several other Roads in the County of Forfar, 
which does not state or alledge, that to make or up- 
hold the Line of Road from Dundee Westward to- 
wards Perth, needs any further Interposition of the 
Legislature, but stating, that the Tolls upon the Road 
from Dundee Eastward to Ferryden (amongst others) 
are not sufficient for keeping it in Repair, and paying 
the Interest of the Sums owing or borrowed on the 
Credit thereof; and alledging, that it would be both 
just and expedient, that the Road from Dundee towards 
Perth should be united in the same Trust, and added 
to the Line of Road leading from Dundee to Ferryden, 
and prays that the Trustees may be authorized to levy 
Tolls on all the Roads, according to certain Rates, 
avowedly much higher than those permitted to be 
taken by the said Act of the Twenty-ninth of His 
Majesty, and that the Roads to the Westward and 
to the Eastwarc of Dundee may, in future, be consi- 
dered as one and the same Line of Road, that the 
same Tolls may be levied on both, and that the Money 
collected on the said Roads, so united, may form 
an Aggregate Fund to pay the Interest of the Money 
borrowed and owing for both Roads, and to repair 
and maintain both; and that the Petitioners appre- 
hend that this is an Attempt both novel and unjust ; 
it is in Effect to repeal a subsisting Law, on the Faith 
of which many Transactions have taken place, and to 
jay a Tax upon one Set of People and one District 
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of a Country, for the Benefit of a different Set and a 
different District, with which (to the present Purpose) 
the Legislature had declared they should not be con- 
nected for a Term of Years, of which many are yet 
to run; and it is not only to continue but to enlarge 
Tolls and Duties on one Road, though not alledged 
to be necessary for it, in order to create a Fund for 
another separate and distinct Road, because the Per- 
sons particularly concerned in the last have erred in 
their Calculations, and are unwilling to supply the 
Deficiency out of their own Pockets ; and, finally, it 
is to take away and injure the Security of the Persons 
who have lent their Money on the Faith of the former 
Act of Parliament, to throw the Load of a Debt, con- 
tracted singly on the Credit of the Tolls on the 
Eastern Road, on the Tolls of the Western, to leave 
the Persons particularly connected with the last with- 
out the Prospect of ever being relieved of their pre- 
sent Burthen, and at the same time increasing it; 
and that the Interest and Properties of the Petitioners, 
as well as of all Persons living near to, and connected 
with, the Road so leading Westward from Dundee, 
will be materially affected if the said Bill, as now 
brought in, shall pass into a Law: And therefore 
praying, That they may be heard, by themselves, or 
their Counsel, against those Parts of the said Bill 
which respect the Road Westward from Dundee, and 
the Road Eastward from thence to Ferryden, and the 
Junction or Communication of the Funds of these 
separate Roads, and the Tolls proposed to be levied on 
the former, and that the said Bill may not in so far pass 
into a Law. 

And the said Petitions were severally ordered to 
be referred to the Consideration of the Com- 
mittee, to whom the Bill to continue the 
Term, and enlarge the Powers, of an Act, 
made in the Twenty-ninth Year of the Reign 
of His present Majesty, intituled, “An Act 
“for repairing the Roads in the County of 
“ Forfar, and for regulating the Statute La- 
“bour within the same,” and for repairing 
several other Roads in the said County, and 
for building a Bridge over the River South 
Esk, near Finhaven, is committed; and the 
Two last-mentioned Petitioners are to be heard 
by themselves, or Counsel, before the said 

Committee, upon their Petitions, if they think 
fit. 

Ordered, That it be an Instruction to the said Com- 
mittee, That they do admit Counsel to be heard, at the 
same Time, in Favour of the said Bill, against the 
said Petitions. 


Ordered, That the Report from the Committee, to 
whom the Bill for the better paving, lighting, cleansing, 
and otherwise improving, the Streets, Lanes, and 
other Public Passages of the City of Aberdeen, and 
the Roads and Avenues leading .» and from the same ; 
for the better supplying the Inhabitants with fresh 
Water ; and for removing and preventing: all Obstruc- 
tions and Annoyances within the said City and Liber- 
ties thereof, was committed, be received upon Friday 
Morning next. 


Sir William Heathcote presented to the House, ac- 
cording to Order, a Bill for dividing and allotting 
the Open and Uninclosed Fields, Downs, Commons, 
and other Open and Commonable Lancs and Grounds 
within the Manor of Houghton, in the Parish of Hough- 
ton, in the County of Southampton: And the same was 
received ; and read the First Time. 

Resolved, That the Bill be read a Second Time. 


An ingrossed Bill for dividing, allotting, and in-

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Parish of Quarley, in the County of Southampton, was 
read the Third Time. 

Resolved, That the Bill do pass: And that the Title 
be, An Act for dividing, allotting, and inclosing the 
Common Fields, Common Downs, Waste Lands, and 
other Commonable Places, within the Parish of Quarley, 
in the County of Southampton. 

Ordered, That Sir William Heathcote do carry the 
Bill to the Lords, and desire their Concurrence. 


Mr. Goddard presented to the House, according to 
Order, a Bill for dividing, allotting, and laying in Se- 
veralty, the Open and aes ields, and Downs, 
Commonable Meadows, and other Open and Common- 
able Lands and Grounds, within the several Tythings 
of Roundway, Bedborough, Chittoe, and Bishop's Can- 
nings, and in the Parish of Marden, in the County of 
Wilts: And the same was received ; and read the First 
Time. 

Resolved, That the Bill be read a Second Time. 


A Petition of William Toplis, the Younger, of Cuck- 
ney, in the County of Nottingham, Worsted Manu- 
facturer, was presented to the House, and read; Set- 
ting forth, That the Petitioner having observed by 
the Votes that several Petitions of Woolcombers have 
lately been presented, praying the Interference of the 
House to restrain the Use of Machines for combing 
Wool, entreats the Attention of the House to a State- 
ment of his Interests as an Inventor of a Machine for 
combing Wool, and as a very great Consumer of 
combed Wool: That, for several Years last past, the 
Petitioner has employed from 100 to 150 Wool- 
combers in combing Wool, which he has spun into 
Worsted Yarn by Machinery, and that, experiencing 

eat Inconveniencies from the inadequate Number of 
Wy cleeuben for the Purposes of Trade, when the same 
is extensive and flourishing, and from their irregular 
and improper Conduct in forming themselves into 
Societies and Combinations, the Petitioner, after great 
Labour and Study, invented a Machine for combing 
Wool, to be worked by Water, and for the exclu- 
sive Use and Exercise of which the Petitioner on the 
8th day of June 1793, obtained His Majesty’s Let- 
ters Patent for a Term of Fourteen Years, and by the 
Machines invented by the Petitioner Wool can be 
combed as well as by Hand, and with a great Saving 
of Manual Labour and Expence, whereby the Worst- 
ed Yarn, and the Goods manufactured from it are 
produced both better in om cheaper: That 
in the Year 1792, when the Worsted Manufactory 
was carried on to a greater Extent than at present, the 
Woolcombers in some Parts of the Kingdom were 
found insufficient to comb the Wool wanted, and 
they are formed into Clubs or Societies in different 
Parts, and governed by Laws or Rules of their own, 
by which they are restrained from taking Apprentices 
(except their Eldest Sons) or extending their Number 
by instructing the Apprentices or Servants of their 
Employers; that many of them are single Men, and 
lead Itinerant Lives, travelling from One Part of the 
Kingdom to another, and seldom work half their 
Time ; that the Woolcombers employed by the: Peti- 
tioner can, upon an Average, earn from Twenty-five 
to Twenty-eight Shillings per Week, when they chuse 
to work every Day, whereas the Average Wages paid 
to them seldom exceed Ten Shillings per Week, and 
this Difference arises solely from their refusing to do 
more Work, and not from its being withheld from 
them: That by Means of the Societies or Clubs 
formed by the Woolcombers in all the Manufacturing 
Parts of the Country, the Manufacturers are entirely 
at the Mercy of their Combers, and must pay them 
whatever Wages they demand, particularly when Trade 
is in a flourishing State, insomuch that if a Manu- 


facturer displeases one Woolcomber all the others 
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either quit his Service entirely, or until he appeases 
the offended Member, and no other Woolcomber will 
work for him so long as he continues under the Dis- 
pleasure of any of the Members of their Society: That 

ere are various Societies independent of, and who 
refuse to mix or work with each other, so that a York- 
shire or Lancashire Woolcomber could not obtain Em- 
ployment amongst the Midland Woolcombers, whose 
Chief Society or Club is held in Leicestershire; and 
that the Use of Machines for combing Wool will 
reduce the Quantity of Manual Labour consumed in 
the Fabrication of Worsted Goods, and consequently 
enable the Manufacturer to bring them to Market at 
a lower Price, and to undersell the Manufacturers of 
other Countries, and the Petitioner submits to the 
House, that the Principle upon which the Wool- 
combers oppose the Use of Machines in combing Wool 
would equally apply to restrain or prohibit every other 
Species of Manufacturing Machinery, as the Object 
of all such Machinery is the reduction of Manual La- 
bour, and without it the Manufacturers of Great Bri- 
tain could not support a successful Competition with 
those of other Countries, and the Objection made 
by the Woolcombers to the Use of combing Machines 
would equally apply to all the Machinery used in the 
preparing and spinning of Cotton, Worsted, and Wool- 
len Yarn, and Silk, and in weaving, printing, and 
dressing, many of the most. valuable Manufactures in 
this Country; and that, in Addition to these Con- 
siderations, the House will recollect that all the In- 
ventions and Improvements in the Manufactures of 
Great Britain are adopted and imitated in other Coun- 
tries, and, if the House should in any Degree restrain 
the Use of manufacturing Machinery, it would enable 
Foreigners by the Use of them to undersell the Bri- 
tish Manufacturers: And therefore praying, That in 
Case the House shall proceed to take the Petitions of 
the Woolcombers into Consideration, it will, at the 
same Time, also take the Petitioner's Case into Con- 
sideration, and that (if Occasion should require) the 
Petitioner may be heard, by himself, or by his Counsel, 
at the Bar of the House, and may be permitted to adduce 
Evidence in support of the Allegations contained in this 
Petition.

Joseph Turton being examined, said, That there is within 
the said Manors a certain Common, called Marsh Com- 
mon, otherwise The Salt Marsh, containing Six hundred 
and ‘I'wenty Acres, or thereabouts ; and that it would be 
of great Advantage if proper Provisions and Regulations 
were made and established for stocking the said Com- 
mon, and for improving the same.

beyond the Cloth Trade in any other Part of the 
Kingdom ; the Success of which he attributes to the 
Difference of the System of carrying on this Manufac- 
tory, and the Mode in which it has hitherto been con- 
ducted in other Places.—And being asked, Wherein 
that System varied? he said, By Merchants and Ma- 
nufacturers having hitherto been different Persons : 
That this System, which, so fortunately for the Trade 
in general, the Individaals concerned in it, and the 
Public at large, has so happily long prevailed in York- 
shire, is now in Danger of being broken in upon, 
by Merchants establishing large Factories themselves, 
wherein it is intended to employ a great Number of 
Persons that now work at their own Houses, in the 
manufacturing of Cloth, which will form a Monopoly, 
intended to be supported by t Capitals, and set 
on Foot by that Description of Persons concerned in 
the Woollen Trade in Yorkshire, called Cloth Mer- 
chants becoming Cloth Makers; and of late, several 
such Merchants, in and near the Towns of Leeds and 
Halifax, have commenced Clothiers or Cloth Makers, 
and others have manifested a Disposition to follow 
their Example, by establishing large Factories for mak- 
ing Woollen Cloth, which must be highly prejudicial 
to the Petitioners, who, with a very trifling Capital, 
aided by the unremitting Labour of themselves and 
Families, united under one Roof, decently and inde- 
a have maintained themselves, and kept the 
Home Trade and Foreign Markets constantly and 
equally supplied, without an Idea or possibility of 
Monopoly, or any Advantage inconsistent with good 
Faith and fair Dealing, or beyond a necessary and 

equitable 
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equitable Profit on their Labour; and that from this 
comfortable and independent Situation, should such In- 
novation prevail, the Petitioners must separate from their 
Families, and be reduced to a State of Servitude to gain 
their Bread.—Then, ;

He also produced the Marriage Settlement of the 
said John Gardner Kemeys, and Jane his Wife, proved 
in the said Cause, dated 14th April 1756, by which a 
Moiety of a Plantation in the Island of Jamaica, 
therein stated to be then, One Year with another, of 
the Yearly Value of £. 1,200 Sterling, and upwards, 
and also One Estate in the County of Monmouth, were 
(subject to prior Portions and Incumbrances amount- 
ing to £. 3,300) settled upon the said John Gardner 
aes for Life, without Impeachment of Waste, Re- 
mainder for securing a Jointure to the said Jane 
Gardner Kemeys of £.500 per Annum, and {. 4,000 
Portions for the Daughters of the Marriage, Remainder 
to the said John Gardner Kemeys in Tail, in strict Set- 
tlement. 

And the Witness also produced an examined Copy 
ef an Act of Parliament, made and passed in the 
Twelfth Year of the Reign of His present Majesty, 
intituled, “ An Act for vesting the settled and un- 
“ settled Estates of John Gardner Kemeys, Esquire, in 
“ Trustees, in ‘Trust, iby Sale or Mortgage to raise 
“ ‘Money to pay off Portions and Debts, and re- 
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“ deem Annuities charged upon, and: affecting the 
“ same, and. for re-settling the Remainder thereof, and. 
“ Lands.to. be purchased as in the said Act is directed, 
“ tothe Uses to which the said settled Estates do now 
“ stand settled and limited;” in which it was alled 
that the said John Gardner Kemeys was seised in Fee 
of an Estate in Monmouthshire, adjoining to, and inter- 
mixed with the settled Estate, then of the Yearly 
Value of £. 566, in which had been discovered some 
Ore that was likely to prove very beneficial: And 
further, That the said Gardner Kemeys, since the Exes 
cution of the said Settlement, was become seised of a 
convenient Tract of Land contiguous to the said Plan- 
tation, and that he had expended considerable Sums 
in lasting Improvements for the Use of, and in ex- 
tending the Plantation, by cultivating a large Tract 
of Waste Lands, which was before of little or no 
Value, and in purchasing an additional Number of 
Negroes proper for the Improvement thereof, by Means 
whereof the Annual Income of the Plantation had been 
increased from f. 1,200 a Year, to the Sum of 
£. 2,500, and the Annual Income was likely, in a few 
Years, to be much further increased: And being 
further examined, he said, That the said John Gardner 
Kemeys had also expended very considerable Sums 
upon the AMonmouth settled Estate, in repairing and 
enlarging the Mansion, in re-building and repairing 
Farm Houses, and by inclosing and cultivating great 
Part of the barren and unprofitable Lands, by plant- 
ing a very considerable Quantity of Oak and other 
Trees, which were in a very thriving Condition, and 
in other lasting and permanent Improvements, b 
Means whereof the Annual Income of that Estate 
was increased in Value to £.981 per Annum and up- 
wards, and by the Annual Growth and Increase of the 
Trees so planted, the Inheritance of the said Premisses 
would in a few Years be considerably improved: And 
further, that there was then growing upon the settled 
Monmouth Estate, a considerable Gusstity of Timber 
and other Trees in a very thriving Condition, which, 
upon a fair Valuation, were worth then to be sold 
£. 6,000 and upwards: And it was also further stated, 
that to enable the said John Gardner Kemeys to make 
the several Purchases and Improvements aforesaid, 
and thereby to increase as well the Yearly Income, as 
the Value of the Inheritance of the settled Estates for 
the Benefit of the Issue Male, claiming under the Set- 
tlement to the Amount before-mentioned, and with- 
out which no such Advantage could accrue to them, 
the said John Gardner Kemeys had been necessarily 
obliged not only to contract Debts to the Amount of 
£. 31,976 or upwards, but to grant several Annuities 
out of the settled Estates during his Life, to the 
Yearly Amount of £.1,300, which were redeemable, 
and which (with! the Incumbrances on the settled Es- 
tates prior to the Settlement) made together £. 44,026, 
or thereabouts ; and that the said John Gardner Kemeys 
having been threatened with Suits at Law and in 
Equity by his Creditors, he was advised, and ap- 
prehended it would be for the Benefit and Advantage 
of himself and Family, and all Persons claiming under 
the Limitations of the Settlement, and be a Means of 
preserving great Part of the settled and unsettled 
Estates, if he was enabled by Sale or Mortgage to 
raise Money sufficient to pay off the Portions, Debts, 
and Sums of Money so owing by him, and to redeem 
the Annuities so granted by him, as he would thereby 
afterwards have a clear Estate of Inheritance left for 
the Benefit and Preservation of himself and Family, 
of the Yearly Value of £.2,500 and upwards, ex- 
clusive of what might thereafter arise from Ore that 
had been discovered on his unsettled Estate, which 
he was desirous of preserving, as it might eventually 
prove very valuable and advantageous to himself and 
Family ; and that in order to make Compensation to 
the Issue Male inheritable under the Limitations of 
the 
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the Settlement, for the Prejudice, if any, that might 
accrue to him or them by such Sale or Mortgage to 
be made as aforesaid, the said John Gardner Kemeys had 
proposed and consented that so much of the Plantation 
and other settled Estates as should not be sold, and the 
Equity of Redemption of so much as should be 
mortgaged, should be absolutely discharged from any 
further Debt he might contract, and that so much of

Richard Rigby, for securing £. 48,000, out of which 
he says the Trustees paid and satisfied the Debts and 
Incumbrances, and redeemed the Annuities provided 
for by the Act,’and the Interest and Arrears thereof ; 
but the Court of Chancery, in the aforesaid Cause 
instituted by the late Richard Rigby for Foreclosure of 
the said mortgaged Estates, decreé, that the Trus- 
tees were only authorized to raise £. 41,386. 13s. 6d. 
under the Powers given them by the said Act, and 
accordingly the Trustees, were ordered to pay the 
difference to Mr. Rigby, which they have déne ; that 
there now remains due, for the Principal and Interest, 
the Sum of £.53,000 or thereabouts, and that the 
mortgaged Estates are greatly insufficient for the Pay- 
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ment thereof :—-And being further examined, he said,

in his Report made in the before-mentioned Cause 

dated the 23d December 1786, and also by the Account 
produced by the acting Executor of the said Richard 
Rigby, delivered upon Oath, that on an Average for 
Seven Years, namely from 1785 to 1792, the said Plan- 
tation and Estate in Jamaica have not produced more 
than £.1,100 per Annum, and that the Estate and 
Premisses in the County of Monmouth, during the same 
Period, have not produced more than £. 550 per Annum 

and that the Purchase of the unsettled Estate was made 
for a Sum of £. 3,543. 

That the whole Value of the Timber on the Whole 
of the Monmouthshire Estates, in the Year 1781, both 
full grown and fit to be cut, and young Timber not 
fit to be cut, amounted together only to the Sum of

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TRANSLATION of a Treaty between 
His Majesty, the King of Prussia, and the 
States General of Zhe United Provinces, 
signed at the Hague, the 1gth of April 
1794. 


Their Majesties the King of Great Britain and of 
Prussia, and their High Mightinesses the States Ge- 
neral of Zhe United Provinces, being animated by the 
same Desire of putting a Stop to the Progress of the 
System of Anarchy and Crimes by which Civil So- 
ciety has been menaced, and being desirous of con- 
certing together to support in the most effectual Man- 
ner the Common Cause in which they are engaged, 
in consequence of the unjust and cruel War, which 
the Persons, who exercise the Powers of Government 
in France, have raised up against several of the Great 
Powers of Europe, have agreed, in Conformity to 
the Bonds of Friendship and Alliance which so hap- 
pily unite them, to conclude the present Treaty; and 
for this Purpose, they have named their respective 
Plenipotentiaries; to wit, His Britannick Majesty, 
the Lord Baron of Malmesbury, a Peer of the King- 
dom of Great Britain, Privy Councillor, Knight of 
the Order of the Bath; his Prussian Majesty, the Sieur 
Chretien Henry Ceerce, Comte de Haugeviz, His Minis- 
ter of State, of War, and of the Cabinet, Knight of the 
Order of the Red Eagle; and their High Mightinesses 
the States General of The United Provinces, the Sieurs 
Laurent Pierre van de Spiegel, Counsellor Pensionary 
of the Province of Holland and West Frieseland, Keeper 
of the Seals, and Deputy of the said Province at the 
Assembly of the States General, and Henry Fagel, 
Greffier of their High Mightinesses ; who, after havin 
communicated to each other their respective full 
Powers, have agreed upon the following Articles : 


Article First. 


His Majesty the King of Prussia engages to furnish 
an Army which shall be composed of Sixty-two thou- 
sand Four hundred Men, conformably to the Esta- 
blishment which he has caused to be delivered to the 
Ministers of the Maritime Powers, which Establish- 
ment shall be considered as making Part of the pre- 
sent Treaty. This Army shall remain united under a 
Prussian Commander, and shall act in the most effec- 
tual Manner against the Common Enemy, either 
separately, or jointly with a Body of Troops in the 
Pay of the Maritime Powers, or of One of them. 
The said Army shall be and shall remain as complete 
as possible, and shall be employed, according to a 
Concert on Military Points between His Britannick Ma- 
jesty, his Prussian Majesty, and their High Mightinesses 
the States General of The United Provinces, wherever 
it shall be judged to be most suitable to the Interests 
of the Maritime Powers. This Army shall arrive at 
the Place of its Destination on the 24th of May in the 
Year 1794, or sooner if possible: It shall be provided 
with Field Pieces, with their Carriages, and also with 
the Tents, and all Military Equipments necessary for 
acting in the Field. 


Article Second. 


It is agreed by the High Contracting Parties, that the 
Troops which his Prussian Majesty is bound to furnish 
to His Britannick Majesty, and to their High Mighti- 
nesses, by virtue of the respective Treaties of Alliance 
between his Prussian Majesty and the Maritime Powers, 
shall be comprized in this Army of Sixty-two thou- 
sand Four hundred Men, and that by employing the 
said Army in the Manner declared in this present 
Treaty, his Prussian Majesty shall be deemed to have 
furnished to his High Allies the Succours stipulated by 
the said Treaties.

Cause with which he is animated, His Britannick Ma 
jesty and their High Mightinesses agree to furnish to 
his Prussian Majesty a Subsidy of Fifty Thousand 
Pounds Sterling, per Month, until the End of the pre- 
sent Year, and to be reckoned from the Beginning of 
the Month in which the present Treaty is signed. 


Article Fourth. 


His Britannick Majesty and their High Mightinesses 
will pay to his Prussian Majesty immediately, the Sum 
of Three hundred thousand Pounds Sterling, to enable 
him to defray the Charge of completing the above- 
mentioned Army, and the first Expences necessary for 
putting it in a State of Action, and for carrying it to the 
Place where it is to act; and at the Period of the Re- 
turn of the said Troops, His Britannick ry oe and 
their High Mightinesses will moreover pay to his Prus- 
sian Majesty the Sum of One hundred thousand Pounds 
Sterling, for the Expences of the Return of the Army 
into the Territories of his Prussian Majesty. The said 
Payments for the Expences of completing and putting 
the Troops in Motion shall be made immediately after 
the Exchange of the Ratifications, as “well as that 
of the first Subsidy, to be paid Monthly, of Fifty thou- 
sand Pounds Sterling. ‘The following Months shall 
be discharged in Advance at the Beginning of each 
Month. All these Payments shall be made at Berlin, 
by the Maritime Powers, agreeably to such Arrange- 
ment as they shall agree upon between themselves ; 
and the Pound Sterling shall be reckoned at Six 
Crowns in Frederic’s dOr. 


Article Fifth. 


The above-mentioned Subsidy and Payments shall 
satisfy all Demands which his Prussian Majesty might 
be entitled to make upon the Maritime Powers for 
the Expences of the Army; all these Expences, of 
what Nature soever they may be, being to be defrayed 
by his Prussian Majesty, with the Exception only of 
the Expences of Bread and Forage, which shall be 
furnished by the Maritime Powers, as. well for the 
Thirty two thousand Four hundred Men whom his 
Prussian Majesty engages to employ over and above 
the stipulated Succours, as for those Succours them- 
selves, in a Manner conformable to the Terms of the 
Treaties of Alliance subsisting between the Maritime 
Powers and his said Majesty. But in order to avoid the 
Difficulties which might arise relative to the furnishing 
of these Articles in Kind, the High Contracting Par- 
ties agree that this Expence shall be satisfied in 
Money, reckoning at the Rate of One Pound Twelve 
Shillings (Stg. Money of England) per Month, for 
each Man of the Sixty-two thousand Four hundred, to 
be furnished by his Prussian Majesty, according to the 
Establishment hereinbefore mentioned, and the Pay- 
ment of this Sum shall be made in Advance, at the 
Beginning of each Month, in the same Manner as that 
of the Subsidy, and shall begin the same Day: But, 
if it shall happen in future that any Variation shall be 
made, by Consent of the High Contracting Parties, 
in the respective Proportions of Infantry, Cavalry, 
and Artillery, settled by the said Establishment, in 
such Case a new Valuation of the aforesaid pecuniary 
Aid shall be made, according to the new Proportion 
of Rations and Portions which may result from the 
said Variation, so that the said valuation may not 
be beyond the actual Expences occasioned by the 
furnishing of the Articles in Question, according to 
the Proportion of Men and Horses which shall be 
employed.

It is a that all Conquests made by this Army 
shall be Ge in the Names of the Two Maritime 
Powers, and shall remain at their Disposal during the 
Course of the War, and at the Peace to be made such 
Use of as they shall then judge most proper.

The Plenipotentiaries of their High Mightinesses 
not having thought themselves empowered to contract, 
at the present Moment, any Engagements relative to 
the Payment of the Subsidies stipulated in the present 
Treaty, beyond the Term of the present Year, this 
‘Treaty has been concluded only for that Term; but 
their Britannick and Prussian Majesties, being desirous 
of continuing the Effect of the aforesaid Engagements 
until the End of the War, will enter into further Con- 
cert, as well between themselves, as with their High 
Mightinesses, for the Renewal of the present Treaty 
for so long as the War shall last, on the same Con- 
ditions as are therein declared with respect to the 
Troops, to their Employment, and to the Payment 
of the aforesaid Subsidies, as well as to the furnishing 
Bread and Forage, conformably to the Fifth Article of 
the Treaty; without, however, adding any Thing for 
the Expences of completing the Troops, or for those 
of putting them in Motion.

Vigour the War in which the greatest Part of the 
Powers of Europe find themselves engaged, through 
the unjust Aggression of those who have exercised the 
Powers of Government in France, a Negociation has 
been opened for this Purpose at Berlin, which, having 
since been transferred to the Hague, has been there 
terminated by the Treaty of Subsidy concluded this 
Day, by which the Maritime Powers have engaged 
themselves to furnish to his Prussian Majesty the Sums 
specified in the above-mentioned Treaty, to the Ends 
which are also announced in it. In consequence of 
this Treaty, His Britannick Majesty, and their High 
Mightinesses the Lords States General of The United 
' Provinces, desiring to come to a further Understanding 
between themselves upon the Re-partition of the said 
Sums to be furnished to his Prussian Majesty, have 
resolved to conclude for that Purpose, between them- 
selves, the present Convention, and have named in 
Consequence, that is to say: His Britannick Majesty, 
the Lord Baron Malmesbury, Peer of the Kingdom of 
Great Britain, a Privy Councillor, and Knight of the 
Order of the Bath; and their High Mightinesses the 
States General, the Sieurs Laurent Pierre van de Spiegel, 
Councillor Pensionary of the Province of Holland and of 
West Friesland, Keeper of the Seals, and Deputy of the 
said Province at the Assembly of the States General ; 
and Henri Fagel, Greffier of their High Mightinesses. 
Who, after having mutually communicated their 
respective full Powers, and having found them in 


good and due Form, have settled the following

Article I. 


Their High Mightinesses The States General shall 
furnish for their Quote, Part of the entire Sum to be 
paid to his Prussian Majesty, in order to enable him to 
fulfil the Engagements which he has contracted by 
the Treaty of Subsidy concluded and signed this Day, 
the Sum of Four hundred thousand Pounds Sterling, 
after the same Valuation which is stipulated for in the 
above-mentioned Treaty; which Sum shall be di- 
vided in such a Manner, that One hundred thousand 
Pounds Sterling may be appropriated to answer a Part 
of the Expences expressed in the said Treaty under 
the Name of “ —— of completing, of putting

Mr. Burke reported from the Committee, to whom

pointed a Committee to inspect the Lords Journals, 
in relation to their Proceedings on the Trial of the said 
Impeachment, and to report what they find in the said 
Journals to the House; and who, upon the 17th Day 
of March last, were instructed to report thie several 
Matters which have occurred since the Commencement 
of the said Prosecution, and which have, in their Opi- 
nion, contributed to the Duration thereof to the present 
Time, with their Observations thereupon; That the 
Committee had made some Alterations in the said Re- 
port, and some Additions thereto, which they had di- 
rected him to report to the House ; and he read the 
Report in his Place ; and afterwards delivered the same, 
together with an Appendix thereunto, in at the Clerk’s 
Table: Where the Report was read; and is as 
followeth ; viz. 

Your Committee has received Two Powers from the 
House—The First on the 5th of March 1794, to inspect 
the Lords Journals, in relation to their Proceedings on 
the Trial of Warren Hastings, Esquire, and to report 
what they find therein to the House. 

The Second is an Instruction given on the 17th 
Day of the same Month of March, to this Effect: 
That your Committee do report to this House the 
several Matters which have occurred since the Com- 
mencement of the said Prosecution, and which have, 
in their Opinion, contributed to the Duration thereof 
to the present Time, with their Observations there- 
upon. 

Your Committee is sensible that the Duration of 
the said Trial, and the Causes of that Duration, as 
well as the Matters which have therein occurred, do well 
merit the attentive Consideration of this House; we 
have therefore endeavoured, with all Diligence, to em- 
ploy the Powers that have been granted, and to execute 
the Orders that have been given to us, and to report 
thereon as speedily as possible, and as fully as the Time 
would admit. 

Your Committee has considered, First, the mere 
Fact, of the Duration of the Trial, which they find to 
have commenced on the 13th Day of February 1788, 
and to have continued by various Adjournments to the 
said 17th of March. 

During that Period the Sittings of the Court have 
occupied One hundred and Eighteen Days, or about 
One Third of a Year.

Your Committee then proceeded to consider the 
Causes of this Duration with regard to Time, as mea- 
sured by the Calendar, and also as measured by the 
Number of Days occupied in actual Sitting. 

They find, on examining the Duration of the Trial, 
with Reference to the Number of Years which it has 
lasted, that it has been owing to several Prorogations, 
and to One Dissolution of Parliament ; to Discussions 
which are supposed to have arisen in the House of 
Peers on the Legality of the Continuance of Impeach- 
ments from Parliament to Parliament; that it has 
been owing to the Number and Length of the Ad- 
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journments of the Court ; particularly the Adjourn- 
ments on Account of the Circuit, which Adjournments 
were interposed in the Middle of the Session, and the 
most proper Time for Business ; that it has been owing 
to One Adjournment, made in consequence of a Com- 
plaint of the Prisoner against One of your Managers, 
which took up a Space of Ten Days; that Two Days 
Adjournment were made on Account of the Illness of 
certain of the Managers, and, as far as your Com- 
mittee can judge, Two Sitting Days were prevented 
by the sudden and unexpected Dereliction of the De- 
fence of the Prisoner at the Close of the last Session, 
your Managers not having been then ready to produce 
their Evidence in Reply, nor to make their Observations 
on the Evidence produced by the Prisoner’s Counsel ; 
as they expected the Whole to have gone through be- 
fore they were called on for their Reply.—lIn this 
Session your Committee computes that the Trial was 
delayed about a Week or Ten Days. The Lords waited 
for the Recovery of the Marquis Cornwallis, the Pri- 
soner wishing to avail himself of the Testimony of that 
noble Person. 

With regard to the One hundred and Eighteen 
Days employed in actual sitting, the Distribution of

The other Head, namely, that the Trial has occupied 
118 Days, or nearly One Third of a Year—This your 
Committee conceives to arise from the following imme- 
diate Causes : . 

First, The Nature and Extent of the Matter to be 
tried. 

Secondly, The General Nature and Quality of the 
Evidence produced. It was principally documentary 
Evidence contained in Papers of great Length, the 
Whole of which was often required to be read, when 
brought to prove a single short Fact. Under the Head 
of Evidence, must be taken into Consideration the 
Number and Description of the Witnesses examined 
and cross-examined. 

Thirdly, and principally, The Duration of the Trial 
is to be attributed to Objections taken by the Prisoner’s 
Counsel to the Admissibility of several Documents and 
Persons, offered as Evidence on the Part of the Pro- 
secution. These Objections amounted to Sixty-two: 
They gave rise to several Debates, and to Twelve Re- 
ferences from the Court to the Judges. 

On the Part of the Managers, the Number of Ob- 
jections was small ; the Debates upon them were short: 
There was not upon them any Reference to the Judges ; 
and the Lords did not even retire upon any of them to 
the Chamber of Parliament. 

This last Cause of the Number of Sitting Days, 
your Committee considers as far more important than 
all the rest. The Questions upon the Admissibility of 
Evidence ; the Manner in which these Questions were 
stated and were decided ; the Modes of Proceeding ; 
the great Uncertainty of the Principle upon which 
Evidence in that Court is to be admitted or rejected : 
All these appear to your Committee materially to 

affect 
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affect the Constitution of the Hotise of Peers, as a 
Court of Judicature, as well as its Powers, and the 
Purposes it was intended to answer in the State. The 
Peers have a valuable Interest in the Conservation of 
their own lawful Privileges: But this Interest is not 
confined to the Lords. The Commons ought to partake 
in the Advantage of the Judicial Rights and Privileges 
of that High Court. Courts are made for the Suitors, 
and not the Suitors for the Court. ‘The Conservation 
of all other Parts of the Law, the Whole indeed of the 
Rights and Liberties of the Subject, ultimately depends 


_ upon the Preservation of the Law of Parliament in its 
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eriginal Force and Authority. 

Your Committee had Reason to entertain Appre- 
hensions, that certain Proceedings in this Trial may 
possibly limit and weaken the Means of carrying on 
any future Impeachment of the Commons. As your 
Committee felt these Apprehensions strongly, they 
thought it their Duty to begin with humbly submitting 
Facts and Observations, on the Proceedings concerning 
Evidence, to the Consideration of this House, before 
they proceed to state the other Matters which come 
within the Scope of the Directions which they have 
received. 

To enable your Committee the better to execute the 
Task imposed upon them in carrying on the Impeach- 
ment of this House, and to find some Principle on 
which they were to order and regulate their Conduct 
therein, they found it necessary to look attentively to the 
Jurisdiction of the Court in which they were to act for 
this House, and into its Laws and Rules of Proceeding, 
as well as into the Rights and Powers of the House of 
Commons in their Impeachments. 


RELATION of THE JUDGES, $c. to THE COURT 
of PARLIAMENT. 


Upon Examining into the Course of Proceeding in 
the House of Lords, and into the Relation which 
exist between the Peers on the one Hand, and their 
Attendants and Assistants, the Judges of the Realm, 
Barons of the Exchequer of the Coif, the King’s 
learned Counsel, and the Civilians Masters of the 
Chancery, on the other ; it appears to your Committee, 
that these Judges, and other Persons learned in the 
Common and Civil Laws, are no integrant and ne- 
cessary Part of that Court. Their Writs of Summons 
are essentially different; and it does not appear that 
they or any of them have, or of Right ought to have, 
a deliberative Voice, either actually or virtually, in 
the Judgments given in the High Court of Parliament. 
Their Attendance in that Court is solely Ministerial ; 
and their Answers to Questions put to them, are 
not to be regarded as declaratory of the Law of 
Parliament, but are merely consultory Responses, in 
order to furnish such Matter (to be submitted to 
the Judgment of the Peers) as may be useful in reason- 
ing by Analogy, so far as the Nature of the Rules, in 
the Respective Courts of the learned Persons consulted, 
shall appear to the House to be applicable to the Nature 
and Circumstances of the Case before them, and no 
otherwise. 


JURISDICTION of THE LORDS. 


Your Committee finds, That in all Impeachments 
of the Commons of Great Britain for High Crimes 
and Misdemeanors, before the Peers in the High 
Court of Parliament, the Peers are not Triers or Ju- 
rors only, but by the ancient Laws and Constitution 
of this Kingdom, known by constant Usage, are 
Judges both of Law and Fact; and we conceive that 


the Lords are bound not to act in such a Manner as 
VoL.

LAW of PARLIAMENT. 


Your Committee finds, That the Lords in Matter 
of Appeal or Impeachment in Parliament, are not of 
Right obliged to proceed according to the Course or 
Rules of the Roman Civil Law, or by those of the 
Law or Usage of any of the inferior Courts in West- 
minster Hall; but by the Law of Usage of Parlia- 
ment. And your Committee finds, that this has been 
declared in the most clear and explicit Manner by 
the House of Lords, in the Year of our Lord 1387 
and 1388, in the Eleventh Year of King Richard the 
Second. 

Upon an Appeal in Parliament then depending 
against certain great Persons, Peers and Commons, 
the said Appeal-was referred to the Justices and other 
learned Persons of the Law: “ At which Time” (it 
is said in the Record) “ that the Justices and Ser- 
** jeants, and others the learned in the Law Civil, 
were charged, by Order of the King our Sovereign 
aforesaid, to give their faithful Counsel to the 
Lords of the Parliament, concerning the due Pro- 
ceedings in the Cause of the Appeal aforesaid. The 
which Justices, Serjeants, and the learned in the Law 
of the Kingdom, and also the learned’in the Law 
Civil, have taken the same into Deliberation; and 
have answered to the said Lords of Parliament, 
that they had seen and well considered the Tenour 
of the said Appeal; and they say, that the same 
Appeal was neither made nor pleaded according to 
the Order which the one Law or the other requires. 
Upon which the said Lords of Parliament have 
taken the same into Deliberation and Consultation, 
and by the Assent of our said Lord the King, and 
of their common Agreement, it was declared, that 
in so high a Crime as that which is charged in this 
Appeal, which touches the Person of our Lord 
the King, and the State of the whole Kingdom, 
perpetrated by Persons who are Peers of the King- 
dom, along with others, the Cause shall not be 
tried in any other Place but in Parliament, nor 
by any other Law than the Law and Course of Par- 
liament; and that it belongeth to the Lords of 
Parliament, and to their Franchise and Liberty by 
. the ancient Custom of the Parliament, to be Judges 
in such Cases; and in these Cases to judge by the 
Assent of the King; and thus it shall be done in 
this Case by the Award of Parliament: Because the 
Realm, of England has not been heretofore, nor is 
it the Intention of our said Lord the King and the 
“ Lords of Parliament, that it ever should be go- 
“ verned by the Law Civil: And also it is their Re- 
solution, not to rule or govern so high a Cause as 
this Appeal is, which cannot be tried any where 
but in Parliament, as hath been said before, by the 
Course, Process, and Order used in any Courts or 
Place inferior, in the same Kingdom ; which Courts 
and Places are not more than the Executors of the 
antient Laws and Customs of the Kingdom, and of 
the Ordinances and Establishments of Parliament 
“ —-It was determined by the said Lords of Parlia- 
“‘ ment, by the Assent of our said Lord the King, that 
“ this Appeal was made and pleaded well and suffi- 
ciently, and that the Process upon’ it is good and 
effectual, according to the Law and Course of Par- 
liament, and for-such they decree and adjudge- 
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And your Committee finds, That toward the Close of 
the same Parliament, the same Right was again claimed 
and admitted as the special Privilege of the Peers, 
in the following Manner ;—‘ In this Parliament, all 
“ the Lords then present, Spiritual as well as Tem- 
“ poral, claimed as their Franchise that the weighty 
*¢ Matters moved in this Parliament, and which shall 
“ be moved in other Parliaments in future Times, 
‘ touching the. Peers of the Land, shall be managed, 
“ adjudged and discussed by the Course of Parliament, 
‘ and in no Sort by the Law Civil, or by the Common 
“ Law of the Land, used in the other lower Courts of 
* the Kingdom, which Claim, Liberty, and Franchise, 
‘ the King graciously allowed and granted to them in 
full Parliament.” 

Your Committee finds, That the Commons, hav- 
ing at that Time considered the Appeal above-men- 
tioned, approved the Proceedings in it; and, as far 
as in them lay, added the Sanction of their Accusa- 
tion against the Persons who were the Objects of the 
Appeal. They also, immediately afterwards, im 
peached all the Judges of the Common Pleas, the 
Chief Baron of the Exchequer, and other learned and 
eminent Persons, both Peers and Commoners; upon 
the Conclusion of which Impeachments it was that the 
Second Claim was entered. In all the Transactions 
aforesaid, the Commons were acting Parties; yet nei- 
ther then, nor ever since, have they made any Objec- 
tion or Protestation that the Rule laid down by the 
Lords, in the Beginning of the Session of 1388, ought 
not to be applied to the Impeachments of Commoners 
as well as Peers. In many Cases they have claimed 
the Benefit of this Rule; and in all Cases they have 
acted and the Peers have determined upon the same 
general Principles. The Peers have always supported 
the same Franchises; nor are there any Precedents 
upon the Records of Parliament subverting either the 
general Rule or the Particular Privilege, so far as 
the same relates either to the Course of Proceeding or 
to the Rule of Law, by which the Lords are to 
judge. 

Your Committee observes also, that in the Com- 
missions to the several Lords High Stewards who have 
been appointed on the Trials of Peers impeached by 
the Commons, the Proceedings are directed to be had 
according to the Law and Custom of the Kingdom, 
and the Custom of Parliament ; which Words are not 
to be found in the Commissions for trying upon Indict- 
ments. 

“ As every Court of Justice” (says Lord Coke) 
“ hath Laws and Customs for its Direction, some by 
“ the Common Law, some by the Civil and Canon 
Law, some by peculiar Laws and Customs, &c. So 
the High Court of Parliament, suis propriis legibus 
& consuctudinibus subsistit. It is by the Ler & Con- 
suetudo Parliamenti that all weighty Matters in any 
Parliament moved, concerning the Peers of the 
Realm, or Commons in Parliament assembled, 
ought to be determined, adjudged, and discussed 
by the Course of the Parliament, and not by the 
Civil Law, nor yet by the Common Laws of this 
Realm used in more inferior Courts.”—And after 
founding himself on this very Precedent of the 11th 
of Richard If. he adds, “ This is the Reason that 
« Judges ought not to give any Opinion of a Maiter of 
“ Parliament, because it is not to be decided by the Com- 
“* mon Laws, but secundum legem & consuetudinem Par- 
“ liamenti: And so the Judges in divers Parliaments 
“ have confessed.” 
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RULE of PLEADING, 


Your Committee do not find, that any Rules of 
Pleading, as observed in the inferior Courts, have 
ever obtained in the Proceedings of the High Court 
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of Parliament, in a Cause or Matter in which the 
whole Procedure has been within their original Juris- 


diction.’ Nor does your Committee find, that an 

Demurrer or Exception, as of false or erroneous Plead- 
ing, hath been ever admitted to any Impeachment in 
Parliament, as not coming within the Form of the 
Pleading ; and although a Reservation or Protest is 
made by the Defendant (Matter of Form, as we 
conceive) ‘ to the Generality, Uncertainty, and In- 
‘ sufficiency of the Articles of Impeachment ;* yet no 
Objections have, in Fact, been ever made in any Part 
of the Record; and when verbally they have been 
made (until this Trial) they have constantly been over- 
ruled. | 

The Trial of Lord Strafforde is one of the most 
important AZras in the History of Parliamentary Ju- 
dicature. In that Trial, and in the Dispositions made 
preparatory to it, the Process on Impeachments was, 
on great Consideration, Research, and Selection of 
Precedents, prought very nearly to the Form which 
it retains at this Day; and great and important Parts 
of Parliamentary Law were then laid down. The 
Commons at that Time made new Charges, or amend- 
ed the old, as they saw Occasion. Upon an Appli- 
cation from the Commons to the Lords, that the Ex- 
aminations taken by their Lordships, at their Request, 
might be delivered to them, for the Purpose of a more 
exact Specification of the Charge they had made, on 
delivering the Message of the Commons, Mr. Pim, 
amongst other Things, said, as it is entered in the Lords 
Journals, “ According to the Clause of Reservation 
“ in the Conclusion of their Charge, they (the Com- 
mons) “ will add to the Charges, not to the Matter 
“* in respect of Comprehension, Extent, or Kind, but 
only to reduce them to more Particularities, that 
the Earl of Strafforde might answer with the more 
Clearness and Expedition—not that they are bound 
by this Way of SPECIAL Charge; and therefore 
they have taken Care in their House, upon Protestation, 
that this shall be no Prejudice to bind them from pro- 
ceeding inGENERAL in other Cases, and that they 
are not to be ruled by Proceedings in other Courts, 
which Protestation they have made for the Preserva- 
tion of the Power of Parliament ; and they desire that 
the like Care may be had in your Lordships House.” 
This Protestation is entered on the Lords Journals. 
Thus careful were the Commons that no Exactness used 
by them for a temporary Accommodation, should be- 
come an Example derogatory to the larger Rights of 
Parliamentary Process. 

At length the Question of their being obliged to 
conform to any of the Rules below came to a formal 
Judgment. In the Trial of Dr. Sacheverell, March 
10th 1709, the Lord Nottingham “ desired their Lord- 
“ ships Opinion, whether he might propose a Question 
“ to the Judges here {in Westminster Hail] Thereupon 
“* the Lords being moved to adjourn, adjourned to the 
“* House of Lords, and on Debate [as appears by a 
Note] it was agreed, that the Question “ should be pro- 
*“ posed in Westminster Hall.” Accordingly, when the 
Lords returned the same Day into the Hall, the Ques- 
tion was put by Lord Nottingham, and stated to the 
Judges by the Lord Chancellor. 

“ Whether by the Law of England, and constant 
Practice in all Prosecutions by Indictment and Infor- 
mation, for Crimes and Misdemeanors, by writing or 
speaking, the particular Words supposed to be written 
or spoken must not be expressly specified in the In- 
dictment or Information.” 

On this Question, the Judges, seriatim, and in open 
Court, delivered their Opinion: The Substance of 
which was, “ That by the Laws of England, and the 
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the Hall until the 20th. In the intermediate Time‘ they 
came to Resolutions on the Matter of the Question 
put to the Judges. Dr. Sacheverell, being found 
guilty, moved in Arrest of Judgment upon Two 

oints :—The First, which he grounded on the Opi- 
nion of the Judges, and which your Committee thinks 
most to the present Purpose was, ‘‘ That no intire 
“* Clause, or Sentence, or Expression, in either of his 
“* Sermons or Dedications, is particularly set forth 
* in his Impeachment, which he has already heard 
“the Judges declare to be necessary in all Cases of 
“ Indictments or Informations. 

On this Head of Objection, the Lord Chancellor, 
on the 23d of March, agreeably to the Resolutions of 
the Lords of the 14th and 16th of March, acquainted 
Dr. Sacheverell: 

“ That on Occasion of the Question before put to 
the Judges in Westminster Hall, and their Answer 
“‘ thereto, their Lordships had fully debated and con- 
‘“* sidered of that Matter, and had come to the follow- 
ing Resolution : 

“That this House will proceed to the Determina- 
tion of the Impeachment of Dr. Henry Sacheverell, 
“ according to the Law of the Land, and the Law and 
Usage of Parliament. 

“* And afterwards to this Resolution: 

“ That by the Law and Usage of Parliament in Pro- 
secutions for High Crimes and Misdemeanors, by 
writing or speaking, the particular Words, sup- 
posed to be criminal, are mot necessary to be expressly 
specified in such Impeachment. 

“* So that, in their Lordships Opinion, the Law and 
Usage of the High Court of Parliament, being a Part 
“ of the Law of the Land, and that Usage not requir- 
ing that Words should be exactly specified in Im- 
peachments, the Answer of the Judges, which re- 
lated only to the Course of Indictments and Informa- 
“ tions, does not in the least affect your Case.” 

On this solemn Judgment concerning the Law and 
Usage of Parliament, it is to be remarked; First, 
that the Impeachment itself is not to be presumed in- 
artificially drawn. - It appears to have been the Work 
of some of the greatest Lawyers of the Time, who 
were perfectly versed in the Manner of Pleading in the 
Courts below; and would naturally have imitated 
their Course, if they had not been justly fearful of setting 
an Example, which might hereafter subject the Plainness 
and Simplicity of a Parliamentary Proceeding to the 
technical Subtilties of the inferior Courts: Secondly, 
That the Question put to the Judges, and their An- 
_swer, were strictly confined to the Law and Practice 
-below ; and that nothing in either had a Tendency to 
their delivering an Opinion concerning Parliament, 
its Laws, its Usages, its Course of Proceedings, or its 
Powers: Thirdly, that the Motion in Arrest of 
Judgment, grounded on the Opinion of the Judges, 
was made only by Dr. Sacheverell himself, and riot by 
his Counsel, Men of great Skill and Learning, who, 
if they thought the Objections had any Weight, would 
undoubtedly have made and argued them. 

Here, as in the Case of the 11th King Richard the 
Second, the Judges declared unanimously, That such an 
Objection would be fatal to such a Pleading in any In- 
dictment or Information: But the Lords, as on the 
former Occasion, over-ruled this Objection, and held 
the Article to be good and valid, notwithstanding 
the Report of the Judges concerning the Mode of 
Proceeding in the Courts below. 

Your Committee finds, that a Protest, with Reasons 
at large, was entered by several Lords against this 
Determination of their Court. It is always an Ad- 
vantage to those who protest, that their Reasons ap- 
pear upon Record; whilst the Reasons of the Ma- 
jority who determine the Question do not appear. 
This would be a Disadvantage of such Importance, 
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mer having governed the final and conclusive Deci- 
sion of a competent Court. But your Committee; 
combining the Fact of this Decision with the early 
Decision just quoted, and with the total Absence of 
any Precedent of an Objection, before that Time or 
since, allowed to Pleading, or what has any Relation 
to the Rules and Principles of Pleading as used in 
Westminster Hall, has no Doubt that the House of 
Lords was governed in the gth of Anne by the very 
same Principles which it had solemnly declared, in thé 
11th of Richard the Second. 

But besides the Presumption in Favour of the Rea- 
sons which must be supposed to have produced this 
solemn Judgment of the Peers, contrary to the Prac- 
tice of the Courts below, as declared by all the 
Judges—it is probable, that the Lords were unwilling 
to take a Step, which might admit that any Thing in 
that Practice should be received as their Rule. 

It must be observed, however, that the Reasons 
against the Article, alledged in the Protest, were by 
no Means solely bottomed in the Practice of the 
Courts below, as if the main Reliance of the Protesters 
was upon that Usage. ‘The protesting Minority main- 
tained, that it was not agreeable to several Precedents 
in Parliament ; of which they cited many in Favour 
of their Opinion.—It appears by the Journals, that 
the Clerks were ordered, to search for Precedents, and 
a Committee of Peers was appointed to inspect the 
said Precedents, and to report upon them,—and that 
they did inspect and report accordingly. But the Re- 
port is not entered on the Journals. It is, however, 
to be presumed, that the greater Number and the better 
Precedents supported the Judgment. 

Allowing, however, their utmost Force to the Pre- 
cedents there cited, they could serve only to prove, 
that in the Case of Words (to which alone, and not the 
Case of a written Libel, the Precedents extended) such 
a special Averment, according to the Tenor of the 
Words, had been used ; but not that it was necessary, 
or that ever any Plea had been rejected upon such an 
Objection. 

As to the Course of Parliament, resorted to for 
Authority in this Part of the Protest, the Argument 
seems rather to affirm than to deny the general Pro- 
position, that its own Course, and not that of the in- 
ferior Courts had been the Rule and Law of Parlia- 
ment. , 

As to the Objection taken in the Protest, drawn 
from natural Right, the Lords knew, and it appears 
in the Course of the Proceeding, that the Whole of 
the Libel had been read at Length, as appears from 
P. 655 to P. 666. So that Dr. Sacheverell had sub- 
stantially the same Benefit of any Thing which could 
be alledged in the Extenuation or Exculpation, as if 
his libellous Sermons had been entered verbatim upon 
the recorded Impeachment. It was adjudged suftie 
cient to state the Crime generally in the Impeachment. 
The Libels were given in Evidence; and it was not 
then thought of, that nothing should be given in 
Evidence which was not specially charged in the 
Impeachment. y 

But whatever their Reasons were (great and grave 
they were, no Doubt) such, as your Committee has stated 
it, is the Judgment of the Peers on the Law of Parlia- 
ment, as a Part of the Law of the Land. It is the more 
forcible, as concurring with the Judgment in the 11th 
of Richard the Second, and with the total Silence of 
the Rolls and Journals concerning any Objection ‘to 
Pleading ever being suffered to vitiate an Impeach- 
ment, or to prevent Evidence being given upon it on 
Account of its Generality, or any other Failure. . 
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Your Committee do not think it probable that, even 
before this Adjudication, the Rules of Pleading below 


- could ever have been adopted in a Parliamentary Pro- 


ceeding, when it is considered that the several Statutes 
of Jéofails, not less than Twelve in Number, have 
been made for the Correction of an Over-strictness In 
Pleading, to the Prejudice of substantial Justice: Yet 
in no one Of these is to be discovered the least Mention 
of any Proceeding in Parliament. There is no Doubt, 
that the Legislature would have applied its Remedy 
to that Grievance in Parliamentary Proceedings, if it 
had found those Proceedings embarrassed with what 
Lord Mansfield, from the Bench, and speaking of the 
Matter of these Statutes, very justly calls “ disgraceful 
“ Subtilties.” 

What is still more strong to the Point, your Com- 
mittee finds, that, in the 7th of William the Third, 
an Act was made for the regulating of Trials for 
Treason and Misprision of Treason, containing several 
Regulations for Reformation of Proceedings at Law, 
both as to Matters of Form ard Substance, as well as 
relative to Evidence. It is an Act thought most es- 
sential to the Liberty of the Subject; yet in this high 
and critical Matter, so deeply affecting the Lives, 
Properties, Honours, and even the inheritable Blood 
of the Subject, the Legislature was so tender of the 
High Powers of this High Court, deemed so neces - 
sary for the Attainment of the great Objects of its Jus- 
tice, so fearful of enervating any of its Means, or cir- 
cumscribing any of its Capacities, even by Rules and 
Restraints the most necessary for the inferior Courts, 
that they guarded against it by an express Proviso, 
“ That neither this Act, nor any Thing therein con- 
* tained, shall any Ways extend to any Impeachment 
“ or other Proceedings in Parliament in any Kind 
* whatsoever.” 


CONDUCT of THE COMMONS in PLEADING. 


This Point being thus solemnly adjudged in the Case 
of Dr. Sackeverell, and the Principles of the Judg- 
ment being in Agreement with the whole Course of 
Parliamentary Proceedings, the Managers for this 
House have ever since considered it as an indispen- 
sable Duty, to assert the same Principle in all its La- 
titude upon all Occasions on which it could come in 
Question—and to assert it with an Energy, Zeal, and 
Earnestness, proportioned to the Magnitude and Im- 
portance of the Interest of the Commons of Great 
Britain in the Religious Observation of the Rule, that 
the Law of Parliament, and the Law of Parliament only, 
should prevail in the Trial of their Impeachments. 


In the Year 1715 (1 Geo. 1.) the Commons thought 
proper to impeach of High Treason the Lords, who 
had entered into the Rebellion of that Period. This 
was about Six Years after the Decision in the Case of 
Sacheverell. On the Trial of One of these Lords (the 
Lord Wintoun) after Verdict, the Prisoner moved in 
Arrest of Judgment, and excepted against the Impeach- 
ment for Error, on Account of the Treason therein 
laid “ not being described with sufficient Certainty—- 
** the Day on which the Treason was committed not 
“ having been alledged.” His Counsel was heard to 
this Point. They contended, ‘ that the Forfeitures 
‘ in Cases of Treason are very great; and therefore 
* they humbly conceived, that the Accusation ought 
* ta contain all the Certainty it is capable of; that the 
‘ Prisoner may not by general Allegations be ren- 
‘ dered incapable to defend himself in a Case, which 
* may prove fatal to him. That they would not trou- 
‘ ble their Lordships with citing Authorities; for 
‘ they believed there is not One Gentleman of the 
‘ Long Robe but will agree that an Indictment for 
‘ any Capital Offence to be erroneous, if the Offence 
* be not alledged to be committed on a certain Day.’

“ —-That this Impeachment sét forth only that in or 
** about the Months of September, October, or Novem- 
“ ber 1715”—* the Offence charged in the Impeach- 
‘ment had been committed. The Counsel argued 
* that a Proceeding by Impeachment is a Proceeding 
‘ at the Common Law, for Ler Parliamentaria is a 
‘ Part of Common Law, and they submitted whether 
* there is not the same Certainty required in One 
‘ Method of proceeding at Common Law as in 
* another.’ 

The Matter was argued elaborately and learnedly, 
not only on the general Principles of the Proceedings 
below, but on the Inconvenience and possible Hard- 
ships attending this Uncertainty. They quoted Sa- 
cheverell’s Case, in whose Impeachment “the precise 
“* Days were laid when the Doctor preached each of 
these Two Sermons: And that by a like Reason a 
certain Day ought to be laid in the Impeachment 
when this Treaion was committed; and that the 
Authority of Dr. Sacheverell’s Case seemed so much 
stronger than the Case in Question, as the Crime 
of Treason is higher than that of a Misde- 
“* meanor.” 

Here the Managers for the Commons brought the 
Point a Second Time to an Issue, and that on the 
highest of Capital Cases; an Issue, the Event of which 
was to determine for ever, whether their Impeach- 
ments were to be regulated by the Law, as understood 
and observed in the inferior Courts.—Upon the Usage 
below there was no Doubt; the Indictment would 
unquestionably have been quashed;—but the Ma- 
nagers for the Commons stood forth upon this Occasion 
with a determined Resolution, and no less than Four 
of them seriatim rejected the Doctrine contended for 
by Lord Wintoun’s Counsel. They were all eminent 
Members of Parliament, and Three of them great and 
eminent Lawyers, namely, the then Attorney General, 
Sir William Thompson, and Mr. Cowper. 

Mr. Walpole said “ Those learned Gentlemen (Lord 
Wintoun’s Ecansel) seem to forget in what Court they are. 
“ They have taken up so much of your Lordships 
Time in quoting of Authorities; and using Argu- 
ments to shew your Lordships what would quash 
an Indictment in the Courts below, that they seemed 
to forget they are now in a Court of Parliament, and 
on an Impeachment of the Commons of Great Britain. 
For, should the Commons admit all that they have 
offered, it will not follow that the Impeachment of 
the Commons is insufficient; and I must observe 
to your Lordships, that neither of the learned Gen- 
tlemen have offered to produce One Instance re- 
lative to an Impeachment; I mean to shew that the 
Sufficiency of an Impeachment was never called in 
Question for the Generality of the Charge, or that 
any Instance of that Nature was offered at before. 
The Commons don’t conceive, that, if this Ex- 
ception would quash an Indictment, it would there- 
fore make the Impeachment insufficient. I hope it 
never will be allowed here as a Reason, that what 
quashes an Indictment in the Courts below, will 
make insufficient an Impeachment brought by the 
Commons of Great Britain.” 

The Attorney General supported Mr, Walpole in 
Affirmance of this Principle. He said: “I would 
* follow the Steps of the learned Gentleman who 
“ spoke before me, and I think he has given a good 
Answer to these Objections. I would take Notice 
that we are upon an Impeachment, not upon an In- 
dictment. The Courts below have set Forms to 
themselves, which have prevailed for a long Course 
of Time, and thereby are become the Forms by 
which those Courts are to govern themselves; but 
it never was thought that the Forms of those Courts 
had any Influence on the Proceedings of Parlia- 
ment. In Richard the Second’s Time, it is said in 
“the Records of Parliament, that Proceedings in 
‘“« Parliament 
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“ Parliament are not to be governed by the Forms 
“ of Westminster Hall. We are in the Case of an Im- 
“ peachment, and in the Court of Parliament. Your 


“* Lordships have already given Judgment against Six 
upon this Impeachment, and it is warranted by the 
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Precedents in Parliament; therefore we insist that the 
Articles are good in Substance:” 

Mr. Cowper— They (the Cqunsel) cannot but know 
that the Usages of Parliaments are Part of the Laws 
of the Land, although they differ in many Instances 
from the Common Law, as practised in the inferior 
Courts, in-Point of Form. 

“My Lords, if the Commons, in preparing 
Articles of Impeachment, should govern themselves 
by Precedents .of Indictments, in my humble 
Opinion they would depart from the ancient, nay, 
the constant Usage and Practice of Parliament. It 
is well known that the Form of an Impeachment 
has very little Resemblance to that of an Indict- 
“ ment: And I believe the Commons will endeavour 
“ to preserve the Difference, by adhering to their own 
Precedents.” 

Sir William Thompson—“ We must refer to the 
Forms and Proceedings in the Court of Parlia- 
ment, and which must be owned to be Part of the 
Law of the Land. It has been mentioned already 
to your Lordships, that the Precedents in Impeach- 
ments are not so nice and precise in Form as in the 
inferior Courts; and we presume your Lordships 
will be governed by the Forms of your own Court 
“ (especially. Forms that are not essential to Justice) 
“as the Courts below are by theirs; which Courts 
differ One from the Other in many Respects as to 
their Forms of Proceedings, and the Practice of 
each Court is esteemed as the Law of that 
Court.” 

The Attorney General, in Reply, maintained his first 
Doctrine—“ There is no Uncertainty in it that can be 
“* to the Prejudice of the Prisoner ; we insist it is ac- 
“ cording to the Forms of Parliament—he has pleaded 
‘« to it, and your Lordships have found him guilty.” 

The Opinions of the Judges were taken in the House 
of Lords on the 19th of March 1715, upon Two 
Questions which had heen argued in Arrest of Judg- 
ment, grounded chiefly on the Practice of the Courts 
below. 

To the first the Judges answered: “ Jt is necessary 
that there be a certain Day laid in such Indictments 
on which the Fact is alledged to be committed ; and 
that alledging in such Indictments that the Fact was 
committed at or about a certain Day, would not be 
sufficient.” 

To the Second they answered : 

“ That although a Day certain, when the Fact is 
supposed to be done, be alledged in such Indict- 
ments, yet it is not necessary upon the Trial to prove 
the Fact to be committed upon that Day; but it is 
sufficient if proved to be done on any other Day before 
the Indictment found.” 

Then it was “ agreed by the House, and ordered, 
that the Lord High Steward be directed to acquaint 
the Prisoner at the Bar in Westminster Hall, 

“ That the Lords have considered of the Matters 
moved in arrest of Judgment, and are of Opinion, 
that they are not sufficient to arrest the same, but 
that the Impeachment is sufficiently certain in Point 
of Time according to the Form of Impeachments in 
“© Parliament.” 

On this final Adjudication (given after solemn Ar- 
gument, and after taking the Opinion of the Judges) 
in Affrmance of the Law of Parliament against the 
undisputed Usage of the Courts below, your Com- 
mittee has to remark, 1st. The Preference of the Cus- 
tom of Parliament to the Usage below. By the very 
Latitude of the Charge, the Parliamentary Accusation 
gives the Prisoner fair Notice to prepare himself upon 
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Notice for Préparation only on that Day; whilst the 
Prosecutor has. the whole Range of Time antecedent 
to the Indictment to alledge, and give Evidence of 
Facts against the Prisuner. It has been usual, parti- 


‘cularly in later Indictments, to add, “ at several other 


“ Times.” But the Sttictness of naming one Day is 
still necessary, and the Want of the Yarger Words 
would not quash the Indictment. a2dly. A Compa- 
rison of the extreme Rigour and Exactness required in 
the ‘mote formal Part of the Proceeding (the Indict- 
ment) with the extreme Laxity used in the substantial 
Part (that is to say, the Evidence received to prove 
the Fact) fully demonstrates that the Partizans of 
those Forms would put Shackles on the High Court 
of Parliament with which they are not Willing, or find 
it wholly impracticable, to bitid themselves. 3dly. 
That the Latitude of Departure from the Letter of the 
Indictment (which holds in other Matters besides this) 
is in Appearance much more contrary to natural Jus- 
tice than any Thing which has been objected against 
the Evidence offered by your Managers, under a Pre- 
tence that it exceeded the Limits of Pleading. For 
in the Case of .Indictments below, it must be admitted 
that the Prisoner may be unprovided with Proof of an 
Alibi, and other material Means of Defence, or may 
find some Matters unlooked-for produced against him, 
by Witnesses utterly unknown to him: Whereas nothing 
was offered to be given in Evidence under any of the 
Articles of this Impeachment, except such as the Pri- 
soner must have had perfect Knowledge of, the Whole 
consisting of Matters sent over by himself to the Court 
of Directors, and authenticated under his own Hand, 
No substantial Injustice or Hardship of any Kind could 
arise from our Evidence under our Pleading—whereas 
in theirs, very great and serious Inconveniencies might 
well happen. 

Your Committee has further to observe, that in the 
Case of Lord Wintoun, as in the Case of Dr. Sacheverell, 
the Commons had in their Managers Persons abun- 
dantly practised in the Law as used in the inferior 
Jurisdictions, who could easily have followed the Pre- 
cedents of Indictments—if they had not purposely, and 
for the best Reasons, avoided such Precedents. 

A great: Writer on the Criminal Law, Justice Foster, 
in One of. his Discourses, fully recognizes those Prin- 
ciples for which your Managers have contended, and 
which have to this Time been uniformly observed in 
Parliament. In’a very elaborate Reasoning on tlie 
Case of a Trial in Parliament, (the ‘Trial of ‘those 
who had murdered Edward the Second) he observes 
thus; “ It is well known that in Parliamentary Pro- 
“ ceedings of this Kind it 7s, and ever was, sufficient 
that Matters appear with proper Light and Cer- 
tainty to a common Understanding, without that 
minute Exactness which is required in Criminal 
Proceedings in Westminster Hall. In these Cases the 
Rule ‘has always been loguendum ut vulgus.” And 
in a Note he says, “ In the Proceeding against’ M/or- 
“ timer in this Patliaihent: so little Regard was had to 
the Forms used in legal Proceedings, that he who had 
been frequently summoned to Parliament as a Baron, 
“ and had lately been created Earl of March, is. stiled 
“ through the whole Record, merely Roger de Mor- 
“ timer.” 

“The Departure from the common Forms in the 
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First Case alluded ‘to by Foster, viz. the Trial of Vol.1I. p.57. 


Berkley, Mautravers, &c. for Treason, in the Murder 
of Edward ‘the Second, cre be more plausibly at- 
tacked, because they were , though in Parliament, 


by a Jury of Freeholders; which Circumstance might 
have given Occasion to justify a nearer Approach ‘to 
the Forms of Indictments below—But no such Forms 
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were observéd, nor in the Opinion of this able Judge 
ought they to have been observed. 


PUBLICITY ofthe JUDGES OPINIONS. 


It appears to your Committee, That from the goth 
Year of King Charles the Second, until the Trial of 
Warren Hastings, Esquire, in all Trials in Parliament, 
as well upon Impeachments of the Commons as on 
Indictments brought up by Certiorari, when any Mat- 
ter of Law hath been agitated at the Bar, or in the 
Course of ‘Trial hath been stated by any Lord in the 
Court, it hath been the prevalent Custom to state the 
same in open Court. Your Committee has been able 
to find, since that Period, no more than One Prece- 
dent (and that a Precedent rather in Form than in 
Substance) of the Opinions of the Judges being taken 
privately, except when the Case on both Sides has 
been closed, and the Lords have retired to consider of 
their Verdict, or of their Judgment thereon. Upon 
the soundest and best Precedents, the Lords have im- 
proved on the Principles of Publicity and Equality, 
and have called upon the Parties severally to argue the 
Matter of Law, previously to a Reference to the 
Judges ;' who, on their Parts, have afterwards, in open 
Court, delivered their Opinions, often by the Mouth 
of One of the Judges, speaking for himself and the 
rest, and in their Presence: And sometimes all the 
Judges have delivered their Opinion seriatim (even 
when they have been unanimous in it) together with 
their Reasons upon which their Opinion had been 
founded. This, from the most early Times, has been 
the Course in all Judgments in the House of Peers. 
Formerly even the Record contained the Reasons of the 
Decision. ‘“ The Reason wherefore (said Lord Coke) 
* the Records of Parliaments have been so highly ex- 
** tolled is, that therein is set down, in Cases of Dif- 
“ ficulty, not only the Judgment and Resolution, 
“ but the Reasons and Causes of the same by so great 
* Advice.” 

In the 30th of Charles the Second, during the Trial 
of Lord Cornwallis on the Suggestion of a Question 
in Law to the Judges, Lord Danby demanded of the 
Lord High Steward, the Earl of Nottingham, “ Whe- 
“ ther it would be proper here (in open Court) to ask 
the Question of your Grace, or to propose it to the 
Judges?” 

The Lord High Steward answered, “ If your Lord- 
ships doubt of any Thing whereon a Question in 
Law ariseth, the latter Opinion, and the better for 
the Prisoner is—that it must be stated in the Presence 
of the Prisoner, that -he may know whether the Ques- 
tion be truly put.”—It hath sometimes been practised 
otherwise; and the Peers have sent for the Judges, 
and have asked their Opinion in private, and have 
come back and have given-their Verdict according 
to that Opinion, and there is scarcely a Precedent of 
its being otherwise done. There is a later Authority 
in Print that doth settle the Point so as I tell you— 
and I do conceive it ought to be followed; and it 
being safer for the Prisoner, my humble Opinion 
to your Lordship is—that he ought to be present 
at the stating of the Question. Call the Prisoner.” — 
The Prisoner, who had withdrawn, again appearing, he 
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said, 

“ My Lord Cornwallis, and my Lords the Peers, 
“* since they have withdrawn, have conceived a Doubt 
in some Matter of Fact in your Case ; and they have 
that tender Regard of a Prisoner at the Bar, that they 
will not suffer a Case to be put up in his Absence, lest 
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it should chance to prejudice him by being wrong 
stated.” Accordingly the. Question was both put, 
and the Judges Answer given publicly and in his Pre- 
sence. 
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Very soon after the Trial of Lord Cornwallis, the 
Impeachment against Lord Stafford was brought to a 
Hearing, :that is, inthe 32d of Charles the Second. 
In that Case the Lord at the Bar having stated a Point 
of Law, “ touching the Necessity of Two Witnesses to 
* an overt Act in case of Treason ;” the Lord High 
Steward told Lord Stafford, that “ all the Judges that 
assist them, and are herein your Lordship’s Presence 
“ and Hearing, should deliver their Opinions, whether 
“ jt be doubtful and disputable, or not.”—Accordingly 
the Judges delivered their Opinion, and each argued it 
(though they were all agreed) seriatim and in open Court. 
Another abstract Point of Law was also proposed from 
the Bar on the same.Trial, concerning the legal Sen- 
tence in High Treason; and in the same Manner the 
Judges on Telecare delivered their Opinion in open 
Court ; and no Objection was taken to it, as any Thing 
new or irregular. 

In the 1st of James the Second, came on a remarkable 
Trial of a Peer; the Trial of Lord Delamere. On that 
Occasion a Question of Law was stated. There also, 
in Conformity to the Precedents and Principles given on 
the Trial of Lord Cornwallis, and the Precedent in the 
Impeachment of Lord Stafford, the then Lord High 
Steward took Care that the Opinion of the Judges 
should be given in open Court. 

Precedents grounded on Principles so favourable to 
the Fairness and Equity of Judicial Proceedings, 
given in the Reigns of Charles the Second and James 
the Second, were not likely to be abandoned after the 
Revolution. The first Trial of a Peer, which we find 
after the Revolution, was that of the Earl of War- 
wick. 

In the Case of the Earl of Warwick, 11 Will. Il. a 
Question in Law upon Evidence was put to the 
Judges; the Statement of the Question was made in 
open Court by the Lord High Steward, Lord Somers : 
“* Tf there be Six in Company, and One of them is 
killed, the other Five are afterwards indicted,, and 
Three are tried and found guilty of Manslaughter, 
and upon their Prayers have their Clergy allowed, 
and the burning in the Hand is respited, but not 
pardoned, whether any of the Three can be a Wit- 
ness on the Trial of the other Two.” Lord Haii- 
faxr— I suppose your Lordship will have the Opi- 
“ nion of the Judges upon this Point; and that must 
“ be in the Presence of the Prisoner.” Lord High 
Steward (Lord Somers) “ It must certainly be in the 
“* Presence of the Prisoner, if you ask the Judges Opi- 
** nions.” 

In the same Year, Lord Mohun was brought to Trial 
upon an Indictment for Murder. In this. single Trial 
a greater Number of Questions was put to the Judges 
in Matter of Law, than probably was ever referred to 
the Judges in all the collective Body of Trials, before 
or since that Period. That Trial, therefore, furnishes 
the largest Body of authentic Precedents in this Point, 
to be found in the Records of Parliament. The Num- 
ber of Questions put to the Judges in this Trial was 
Twenty-three. They all originated from the Peers 
themselves; yet the Court called upon the Party’s 
Counsel, as often as Questions were proposed to be re- 
ferred to the Judges, as well as on the Counsel for the 
Crown, to argue every One of them before they went 
to those learned Persons. Many of the Questions ac- 
cordingly were argued at the Bar at great Length. The 
Opinions were given and argued in open Court. Peers 
frequently insisted that the Judges should give their 
Opinions seriatim, which they did always publicly in the 
Court, with great Gravity and Dignity, and greatly to 
the Illustration of the Law, as they held and acted upon 
it in their own Courts. 

In Sacheverell’s Case (just cited for another Pur- 
pose) the Earl of Nottingham demanded whether he 
might not propose a Question of Law to the Judges 
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in Court. It-wasagreed to; and the Jud ve 
nt ert in Court, though this was after er- 
dict given: And in Consequence of the Advantage 
afforded to the Prisoner in hearing the Opinion of the 
Judges he was thereupon enabled to move in Arrest of 
Judgment. 

The next Precedent which your Committee finds of 
a Question put by the Lords, sitting as a Court of 
Judicature, to the Judges pending the Trial, was in 
the 20th of George the Second ; when Lord Balmerino, 
who was tried on an Indictment for High Treason, 
having raised a Doubt, whether the Evidence proved 
him to be at the Place assigned for the overt Act of 
Treason on the Day laid in the Indictment. The 
Point was argued at the Bar by the Counsel for the 
Crown in the Prisoner’s Presence, and for his Sa- 
tisfaction. The Prisoner, on hearing the Argument, 
waived his Objection, but the then Lord President 
moving their Lordships to.adjourn to the Chamber of 
Parliament, the Lords adjourned accordingly; and 
after some Time, returning into Westminster Halli—the 
Lord High Steward (Lord Hardwicke) said, “ Your 
“* Lordships were pleased, in the Chamber of Parlia- 
ment, to come to a Resolution, that the Opinion of 
the learned and reverend Judges should be taken on 
the following Question, namely, Whether it is ne- 
cessary, that an overt Act of High Treason should 
be proved to have been committed on the particular 
Day laid in the Indictment? Is it your Lordships 
Pleasure, that the Judges do now give their Opinion 
on that Question ? 

“* Lords.—Aye, aye. 

“ Lord High Steward—My Lord Chief Justice ! 

“ Lord Chief Justice, 

“ The Question proposed by your Lordships is, 
Whether it-be necessary that an overt Act of High 
Treason should be proved to be committed on the 
particular Day laid in the Indictment ? 

“ We are all of Opinion, that it is not necessary to 
prove the overt Act to be committed on the particular 
Day laid in the Indictment—but as Evidence may be 
given of an overt Act before the Day, so it may be 
after the Day specified in the Indictment—for the 
Day laid is Cuindatunbe and Form only, and not 
material in Point of Proof, this is the known constant 
Course of Proceeding in Trials.” 

Here the Case was made for the Judges, for the 
Satisfaction of One of the Peers, after the Prisoner had 
waived his Objection. Yet it was thought proper, as 
a Matter of Course and of Right, that the Judges should 
state the Question put to them in the open Court, and in 
Presence of the Prisoner—and that in the same open 
Manner, and in the same Presence, their Answer should 
be delivered. 

Your Committee concludes their Precedents begun 
under Lord Nottingham and ended under Lord Hard- 
wicke. They are of Opinion, that a Body of Pre- 
cedents so uniform, so accordant with Principle, made 
in such Times, and under the Authority of a Suc- 
cession of such great Men, ought not to have been 
departed from. The single Precedent to the contrary, 
to which your Committee has alluded above, was on 
the Trial of the Dutchess of Kingston, in the Reign of 
His present Majesty. But in that Instance, the Reasons 
of the Judges were, by Order of the House, delivered in 
Writing, and entered at: Length on the Journals ; so that 
the legal Principle of the Decision is equally to be found, 
which is not the Case in any One Instance of the present 
Impeachment. 

The Earl of Nottingham, in Lord Cornwallis’s 
Case, conceived, though it was proper and agreeable 
to Justice, that this Mode of putting Questions to the 
Judges, and receiving their Answer in public, was not 
supported by former Precedents: But, he thought, a 
a of Authority had declared in Favour of this 
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Your Committee is very ‘sensible, that ‘antecedént 

to the great Period to which they refer, there are Ih- 
stances of Questions having been put to the Jud 
privately. But we find the Principle of Publicity 
(whatever Variations from it there might be in Prac- 
tice) to have been so clearly established at a ‘mdre 
early Period, that all the Judges of England tesolvéd, 
in Lord Morley’s Trial, in the Year 1666 \(dbout 
Twelve Years before the Observation of Lord -Not- 
tingham) on a Supposition, that the Trial should be 
actually concluded, and the Lords retired to the Chamber 
of Parliament to consult on their Verdict, that ‘even in 
that Case (much stronger than the Observation of your 
Committee requires for its Support) if their Opinions 
should then be demanded by the Peers, for the Informa- 
tion of their private Conscience, yet ‘they determined 
that they should be given in public. This Resolution is 
in itself so solemn, and is so bottomed on Constitutional 
Principle, and legal Policy, that your Committee have 
thought fit to insert it verbatim, in their Report, as they 
relied upon it at the Bar of the Court, when they con- 
tended for the same Publicity. 
“* It was resolved, That in case the Peers who are 
Triers after the Evidence given, and the Prisoner 
withdrawn, and they gone 4o consult of the Verdict, 
should desire to speak with any of the Judges, to 
have their Opinion upon any Point of Law, that 
if the Lord Steward spoke to us to go, we should 
go to them. But when the Lords asked us any 
Question, we should not deliver any private Opi- 
nion; but let them know, we were not to deliver 
any private Opinion without Conference with the rest 
of the Judges, and that to be done openly in Court ; 
and this (notwithstanding the Precedent in the Case of 
“ the Earl of Castlehaven) was thought prudent, in re- 
“ gard of ourselves, as well as for the avordin, ——— 
“ which might grow by private fet L Resolu- 
“ tions of Judges being ALWAYS done in public.” 

The Judges in this Resolution over-ruled the Au- 
thority of the Precedent, which militated against the 
whole Spirit of their Place and Profession. Their 
Declaration was without Reserve or Exception, that 
* all Resolutions of the Judges are always done in 
“ public.”—These Judges (as should be remembered 
to their lasting Honour) did not think it oy oo 
from their Dignity, nor from their Duty to the House 
of Lords, to take such Measures concerning the Pub- 
licity of their Resolutions, as should secure them from 
Suspicion. They knew that the mere Circumstance of 
Privacy in a Judicature, where any Publicity is in Use, 
tends to beget Suspicion and Jealousy.—Your Com- 
mittee is of Opinion, that the Honourable Policy of 
avoiding Suspicion, by reg Privacy, is not lessened 
by any Thin which exists in the present Time, and in 
the present Trial. P 

Your Committee has here to remark, that this 
learned Judge seemed to think the Case of Lord 
Audley (Castlehaven) to be more against him, than im 
Truth it was. The Precedents were as follow: The 
Opinions of the Judges were taken Three Times. The 
First Time by the Attorney General at Serjeant's Inn, 
antecedent to the Trial—The last Time, after the Peers 
had retired to eonsult on their Verdict—The middle

Time, was during the Trial itself ; and here the Opinion . 


was taken in open Court, agreeably to what your Com- 
mittee contends to have been the Usage ever since this 
Resolution of the Judges. What was done before seemed 
to have passed sub silentio, and possibly through mere 
Inadvertence. 

Your Committee observes, That the Precedents b 
them relied on, were furnished from Times in whic 
the Judicial Proceedings in Parliament, and in all 
our Courts, had obtained a very regular Form. They 
were furnished at a Period in which, Justice Blackstone 
remarks, that more ‘Laws were*passed, of Importance 
to the Rights and Liberties of the Subject, than in 
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any other.: These Precedents lean all oné Way, and 
carry no Marks of Accommodation to the variable 
Spirit of the Times, and of political Occasions. ‘They 
are the same before. and: after the Revolution. They 
are the same through Five Reigns. The great Men 
who presided in the Tribunals which furnished these 
Examples were in opposite political Interests, but all 
distinguished for their Ability, Integrity, and Learn- 


ing. 

"The Earl of Nottingham, who was the First on the 
Bench to promulgate this Publicity as a Rule, has 
not left us to seek the Principle in the Case: That 
very learned Man considers the Publicity of the Ques- 
tions and Answers as a Matter of Justice, and of Justice 
favourable to the Prisoner. In the Case of Mr. Hastings 


the Prisoner's Counsel did not join your Committee . 


in their Endeavours to obtain the Publicity we de- 
manded. Their Reasons we can only conjecture. 
But your Managers, acting for this House, were not 
the ‘i bound, to see that the due Parliamentary 
Course should be pursued, even when it is most fa- 
vourable to those whom they impeach. If it should 
answer the Purposes of One Prisoner, to waive the 
Rights which belong to all Prisoners, it was the Duty 
of your Managers to protect those general Rights 
against that particular Prisoner. It was still more 
their Duty to endeavour, that their own Questions 
should not be erroneously stated, or Cases put which 
varied from those which they argued, or Opinions 
given in a Manner not supported by the Spirit of our 

aws and Institutions, or by Analogy with the Prac- 
tice of all our Courts. 

Your Committee, much in the Dark about a Mat- 
ter, in which it was so necessary that they should re- 
ceive every Light, have heard, that in debating this 


Matter abroad, it has been objected, that many of 


the Precedents on which we most relied were furnish- 
ed in the Courts of the Lord High Steward, and not 


in Trials where the Peers were Judges; and that the 


Lord High Steward not having it in his Power to re- 
tire with the Juror Peers, the Judges Opinions, from 
Necessity, not from Equity to the Parties, were given 
before that Magistrate. 

Your Committee thinks it scarcely possible, that 
the Lords could be influenced by such a feeble Argu- 
ment. For, admitting the Fact to have been as sup- 
posed, there is no Sort of Reason why so uniform a 
Course of Precedents, in a legal Court, composed of 
a Peer for Judge, and Peers for Triers—a Course so 
favourable to all Parties and to equal Justice—a 
Course in Concurrence with the Procedure of all our 
other Courts, should not have the greatest Authority 
over their Practice in every Trial before the whole Body 
of the Peerage. 

The Earl of Nottingham, who acted as High 
Steward in One of these Commissions, certainly knew 
what he was saying. He gave no such Reason. His 

ment for the Publicity of the Judges Opinions, 
did not turn at all on the Nature of his Court, or of 
his Office in that Court. It rested on the Equity of 
the Principle, and on the fair Dealing due’ to the 
Prisoner. 

Lord Somers was in no such Court; yet his Decla- 
ration is full as strong. He does not indeed argue 
the Point, as the-Earl of Nottingham did when he 
considered it as a new Case. Lord Somers considers 
it.as a Point quite settled—-and no longer stand- 
ing in Need of being supported by Reason or Prece- 

ent. 

. But it is a Mistake that the Precedents stated in this 
Report are wholly drawn from Proceedings in that 
Kind of Court. Only Two are cited, which are fur- 
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nished from a Court constituted in the manner sup- 
posed. The rest were in Trials by all the Peers, and 
not by a Jury of Peers with an High Steward: 

After long Discussions with the Peers on this Sub- 
ject, “ The Lords Committees in a Conference told 
them [the Committee of this House appointed to 
a Conference on the Matter] that the High Steward 
“is but Speaker pro tempore, and- giveth his Vote 
“ as well as the other Lords: This changeth not the 
‘“‘ Nature of the Court. And the Lords declared, 
“ that they have Power enough to procecd to Trial, 
“ though the King should not name an High 
“ Steward.” On the same Day, “ It is declared and 
“ ordered, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in 
“Parliament assembled, that the Office of High 
Steward on Trials of Peers upon Impeachments 
is not necessary to the House of Peers—but that 
the Lords may proceed in such Trials, if an High 
Steward is not appointed, according to their humble 
Desire.” 

To put the Matter out ofall Doubt, and to remove 
all Jealousy on the Part of the Commons, the Com- 
mission of the Lord High Steward. was -then al- 
tered. . 

These Rights, contended for by the Commons in 
their Impeachments, and admitted by the Peers, were 
asserted in the Proceedings preparatory to the Trial of 
Lord Stafford, in which that long Chain of uniform 
Precedents, with regard to the Publicity of the Judges 
Opinions in Trials, begins. 

For these last Citations, and some of the Remarks, 
your Committee are indebted to the learned and up- 
right Justice Foster. They have compared them with 
the Journals, and find them correct. The same ex- 
cellent Author proceeds to demonstrate that whatever 
he says of Trials by Impeachment is equally applica- 
ble to Trials before the High Steward on Indictment ; 
and consequently that there is no Ground for a Dis- 
tinction, with regard to the public Declaration of the 
Judges Opinions, founded on the Inapplicability of 
either of these Cases to the other. The Argument on 
this whole Matter is so satisfactory, that your Com- 
mittee has annexed it at large to their Report*. As 
there is no difference, in Fact, between these Trials 
(especially since. the Act which provides that all the 
Peers shall be summoned to the Trial of a Peer) so 
there is no Difference. in the Reason and Principle of 
the Publicity, let the Matter of the Steward’s Juris- 
diction be as it may. 


PUBLICITY GENERAL. 


Your Committee do not find any positive Law 
which binds the Judges of the Courts in Westminster 
Hall publicly to give a reasoned Opinion from the 
Bench, in Support of their Judgment upon Matters 
that are stated. before them.. But the Course hath pre- 
vailed from the oldest Times. It hath been so 
general and so uniform, that it. must be considered as 
the Law of the Land. It has prevailed, so far as we 
can discover, not only in all the Courts which now 
exist, whether of Law or Equity, but in those which 
have been suppressed or disused, such as the Court of 
Wards and the Star Chamber. An Author quoted 
by Rushworth, speaking of the Constitution of that 
— “ And so it was resolved, by the Judges, on 
“ Reference made to them ; and their Opinion, after de- 
“. liberate Hearing, and View of former Precedents, was 
“* published in open Court }.” At appears elsewhere in 


the same Compiler, that all their Proceedings were x 


public 
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public, even 
ment. 

The Judges in their Reasonings have always been 
used to observe on the Arguments employed by the 
Counsel on either Side; and on the Authorities cited 
by them, assigning the Grounds for rejecting the Au- 
thorities which they reject, or for adopting those to 
which they adhere, or for a different Construction of 
Law, according to the Occasion. This Publicity, 
not only of Decision but of Deliberation, is not con- 
fined to their several Courts, whether of Law or 
Equity, whether above, or at Nisi Prius, but it pre- 
vails where they are assembled in the Exchequer 
Chamber, or at Serjeant’s Inn, or wherever Matters 
come before the Judges collectively for Consultation 
and Revision.—It seems to your Committee to be 
moulded in the essential Frame and Constitution of 
British Judicature. 

Your Committee conceives, that the English Juris- 
prudence has not any other sure Foundation, nor 
consequently the Lives and Properties of the Subject 
any sure Hold, but in the Maxims, Rules, and Prin- 
ciples, and juridical traditionary Line of Decisions con- 
tained in the Notes taken, and from Time to Time 
published (mostly under the Sanction of the Judges) 
called Reports. 

In the early Periods of the Law it appears to your 
Committee, that a Course still better had been pur- 
sued, but grounded on the same Principles; and that 
no other Cause than the Multiplicity of Business pre- 
vented its Continuance. “ Of ancient Time (says 
Lord Coke) in Cases of Difficulties, either Criminal or 
« Civil, the Reasons and Causes of the Judgment were 
set down upon the Record, and so continued in the 
“ Reigns of Ed. 1. and Ed. 11. and then there was no 
need of Reports; but in the Reign of Ed. Ul. 
“ (when the Law was in its Height) the Causes and 
Reasons of Judgments, in respect of the Multitude 
of them, are not set down in the Record, but then 
the great Casuists and Reporters of Cases, (certain 

ave and sad Men) published the Cases, and the 
Seales and Causes of the Judgments or Resolutions, 
which, from the Beginning of the Reign of Ed. 111. 
and since, we have in Print. But these also, though 
of great Credit and excellent Use in their Kind, 
yet far underneath the Authority of the Parliament 
“ Rolls, reporting the Acts, Judgments, and Resolutions 
of that highest Court.” 

Reports, though of a Kind less authentic than the 
Year Books to which Coke alludes, have continued 
without Interruption to the Time in which we live. 
It is well known, that the elementary Treatises of 
Law, and the dogmatical Treatises of English Juris- 
prudence, whether they appear under the Names of 
Institutes, Digests, or Commentaries, do not rest on 
the Authority of the supreme Power, like the Books 
called the Institute, Digest, Code, and authentic Col- 
lations in the Roman Law. With us, Doctrinal Books 
of that Description have little or no Authority, other 
than as they are supported by the adjudged Cases and 
Reasons given at One Time or other from the Bench; 
and to these they constantly refer. This appears in 
Coke’s Institutes, in Comyns’s Digest, and in all Books 
of that Nature. To give Judgment privately is to put 
an End to Reports ; and to put an End to Reports, is 
to put an End to the Law of England. It was fortu- 
nate for the Constitution of this Riseion, that in the 
Judicial Proceedings in the Case of Ship Money, the 
Judges did not then venture to depart from the ancient 
Course. They gave and they argued their Judgment in 
open Court *. eir Reasons were publicly given ; and 
the Reasons assigned for their Judgment took away all 
its Authority. 
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The great Historian Lord Clarendon, at that Period 


a young Lawyer, has told us, that the Judges Gave ag: Lente F 
l 


Law from the Bench what every Man in the Hall knew 
not tobe Law. 

This Publicity, and this Mode of attending the De- 
cision with its. Grounds, is not observed only in the 
Tribunals where the Judges preside in a Judicial Ca- 
pacity individually or js but where they are’ 
consulted by the Peers, on the Law in all Writs of 
Error brought from below. In the Opinion they give 
of the Matter assigned as Error, One at least of the 
Judges argues the Questions at latge. He argues them 
publicly, though in the Chamber of Parliament ; and 
in such a Manner that every Professor, Practitioner, or 
Student of the Law, as well as the Parties to the Suit, 
may learn the Opinions of all the Judges of all the 
Courts upon those Points, in which the Judges in One 
Court might be mistaken. 

Your Committee is of Opinion that nothing better 
could be devised by Human Wisdom than argued Judg- 
ments publicly delivered for preserving unbroken the 
great traditionary Body of the Law, and for marking, 
whilst that great Body remained unaltered, every Va- 
riation in the Application and the Construction of par- 
ticular Parts; for pointing out the Ground of each 
Variation ; and for enabling the Learned of the Bar 
and all intelligent Laymen to distinguish those Changes 
made for the Advancement of a more solid, equit- 
able, and substantial Justice, according to the variable 
Nature of Human Affairs, a progressive Experience, 
and the Improvement of Moral Philosophy, from those 
hazardous Changes in any of the ancient Opinions 
and Decisions, which may arise from Ignorance, from 
Levity, from false Refinement, from a Spirit of Inno- 
vation, or from other Motives, of a Nature not more 
justifiable. 

Your Committee, finding this Course of Proceeding 
to be concordant with the Chaenetes and Spirit of our 
Judicial Proceeding, continued from Time imme- 
morial, supported by Arguments of sound Theory, 
and confirmed by Effects highly beneficial, could not 
see without Uneasiness, in this great Trial for Indian 
Offences, a marked Innovation. Against their rei- 
terated Requests, Remonstrances, and Protestations, 
the Opinions of the Judges were always taken 
secretly. | 

Not only the Constitutional Publicity for which we 
contend was refused to the Request and Entreaty of 
your Committee ; but when a noble Peer, on the 24th 
Day of June 1789, did in open Court declare, that he 
would then propose some Questions to the Judges in 
that Place, and hoped to receive their Answer openly, 
according to the approved good Customs of that and of 
other Courts—the Lords instantly put a Stop to the fur- 
ther Proceeding by an immediate Adjournment to the 
Chamber of Parliament. | 

Upon this Adjournment we find by the Lords Jour- 
nals, that the House on being resumed, ordered, that 
“ it should resolve itself into a Committee of the whole 

House on Monday next, to take into Consideration 
what is the proper Manner of putting Questions by 
the Lords to the Judges, and of their answering the 
“ same in Judicial Proceedings.” 
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The House did thereon resolve itself into a Com- 
mittee, from which the Earl of Galloway, on the 29th 
of the same Month, reported as follows: “ That the 
“ House has, in the Trial of Warren Hastings, Esquire, 
“ proceeded in a regular Course in the Manner of pro- 
“ pounding their Questions to the Judges in the Cham- 
“ ber of Parliament, and in receiving their Answers to 
* them in the same Place.” 

The Resolution was agreed to by the Lords; but 

the 
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the Protest (as. yen was entered thereupon, and 
su ad by strong Arguments. 

Niésir Cosaihitics) doar that this Resolution states 
only, that the House had proceeded inv this secret 
Manner of propounding Questions to the Judges, and 
of receiving their Answers ce the Trial, and on 
Matters of Debate between the Parties, “in a regular 
“ Course.” It does not assert that another Course 
would not have been as regular. It does not state 


-either Judicial Convenience, Principle, or Body of Pre- 


cedents for that regujar Course. No such Body of 
Precedents appear on the Journal that we could dis- 
cover. Seven-and-Twenty at least, in a regular Series, 
are directly contrary to this regular Course. Since the 
ZEra of the 29th of June 1789, no One Question has 
been admitted to go publicly to the Judges. 

This determined and systematic Privacy was the more 
alarming to your Committee, because the Questions did 
not (except in that Case) originate from the Lords for 
the Direction of their own Conscience. ‘These Ques- 
tions, in some material Instances, were not made or 
allowed by the Parties at the Bar, nor settled in open 
Court, but differed materially from what your Managers 
contended was the true State of the Question, as put 
and argued by them. They were such as the Lords 
thought proper to state for them. Strong Remonstrances 
produced some Alteration in this Particular; but even 
after these Remonstrances, several Questions were made, 
on Statements which the Managers never made nor 
admitted. 

Your Committee does not know of any Precedent 
before this, in which the Peers, on a Proposal of the 
Commons, or of a less weighty Person before their 
Court, to have the Cases publicly referred to the 
Judges, and their Arguments and Resolutions deli- 
vered in their Presence, absolutely refused. The very 
few Precedents of such private Reference on Trials, 
have been made, as we have observed already, sub 
silentio, and without any Observation from the Par- 
ties. 

In the Precedents we produce, the Determination 
is accompanied with its Reasons, and the Publicity 
is considered as the clear undoubted Right of the 
Parties. 

Your Committee, using their best Diligence, have 
never been able to form a clear Opinion upon the 
Ground and Principle of these Decisions. The mere 
Result upon each Case decided by the Lords fur- 
nished them with no Light from any Principle, Pre- 
cedent, or foregone Authority of Law or Reason, to 
guide them with regard to the next Matter of Evi- 
dence which they had to offer, or to discriminate 
what Matter ought to be urged, or to be set aside; 
your Committee not being able to divine, whether 
the particalar Evidence, which, upon a conjectural 
Principal, they might choose to abandon, would not 
appear to this House, and to the judging World at 
large, to be admissible, and possibly decisive Proof. 
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In these Straights they had and have no Choice, but 
either wholly to abandon the Prosecution, and of con- 
sequence to betray the Trust reposed in them by this 
House, or to bring forward such Matter of Evidence 
as they are furnished with from sure Sources of Au- 
thenticity, and which in their Judgment, aided by the 
best Advice they could obtain, is possessed of a moral 
Aptitude juridically to prove or to illustrate the Case 
which the House had given them in Charge. 


MODE of PUTTING the QUESTIONS. 


When your Committee came to examine into those 
private Opinions of the Judges, they found, to their 
no small Concern, that the Mode both of putting the 
Questions to the Judges, and their Answers, was still 
more unusual and unprecedented than the Privacy with 
which those Questions were given and resolved. 

This Mode strikes, as we apprehend, at the vital 
Privileges of the House. For, with the single Exception 
of the First Question put to the Judges in 1788, the 
Case being stated, the Questions are raised directly, 
specifically, and by Name, on those Privileges ; that is, 
what Evidence it 1s competent for the Managers of the 
House of Commons to produce ? 

We conceive, that it was not proper, or justified by 
a single Precedent, to refer to the Judges of the inferior 
Courts any Question, and still less for them to decide 
in their Answer, of what is or is not competent for 
the House of Commons, or for any Committee acting 
under their Authority, to do, or not to do, in any In- 
stance or Respect whatsoever. This new and unheard 
of Course can have no other Effect than to subject to 
the Discretion of the Judges the Law of Parliament 
and the Privileges of the House of Commons, and in 
a great Measure the Judicial Privileges of the Peers 
themselves; any Intermeddling in which on their 
Part, we conceive to be a dangerous and unwarrant- 
able Assumption of Power. It is contrary to what 
has been declared by Lord Coke himself, in a Passage 
before quoted, to be the Duty of the Judges ;. and to 
what the Judges of former Times have confessed to be 
their Duty; on Occasions to which he refers, in the 
Time of Henry the Sixth. And we are of Opinion 
that the Conduct of those Sages of the Law, and others 
their Successors, who have been thus diffident and 
cautious in giving their Opinions upon Matters con- 
cerning Parliament, and particularly on the Privileges of 
the House of Commons, was laudable in the Example, 
and ought to be followed; particularly the Principles 
upon which the Judges declined to give their Opinions 
in the Year 1614. Tt appears by the Journals of the 
Lords, that a Question concerning the Law relative 
to Impositions having been put to the Judges, the Pro- 
ceeding was as follows : 

“ Whether the Lords, the Judges, shall be heard 
“ deliver their Opinion touching the Point of Im- 
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* Dissentient. 


ist. Because, by consulting the Judges out of Court in the Absence of the Parties, and with shut Doors, we have deviated from the 
most approved, and almost uninterrupted, Practice of above a Century and a Half, and established a Precedent not only destructive 
of the Justice due to the Parties at our Bar, but materially injurious to the Rights of the Community at large, who in Cases of

2dly. Because, from private Opinions of the Judges, upon private Statements, which the Parties have neither heard nor seen, Grounds 
of a Decision will be obtained, which must inevitably affect the Cause at Issue at our Bar ; this Mode of Proceeding seems to be a Violation 


of the First Principle of Justice, inasmuch as we thereby force 


and confine the Opinions of the Jadges to our private Statement ; and 


through the Medium of our subsequent Decision we transfer the Effect of those Opinions to the Parties, who have been deprived of the 
Right and Advantage of being heard by such private, though unintended, Transmutation of the Point at Issue. 

3dly. Because the Prisoners who may hereafter have the Misfortune to stand at our Bar will be deprived of that Consolation which the 
Lord Sige Seward Nottingham conveyed to the Prisoner, Lord Cornwallis, viz. “ That the Lords have that tender Regard of a Prisoner

4thly. Because unusual Mystery and Secrecy in our Judicial Proceedings must tend either to discredit the Acquittal of the Prisoner, 
or render the Justice of his Condemnation doubtful. 
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positions before further Consideration be had of 

Answer to be returned to the Lower House, 

concerning the Message from them lately re- 

ceived.” 

“« Whereupon the Number of the Lords, requiring 

to hear the Judges Opinions by saying ‘“‘ Content,’ 
exceeding the others which said ‘ Non Content,” 
the Lords, the Judges, so desiring were permitted 
to withdraw themselves into the Lord Chancellor’s 
private Rooms; where having remained awhile, 

and advised together, they returned into the House, 
and having taken their Places, and standing dis- 
covered, did by the Mouth of the. Lord Chief Justice 
of the King’s Bench, humbly desire to be forborne 
at this Time, in this Place, to deliver any Opinion 
in this Case, for many weighty and important Rea- 
sons, which his Lordship delivered with great Gra- 
vity and Eloquence; concluding, that himself and 
his Brethren are upon Particulars in Judicial 

Course to speak and judge between the King’s 
Majesty and his People, and likewise between his 
Highness’s Subjects, and in no Case to be Dispu- 

tants on any Side,” 

Your Committee do not find any Thing which, 
through Inadvertence or Design, had a Tendency to 
subject the Law and Course of Parliament to the Opi- 
nions of the Judges of the inferior Courts, from that 
Period until the 1st of James the Second. The Trial 
of Lord Delamere for High Treason was had by Spe- 
cial Commission before the Lord High Steward: It 
was before the Act which directs that a// Peers should 
be summoned to such Trials. This was. not a Trial 
in full Parliament, in which Case it was then contended 
for, that the Lord High Steward was the Judge of the 
Law, presiding in the Court, but had no Vote in the 

Verdict; and that the Lords were Triers only, and 
had no Vote in the Judgment of Law. This was 
looked on as the Course, where the ‘Irial was not in 
full Parliament, in which latter Case, there was no 
Doubt but that the Lord High Steward made a Part 
of the Body. of the Triers, and that the whole House 
was the Judge*. 

In this Cause, after the Evidence for the Crown 
had been closed, the Prisoner prayed the Court to 
adjourn. The Lord High Steward doubted his 
Power to take that Step in that Stage of the Trial; 
and the Question was ‘ Whether, the Trial not 
being im full Parliament, when the Prisoner is upon 
“ his Trial, and Evidence for the King is given, the 
“© Lords being (as it may be térmed) charged with 
“ the Prisoner, the Peers may separate for a Time, 
“ which is the Consequence of an Adjournment.” 

The Lord High Steward doubted of his Power to 
adjourn the Court. The Case was evidently new; 
and his Grace proposed to have the Opinion of the 
Judges upon it. The Judges, in Consequence, offer- 
ing to withdraw into the Exchequer Chamber, Lord 
Falconberg “ insisted that the Question concerned the 
“ Privilege of the Peerage only, and conceived that 

the Judges are not concerned to make any Determina- 

** tion in that Matter; and being such a Point of Pri- 

“ vilege, certainly the inferior Courts have no Right to 

“* determine it.” It was insisted, therefore, that the 

Lords Triers should retire with the Judges. The 
Lord High Steward thought differently, and opposed 

this Motion; but, finding the other Opinion generally 
prevalent, he gave Way, and the Lords Triers retired, 

taking the Judges to their Consult. 
When the Judges returned, they 

Opinion in open Court. 

Lord Chief Justice Herbert spoke for himself 

and the rest of the Judges. After observing on the 
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Novelty of the Case, with a temperate 
Reserve with Regard to the 


Judges on such Occasions, and declared, ‘“ Adil that 
“< we, the Judges, can-do, is to acquaint your Grace and 
“ the noble Lords, what the Law is in the inferior 
“ Courts in Cases of the like Nature, and the Reason of 
the Law in those Points, and then leave the Juris- 
diction of the Court to its proper Judgment.” The 
Chief Justice concluded his Statement of the U 
below, and his Observations on the Difference of the 
Cases of a Peer tried in full Parliament, and by a 
special Commission, in this Manner : 

“ Upon the whole Matter, my Lords, whether the 
Peers, being Judges in the One and not in the 
other Instance, alters the Case, or whether the Rea- 
son of the Law in inferior Courts, why the Jury 
are not permitted to separate until they have dis- 
charged themselves of their Verdict, may have any 
Influence on this Case, where that Reason seems to 
fail, the Prisoner being to be tried by Men of un- 
questionable Honour, we cannot presume so far as to 
make any Determination, in a Case which is both new 
to us, and of great Consequence in itself; but think it 
the proper Way for us, having laid Matters as we 
conceive them before your Grace and my Lords, 
to submit the Jurisdiction of your own Court to your 
own Determination.” 

It appears to your Committee, that the Lords, who 
stood against submitting the Course of their High 
Court to the inferior Judges, and that the Judges, 
who, with a legal and constitutional Discretion, de- 
clined giving any Opinion in this Matter, acted as be- 
came them; and your Committee sees. no Reason 
why the Peers, at this Day, should be less attentive 
to the Rights of their Court, with Regard to an ex- 
clusive Judgment on their own Proceedings, or to the 
Rights of the Commons acting as Accusers for the 
whole Commons of Great Britain in that Court, or 
why the Judges should be less reserved in deciding 
upon any of these Points of high Parliamentary Pri- 
vilege, than the Judges of that and the preceding 
Periods. This present Case is a Proceeding in full 
Parliament, and not like the Case under the Com- 
mission in the Time of James the Second, and still 
more evidently out of the Province of Judges in the 
inferior Courts. 

All the Precedents previous to the Trial of Warren 
Hastings, Esquire, seem to your Committee to be uni- 
form. The Judges had constantly refused to give an 
Opinion on any of the Powers, Privileges, or Compe- 
tencies of either House. But in the present Instance 
your Committee has found, with great Concern, a 
further Matter of Innovation. 

Hitherto the constant Practice has been to put 
Questions to the Judges but in the Three following 
Ways; as, 

ist, A Question of pure abstract Law, without 
Reference to any Case, or merely upon an A, B. Case 
stated to them. 

adly, To the legal Construction of some Act of 
Parliament. 

3dly, To report the Course of Proceeding in the 
Courts below, upon an abstract Case. 

Besides these Three, your Committee knows not of 
a single Example of any Sort, during the Course of 
any Judicial Proceeding at the Bar of the House of 
Lords, whether the Prosecution has been by Indict- 
ment, by Information from the Attorney General, or 
by Impeachment of the House of Commons. 

In the present Trial the Judges appear to your 
Committee not to have given their ae On 
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Points of Law, stated as such, but to have in Effect tried 
the Cause, in the whole Course of it, with One Instance 


to the ern 

The Lords have stated no Question of General Law ; 
no Question on the Construction of an Act of Parlia- 
ment; no Question concerning the Practice of the 
Courts below. They put the whole gross Case, and 
Matter in Question, with all its Circumstances, to the 
Judges. They have, for the First Time, demanded of 
them what particular Person, Paper, or Document 
ought, or ought not, to be produced before them by 
the Managers for the Commons of Great Britain.—For 
Instance, whether, under such an Article, the Bengal 
Consultations of such a Day, the Examination of Rajah 
Nundcomar, and the like. 

The Operation of this Method is in Substance, not 
only to make the Judges Masters of the whole Process 
and Conduct of the Trial, but through that Medium to 
transfer to them the ultimate Judgment on the Cause 
itself, and its Merits. 

The Judges attendant on the Court of Peers, 
hitherto have not been supposed to know the Parti- 
culars and minute Circumstances of the Cause, and 
must therefore be incompetent to determine upon 
those Circumstances. The Evidence taken is not, of 
course, that we can find, delivered to them—nor do 
we find, that in Fact any Order has been made 
for that Purpose, even supposing that the Evidence 
could at all regularly be put before them. They are 
present in Court, not to hear the Trial but solely to 
advise in Matter of Law—they cannot take upon 
themselves to say any Thing about the Bengal Con- 
sultations, or to know any Thing of Rajah Nund- 
comar, of Kelleram, or of Mr. Basile or Sir John 
Clavering, 

That the House may be the more fully enabled to 
judge of the Nature and Tendency of thus putting the 
Question specifically, and on the gross Case, your Com- 
mittee thinks fit here to insert One of those Questions, 
reserving a Discussion of its particular Merits to another 
Place. It was stated on the 22d of April 1790, “ On 
“‘ that Day the Managers proposed to shew that Kel- 
“ leram fell into great Balances with the East India 
“ Company, in Consequence of his Appointment.”— 
It is so stated in the printed Minutes (p. 1206.) But 
the real Tendency and Gist of the Proposition is not 
shewn.—However the Question was put, “ whether it 
‘“* be or be not competent to the Managers for the Com- 
“ mons to give Evidence upon the Charge in the 6th 
Article to prove that the Rent which the Defendant 
Warren Hastings, Esquire, let the Lands mentioned 
in the said 6th Article of Charge to Kelleram, fell into 
Arrear and was deficient ; and whether, if Proof were 
offered that the Rent fell into Arrear immediately 
after the letting, the Evidence in that Case would be 
competent ? 

‘““ The Judges answered on the 27th of the said 
Month, as follows: Jt is not competent for the Ma- 
nagers for the House of Commons to give Evidence 
upon the Charge in the 6th Article, to prove that the 
Rent at which the Defendant, Warren Hastings, let 
the Lands in the said 6th Article of Charge to Kel- 
leram, fell into Arrear and was deficient.” 

_ The House will observe, that on the Question Two 
Cases of Competence were put—The First on the 
Competence of Managers for the House of Commons 
to give the Evidence supposed to be offered by them, 
but which we deny to have been offered in the Pc 
and for the Purpose assumed in this Question: The 
Second is ina shape apparently more abstracted, and 
more nearly approaching to Ruatiementary Regula- 
rity—on the Competence of the Evidence itself, in 
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the Case of a supposed Circumstance being superadded. 


The Judges answered only the First, denying flatly 
the Competence of the M rs. As to the Second, 
the Competence of the supposed Evidence, they are 
profoundly silent. Having given this Blow to our 
Competence, about the other Question (which, was 
more within their Province) namely, the Competence 
of Evidence on a Case hypothetically stated, they give 
themselves no Trouble. the Lords on that Occasion 
rejected the whole Evidence. On the Face of the 
Judges Opinion, it is a Determination on a Case, the 
Trial of which was not with them, but it contains no 
Rule or Principle of Law, to which alone it was their 
Duty to speak*. 

These essential Innovations tend, as your Committee 
conceives, to make an entire Alteration in the Constitu- 
tion, and in the Purposes of the High Court of Parlia- 
ment, and even to reverse the ancient Relations between 
the Lords and the Judges. 

It tends wholly to take away from the Commons the 
Benefit of making good their Case before the proper 
Judges, and submits this high Inquest to the inferior 
Courts. . 

Your Committee sees no Reason why, on the same 
Principles and Precedents, the Lords may not termi- 
nate their Proceedings in this, and in all future Trials, 
by sending the whole Body of Evidence taken before 
them in the Shape of a Special Verdict, to the Judges, 
and may not demand of them, whether they ought, on 
the whole Matter, to acquit or condemn the Prisoner ; 
nor can we discover any Cause that should hinder 
them from deciding on the accumulative Body of the 
Evidence, as hitherto they have done in its Parts, and 
from dictating the Existence or Non-existence of a 
Misdemeanor or other Crime in the Prisoner, as they 
think fit ;—without any more Reference to Principle, 
or Precedent of Law, than hitherto they have thought 
proper to apply in determining on the several Parcels 
of this Cause. 

Your Committee apprehends, that very serious In- 
conveniencies and Mischiefs may hereafter arise from a 
Practice in the House of Lords, of considering itself 
as unable to act without the Judges of the inferior 
Courts, of implicitly following their Dictates, of ad- 
hering with a literal Precision to the very Words of 
their Responses, and putting them to decide on the 
Competence of the Managers for the Commons,—the 
Competence of the Evidence to be produced,—who 
are to be permitted to appear,—what Questions are to 
be asked of Witnesse8,—and indeed, Parcel by Parcel, 
on the Whole of the gross Case before them ; as well 
as to determine upon the Order, Method, and Process 
of every Part of their Proceedings.. The Judges of 
the inferior Courts are by Law rendered independent 
of the Crown. But this, instead of a Benefit to the 
Subject, would be a Grievance, if no Way was left of 
producing a Responsibility. 1f the Lords cannot or will 
not act without the Judges, and if (which God forbid!) 
the Commons should find it at any Time hereafter ne- 
cessary to impeach them before the Lords; this House 
would find the Lords disabled in their Functions, fearful 
of giving any Judgment on Matter of Law, or admitting 
any Proof of Fact without them; and having Once as- 
sumed the Rule of Proceeding and Practice below as 
their Rule, they must at every Instant resort, for their 
Means of judging, to the Authority of those whom they 
are appointed to judge. 

Your Committee must always act with Re to 
Men as they are. There are no Privileges or Exemp- 
tions from the Infirmities of our common Nature. 
We are sensible, that all Men, and without any evil 
Intentions, will naturally wish to extend their own 

Jurisdiction, 





* All the Resolutions of the Judges, to the Time of the Reference to the Committee, are in the Appendix, N° 2, 
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Jurisdiction, and to weaken all the Power by which 
they may be limited and controlled. It is the Busi- 
ness of the House of Commons to counteract this 
Tendency. This House had given to its Managers 
no Power to abandon its Privileges, and the Rights 
of its Constituents. They were themselves as little 
disposed, as authorized, to make this Surrender. They 
are Members of this House, not only charged with the 
Management of this Impeachment, but partaking of a 
general Trust, inseparable from the Commons of Great 
Britain in Parliament assembled, One of whose prin- 
cipal Functions and Duties it is, to be observant of 
the Courts of Justice, and to take due Care that none 
of them, from the lowest to the highest, shall pursue 
new Courses unknown to the Laws and Constitution 
of this Kingdom, or to Equity, sound legal Policy, 
or substantial Justice. 

Your Committee were not sent into Westminster 
Hail for the Purpose of contributing in their Persons, 
and under the Authority of the House, to change the 
Course or Law of Parliament, which had continued 
unquestioned for at least Four hundred Years. Nei- 
ther was it any Part of their Mission to suffer Pre- 
cedents to be established, with relation to the Law 
and Rule of Evidence, which tended in their Opinion 
to shut up for ever all the Avenues to Justice. They 
were not to consider a Rule of Evidence as a Means 
of Concealment. They were not, without a Struggle, 
to suffer any Subtleties to prevail, which would render 
a Process in Parliament, not the Terror, but the 
Protection of all the Fraud and Violence arising from 
the Abuse of British Power in the East. Accordingly, 
your Managers contended with all their Might, as 
- their Predecessors in the same Place had contended 
with more Ability and Learning, but not with more 
Zeal and more Firmness, against those dangerous In- 
novations as they were successively introduced : They 
held themselves bound constantly to protest, and in 
One or Two Instances they did protest, in Discourses 
of considerable Length, against those private, and for 
what they could find, unargued Judicial Opinions, 
which must, as they fear, introduce by Degrees the 
miserable Servitude which exists where the Law is un- 
certain or unknown. 


DEBATES on EVIDENCE. 


The Chief Debates at the Bar, and the Decisions 
of the Judges (which we find in all Cases implicitly 
adopted, in all their Extent, and without Qualifica- 
tion, by the Lords) turned upon Evidence. 
Committee, before the Trial began, were apprized, by 
Discourses which Prudence did not permit them to 
neglect, that Endeavours would be used to embarrass 
them in their Proceedings by Exceptions against Evi- 
dence ; that the Judgments and Opinions of the Courts 
below would be resorted to on this Subject; that 
there the Rules of Evidence were precise, rigorous, 
and inflexible ; and that the Counsel for the Criminal 
would endeavour to introduce the same Rules, with 
the same Severity and Exactness, into this Trial. 

Your Committee were fully assured, and were re- 
solved strenuously to contend, that no Doctrine or Rule 
of Law, much less the Practice of any Court, ought 
to have Weight or Authority in Parliament, further 
than as such Doctrine, Rule, or Practice, is agreeable 
to the Proceedings in Parliament, or hath received the 
Sanction of approved Precedent there; or is founded 
on the immutable Principles of substantial Justice, 
without which, your Committee readily agrees, no 
Practice in any Court, high or low, is proper or fit 
to be maintained. 

In this Preference of the Rules observed in the 
High Court of Parliament, pre-eminently superior to 
all the rest, there is no Claim made, which the in- 
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ferior Courts do not make, each with regard to itself. 
It is well known, that the Rules of Proceedings in 
these Courts vary and some of them very essentially ; 
yet the Usage of each Court is the Law) of the Court, 
and it would be vain to object to any. Rule in any 
Court, that it is not the Rule of another Court. | For 
instance, as a general Rule, the Court of King’s Bench, 
on Trials by Jury, cannot receive Depositions, but 
must judge by Testimony vivd voce. The Rule of the 
Court of Chancery is not only not the same, but it is 
the Reverse, and Lord Hardwicke ruled accordingly : 
“The constant and established Proceedings of this 
“ Court,” said this great Magistrate, “ are on written 
“« Evidence, like the Proceedings on the Civil and 
“ Canon Law. This is the Course of the Court, and 
“ the Course of the Court is the Law of the Court.” 
—Atkyns, Vol. I. p. 446. 

Your Managers were convinced that One of the 
principal Reasons for which this Cause was brought 
into Parliament, was the Danger that in inferior 
Courts their Rule would be formed naturally upon 
their ordinary Experience, and the Exigencies of the 
Cases which in ordinary Course came before them. 
This Experience, and the Exigencies of these Cases, 
extend little further than the Concerns of a People 
comparatively in a narrow Vicinage—a People of the 
same or nearly the same Language, Religion, Man- 
ners, Laws, and Habits—With them an Intercourse 
of every Kind was easy. 

These Rules of Law in most Cases, and the Practice 
of the Courts in all, could not be easily applicable to 
a People separated from Great Britain by a very great 
Part of the Globe ; separated by Manners, by Princi- 
ples of Religion, and of inveterate Habits as strong as 
Nature itself, still more than by the Circumstance of 
local Distance. Such confined and inapplicable Rules 
would be convenient indeed to Oppression, to Extor- 
tion, Bribery, and Corruption, but ruinous to the 
People whose Protection is the true Object of all tri- 
bunals, and of all their Rules. Even English Judges 
in India, who have been sufficiently tenacious of what 
they considered as the Rules of English Courts, were 
obliged, in many Points, and particularly with regard 
to Evidence, to relax very considerably, as the Civil 
and Politic Government has been obliged to do in 
several other Cases, on Account of insuperable Diffi- 
culties arising from a great Diversity of Manners, 
and from what may be considered as a Diversity even 
in the very Constitution of their Minds: Instances 
of which your Committee will subjoin in a future 
Appendix. 

Another great Cause, why your Committee con- 
ceived this * sd had chosen to proceed, in the High 
Court of Parliament, was because the inferior Courts 
were habituated, with very few Exceptions, to try 
Men for the Abuse only of their individual and na- 
tural Powers, which can extend but a little Way. 
Before them, Offences, whether of Fraud or Violence, 
or both, are, for much the greater Part, charged upon 
Persons of mean and obscure Condition. Those un- 
happy Persons are so far from being supported by 
Men of Rank and Influence, that the whole Weight 
and Force of the Community is directed against them. 
In this Case, they are, in general, Objects of Protection 
as well as of Punishment; and the Course perhaps 
ought, as it is commonly said to be, not to suffer any 
Thing to be applied to their Conviction beyond what 
the strictest Rules will permit. But in the Cause 
which your Managers have in Charge, the Circum- 
stances are the very Reverse to what happens in the 
Cases of mere personal Delinquency, which come be- 
fore the Courts, These Courts have not before them 
Persons who act, and who justify their Acts, by the 
Nature of a despotical and arbitrary Power. The 
Abuses, stated in our Impeachment, are not those of 
mere individual, natural Faculties, but the Abuses of 
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Civil and Political Authority. Tine Offence is that 
of One, who has carried with him in the Perpetration 
of his Crimes, whether of Violence or of Fraud, the 
whole Force of the State ;—who, in the Perpetration 
and Concealment of Offences, has had the Advantage 
of all the Means and Powers given to Government for 
the Detection and Punishment of Guilt, and for the 
Protection of the People. The People themselves, 
on whose Behalf the Commons of Great Britain take 
up this remedial and protecting Prosecution, are na- 
turally timid. Their Spirits are broken by the arbi- 
trary Power usurped over them, and claimed by the 
Delinquent as his Law. They are ready to flatter 
the Power, which they dread. They are apt to look 
for Favour by covering those Vices in the Predecessor, 
which they fear the Successor may be disposed to imi- 
tate. They have Reason to consider. Complaints as 
Means not of Redress, but of Aggravation to their 
Sufferings ; and when they shall ultimately hear that 
the Nature of the British Laws, and the Rules of its 
Tribunals, are such as by no Care or Study either 
they, or even the Commons of Great Britain, who 
take up their Cause, can comprehend, but which in 
Effect and Operation leave them unprotected, and 
render those who oppress them secure in their Spoils, 
they must think still worse of British Justice than of 
the arbitrary Power of the Company’s Servants, which 
hath been exercised to their Destruction. They will 
be for ever, what, for the greater Part, they have 
hitherto been, inclined to compromise with the Cor- 
ruption of the Magistrates, as a Screen against that 
Violence, from which the Laws afford them no 
Redress. 

For these Reasons, your Committee did, and do, 
strongly contend, that the Court of Parliament ought 
to be open with great Facility to the Production of 
all Evidence, except that, which the Precedents of 
Parliament teach them authoritatively to reject, or 
which hath no Sort of natural Aptitude directly or 
circumstantially to prove the Case. They have been 
and. are invariably of Opinion, That the Lords ought 
to enlarge, and not to contract, the Rules of Evidence, 
according to the Nature and Difficulties of the Case, for 
Redress to the Injured, for the Punishment of Op- 
pression, for the Detection of Fraud, and, above all, to 
prevent what is the greatest Dishonour to all Laws, 
and to all Tribunals—the Failure of Justice. To 
prevent the last of these Evils all Courts in this and 
all Countries have constantly made all their Maxims 
and Principles concerning Testimony to conform ; 
although such Courts have been bound undoubtedly 
by stricter Rules, both of Form and of prescript Cases, 
than the sovereign Jurisdiction exercised by the Lords 
on the Impeachment of the Commons ever has been, 
or ever ought to be. Therefore your Committee doth 
totally reject any Rules, by which the Practice of any 
inferior Court is affirmed as a directory Guide to 
an higher, especially where the Forms and the Powers 
of the Judicature are different, and the Objects of 
Judicial Enquiry are not the same. 

Your Committee conceives that the Trial of a Cause 
is not in the Arguments or Disputations of the Prose- 
eutors and the Counsel, but in the Evidence; and that 
to refuse Evidence is to refuse to hear the Cause: 
Nothing, therefore, but the most clear and weighty 
Reasons, ought to preclude its Production. Your 
Committee conceives that, when Evidence, on the 
Face of it relevant, that is connected with the Part 
and the Charge, was denied to be competent, the Bur- 
then lay upon those who opposed it, to set forth the 
Authorities, whether of positive Statute, known recog- 
nized Maxims and Principles of Law, Passages in an 
accredited Institute, Code, Digest, or systematick 
Treatise of Laws, or some adjudged Cases, wherein 
the Courts have rejected Evidence of that Nature. 
No such Thing ever (except in One Instance, to which 
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we shall hereafter speak) was produced at the Bar, 
nor (that we know of) produced by the Lords in 
their Debates, or by the Judges in the Opinions by 
them delivered. Therefore, for any Thing which as 
et appears to your Committee to the contrary, these 
Responnes and Decisions were, in many of the Points, 
not the Determinations of any Law whatsoever, but 
mere arbitrary Decrees, to which we could not without 
solemn Protestation submit. 

- Your Committee, at an early Period, and frequently 
since the Commencement of this Trial, have neglected 
no Means of Research, which might afford them 
Information concerning these supposed strict and in- 
flexible Rules of Proceeding, and of Evidence, which 
appeared to them destructive of all the Means and Ends 
of Justice. 

And, First, they examined carefully the Rolls and 
Journals of the House of Lords, as also the printed 
Trials of Cases before that Court. 

Your Committee finds but One Instance, in the 
whole Course of Parliamentary Impeachments, in 
which Evidence offered by the Commons has been 
rejected on the Plea of Inadmissibility or Incompe- 
tence. This was in. the Case of Lord Strafforde's 
Trial ; when the Copy of a Warrant (the same not 
having any Attestation to authenticate it as a true 
Copy) was, on Deliberation, not admitted; and your 
Committee thinks, as the Case stood, with Reason.— 
But even in this One Instance, the Lords seemed to 
shew a marked Anxiety not to narrow too much the 
Admissibility of Evidence, for they confined their 
Determination “ to this individual Case,” as the Lord 
Steward reported their Resolution; and, he adds, 
“ they conceive this could be no Impediment or Fai- 
“ Jure in the Proceeding, because the Truth and Verity 
“‘ of it would depend on the First general Power 
** given to execute it, which they who manage the 
- Bienes for the Commons say they could prove.” 
—Neither have Objections to Evidence offered by 
the Prisoner been very frequently made, nor often 
allowed when made.—In the same Case of Lord Straf- 
forde, Two Books produced by his Lordship, without 
Proof by whom they were written, were rejected (and 
on a clear Principle) “ as being private Books, and 
“ no Records.” On both these Occasions, the Ques- 
tions were determined by the Lords alone, without any 
Resort to the Opinions of the Judges. In the Impeach- 
ments of Lord Stafford, Dr. Sacheverell, and Lord Win- 
toun, no Objection to Evidence appears in the Lords 
Journals to have been pressed, and not above One 
taken, which was on the Part of the Managers. 

Several Objections were indeed taken to Evidence 
in Lord Macclesfield’s Trial. They were made on the 
Part of the Managers, except in Two Instances, where 
the Objections were made by the Witnesses them- 
selves. They were all determined (those started by 
the Managers in their Favour) by the Lords them- 
selves, without any Reference to the Judges. In the 
Discussion of One of them, a Question was stated for 
the Judges concerning the Law in a similar Case upon 
an Information in the Court below ; but it was set 
aside by the previous Question. 

On the Impeachment of Lord Lovat, no more than 
One Objection to Evidence was taken by the Ma- 
nagers, against which Lord Lovat’s Counsel were not 
permitted to argue. Three Objections on the Part of 
the Prisoner were made to the Evidence offered by the 
Managers, but all without Success. The Instances of 
similar Objections in Parliamentary Trials of Peers on 
Indictments, are too few and too unimportant to require 
being particularized ;—One, that in the Case of Lord 
Warwick, has been already stated. 

The Principles of these Precedents do not in the 
least affect any Case of Evidence which your Managers 
had to support. The Paucity and Inapplicability of 
Instances of this Kind, convince your Committee that 
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the Lords have ever used some Latitude and Liberality 
in all the Means of bringing Information before them— 
nor is it easy to conceive, that, as the Lords are, and of 
Right ought to be, Judges of Law and Fact, many 
Cases should occur (except those where a Personal vivd 
voce Witness is denied to be competent) in which a 
Judge, possessing an entire Judicial Capacity, can deter- 
mine by Anticipation what is good Evidence, and what 
not, before he has heard it. When he has heard it, of 


-course he will judge what Weight it is to have upon 


his Mind, or whether it ought not entirely to be struck 
out of the Proceedings. 

Your Committee, always protesting, as before, 
against the Admission of any Law, foreign or do- 
mestic, as of Authority in Parliament, further than as 
written Reason, and the Opinion of wise and informed 
Men, has examined into the Writers on the Civil Law, 
ancient and more recent, in order to discover what 
those Rules of Evidence, in any Sort applicable to 
Criminal Cases, were, which were supposed to stand 
in the Way of the Trial of Offences committed in 
India. 

They find, that the Term Evidence, Evidentia, from 
whence our’s is taken, has a Sense different in the 


Roman Law, from what it is understood to bear in the - 


English Jurisprudence. The Term most nearly answer- 
ing to it in the Roman, being Probatio, Proof; which, 
like the Term Evidence, is a generick Term, including 
every Thing by which a doubtful Matter may be ren- 
dered more certain to the Judge; or, as Gilbert ex- 
presses it, every Matter is Evidence which amounts to 
the Proof of the Point in Question, 

On the general Head of Evidence or Proof, your 
Committee finds, that much has been written by Per- 
sons learned in*the Roman Law, particularly in mo- 
dern Times; and that many Attempts have been 
made to reduce to Rules the Principles of Evidence 
or Proof, a Matter which by its very Nature seems in- 
capable of that Simplicity, Precision, and Generality, 
which are necessary to supply the Matter, or to give 
the Form to a Rule of Law. Much Learning has 
been employed on the Doctrine of Indications and 
Presumptions, in their Books ; far more than is to be 
found in our Law.—- Very subtle Disquisitions were 
made, on all Matters of Jurisprudence in the Times 
of the classical Civil Law, by the Followers of the 
Stoick School. In the modern School of the same Law, 
the same Course was taken by Bartolus, Baldus, 
and the Civilians who followed them, before the com- 
plete Revival of Literature. All the Discussions to 
be found in those voluminous Writings, furnish un- 
doubtedly an useful Exercise to the Mind, by me- 
thodizing the various Forms, in which One Set of 
Facts, or Collection of Facts, or the Qualities or De- 
meanour of Persons, reciprocally influence each other ; 
and, by this Course of juridical Discipline, they add 
to the Readiness and Sagacity of those who are called 
to plead or to judge. But as Human Affairs and 
Human Actions are not of a metaphysical Nature, but 
the Subject is concrete, complex, and moral, they can- 
not be subjected (without Exceptions which reduce it 
almost to nothing) to any certain Rule. Their 
Rules with regard to Competence were many and 
strict, and our Lawyers have mentioned it to their 
Reproach, ‘“ The Civilians (it has been observed) 
“ differ in nothing more than admitting Evidence ; 
“ for they reject Histriones, &c. and whole Tribes of 
“ People.” But this extreme Rigour as to Compe- 
tency, rejected by our Law, is not found to extend to 
the Genus of Evidence, but only to a particular 
Species---Personal Witnesses. Indeed, after all their 
Efforts to fix these Things by positive and inflexible 
Maxims, the best Roman Lawyers in their best Ages 
were obliged to confess, that every Case of Evidence 
rather formed its own Rule, than that any Rule could 
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ever seem to have reduced the Admissibility of Wit- Repsit on 
nesses to a few Heads:~-“ For if,” said Callistratus, Lords Pro* 


in a Passage preserved to us in the Digest, “ the 
“ Testimony is free from Suspicion, either on Ac- 
“ count of the Quality of the Person, namely, that he 
“ is in a reputable Situation ; or for Cause,” that is 
to say, that the Testimony given is not for Reward, 
nor Favour, nor for Enmity, such a Witness is ad 
missible. This first Description goes to Competence ; 
between which and Credit, Lord Hardwicke justly 
says the Discrimination is very nice: The other Part 
of the Text shews their Anxiety to reduce Credibility 
itself to a fixed Rule. It proceeds therefore, “ His 
“ sacred Majesty, Hadrian, issued a Rescript to Vivius 
“ Varus, Lieutenant of Cilicia, to this Effect, That 
“ he who sits in Judgment is the most capable of de- 
“* termining what Credit is to be given to Witnesses.” 
The Words of the Letter of Rescript are. as follow: 
“ You ought best to know what Credit is to be given 
“ to Witnesses,—who, and of what Dignity, and of 
“ what Estimation they are, whether they seem to 
deliver their Evidence with Simplicity and Candour 
—whether they seem to bring a formed and pre- 
meditated Discourse—or whether on the Spot they 
give probable Matter in Answer to the Questions 
“ that are put to them.” And there remains a 
Rescript of the same Prince to Valerius Varus on the 
bringing out the Credit of Witnesses. This appears 
to go more to the general Principles of Evidence. It 
is in these Words: “‘ What Evidence, and in what 
‘“¢ Measure or Degree, shall amount to Proof in each 
Case, can be defined in no Manner whatsoever that 
is sufficiently certain. For though not always, yet 
frequently, the Truth of the Affair may appear 
without any Matter of Public Record. — In some 
Cases, the Number of the Witnesses, in others their 
Dignity and Authority, is to be weighed; in others 
concurring Public Fame tends to confirm the 
Credit of the Evidence in Question. This alone I 
am able, and in a few Words, to give you as my 
Determination, that you ought not too readily to 
bind yourself to try the Cause upon any One Descrip- 
tion of Evidence; but you are to estimate by your 
own Discretion what you ought to credit, or what 
appears to you not to be established by Proof suf- 

ficient.” 
The modern Writers on the Civil Law have like- 
wise much Matter on this Subject, and have intro- 
duced a Strictness, with regard to Personal Testi- 
mony which our particular Jurisprudence has not 
thought it at all proper to adopt. In others we havet 
copied them more closely. They divide Evidence into 
Two Parts, in which they do not differ from the 
Ancients. 1st. What is Evidence, or Proof by itself? 
adly. What is Presumption, “ which is a probable 
“ Conjecture from a Reference, to something which, 
“ coming from Marks and Tokens ascertained, shall 
“ be taken for Truth, until some other shall be ad- 
“ duced?” Again, they have laboured particularly 
to fix Rules for Presumptions, which they divide into, 
1. Violent and necessary.—2. Probable—3, and 
lastly, Slight and rash. But, finding, that this Head 
of presumptive Evidence (which makes so large a 
Part with them and with us in the Trial of all Causes, 
and particularly Criminal Causes) extremely difficult 
to ascertain, either with regard to what shall be con- 
sidered as exclusively creating any of these Three 
Degrees of Presumption, or what Facts, and how 
proved,—and what Marks and Tokens may serve to 
establish them,—even those Civilians, whose Cha- 
racter it is to be subtle to a Fault, have been obliged 
to abandon the Task—and have fairly confessed, that 
the Labours of Writers to fix Rules for these Mat- 
ters have been vain and fruitless. One of the most 
able of them has said, “ That the Doctors of the Law 
“ have written nothing of value concerning Presump- 
** tions,— 
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“ tions,—nodr is the Subject Matter such as to be re- 
“ duced within the prescribed Limit of any certain 
“ Rules. In truth, it is from the actual existing Case, 
and from the Circumstances of the Persons, and of 
the Business, that we ought (under the Guidance of 
an incorrupt Judgment of the Mind, which is called 
an equitable Discretion) to determine what Presump- 
tions or Conjectural Proofs are to be admitted as ra- 
tional, or rejected as false, or on which the Under- 
standing can pronounce nothing either the one Way 
or the other.” 

It is certain, that whatever Over-strictness is to be 
found’in the older Writers on this Law, with regard 
to Evidence, it chiefly related to the mere Compe- 
tency of Witnesses; yet even here the Rigour of the 
Roman Lawyers relaxed on the Necessity of the Case. 
Persons who kept Houses of ill Fame were with them 
incompetent Witnesses; yet among the Maxims of

that Law, the Rule is well known of “ Testes Lupanares | 


* in re Lupanari.” 

In ordinary Cases, they require Two Witnesses to 
prove a Fact; and therefore they held, “ that if there 
‘“¢ be but One Witness, and no probable Grounds of 
“ Presumption of some Kind (nulla Argumenta) 
“ that One Witness is by no Means to be heard ;” 
and it is not inelegantly said in that Case, “the Failure 
“ is not in the Law but in the Proof.” Non jus de- 
ficit sed Probatio. But if other Grounds of Presump- 
tion appear, One Witness is to be heard; “ for it is 
“ not necessary that One Crime should be established 
“ by One Sort of Proof only, as by Witnesses, or by 
“ Documents, or by Presumptions; all the Modes of 
“ Evidence may be so conjoined, that were none of 
“ them alone would affect the Prisoner, all the various 
* concurrent Proofs should overpower him, like a 
* Storm of Hail.” 

This is held particularly true, in Cases where Crimes 
are secret, and Detection difficult. 

The Necessity of detecting and punishing such 
Crimes superseded, in the soundest Authors, this theo- 
retick Aim at Perfection, and obliged technical Science 
to submit to practical Experience. Jn re Criminali, 
said the Rigourists, Probationes debent esse evidentes et 
Luce meridiand clariores; and so undoubtedly it is in 
Offences which admit such Proof. But Reflection 
taught them, that even ‘their favourite Rules of In- 
competence must give Way to the Exigencies of dis- 
tributive Justice. One of the best modern Writers 
on the Imperial Criminal Law, particularly as prac- 
tised in Saxony (Carpzovius) says, “ This alone I 
“ think it proper to remark, that even incompetent 
‘« Witnesses are sometimes admitted, if otherwise the 
“ Truth cannot be got at; and this particularly in 
“ Facts and Crimes which are of difficult Proof ;’—and 
for this Doctrine, he cites Farinacius, Mascardus, and 
other eminent Civilians who had written on Evidence. 
— He proceeds afterwards, ‘ however, this is to be 
“ taken with a Caution, that the Impossibility of 
otherwise discovering the Truth, is not construed 
from hence, that other Witnesses were not actually 
** concerned, but that from the Nature of the Crime, 
“or from Regard had to the Place and Time, other 
“* Witnesses could not be present.” 

Many other Passages from the same Authority, and 
from others to a similar Effect, might be added: We 
shall only remark shortly that Gai//, a Writer on the 
Practice of that Law the most frequently cited in our 
own Courts, gives the Rule more in the Form of a 
Maxim ; “ That the Law is contented with such Proof 
* as can be made, if the Subject in its Nature is dif- 
ficult of Proof.” And the same Writer, in another 
Passage, refers to another still more. general Maxim 
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(and a sound Maxim it is) that the Power and Means Lib. I. Obs. 
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the Truth may not be concealed: — Probationum fa- 
cultas non angustari, sed ampliari debeat, ne veritas 
occultetur. 

On the Whole, your Committee can find nothing 
in the Writings of the Learned in this Law, any more 
than they could discover any Thing in the Law of 
Parliament, to support any One of the Determina- 
tions given by the Judges, and adopted by the Lords, 
against the Evidence which your Committee offered, 
whether direct and positive, or merely (as for the 
greater Part it was) circumstantial, and produced as 
a Ground to form legitimate Presumption against the 
Defendant: Nor, if they were to admit (which they do 
not) this Civil Law to be of Authority in furnishing 
any Rule in an Impeachment of the Commons, more 
than as it may occasionally furnish a Principle of Rea- 
son on a new or undetermined Point, do they find any 
Rule or any Principle, derived from that Law, which 
could or ought to have made us keep back the Evi- 
dence which we offered. On the contrary, we rather 
think those Rules and Principles to be in Agreement 
with our Conduct. 

As to the Canon Law, your Committee, finding it to 
have adopted the Civil Law with no very essential 
Variation, does not feel it necessary to make any parti- 
cular Statement on that Subject. 

Your Committee then came to examine into the 
Authorities in the English Law, both as it has pre- 
vailed for many Years back, and as it has been re- 
cently received in our Courts below. They found on 
the Whole the Rules rather less strict, more liberal, 
and less loaded with positive Limitations, than in the 
Roman Law. The Origin of this Latitude may per- 
haps be sought in this Circumstance, which we know 
to have relaxed the Rigour of the Roman Law — 
Courts in England do not judge upon Evidence, secun- 
dum allegata et probata, as in other Countries, and 
under other Laws they do, but upon Verdict. By a 
Fiction of Law, they consider the Jury as supplying 
in some Sense the Place of Testimony. One Witness, 
(and for that Reason) is allowed sufficient to convict, in 
Cases of Felony, which in other Laws is not permitted. 

In ancient Times it has happened, to the Law of 
England (as in pleading, so in Matter of Evidence) 
that a rigid Strictness in the Application of technical 
Rules, has been more observed than at present it is. 
In the more early Ages, as the Minds of the Judges 
were in general less conversant in the Affairs of the 
World, as the Sphere of their Jurisdiction was less 
extensive, and as the Matters which came before them 
were of less Variety and Complexity, the Rule being in 
general right, not so much Inconvenience on the 
Whole was found from a literal Adherence to it, than 
from an Endeavour towards a liberal and equitable 
Departure, for which further Experience, and a more 
continued Cultivation of Equity as a Science, had 
not then so fully prepared them.—In those Times, 
that Judicial Policy was not to be condemned. We 
find too that, probably from the same Cause, most of 
their Doctrine leaned towards the Restriction ; and the 
old Lawyers being bred, according to the then Philo- 
sophy of the Schools, in Habits of great Subtlety 
and Refinement of Distinction, and having once taken 
that Bent, very great Acuteness of Mind was displayed 
in oe OHS every Rule, every Maxim, every Pre- 
sumption of Law Creation, and every Fiction of Law, 
with a punctilious Exactness ; and this seems to have 
been the Course which Laws have taken in every 
Nation *. 

It was probably from this Rigour, and from a Sense 
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of its Pressure, that, at an early Period of our Law, 
far more Causes of Criminal Jurisdiction were car- 
ried into the House of Lords, and. the Council Board,’ 
where Laymen were Judges, than can or ought to be at 
present. 

As the Business of Courts of Equity became more 
enlarged, and more methodical; as Magistrates, for 
a long Series of Years, presided in the Court of 
Chancery, who were. not bred to the Common.Law ; 
as Commerce, with its Advantages and its Necessities, 
opened a Communication more largely with other 
Countries; as the Law of Nature and Nations (al- 
ways a Part of the Law of England) came to be culti- 
vated ; as an increasing Empire; as new Views and 
new Combinations of Things were opened, this an- 
tique Rigour and over-done Severity gave Way to the 
Accommodation of Human Concerns, for which Rules 
were made, and not Human Concerns to bend to 
them. 

At.dength, Lord Hardwicke, in One of the Cases 
the most solemnly argued that has been in Man’s Me- 
mory, with the Aid of the greatest Learning at the 
Bar, and with the Aid of all the Learning on the 
Bench, both Bench and Bar being then supplied with 
Men of the First Form, declared from the Bench, and 
in Concurrence with the rest of the Judges, and with 
the most Learned of the Long Robe, the able Coun- 
cil on the Side of the old restrictive Principles making 
no Reclamation— 

“ That the Judges and Sages of the Law have laid 
it down, that there is but ONE general Rule of 
Evidence—the best that the Nature of the Case will 
admit.” 

This, then, the Master Rule, that governs all the 
subordinate Rules, does in Reality subject itself. and its 
own Virtue and Authority to the Nature of the Case ; 
and leaves no Rule at all of an independent, abstract, 
and substantive Quality. 

Sir Dudley Ryder (then Attorney-General, after- 
wards Chief Justice) in his learned Argument, observed 
that— 

“ It is extremely proper, that there should be some 
General Rules in. Relation to Evidence ; but, if Ex- 
ceptions were not allowed to them, it would be better to 
demolish all the General Rules. 

“ There is no general Rule without Exception 
that we know of, but this, that the best Evidence 
shall be admitted, which the Nature of the Case will 
“ afford. 

“ T will shew, that Rules, as general as this, 
“ are broke in upon, for the Sake of allowing Evi- 
“ dence. 

“There is no Rule that seems more binding, than 
that a Mam shall not be admitted an Evidence in his 
own Case, and yet the Statute of Hue and Cry is.an 
Exception. 

«“ A Man’s Books are allowed to be Evidence, or, 
which is in Substance the same, his Servant’s Books, 
because the Nature of the Case requires it ; as in the 
Case of a Brewer's Servants. 

‘* Another general Rule, that a Wife cannot be 
Witness against her Husband, has been broke in 
upon in Cases of Treason. 

** Another Exception to the General Rule, that a 
Man may not be examined without Oath: The last 
“ Words of a dying Manare given in Evidence, in the 
“ Case of Murder.”—Such are the Doctrines of this 

eat Lawyer. . 

Chief Justice Willes concurs with Lord Hardwicke 
as to dispensing with strict Rules of Evidence.— 
“ Such Evidence is to be admitted as the Necessity of 
the Case will allow of; as, for Instance, a Marriage 
“ at Utretcht, certified under the Seal of the Minister 
‘ there, and of the said Town, and that they cohabited 
“ together as Man and Wife, was held to be sufficient 
“ Proof that they were married.” 

Vou. 49. 
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This learned Judge (commenting upon Lord Coke's Report ott 
Doctrine, and Serjeant Hawkins’s after him, that the 1ordsPro- 
Oaths of Jews and Pagans were not to be taken) says, —— 
‘ That this Notion, though advanced by so great a ingy’s Trial. 
‘‘ Man, is contrary to Religion, Common Sense, and ’ 
“ Common Humanity; and I think the Devils, to 
“* whom he has delivered them, could not have suggested 
* any Thing worse.” 

Chief Justice Willes, admitting Lord Coke to be a 
great Lawyer, then proceeds in very strong Terms, and 
with Marks of Contempt, to condemn “ his narrow 
“ Notions;” and he treats with as little Respect or De- 
corum the ancient Authorities referred to in Defence of 
such Notions. 

The Principle of the Departure from those Rules 
is clearly fixed by Lord Hardwicke; he lays it down 
as follows: “ The first Ground Judges have gone 
“upon in departing from strict Rules, is absolute 
“ strict Necessity. 2dly, A presumed Necessity :” Of 
the First he gives these Instances ; “in the Case of 
“‘ Writings subscribed by Witnesses, if all are dead, 
the Proof of One of their Hands is sufficient to 
establish the Deed. Where an Original is lost, a 
Copy may be admitted ; if no Copy, then a Proof by 
Witnesses who have heard the Deed; and vet it is a 
Thing the Law abhors, to admit the Memory of Man 
“ for Evidence.” 

This Enlargement through Two Stages of Proof, 
both of them contrary to the Rule of Law, and both 
abhorrent from its Principles, are by this great Judge 
accumulated upon one another, and are admitted, 
from Necessity, to accommodate Human Affairs, and to 
prevent that, which Courts are by every possible 
Means instituted to prevent—A F AILURE OF 
JUSTICE. 

And this Necessity is not confined within the strict 
Limits of Physical Causes, but is more lax, and takes 
in moral, and even presumed and argumentative Neces- 
sity, a Necessity which is, in Fact, nothing more than 
a great Degree of Expediency. The Law creates a 
fictitious Necessity against the Rules of Evidence in 
favour of the Convenience of Trade: An Exception, 
which on a similar Principle had before been admitted in 
the Civil Law, as to Mercantile Causes, in which the 
Books of the Party were received to give full Effect to. Gaill. Lib. Tt. 
an insufficient Degree of Proof, called in the Nicety of Obs.29- § 5: 
their Distinctions a Semiplena Probatio. - 

But to proceed with Lord Hardwicke ;—he observes, 

that “a Tradesman’s Books (that is the Acts of the 
“ Party interested himself) are admitted as Evidence, 
“ though no absolute Necessity, but by Reason of a 
Presumption of Necessity only inferred from the Na- 
ture of Commerce. 
“ No Rule,” continued Lord Hardwicke, “ can be’ 
more settled, than that Testimony is not to be re- 
ceived but upon Oath;” but he lays it down, that 
an Oath itself may be dispensed with. ‘“ There is ano- 
‘“« ther Instance,” says he, “ where the lawful Oath may 
“ be dispensed with, where our Courts admit Evidence 
“ for the Crown without Oath.” 

In the same Discussion the Chief Baron (Parker) 
cited Cases, in which a// the Rules of Evidence had 
given way. “ There is not a more general Rule,” 
says he, “ than that Hearsay cannot be admitted, nor 
“« Husband and Wife as Witnesses against each other ; 
“ and yet it is notorious that from Necessity they have 
“ been allowed, not an absolute Necessity, but a moral 
** one.” 

It is further remarkable, in this judicial Argument 
that Exceptions are allowed not only to Rules of Evi- 
dence, but that the Rules of Evidence themselves are 
not altogether the same, where the Subject Matter 
varies. The Judges have, to facilitate Justice, and 
to favour Commerce, even adopted the Rules of 
Foreign Laws.—They have taken for granted, and 
would not suffer to be questioned, the Regularity and 

6R Justice 
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Justice of the Proceedings of Foreign Courts, and they 
have admitted them as Evidence, not only of the Fact 
of the Decision, but of the Right as to its Legality— 
where there are Foreign Parties interested, and in 
<< Commercial Matters, the Rules of Evidence are not 
‘« quite the same as in other Instances in Courts of Jus- 
tice. The Case of Hue and Cry, Brownlow, 47, a 
Feme Covert is not a lawful Witness against her 
Husband, except in Cases of Treason, but has been 
admitted in Civil Cases *. The Testimony of a Public 
Notary is Evidence by the Law of France; Con- 
tracts are made before a Public Notary, and no other 
Witness necessary. I should think it would be no 
Doubt at all, if it came in Question here, whether 
this would be a valid Contract; but a Testimony 
from Persons of that Credit and Reputation would 
be received as a very good Proof in Foreign Trans- 
actions, and would authenticate the Contract.”— 
Cro. Charl. 365. 

These Cases shew, that Courts always govern them- 
selves by these Rules in Cases of Foreign Transactions. 
To this Principle Lord Hardwicke accords; and en- 
larging the Rule of Evidence by the Nature of the 
Subject, and the Exigencies of the Case, he lays it 
down—* that it is a common and natural Presump- 
“ tion, that Persons of the Gentoo Religion should 
“ be principally apprized of Facts and Transactions in 
“ their own Country.—As the English have only a 
« Factory in this Country, for it is in the Empire of 
“ the Great Mogul, if we should admit this Evidence 
* [Gentoo Evidence on a Gentoo Oath] it would be 
* agreeable to the Genius of the Law of England.” 
For this he cites the Proceedings of our Court of Ad- 
miralty—and adopts the Author who states the Pre- 
cedent “ That this Court will give Credit to the Sen- 
“ tence of the Court of Admiralty in France, and take 
“ it to be according to Right, and will not examine 
“‘ their Proceedings ; for it would be found very incon- 
“« venient if one Kingdom should, by peculiar Laws, 
“ correct the Judgments and Proceedings of another 
* Kingdom.” 

Such is the Genius of the Law of England, that these 
Two Principles of the general moral Necessities of 
Things, and the Nature of the Case, over-rule every 
other Principle, even those Rules which seem the very 
strongest. 

Chief Baron Parker, in Answer to an Objection 
made against the Infidel Deponent, “ That the Plaintiff 
“ ought to have shewn that he could not have the 
«« Evidence of Christians.” ‘“ I answer” (said the 
‘“‘ Chief Baron) “ that, repugnant to natural Justice, 
“ in the Statue of Hue and Cry, the Robbed is admitted 
“ to be Witness of the Robbery, as a moral or presumed 
“ Necessity is sufficient.” 

- The same learned Magistrate, pursuing his Argument 
in Favour of Liberality in opening and enlarging the 
Avenues to Justice, does not admit “ that the Autho- 
“ rity of One or Two Cases” is valid against Reason, 
Equity, and Convenience, the vital Principles of the 
Law. He cites Wells versus Williams, 1. Raymond 282, 
to shew that the Necessity of Trade has mollified the 
too rigorous Rules of the old Law, in their Restraint 
and Discouragement of Aliens. ‘“ A Jew may sue at 
“ this Day, but heretofore he could not, for then they 
“ were looked upon as Enemies, but now Commerce has 
taught the World more Humanity ; and therefore held 
that an Alien Enemy, commorant here by the Licence 
of the King, and under his Protection, may maintain 
a Debt upon a Bond, though he did not come with 
safe Conduct.” 

So far Parker,-concurring with Raymond.—He pro- 
ceeds, ‘‘ It was objected by the Detendant’s Counsel 
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that this is a Novelty, and that what never has been 
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done ought not to be done.” The Answer is, 7'he 
“ Law of England is not confined to particular Cases ; 
but is much more governed by Reason than by any 
One Case whatever. The true Rule is laid down - 
by Lord Vaughan, fol. 37, 38, where the Law, 
saith he, is known and clear, the J udges must de- 
termine as the Law is, without Regard to the In- 
equitableness or Inconveniency. These Defects, if 
they happen in the Law, can only be remedied by 
Parliament—but where the Law is doubtful and not 
clear, the Judges ought to interpret the Law to be 
as is most consonant to Equity, and what is least 
inconvenient.” 

These Principles of Equity, Convenience, and na- 
tural Reason, Lord Chief Justice Zee considered in the 
same ruling Light, not only as Guides in Matter of 
Interpretation concerning Law in general, but, in par- 
ticular, as Controllers of the whole Law of Evidence, 
which being artificial, and made for Convenience, is to be 
governed by that Convenience for which it is made, and 
is to be wholly subservient to the stable Principles of 
substantial Justice. ‘“ I do apprehend,” said that 
Chief Justice, “ that the Rules of Evidence are to be 
“ considered as artificial Rules, framed by Men for 
Convenience in Courts of Justice. This is a Case 
that ought to be looked upon in that Light; and I 
take it, that considering Evidence in this Way [viz. ac- 
cording to natural Justice] is agreeable to the Genius 
“* of the Law of England.” 

The Sentiments of Murray, then Solicitor General, 
afterwards Lord Mansfield, are of no small Weight in 
themselves, and they are Authority by being judicially 
adopted. His Ideas go to the growing Melioration 
of the Law, by making its Liberality keep Pace with 
the Demands of Justice, and the actual Concerns of 
the World; not restricting the infinitely diversified 
Occasions of Men, and the Rules of natural Justice 
within artificial Circumscriptions, but conforming our 
Jurisprudence to the Growth of our Commerce and of 
our Empire. This Enlargement of our Concerns, in the 
Year 1744 he appears almost to have foreseen, and 
he lived to behold it. ‘ The Arguments on the other 
“ Side,” said that great Light of the Law (that is, 
Arguments against admitting the Testimony in Ques- 
tion from the Novelty of the Case) “ prove nothing. 
“ Does it follow from thence, that mo Witnesses 
can be examined in a Case that never specifically 
evisted before? or that an Action cannot be brought 
in a Case that never happened before? Reason 
“* (being stated to be the first Ground of all Laws, 
“* by the Author of the Book called Doctor and Stu- 
dent) must determine the Case, Therefore the 
. only Question is, whether upon Principles of Rea- 
son, Justice, and Convenience, this Witness be ad- 
missible ? 

“* Cases in Law depend upon the Occasions which Omichund 
gave Rise to them. All Occasions do not arise at versus Bar- 
once: Now a particular Species of Indians appears ; _ ?, — 
hereafter another Species of Indians may arise. . 
Statute can seldom take in all Cases.—Therefore 

the Common Law, that works itself pure by Rules 

drawn from the Fountain of Justice, is for this Reason 

superior to an Act of Parliament.” 

From the Period of this great Judgment to the Trial 

of Warren Hastings, Esquire, the Law has gone on 
continually working itself pure (to use Lord Mans- 

Jield’s Expressions) by Rules drawn from the Fountain 

of Justice. ‘“ General Rules,” said the same Person Burrow, 
when he sat upon the Bench, “are wisely established Vol.!. p.301- 
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* N. B. In some Criminal Cases also, though not of Treason, Husband is admitted to prove an Assault upon his Wife, for the King, 


ruled by Raymond, Chief Justice, Trin. 11th Geo. King versus Azire. 


And for various other Exceptions, see Buller’s Nisi Prius, 286, 287. 
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“ Justice, the Court will see that it be really ob- 
“ tained. The Courts have been more /iberal of late 


“ Years in their Determinations, and have more en-— 


“« deavoured to attend to the real Justice of the Case 
‘¢ than formerly.” 

On another Occasion, of a Proposition for setting 

aside a Verdict, he said, ‘‘ This seems to be the érue 
“© Way to come at Justice, and what we. therefore ought 
“ todo; for the true Text is Boni judicis est ampliari 
“ Justitiam (not Jurisdictionem, as has been often 
“ cited.)” In Conformity to this Principle, the sup- 
posed ‘Rules of Evidence have, in late Times and 
Judgments, instead of being drawn to a greater Degree 
of Strictness, been greatly relaxed. 
“ All Evidence is according to the Subject Matter to 
which it is applied. There is a great deal of Dif- 
ference between Length of Time that operates as 
a Bar to a Claim, and that which is used only by 
Way of Evidence.—Length of Time, used merely 
by Way of Evidence, may be left to the. Considera- 
tion of the Jury, to be credited or not, or to draw 
their Inferences one Way or the other, according to 
Circumstances.—J do not know an Instance in which 
Proof may not be supplied.” 

In all Cases of Evidence Lord Mansjfield’s Maxim 
was to lean to Admissibility, leaving the Objections, 
which were made to Competency, to go to Credit, 
and to be weighed in the Minds of the Jury, after 
they had heard it—In Objections to Wills, and to 
the Testimony of Witnesses to them, he thought “ it 
“ clear that the Judges ought to lean against Objections 
“© to the Formality.” 

Lord Hardwicke had before declared, with great 
Truth, “ That the Boundaries of what goes to the 
“* Credit, and what to the Competency, are very nice, 
“ and the latter carried too far;” and in the same Case 
he said, “ that unless the Objection appeared to him 
** to carry a strong Danger of Perjury, and some ap- 
parent Advantage might accrue to the Witness, he 
was always inclined to let it go to his Credit, only 
in order to let in a proper Light to the Case, which 
would otherwise be shut out; and in a doubtful Case, 
he said, it was generally his Custom to admit the 
Evidence, and give such Directions to the Jury as the 
Nature of the Case might require.” 

It is a known Rule of Evidence, that an Interest 
in the Matter to be supported by Testimony, disqua- 
lifies a Witness; yet Lord Mansfield held, “ That 
“ nice Objections to a remote Interest, which could 
not be paid or released (though they held in other 
Cases) were not allowed to disqualify a Witness to 
a Will, as Parishioners might have a Devise to the 
Use of the Poor of the Parish for ever.” He went 
still nearer, and his Doctrine tends so fully to settle 
the Principles of Departure from, or Adherence to, 
Rules of Evidence, that your Committee inserts Part of 
the Argument at large. 

“ The Disability of a Witness from Interest is very 
different from a positive Incapacity. If a. Deed 
must be acknowledged before a Judge or Notary 
Public, every other Person is under a positive: Inca- 
pacity to authenticate it; but Objections of Interest 
are Deductions from natural Reason, and proceed 
upon a Presumption of too great a Bias in the Mind 
of the Witness, and the Public Utility of rejecting 
partial Testimony. 

‘¢ Presumptions stand no longer than till the contrary 
is proved. 

“The Presumption of Bias may be taken off by 
shewing the Witness has a great or a greater 
Interest the other Way, or that he has given it 
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swered, by shewing that it would be very inconvenient, 
under the particular Circumstances, not to receive such 
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“* Therefore, from the Course of Business, ‘Necessity, 
and other Reasons of Expedience, numberle.s Excep- 
“* tions are allowed to the genera/ Rule.” 

These being the Principles of the latter Jurispru . 1 
dence, the Judges have suffered no positive Rule ot 
Evidence to counteract those Principles: They have 
even suffered subscribing Witnesses to a Will, which 
recites the Soundness of Mind in the Testator, to be 
examined to prove his Insanity, and then the Court 
received Evidence to overturn that Testimony, and 
to destroy the Credit of those Witnesses. They were 
Five in Number, who attested to a Will and Codicil. 
They were admitted to annul the Will they had them- 
selves attested. Objections were taken to the Compe- 
tency of One of the Witnesses in Support of the Will 
against its subscribing Witnesses. 1st, That the Wit. 
ness was an Executor in Trust, and so liable to Ac- 
tions. 2dly, As having acted under the Trust; 
whereby, if the Will were set aside, he would be liable 
to answer for Damages incurred by the Sale of the 
Deceased’s Chambers to a Mr. Frederick. Mr. Frede- 
rick offered to submit to a Rule to release for the Sake 
of Public Justice. Those who maintained the Ob- 
jection cited Stderfin, a Reporter of much Authority, 
51. 115. and 1st Keble 134. Lord Mansfield, Chief 
Justice, did not controvert those Authorities; but in 
the Course of obtaining substantial Justice, he treated 
both of them with equal Contempt, though deter- 
mined by Judges of high Reputation. His Words 
are remarkable: “‘ We do not now sit here to take our 
“ Rules of Evidence from Siderfin and Keble.” He 
over-ruled the Objection upon more recent Authorities, 
which, though not in similar Circumstances, he considered 
as within the Reason. The Court did not think it ne- 
cessary that the Witness should release, as he had 
offered to do. 

“ It appeared on this Trial (says Justice Blackstone ) 
“ that a black Conspiracy was formed to set aside 
“ the Gentleman’s Will, without any Foundation 
‘“‘ whatever.” A Prosecution against Three of the 
testamentary Witnesses was recommended, who were 
afterwards convicted of Perjury. Had strict Forma- 
lities, with regard to Evidence, been adhered to in 
any Part of this Proceeding, that very black Conspi- 
racy would have succeeded, and those black. Conspi- 
rators, instead of receiving the Punishment of their 


Crimes, would have enjoyed the Reward of their Per- 
ju 


“ 


Lord Mansfield, it seems, had been misled in a cer- 
tain Case with regard to Precedents. His Opinion 
was against the Reason and Equity of the supposed 
Practice, but he supposed himself not at Liberty to 
give Way to his own Wishes and Opinions. On 
discovering his Error he considered himself as freed 
from an intolerable Burthen, and hastened to undo 
his former Determination. ‘“ There are no Prece- 
‘“‘ dents,” said he with some Exultation, “ which 
“ stand in the Way of our determining Jiberally, 
“ equitably, and according to the true Intention of the 
“ Parties.” In the same Case, his learned Assessor, 
Justice Wilmot, felt the same Sentiments. His Ex- 
pressions are remarkable: “ Courts of Law ought to 
“ concur with Courts of Equity in the execution of 
those Powers which are very convenient to be in- 
serted in Settlements; and they ought not to listen 
to nice Distinctions that savour of the, Schools, but to 
be guided by true good Sense and. manly Reason. 
After the Statute of Uses it is much to be lamented, 
that the Courts of Common Law had not adopted 
all the Rules and Maxims of Courts of Equity. 
This would have prevented the Absurdity of re- 
ceiving Costs in One Court, and paying them in 
another.” Your Committee does not produce 
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the Doctrine of this particular Case as directly appli- 
cable to their Charge, no more than several of the 
others here cited. We do not know on what Pre- 
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cedents ot Principles the Evidence proposed by us has 
been deemed inadmissible by the Judges ; therefore’ 
against the Grounds of this Rejection we find it diffi- 
cult directly to oppose any Thing. These Precedents, 
and these Doctrines, are brought to shew the general 
Temper of the Courts, their growing Liberality, and 
the general Tendency of all their Reasonings and all 
their Determinations to set aside all such technical 
Subtleties, or formal Rules, which might stand in the 
Way of the Discovery of Truth, and the Attainment 
of Justice—The Cases are adduced for the Principles 
they contain. 

The Period of the Cases and Arguments we have 
cited was that in which large and liberal Principles of 
Evidence were more declared, and more regularly 
brought into System. But they had been gradually 
improving; and there are few Principles of the later 
Decisions which are not to be found in Determina- 
tions on Cases prior to the Time we refer to. Not to 
overdo this Matter, and yet to bring it with some 
Degree of Clearness before the House, your Committee 
will refer but to a few Authorities, and those which 
seem most immediately: to relate to the Nature of the 
Cause entrusted to them. In Michaelmas, 11 W. Il. 
The King v. The Werden of the Fleet—A Witness, 
who had really been a Prisoner and voluntarily suf- 
fered to escape, was produced to prove the Escape. 
To the Witness it was objected, that he had given a 
Bond to be a true prisoner, which he had forfeited by 
escaping: Besides, he had been re-taken. His Tes- 
timony was allowed; and by the Court, among other 
Things, it was said, Jn secret Transactions, if any of the 
Parties concerned are not to be, for the Necessity of 
the Third, admitted as Evidence, it will be impossible 
to detect the Practice; as in Cases of the Statute of 
Hue and Cry the Party robbed shall be a Witness to 
charge the Hundred ; and in the Case of Cooke v. Watts 
in the Exchequer, where one who had been prejudiced 
by the Will was admitted an Evidence to prove it 
forged*. So in the Case of ape > Harris, where a 
Feme Covert was admitted as a Witness for fraudu- 
lently drawing her in, when sole, to give a Warrant of 
Attorney for confessing a Judgment on an unlawful 
Consideration, whereby Execution was sued out against 
her Husband; and Holt, Chief Justice, held, that a 
Feme Covert could not, by Law, be a Witness to 
convict one on an Information ; yet, in Lord Audley’s 
Case, it being a Rape on her Person, she was received 
to give Evidence against him, and the Court concurred 
with him, because it was the best Evidence the Nature 
of the Thing would allow. 

This Decision of Holt refers to others more early, 
and all on the same Principle; and it is not of this 
Day that this One great Principle of eminent public 
Expedience, this moral Necessityt, “ that Crimes 
“‘ should not escape with Impunity,” has in all Cases 
overborne ail the common Juridical Rules of Evi- 
dence—It has even prevailed over the first and most 
natural Construction of Acts of Parliament, and that 
in Matters of so penal a Nature as High Treason. It 
is known that Statutes made, not to open and enlarge, 
but on fair Grounds to straiten Proofs, require Two 
Witnesses in Cases of High Treason. So it was under- 
stood without Dispute, and without Distinction, until 
the Argument of a Case in the High Court of Justice, 
during the Usurpation: It was the Case of the Presby- 
terian Minister, Zove, tried for High Treason, against 
the Commonwealth, in an Attempt to restore the 
King. In this Trial it was contended for and admitted, 
that One Witness to One overt Act, and One to another 
overt Act of the same Treason, ought to be deemed 
sv flicient.

That Precedent, though furnished in Times from’ 
which Precedents were cautiously drawn, was received 
as Authority throughout the whole Reign of Charles’ 
the Second. It was equally followed after the Revo-' 
lution ; and at this Day it is undoubted Law. It is not 
so from the natural or technical Rules of Construction 
of the Act of Parliament, but from the Principles.of 
Juridical Policy. All the Judges who have ruled it, 
all the Writers of Credit: who have written upon it, 
assign this Reason, and this only— That Treasons being 
plotted in Secrecy, could in few Cases be otherwise brought 
to Punishment. 

The same Principle of Policy has dictated a Prine 
ciple of Relaxation, with regard to severe Rules of 
Evidence, in all Cases similar, though of a lower Order 
in the Scale of Criminality. It is against fundamental 
Maxims that an Accomplice should be admitted as a 
Witness—But Accomplices are admitted from the Policy: 
of Justice, otherwise Confederacies of Crime could not 
be dissolved. 

There is no Rule more solid than that a Man shall 
not entitle himself to profit by his own Testimony. 
But an Informer, in Case of Highway Robbery, may 
obtain Forty Pounds to his own Profit by his’ own 
Evidence: This is not in Consequence of positive, 
Provision in the Act of Parliament—It is a Provision 
of Policy, lest the Purpose of the Act should be de- 
feated. 

Now, if Policy has dictated this very large Con- 
struction of an Act of Parliament, concerning High, 
Treason ; if the same Policy has dictated Exceptions 
to the clearest and broadest Rules of Evidence, in 
other highly penal Causes ; and if all this Latitude is 
taken concerning Matters for the greater Part within 
our insular Bounds;—your Committee could not, 
with Safety to the larger and more remedial Justice 
of the Law of Parliament, admit any Rules, or pre- 
tended Rules, uncorrected and uncontrolled by Cir- 
cumstances, to prevail in a Trial, which regarded 
Offences of a Nature as difficult of Detection, and 
committed far from the Sphere of the ordinary Practice 
of our Courts. 

If any Thing of an over-formal Strictness is intro- 
duced into the Trial of Warren Hastings, Esquire, it 


does not seem to be copied from the Decisions of these’ 


Tribunals. It is with great Satisfaction your Com- 
mittee has found, that the Reproach of “ disgraceful 
“ Subtleties” inferior Rules of Evidence, which prevent 
the Discovery of Truth, of Forms, and Modes of 
Proceeding, which stand in the Way of that Justice, the 
forwarding of which is the sole rational Object of their 
Invention, cannot fairly be imputed to the Common Law 
of England, or to the ordinary Practice of the Courts 
below. | 


CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE, &c. 


The Rules of Evidence in Civil and in Criminal Cases, 
in Law and in Equity, being only Reason methodized, 
are certainly the same. Your Committee however 
finds, that the far greater Part of the Law of Evidence 
to be found in our Books turns upon Questions re- 
lative to Civil Concerns. Civil Cases regard Pro- 
perty: Now, although Property itself is not, yet 
almost every Thing concerning Property, and all its 
Modifications, is of artificial Contrivance. The Rules 
concerning it become more positive, as connected 
with positive Institution. The Legislature therefore 
always, the Jurist frequently, may ordain certain 
Methods, by which alone they will suffer such Matters 
to be known and established, because their very Es- 


sence, 
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sence, for the. greater Part, depends on the arbitrary 
Conventions of Men. Men act on them with all the 
Power of a Creator over his Creature. They make 
Fictions of Law, and Presumptions of Law ( Presump- 
tiones Juris et de Jure) according to their Ideas of 
Utility—and against those Fictions and against Pre- 
sumptions so created, they do and may reject all 
Evidence. However, even in these Cases, there is 
some Restraint. Lord Mansfield has let in a liberal 
Spirit, against the Fictions of Law themselves; and 
he declared, that he would do what in one Case he 
actually did, and most wisely—that he would admit 
Evidence against a Fiction of Law, when the Fiction 
militated against the Policy on which it was made. 

Thus it is with Things which owe their Existence 
to Men: But, where the Subject is of a Physical 
Nature, or of a Moral Nature independent of their 
Conventions, Men have no other reasonable Autho- 
rity, than to register and digest the Results of Ex- 

erience and Observation. Crimes are the Actions of 

Physical Beings, with an evil Intention abusing their 
Physical Powers against Justice, and to the Detri- 
ment of Society. In this Case Fictions of Law and 
artificial Presumptions (Juris et de Jure) have little 
or no Place. The Presumptions - which a. to 
Criminal Cases are those natural and popular Pre- 
sumptions which are only Observations turned into 
Maxims, like Adages and Apothegms, and are ad- 
mitted (when their Grounds are established) in the 
Place of Proof, where better is wanting, but are to be 
always overturned by Counter Proof. 

These Presumptions mostly go to the Intention. In 
all Criminal Cases, the Crime (except where the 
Law itself implies Malice) consists rather in the In- 
tention than the Action. Now, the Intention is proved 
but by two Ways; either, 1st, by. Confession—this 
First Case is rare but simple—2dly, by circumstantial 
Proof. This is difficult, and requires Care and Pains: 
The Connection of the Intention and the Circum- 
stances is plainly of such a Nature as more to depend 
on the Sagacity of the Observer, than on the Ex- 
cellence of any Rule. The Pains taken by the 
Civilians on that Subject, have not been very fruitful : 
and the English Law Writers have, perhaps, as wisely, 
in,a Manner abandoned the Pursuit. . 

In Truth, it seems a wild Attempt to lay down 
any Rule for the Proof of Intention by circumstantial 
Evidence ; all the Acts of the Party; all Things that 
explain or throw Light on these Acts; all the Acts of 
others relative to the Affair, that come to his Know- 
ledge, and may influence him; his Friendships and 
Enmities, his Promises, his Threats, the Truth of 
his Discourses, the Falsehood of his Apologies, Pre- 
tences, and Explanations, his Looks, his Speech ; 
his Silence where he was called to speak; every Thing 
which tends to establish the Connection between all 
these Particulars;—every Circumstance, precedent, 
concomitant, and subsequent, become Parts of cir- 
cumstantial Evidence. These are in their Nature 
infinite, and cannot be comprehended within any Rule, 
or brought under any Classification. 

Now, as the Force of that presumptive and con- 
jectural Proof, rarely, if ever, depends on One Fact 
only, but is collected from the Number and Accu- 
mulation of Circumstances concurrent in One Point, 
we do not find an Instance, until this Trial of Warren 
Hastings, Esquire, (which has produced many Novel- 
ties) that Attempts have been made by any Court to 
call on the Prosecutor for an Account of the Purpose 
for which he means to produce each Particle of this 
circumstantial Evidence, to take up the Circumstances 
One by One, to prejudge the Efficacy of each Matter 
separately in proving the Point; and thus to break to 
Pieces and to garble those Facts, upon the Multitude 
of which, their Combination, and the Relation of all 
their component Parts to each other and to the

Culprit, the whole Force and Virtue of this Evidence 
depends. To do any thing which can destroy this 
collective Effect, is to deny circumstantial Evi- 
dence. 

Your Committee too cannot but express their 
Surprize at the particular Period of the present 
Trial, when the Attempts to which we have alluded, 
first began to be made. The two first great Branches 
of the Accusation of this House against Warren 
Hastings, Esquire, relate to public and notorious Acts, 
capable of direct Proof; such as the Expulsion of Chet 
Sing, with its Consequences on the Province of 
Benares, and the Seizure of the Treasures and J aghires 
of the Begums of Oude. Yet, in the Proof of those 
Crimes, your Committee cannot justly complain, that 
we were very narrowly circumscribed in the Pro- 
duction of much circumstantial as well as positive 
Evidence. We did not find any. serious Resistance 
on this Head, till we came to make good our Charges 
of secret Crimes; Crimes of a Class and Description, 
in the Proof of which all Judges of all Countries have 
found it necessary to relax almost all their Rules of 
Competency; such Crimes as Peculation, pecuniary 
Frauds, Extortion, and Bribery. Eight out of Nine 
of the Questions put to the Judges by the Lords, 
in the First Stage of the Prosecution, related to 
Circumstances offered in Proof of these secret 
Crimes. 

Much Industry and Art have been used, among the 
illiterate and unexperienced, to throw Imputations on 
this Prosecution, and its Conduct, because so great a 
Proportion of the Evidence offered on this Trial 
(especially on the latter Charges) has been circum- 
stantial. Against the Prejudices of the Ignorant, your 
Committee opposes the Judgment of the Learned. 
It is known to them that, when this Proof is in its 
greatest Perfection, that is when it is most abundant 
in Circumstances, it is much superior to positive 
Proof; and for this we have the Authority of the 
learned Judge who presided at the Trial of Captain 
Donellan :— 

“ On the Part of the Prosecution, a great deal of 

Evidence has been laid before you.—It is all cir- 
cumstantial Evidence, and in its Nature it must be 
so; for, in Cases of this Sort, no Man is weak 
enough to commit the Act in the Presence of other 
Persons, or to suffer them to see what he does at 
the Time; and therefore it can only be made out 
by Circumstances, either before the committing of 
the Act, at the Time when it was committed, or 
subsequent to it; and a Presumption, which ne- 
cessarily arises from Circumstances, is very often 
more convincing and more satisfactory than any 
other Kind of Evidence, because it is not within 
the Reach and Compass of Human Abilities to in- 
vent a Train of Circumstances which shall be so 
connected together as to amount to a Proof of 
Guilt, without affording Opportunities of contra- 
dicting a great Part, if not all, of these Circum- 
stances. But if the Circumstances are such as, 
when laid together, bring Conviction to your Minds, 
it is then fully equal, if not, as 1 told you before, 
more convincing than positive Evidence.” 
In the Trial of Donellan no such Selection was used 
as we have lately experienced; no Limitation to the 
Production of every Matter, before, at, and after the 
Fact charged. 

The Trial was (as we conceive) rightly conducted 
by the learned Judge—because secret Crimes, such as 
secret Assassination, Poisoning, Bribery, Peculation, 
and Extortion (the Three last of which this House has 
charged upon Mr. Hastings) can very rarely be proved 
in any other Way. That Way of ‘Proof is made to 
give Satisfaction to a searching, equitable, and intel- 
ligent Mind; and there must not be a Failure of 
Justice. 
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know a Case, in which Proof might not be sup- 
lied. 
. Your Committee has resorted to the Trial of Donel- 
lan; and they have, and do much rely upon it, First, 
on Account of the known Learning and Ability of the 
Judge who tried the Cause, and the particular Attention 
he has paid to the subject of Evidence, which forms 
a Book in his Treatise on Nisi Prius. Next, because, 
as the Trial went wholly on circumstantial Evidence, 
the Proceedings in it furnish some of the most com- 
plete and the fullest Examples on that Subject. 3dly, 
Because the Case is recent; and the Law cannot be 
supposed to be materially altered since the Time of that 
Event. 

Comparing the Proceedings on that Trial, and the 
Doctrines from the Bench, with the Doctrines we have 
heard from the Woolsack, your Committee cannot com- 
prehend how they can be reconciled. 

For, the Lords compelled the Managers to declare 
for what Purpose they produced each separate Mem- 
ber of their circumstantial Evidence; a Thing, as we 
conceive, not usual, and particularly not observed in 
the Trial of Donellan. We have observed in that 
Trial, and in most others which we have had Occa- 
sion to resort to, that the Prosecutor is suffered to 
proceed narratively and historically, without Interrup- 
tion. If indeed it appears on the Face of the Nar- 
ration, that what is represented to have been said, 
written, or done, did not come to the Knowledge of 
the Prisoner, a Question sometimes, but rarely, has 
been asked, whether the Prisoner could be affected 
with the Knowledge of it. When a Connection with 
the Person of the Prisoner has been in any Way shewn, 
or even promised to be shewn, the Evidence is allowed 
to go on without further Opposition. The sending 
of a sealed Letter, the Receipt of a sealed Letter in- 
ferred from the Delivery to the Prisoner's Servant, 
the bare Possession of a Paper written by any other 
Person, on the Presumption that the Contents of such 
Letters, or such Paper, were known to the Prisoner ; 
and the being present when any Thing was said or 
done, on the Presumption of his seeing or hearing 
what passed, have been respectively ruled to be sufh- 
cient. If, on the other Hand, no Circumstance of 
Connection has been proved, the Judge, in summing 
up, has directed the Jury to pay no Regard to a Let- 
ter or Conversation, the Proof of which has so failed 
—a Course much less liable to Inconvenience, where 
4 same Persons decide both the Law and the 

Fact. 

To illustrate the Difficulties to which your Committee 
was subjected on this Head, we think it sufficient to sub- 
mit to the House (reserving a more full Discussion of 
this important Point to another Occasion) the following 
ty Statement of an Incident which occurred in this 

rial : 

By an express Order of the Court of Directors (to 
which by the express Words of the Act of Parliament 
under which he held his Office he was ordered to 
yield Obedience) Mr. Hastings and his Colleagues were 
directed to make an Enquiry into all Offences of Bri- 
bery and Corruption in Office. —On the 11th of March 
a Tieuen in Writing, of Bribery and Corruption in 
Office was brought against himself. On the 13th of 
the same Month, the Accuser, a Man of high Rank, 
the Rajah Nundcomar, appears personally before the 
Council to make good his Charge against Mr. Hastings 
before his own Face. Mr. Hastings thereon fell into 
a very intemperate Heat, obstinately refused to be 
present at the Examination, attempted to dissolve the 
Council, and contumaciously retired from it. Thee 
of the other Members, a Majority of the Council, in 
Execution of their Duty, and in Obedience to the 
Orders received under the Act of Parliament, pro- 
ceeded to take the Evidence, which is very minute 
and particular, and was entered in the Records of the 
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Council by the regular Official Secretary. It was after- 
wards read in Mr. Hastings’s own Presence, and by him 
transmitted, under his own Signature, to the Court of 
Directors. A separate Letter was also written by him, 
about the same Time, desiring, on his Part, that in any 
Enquiry into his Conduct “ not a single Word should 
** escape Observation.” 

This Proceeding in the Council, your Committee, 
in its natural Order, and in a narrative Chain of cir 
cumstantial Proof, offered in Evidence.—It was not 
permitted to be read—and on the 2oth and 2ist of 
May 1789, we were told, from the Woolsack, “ that 
“ when a Paper is not Evidence by itself” (such this 
Part of the Consultation it seems was reputed) “ a 
“ Party who wishes to introduce a Paper of that 
‘“‘ Kind, is called upon not only to state, but to make 
“ out on Proof, the whole of the Grounds upon which 
“ he proceeds to make that Paper proper Evidence.— 
** That the Evidence that is produced must be the 
“* Demeanour of the Party respecting that Paper; and 
it is the Connection between them, as material to 
“ the Charge depending, that will enable them to be 
** produced.” 

Your Committee observes, that this was not a Paper 
foreign to the Prisoner, and sent to him as a Letter, 
the Receipt of which, and his Conduct thereon, were 
to be brought home to him, to infer his Guilt from 
his Demeanour. It was an Office Document of his 
own Department, concerning himself, and kept by 
Officers of his own, and by himself transmitted, as we 
have said, to the Court of Directors. Its Proof was 
in the Record. The Charge made against him, and 
his Demeanour on being acquainted with it, were not 
in separate Evidence. They all lay together, and com- 
posed a connected Narrative of the Business, authenti- 
cated by himself. 

In that Case it seems to your Committee extremely 
irregular and preposterous to demand previous and 
extraneous Proofs of the Demeanour of the Party re- 
specting the Paper, and the Connection between them, 
as material to the Charge depending; for this would 
be to try what the Effect and Operation of the Evi- 
dence would be on the Issue of the Cause, before its 
Production. 

The Doctrine so laid down, demands that every se- 
veral Circumstance should in itself be conclusive, or 
at least should afford a violent Presumption ; it must, 
we were told, without Question, be material to the 
Charge depending: But, as we conceive, its Mate- 
riality, more or less, is not in the First Instance to be 
established. To make it admissible, it is enough to 
give Proof, or to raise a Legal Inference of its Con- 
nection both with the Charge depending, and the 
Person of the Party charged, where it does not appear 
on the Face of the Evidence offered. Besides, by this 
new Doctrine, the Materiality required to be shewn 
must be decided from a Consideration, not of the 
whole Circumstance, but in Truth of One Half of the 
Circumstance of a Demeanour, unconnected with, 
and unexplained by that on which it arose, though 
the Connection between the Demeanour of the Party 
and the Paper is that which must be shewn to be ma- 
terial. Your Committee, after all they have heard, 
is yet to learn how the full Force and Effect of any 
Demeanour, as Evidence of Guilt or Innocence, can 
be known, unless it be also fully known to what that 
Demeanour applied; unless when a Person did or said 
any Thing, it be known, not generally and abstract- 
edly, that a Paper was read to him, but particularly 
er specifically what were the Contents of that Paper : 
Whether they were Matters lightly or weightily al- 
ledged; within the Power of the Party accused to 
have confuted on the Spot, if false; or such as, though 
he might have denied, he could not instantly have 
disproved. The Doctrine appeared, and still appears, 
to your Committee to be totally abhorrent " the 
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Genius of circumstantial Evidenee, and mischievously 
subversive of its Use. We did, however, offer that ex- 
traneous Proof which was demanded of us, but it was 
refused, as well as the Office Document. 

Your Committee thought themselves the more bound 
to contend for every mode of Evidence to the Intention ; 
because in many of the Cases the gross Fact was ad- 
mitted, and the Prisoner and his Counsel set up Pre- 
tences of Public Necessity and Public Service for his 
Justification. No Way lay open for rebutting this Jus- 
tification, but by bringing out all the Circumstances 
attendant on the Transaction. 


ORDER and TIME of PRODUCING EVIDENCE. 


Your Committee found great Impediment in the 
Production of Evidence, not only on Account of the ge- 
neral Doctrines supposed to exist concerning its Inad- 
missibility drawn from its own alledged natural Incom- 
petency, or from its Inapplicability under the Pleading 
of the Impeachment of this House; but also from the 
Mode of Proceeding in bringing it forward. Here Evi- 
dence which we thought necessary to the Elucidation of 
the Cause was not suffered, upon the supposed Rules 
of Examination in Chief, and Cross Examination—and 
on supposed Rules, forming a Distinction between 
Evidence originally produced on the Charge, and Evi- 
dence offered on the Reply. 

On all these, your Committee observes in general, 
that if the Rules which respect the Substance of the 
Evidence are (as the great Lawyers on whose Au- 
thority we stand assert they are) no more than Rules 
of Convenience, much more are those subordinate 
Rules which regard the Order, the Manner, and the 
Time of the Arrangement. These are purely arbi- 
trary; without the least Reference to any fixed Prin 
ciple in the Nature of Things, or to any settled Maxim 
of Jurisprudence, and consequently are variable at 
every Instant, as the Conveniencies of the Cause may 
require. 

We admit that in the Order of mere Arrangement, 
there is a Difference between Examination of Wit- 
nesses in Chief, and Cross Examination, and that in 
general these several Parts are properly cast, accord- 
ing to the Situation of the Parties in the Cause ; but 
there neither is nor can be any precise Rule to discri- 
minate the exact Bounds between Examination and 
Cross Examination. So as to Time, there is necessa- 
rily some Limit, but a Limit hard to fix: The onl 
one which can be fixed with any tolerable Degree of 
Precision, is, when the Judge, after fully hearing all 
Parties, is to consider of his Verdict or his Sentence. 
Whilst the Cause continues under Hearing in any 
Shape, or in any Stage of the Process, it is the Duty 
of the Judge to receive every Offer of Evidence, ap- 
parently material, suggested to him, though the Parties 
themselves, through Negligence, Ignorance, or corrupt 
Collusion, should not bring it forward. A Judge is not 
placed in that high Situation merely as a passive In- 
strument of Parties: He has a Duty of his own, in- 
dependent of them, and that Duty is to investigate the 
Truth. There may be no Prosecutor.—In our Law a 

ermanent Prosecutor is not of Necessity. The Crown 
ecchacne in Criminal Cases is a Grand Jury; and 
this is dissolved instantly on its Findings and its Pre- 
sentments. But if no Prosecutor appears (and it has 
happened more than once) the Court is obliged through 
its Officer, the Clerk of the Arraigns, to examine and 
cross-examine every Witness who presents himself ; 
and the Judge is to see it done effectually, and to act 
his own Part in it; and this as long as Evidence shall 
be offered within the Time which the Mode of Trial 
will admit. 

Your Committee is of Opinion, that if it has hap- 
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pened, that Witnesses or other Kinds of Evidence have 
not been frequently produced after the closing of the 
Prisoner’s Defence, or such Evidence has not been in 
Reply given, it has happened from the peculiar Nature 
of our common Judicial Proceedings, in which all the 
Matter of Evidence must be presented, whilst the Bo- 
dily Force and the Memory, or other Mental Faculties 
of Men, can hold out. This does not exceed the 
Compass of One Natural Day, or thereabouts; du- 
ring that short Space of Time, new. Evidence very 
rarely occurs for Production by any of the Parties ; 
because the Nature of Men, joined to the Nature of 
the Tribunals, and of the Mode of Trial at Common 
Law (good and useful on the Whole) prescribe Limits 
which the mere Principles of Justice would of them- 
selves never fix. 

But in other Courts, such as the Court of Chancery, 
the Courts of Admiralty Jurisdiction (except in Prize 
Causes under the Act of Parliament) and in the Eccle- 
siastical Courts wherein the Trial is not by an inclosed 
Jury in those Courts, such strait Limits are not of 
course necessary: The Cause is continued by many 
Adjournments ; as long as the Trial lasts, new Wit- 
nesses are examined, even after the regular Stage for 
each Party, on a special Application, under the Cir- 
cumstances, to the sound Discretion, of the Court, 
where the Evidence offered is newly come to the Know- 
ledge or Power of the Party, and appears on the Face 
of it to be material in the Cause. ven after Hearing, 
new Witnesses have been examined, or former Wit- 
nesses re-examined, not as the Right of the Parties, 
but ad informandam Conscientiam judicis. All these 
Things are not unfrequent in some, if not in all of these 
Courts, and perfectly known to the Judges of West- 
minster Hall, who cannot be supposed ignorant of the 
Practice of the Court of Chancery ; and who sit to try 
Appeals from the Admiralty and Ecclesiastical Courts 
as Delegates. 

But as Criminal Prosecutions, according to the 
Forms of the Civil and Canon Law, are neither many 
nor important in any Court of this Part of the King- 
dom, your Committee thinks it right to state the un- 


disputed Principle of the Imperial Law, from the 


great Writer on this Subject before cited by us ;— 
from Carpzovius. He says, “ that a Doubt has arisen 
“‘ whether Evidence being once given in a Trial on 
a public Prosecution (Jn processu inguisitorio) and 
“ the Witnesses being examined, it may be allowed 
“ to form other and new Articles, and to produce 
new Witnesses.” Your Committee must here ob- 
serve, that the Processus Inquisitorius is that Proceed- 
ing in which the Prosecution is carried on in the Name 
of the Judge acting ex Officio; from that Duty of his 
Office, which is called the nobile Officium Judicis. For 
the Judge under the Imperial Law possesses both those 
Powers, the Inquisitorial and the Judicial, which in the 
High Court of Parliament are more aptly divided and 
exercised by the different Houses: and in this Kind 
of Process the House will see that Carpzovius couples 
the Production of new Witnesses and the forming of 
new Articles (the undoubted Privilege of the Com- 
mons) as intimately and necessarily connected. He 
then proceeds to solve the Doubt—“ geome (says 
he) “ there are Authors who deny, that, after Publica- 
“ tion of the Depositions, any new Witnesses and 
Proofs, that can affect the Prisoner, ought to be 
received, which” (says he) “ is true in a Case where 
a private Prosecutor has intervened, who produces 
the Witnesses. But if the Judge proceeds by Way 
of Inquisition ea Officio, then, even after the Com- 
pletion of the Examination of Witnesses against the 
Prisoner, new Witnesses may be received and exa- 
mined; and on new Grounds of Suspicion arising, 
new Articles may be formed according to the 
common Opinion of the Doctors; and as it is the 
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“ most generally received, so it is most agreeable to 
* Reason.” 

And in another Chapter, relative to the ordinary 
Criminal Process by a private Prosecutor, he lays it 
down, on the Authority of Angelus, Bartolus, and 
others, that after the Right of the Party prosecuting 
is expired, the Judge taking up the Matter ex Officio 
may direct new Witnesses and new Proofs, even after 
Publication. Other Passages from the same Writer, 
and from others, might be added; but your Com- 
mittee trusts that what they have produced is sufficient 
to shew the general Principles of the Imperial Criminal 
Law. 

The High Court of Parliament bears in its Modes 
of Proceeding a much greater Resemblance to the 
Course of the Court of Chancery, the Admiralty, and 
Ecclesiastical Courts (which are the King’s Courts 
too, and their Law the Law of the Land) than to those 
of the Common Law. 

The Accusation is brought into Parliament at this 
very Day by exhibiting Articles; which your Commit- 
tee is informed, is the regular Mode of commencing 
a Criminal Prosecution, where the Office of the Judge 
is promoted in the Civil and Canon Law Courts of this 
Country. The Answer again is usually specific, both 
to the Fact and the Law alledged in each particular 
Article, which is agreeable to the Proceeding of the 
Civil Law, and not of the Common Law. 

Anciently the Resemblance was much nearer and 
stronger. Se/den, who was himself a great Ornament 
of the Common Law, and who was personally engaged 
in most of the Impeachments of his Time, has written 
expressly on the Judicature in Parliament. In his 
Fourth Chapter, intituled, Of Witnesses, he lays down 
the Practice of his Time, as well as of ancient Times, 
with respect to the Proof by Examination; and it is 
clearly a Practice more similar to that of the Civil than 
the Common Law. 

“ The Practice at this Day” (says he) “ is to swear 
* the Witnesses in open House, and then to examine 
“« them there, or at a Committee, either upon Jnterro- 
gatories.agreed upon in the House, or such as the 
Committee in their Discretion shall demand—thus 
it was in ancient Times, as shall appear by the 
Precedents, so many as they are, they being very 
“ sparing to record those Ceremonies, which I shall 
“« briefly recite, I then add those of later Times.” 

Accordingly, in Times so late as those of the Trial 
of Lord Middlesex, upon an Impeachment of the 
Commons, the whole Course of the Proceeding, 
especially in the Mode of adducing the Evidence, was 
in a Manner the same as in the Civil Law: Deposi- 
tions were taken, and Publication regularly passed ; 
and on the Trial of Lord Strafforde, both Modes point- 
ed out by Se/den seem to have been indifferently 
used. 

It follows, therefore, that this High Court (bound 
by none of their Rules) has a Liberty to adopt the 
Methods of any of the legal Courts of the Kingdom 
at its Discretion; and in sound Discretion it ought to 
adopt those which bear the nearest Resemblance to its 
own Constitution, to its own Procedure, and to its 
—— in the Promotion of Justice. 

e are Conveniencies and Inconveniencies both 
in the shorter and the longer Mode of Trial. But to 
bring the- Methods observed (if such are in Fact ob- 
served) in the former, only from Necessity, into the 
latter, by Choice, is to load it with the Inconveniency 
of both, without the Advantages of either. The chief 
Benefit of any Process which admits of Adjournments, 
is that it may afford Means of fuller Information and 
more mature Deliberation.—If neither of the Parties 
have a strict Right to it, yet the Court or the Jury, as 
the Case may be, ought to demand it. 

Your Committee is of Opinion, that all Rules rela- 
tive to Laches or Neglects in a Party to the Suit, 
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which may cause Nonsuit on the One Hand, or Judg- 
ment by Default in the other, all Things which 
cause the Party Cadere in jure, ought not to be ad- 
hered to in the utmost Rigour, even in Civil Cases; 
but ‘still less ought that Spirit, which takes Advan- 
tage of Lapses and Failures on either Part, to be suf- 
fered to govern in Causes Criminal. ‘Judges ought 
* to dean against every Attempt to nonsuit a Plaintiff 
* on Objections, which have no Relation to the real 
“ Merits. It is unconscionable in a Defendant to 
“ take Advantage of the Apices Litigandi—against 
* such Objections, every possible Presumption ought to 
be made which Ingenuity can suggest. How disgrace- 
“ ful would it be to the Administration of Justice 
“ to allow Chicane to obstruct Right!” This Ob- 
servation of Lord Mansfield applies equally to every 
Means by which, indirectly as well as directly, the 
Cause may fail upon any other Principles than those 
of its Merits. He thinks, that all the Resources of 
Ingenuity ought to be employed to baffle Chicane, 
not to support it. The Case in which Lord Mansfield 
has delivered this Sentiment is merely a Civil One. 
In Civil Causes of meum & tuum, it imports little to 
the Commonwealth, whether Zitus or Mevius profits 
of a Legacy; or whether John a Nokes or John a Stiles 
is seised of the Manor of Dale. For which Reason, 
in many Cases, the private Interests of Men are left 
by Courts to suffer by their own Neglects, and their 
own Want of Vigilance, as their Fortunes are per- 
mitted to suffer from the same Causes in all the Con- 
cerns of common Life. But in Crimes, where the 
Prosecution is on the Part of the Public (as all Cri- 
minal Prosecutions are, except Appeals) the Public 
Prosecutor ought not to be considered as a Plaintiff in 
a Cause of meum & tuum; nor the Prisoner, in such a 
Cause, as acommon Defendant. In such a Cause the 
State itself is highly concerned in the Event: On the 
other Hand, the Prisoner may lose Life, which all the 
Wealth and Power of all the States in the World 
cannot restore to him. Undoubtedly the State ought 
not to be weighed against Justice; but it would be 
dreadful indeed if Causes of such Importance should 
be sacrificed to petty Regulations, of mere secondary 
Convenience, not at all adapted to such Concerns, nor 
even made with a View to their Existence. Your 
Committee readily adopts the Opinion of the learned 
Ryder, that it would be better if there were no such 
Rules, than that there should be no Exceptions to 
them. Lord Hardwicke declared very properly, in 
the Case of the Earl of Chesterfield against Sir Abraham 
Janson, “ That political Arguments, in the fullest 
“ Sense of the Word, as they concerned the Govern- 
“ ment of a Nation, must be, and always have been, 
“ of great Weight in the Consideration of this Court. 
“ Though there be no Dolus Malus in Contracts, 
“‘ with regard to other Persons, yet if the rest of 
** Mankind are concerned as well as the Parties, it 
““ may be properly said, it regards the Public Utility.” 
Lord Hardwicke laid this down in a Cause of meum & 
tuum, between Party and Party, where the Public 
was concerned only remotely, and in the Example ; 
not as in this Prosecution, when the political Argu- 
ments are infinitely stronger, the Crime relating, 
and in the most eminent Degree relating, to the Pub- 
lic. 

One Case has happened since the Time which is 
limited by the Order of the House for this Report: 
It is so very important, that we think ourselves justi- 
fied in submitting it to the House without Delay. 
Your Committee, on the supposed Rules here alluded 
to, has been prevented (as of Right) from examin- 
ing a Witness of Importance in the Case, and One on 
whose supposed Knowledge of his most hidden Tran- 
sactions, the Prisoner had himself, in all Stages of 
this Business, as the House well knows, endeavoured 
to raise Presumptions in Favour of his Cause.. Indeed 
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it was his principal if not only Justification, as to the 
Intention, in many different Acts of Corruption charged 
upon him.—The Witness to whom we allude, is Mr. 
Larkins. 

This Witness came from India after your Committee 
had closed the Evidence of this House, in Chief; and 
could not be produced before the Time of the Reply. 
Your Committee was not suffered to examine him ; not, 
as they could find, on Objections to the particular Ques- 
tion, as improper, but upon some or other of the 
general Grounds (as they believe) on which Mr. Hast- 
ings resisted any Evidence from him. The Party, after 
having resisted his Production, on the next Sitting Day 
admitted him ; and by Consent he was examined: Your 
Committee entered a Protest on the Minutes in Favour 
of their Right. 

Your Committee contended, and do contend, that 
by the Law of Parliament, whilst the Trial lasts, they 
have full Right to call new Evidence, as the Circum- 
stances may afford, and the Posture of the Cause may 
demand it. This Right seems to have been asserted 
by the Managers for the Commons in the Case of Lord 
Stafford—32 Cha. II. 

The Managers, in that Case, claimed it as the Right 
of the Commons to produce Witnesses for the Purpose 
of fortifying their former Evidence.—Their Claim was 
admitted by the Court. It is an adjudged Case in the 
Law of Parliament. 

Your Committee is well aware, that the notorious 
Perjury and Infamy of the Witnesses in the Trial of 
Lord Stafford has been used to throw a Shade of Doubt 
and Suspicion on all that was transacted on that Occa- 
sion. But there isno Force in suchan Objection. Your 
Committee has no Concern in the Defence of these 
Witnesses ; nor of the Lords who found their Verdict 
on such Testimony ; nor of the Morality of those who 
produced it. Much may be said to palliate Errors on 
the Part of the Prosecutors and Judges, from the 
Heat of the Times, arising from the great Interests 
then agitated. But it is plain, there may be Perjury 
in Witnesses, or even Conspiracy unjustly to prose- 
cute, without the least Doubt of the Legality and 
Regularity of the Proceedings in any Part. This is 
too obvious and too common to need Argument or 
Illustration. 

The Proceeding in Lord Stafford’s Case never has, 
now for an Hundred and Fourteen Years, either in the 
warm Controversies of Parties, or in the cool Disquisi- 
tions of Lawyers or Historians, ever been questioned. 
The Perjury of the Witnesses has been more doubted 
at some Periods, than the Regularity of the Process has 
been at any Period. 

The learned Lawyer who led for the Commons in that 
Impeachment: (Serjeant Maynard) had, near Forty 
Years before, taken a forward Part in the great Cause 
of the Impeachment of Lord Strafforde; and was, per- 
haps, of all Men then in England, the most conversant 
in the Law and Usage of Parliament. Jones was one 
of the ablest Lawyers of his Age. His Colleagues were 
eminent Men. 

In the Trial of Lord Strafforde (which has attracted 
the Attention of History more than any other, on Ac- 
count of the Importance of the Cause itself, the Skill 
and Learning of the Prosecutors, and the eminent 
Abilities of the Prisoner) after the Prosecutors for the 
Commons had gone through their Evidence on the 
Articles; after the Prisoner had also made his De- 
fence, either upon each severally, or upon each Body 
of Articles as they had been collected into One; and 
the Managers had, in the same manner, replied ; 
when, previous to the general concluding Reply of 
the Prosecutors, the Time of the general xara, “kd 
(or Recollection as it was called) of the whole Evi- 
dence on the Part of Lord Strafforde arrived, the Ma- 
nagers produced new Evidence. Your Committee 
wiskes to call the particular Attention of the House 
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to this Case, as the Contest between the Parties did 
very nearly resemble the present; but, principally, 
because the Sense of the Lords on the Law of Parlia- 


ment, in its Proceedings with regard to the Reception ‘ 


of Evidence, is there distinctly laid down: So is the 
Report of the Judges relative to the Usage of the Courts 
below, full of Equity and Reason, and in perfect Con- 
formity with the Right for which we contended in Favour 
of the Public, and in Favour of the Court of Peers 
itself. The Matter is as follows. Your Committee 
gives it at large : 
“« After this, the Lord Steward adjourned this House 
to Westminster Hall; and the Peers being all set 
there in their Places, the Lord Steward commanded 
the Lieutenant of the Tower to bring forth the Earl 
of Strafforde to the Bar ; which being done, the Lord 
Steward signified, that both Sides might make a Re- 
collection of their Evidence, and the Earl of Strafforde 
to begin first. 
‘“* Hereupon Mr. Glynn desired, that before the Earl 
of Strafforde began, that the Commons might pro- 
duce Two Witnesses to the Fifteenth and Twenty- 
third Articles, to prove that there be Two Men 
whose Names are Berne; and so a Mistake will be 
made clear. 
“ The Earl of Strafforde desired, that no new Wit- 
nesses may be admitted against him, unless he 
might be permitted to produce Witnesses on his 
Part likewise ; which the Commons consented to, 
so the Earl of Strafforde would confine himself to 
those Articles upon which he made Reservations, but, 
he not agreeing to that, and the Commons insisting 
upon it ; 
“The House was adjourned to the usual Place 
above, to consider of it; and after some Debate, 
their Lordships thought it fit, That the Members 
of the Commons go on in producing new Witnesses, 
as they shall think fit, to the Fifteenth and Twenty- 
third Articles; and that the Earl of Strafforde may 
presently produce «such Witnesses as are present; 
and oa as are not, to name them presently ; and to 
proceed on Monday next ; and also, if the Commons 
and Earl of Strafforde would proceed upon any other 
Articles, upon new Matter, they are to name the 
Witnesses and Articles on both Sides presently, and 
to proceed on Monday next; but both Sides may 
waive it if they will. 
“ The Lord Steward adjourned this House to West- 
minster Hall; and, being returned thither, signified 
what the Lords had thought fit for the better pro- 
ceeding in the Business. 
“ The Earl of Strafforde, upon this, desiring not 
to be limited to any Reservation, but to be -at 
Liberty for what Articles are convenient for him 
to fortify with new Witnesses ;* to which the Com- 
mons not assenting, and for other Scruples which 
did arise in the Case, One of the Peers did desire 
that the House might be adjourned, to consider 
further of the Particulars. Hereupon the Lord 
Steward adjourned the House to the usual Place 
above.

Lord 
Mansfield makes the same Observation with regard to 
another Corrective of the short Mode of Trial—that of 
a new Trial. 

This is the Law, and this its Policy. The Jury are 
not to decide on the Competency of Witnesses, or of 
any other Kind of Evidence, in any Way whatsoever. 
Nothing of that Kind can come before them. But 
the Lords in the High Court of Parliament are not, 
either actually or virtually, a Jury. No legal Power 
is interposed between them and Evidence; they are 
themselves by Law fully and exclusively equal to it. 
They are Persons of high Rank, generally of the best 
Education, and of sufficient Knowledge of the World ; 
and they are a permanent, a settled, a corporate, and 
not an occasional and transitory Judicature. But it is 
to be feared, that the Authority of the Judges (in the 
Case of Juries legal) may, from that Example, weigh 
with the Lords further than its Reason, or its Appli- 
cability to the Judicial Capacity of the Peers, can 
support. It is to’ be feared, that if the Lords should 
think themselves bound implicitly to submit to this 
Authority, that at length they may come to think 
themselves to be no better than Jurors, and may vir- 
tually consent to a Partition of that Judicature, which 
the Law has left to them whole, supreme, uncontrouled, 
and final. 

This final and independent Judicature, because it 
is final and independent, ought to be very cautious 
with regard to the Rejection of Evidence.—If incom- 
petent Evidence is received by them, there is nothing 
to hinder their judging upon it afterwards according 
to its value. It may have no Weight in their Judg- 
ment; but if, upon Advice of others, they previously 
reject Information vee to their proper Judgment, 
they have no intermediate Means of setting themselves 
right, and they injure the cause of Justice without any 
Remedy. Against Errors of Juries, there is Remedy 
by a new Trial. Against Errors of Judges, there is 
Remedy, in Civil Causes, by Demurrer and Bills of 
Exceptions ; against their final Mistake, there is Re- 
medy by Writ of Error, in Courts of Common Law. 
In Tieton there is a Remedy by Appeal. If they 


. wilfully err in the Rejection of Evidence, there was 


formerly the Terror existing of Punishment by Im- 
peachment of the Commons ;—but with regard to the 
Lords, there is no Remedy for Error, no Punishment 
for a wilful Wrong. 

Your Committee conceives it not improbable, that 
this apparently total and unreserved Submission of the 
Lords to the Dictates of the Judges of the inferior 
Courts (no proper Judges in any Light, or in any 
Degree, of the Law of Parliament) may be owing to 
the very few Causes of original Jurisdiction, and the 
great Multitude of those of appellate Jurisdiction which 
come before them. In Cases of Appeal, or of Error 
(which is in the Nature of an Appeal) the Court of Ap- 
peal is obliged to judge, not by its own Rules, acting 
in another Capacity, or by those which it shall-choose 
pro re nata to make, but by the Rules of the inferior 
Court from whence the Appeal comes, for the Fault 
or the Mistake of the inferior Judge is, that he has 
not proceeded as he ought to do, according to the 
Law which he was to administer; and the Correction, 
if such shall take place, is to compel the Court from 
whence the Appeal comes to act as originally it ought 
to oe — according to Law, as the Law ought 
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to have been understood and practised in that Tri- R 
bunal. 
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The Lords, in such Cases of Necessity, judge On wr. = 


the Grounds of the Law, and Practice of the 
below ; and this they can very rarei¥ learn with Pre- 
cision, but from the Body of the Judges. Of course 
much Deference is, and ought to be had to their Opi- 
nions. But by this Means a Confusion may arise (if 
not well guarded against) between what they do in their 
appellate Jurisdiction, which is frequent, and what 
they ought to do in their original Jurisdiction, which is 
rare ; and by this the whole original Jurisdiction of the 
Peers, and the whole Law and Usage of Parliament, 
at least in their Virtue and Spirit, may be considerably 
impaired. : 
After having thus submitted to the House 

neral Tenor of the Proceedings in this Trial, your 
Committee will with all convenient Speed, lay before 
the House the Proceedings on each Head of Evi- 
dence separately, which has been rejected; and this 
they hope will put the House more perfectly in Pos- 
session of the principal Causes of the Length of this 
Trial, as well as of the Injury which Parliamentary

guilty of the Felony and Murder whereof he stood in- 
dicted ; and the Earl being brought to the Bar, the 
High Steward acquainted him therewith; and the 
House immediately adjourned to the Chamber of Par- 
liament: And having put the following Question to the 
Judges, adjourned to the next day : 
“« Supposing a Peer, so indicted and convicted, ought 
by Law to receive such Judgment as aforesaid, and 
the Day appointed by the Yadgitent for Execution 
should lapse before such Execution done, whether a 
new Time may be appointed for the Execution, and 
“ by whom?” ° 

On the 18th, the House, then sitting in the 
Chamber of Parliament, the Lord Chief Baron, in 
the Absence of the Chief Justice of the Common 
Pleas, delivered in Writing the Opinion of the Judges, 
which they had agreed on and reduced into Form that 
Morning. 

His Lordship added many weighty. Reasons in 
Support of the Opinion; which he urged with great 
Strength and Propriety, and delivered with a becoming 
Dignity. 
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TO THE SECOND QUESTION. 


“* Supposing the Day appointed by the Judgment

The Reasons upon which the Judges founded their 
Answer to the Question relating to the further Pro- 
ceedings 
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ceedings of the House after the High Steward’s Com- 
mission dissolved, which is usually done upon pro- 
nouncing Judgment, may possibly require some further 
Discussion. I will therefore, before I conclude, men- 
tion those which weighed with me, and, I believe, with 
many others of the Judges. 


REASONS, ge. 


Every Proceeding in the House of Peers, acting in 
its Judicial Capacity, whether upon Writ of Error, 
Impeachment, or fedictanend, removed thither by 
Certiorari, is in Judgment of Law a Proceeding before 
the King in Parliament: And therefore the House, in 
all those Cases, may not improperly be styled, The 
Court of our Lord the King in Parliament. 

This Court is founded upon immemorial Usage, upon 
the Law and Custom of Parliament, and is Part of the 
Original System of our Constitution. 

It is open for all the Purposes of Judicature during 
the Continuance of the Parliament: It openeth at the 
Beginning and shutteth at the End of every Session ; 
just as the Court of King’s Bench, which is likewise 
in Judgment of Law held before the King himself, 
openeth and shutteth with the Term. 

The Authority of this Court, or, if I may use the 
Expression, its constant Activity for the Ends of 
Public Justice, independent of any special Powers de- 
rived from the Crown, is not doubted in the Case 
of Writs of Error from those Courts of Law whence 
Error lieth in Parliament, and of Impeachments for 
Misdemeanors. 

It was formerly doubted, whether, in the Case of 
an Impeachment for Treason, and in the Case of an 
Indictment against a Peer for any Capital Crime, re- 
moved into Parliament by Certiorari, whether in these 
Cases the Court can proceed to Trial and Judgment, 
without an High Steward appointed by Special Com- 
mission from the Crown. 

This Doubt seemeth to have arisen from the not 
distinguishing between a Proceeding in the Court of 
the High Steward, and that before the King in Par- 
liament. The Name, Style, and Title of Office is 
the same in both Cases; but the Office, the Powers, 
and Preheminences annexed to it, differ very widely ; 
and so doth the Constitution of the Courts where the 
Offices are executed. The Identity of the Name 
may have confounded our Ideas, as equivocal Words 
often do, if the Nature of Things is not attended to; 
but the Nature of the Offices, properly stated, will I 
hope remove every Doubt on these Points. 

In the Court of the High Steward, he alone is Judge 
in all Points of Law and Practice; the Peers Triers are 
merely Judges of Fact, and are summoned by virtue of 
a Precept from the High Steward, to appear before him 
on the Day appointed by him for the Trial, Ut Rei Ve- 
ritas melius sciri poterit. 

The High Steward’s Commission, after reciting 
that an Indictment hath been found against.the Peer 
by the Grand Jury of the proper County, impowereth 
him to send for the Indictment, to convene the Pri- 
soner before him, at such Day and Place as he shall 
appoint, then and there to hear and determine the 
Matter of such Indictment; to cause the Peers Triers 
tot & tales, per quos Rei Veritas melius sciri poterit, at 
the same Day and Place to appear before him, Veri- 
sess a inde compertd, to proceed to Judgment ac- 
cording to the Law and Custom of England, and there- 
upon to award Execution *. 

By this it is plain that the sole Right of Judicature is 
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in Cases of this Kind vested in the High Steward ; 
that it resideth solely in his Person; and consequently 
without this Commission, which is but in Nature of 
a Commission of Oyer and Terminer, no One Step can 
be taken in order to a Trial ; and that when his Com- 
mission is dissolved, which he declareth by breaking his 
Staff, the Court no longer existeth. 

But in a Trial of a Peer in full Parliament, or to 
speak with legal Precision, before the King in Par- 
liament, for a Capital Offence, whether upon Im- 
peachment or Indictment, the Case is quite otherwise ; 
every Peer present at the Trial, and every Temporal 
Peer, hath a Right to be present in uleyeitese of the 
Proceeding ; voteth upon every Question of Law and 
Fact ; and the Question is carried by the major Vote, 
the High Steward himself voting merely as a Peer and 
Member of that Court, in common with the rest of the 
Peers, and in no other Right. 

It hath indeed been usual, and very expedient it is, in 
Point of Order and Regularity, and for the Solemnity of 
the Proceeding, to appoint an Officer for presiding during 
the Time of the Trial, and until Judgment, and to give 
him the Stile and Title of Steward of England; 
but this maketh no Sort of Alteration in the Con- 
stitution of the Court; it is the same Court, founded in 
immemorial Usage, in the Law and Custom of Par- 


liament, whether such Appointment be made or 


not. 

It acteth in its Judicial Capacity in every Order 
made touching the Time and Place of the Trial, the post- 
poning the Trial from Time to Time upon Petition, ac- 
cording tothe Nature and Circumstances of the Case, the 
Allowance or Non-allowance of Council to the Prisoner, 
and other Matters relative to the Trialt; and all this 
before an High Steward hath been appointed. And so 
little was it apprehended, in some Cases which I shall 
mention presently, that the Existence of the Court de- 
pended on the Appointment of an High Steward, 
that the Court itself directed in what manner, and by 
what Form of Words, he should be appointed. It 
hath likewise received and recorded the Prisoner’s 
Confession, which amounteth to a Conviction, before 
the Appointment of an High Steward ; and hath allowed 
to Prisoners the Benefit of Acts of General Pardon, 
where they appeared entitled to it, as well without the 
Appointment of an High Steward, as after his Commis- 
sion dissolved. 

And when, in the Case of Impeachments, the Com- 
mons have sometimes, at Conferences between the 
Houses, attempted to interpose in Matters preparatory 
to the Trial, the general Answer hath been, “ This is 
“ a Point of Judicature upon which the Lords will not 
** confer ; they impose Silence upon themselves,” or to 
that Effect. i need not here cite Instances ; every Man 
who hath consulted the Journals of either House hath 
met with many of them. 

I will now cite a few Cases, applicable, in my Opi- 
nion, to the present Question. And I shall confine my- 
self to such as have happened since the Restoration. 
Because, in Questions of this Kind, modern Cases, 
settled with Deliberation, and upon a View of former 
Precedents, give more Light and Satisfaction than the 
deepest Search into Antiquity can afford. And also 
because the Prerogatives of the Crown, the Privileges 
of Parliament, and the Rights of the Subject in general, 
appear to me to have been more studied, and better un- 
derstood, at and for some Years before that Period, than 
in former Ages. 

In the Case of the Earl of Danby, and the Popish 
Lords then under Impeachments, the Lords, on the 
6th of May 1679, appointed Time and Place for hear- 
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ing the Earl of Danby, by his Counsel, upon the Va- 
lidity of his Plea of Pardon, and for the Trials of the 
other Lords ; and voted an Address to His Majesty, 
praying that he would be pleased to appoint an High 
Steward for those Purposes. 

These Votes were, on the next Day, communi- 
cated to the Commons by Message in the usual Man- 
ner. 

On the 8th, at a Conference between the Houses, 
upon the Subject Matter of that Message, the Com- 
mons expressed themselves to the. following Effect : 
‘They cannot apprehend what should induce your 
‘“* Lordships to address his Majesty for an High 
“ Steward, for determining the Validity of the Par- 
“‘ don which hath been pleaded by the Earl of Dandy, 
“ as also for the Trial of the other Five Lords, be- 
“‘ cause they conceive the constituting an High 
** Steward is not necessary, but that Judgment may 
“* be given in Parliament upon Impeachment without 
* an High Steward ;” and concluded with a Proposi- 
tion, that for avoiding any Interruption or Delay, a 
Committee of both Houses might be nominated to 
consider of the most proper Ways and Methods of 
proceeding. 

This Proposition the House of Peers, after a long 
‘Debate, rejected. 

Dissentientibus, Finch*, Chancellor, and many other 
Lords. 

However, on the 11th the Commons Proposition 
of the 8th, was, upon a Second Debate, agreed to; 
and the Lord Chancellor, Lord President, and Ten 
other Lords, were named of the Committee, to meet 
and confer with a Committee of the Commons. 

The next Day the Lord President reported, That 
the Committees of both Houses met that Morning, 
and made an Entrance’ into the Business referred to 
them: That the Commons desired to see the Com- 
missions that are prepared for an High Steward at these 
Trials, and also the Commissions in the Lord Pem- 
broke’s and the Lord Morley’s Cases. 

That to this the Lords Committees said, ‘“‘ The High 
“ Steward is but Speaker pro Tempore, and giveth his 
“ Vote as well as the other Lords. This changeth not 
“ the Nature of the Court. And the Lords declared 
“‘ they have Power enough to proceed to Trial, 
“ though. the King should not Name an High 
* Steward f. 

“« That this seemed to be a Satisfaction to the Com- 
“ mons, provided it was entered in the Lords Journals, 
“ which are Records.” 

Accordingly on the same Day, “ Jt is declared and 

“ ordered, by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Par- 

“* liament assembled, that the Office of an High Steward 

“ upon Trials of Peers — Impeachments is not neces- 

sary to the House of Peers; but that the Lords may 

“ proceed in such Trials if an High Steward be not ap- 
“ pointed, according to their humble Desire t”. 

On the 13th the Lord President reported, That the 
Committees of both Houses had met that Morning, 
and discoursed in the First Place on the Matter of a 
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Lord High Steward, and had*perused former Com- 
missions for the Office of High Steward; and then, 
putting the House in Mind of the Order and Resolu- 
tion of the preceding Day, proposed from the Com- 
mittees that a new Commission might issue, so as the 
Words in the Commission may be thus changed, viz. 
Instead of Ac pro eo qudd Officium Seneschalli Anglia 
(cujus Presentia in hac Parte requiritur) ut accepimus 
jam vacat, may be inserted, Ac pro eo guédd Proceres & 
Magnates in Parliamento nostro assemblati, Nobis humili- 
ter supplicaverunt ut Seneschallum Anglia pro hac vice 
Constituere dignaremur ; to which the House agreed §. 

It must be admitted, that Precedents drawn from 
Times of Ferment and Jealousy, as these were, lose 
much of their Weight, since Passion and Party pre- 
judice generally mingle in the Contest; yet let it be 
remembered, that these are Resolutions in which both 
Houses concurred, and in which the Rights of both 
were thought to be very nearly concerned ; the Com- 
mons Right of impeaching with Effect, and the whole 
Judicature of the Lords in Capital Cases. For if the 
Appointment of an High Steward was admitted to be 
of absolute Necessity (however necessary it may be for 
the Regularity and Solemnity of the Proceeding dur- 
ing the Trial, and until Judgment, which I do not 
dispute) every Impeachment may, for a Reason too 
obvious to be mentioned, be rendered ineffectual. 
And the Judicature of the Lords, in all Capital Cases, 
nugatory. 

It was from a Jealousy of this Kind, not at that 
Juncture altogether groundless, and to guard against 
every Thing from whence the Necessity of an High 
Steward in the Case of an Impeachment might be in- 
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ferred, that the Commons proposed, and the Lords © 


readily agreed to, the Amendments in the Steward’s 
Commission, which I have already stated. And it 
hath, I confess, great Weight with me, that this 
Amendment, which was at the same Time directed 
in the Cases of the Five Popish Lords, when Com- 
missions should pass for their Trials, hath taken place 
in every Commission upon Impeachments for Trea- 
son since that Time J. And I cannot help remarking, 
that in the Case of Lord Lovat, when neither the Heat 
of the Times, nor the Jealousy of Parties, had an 
Share in the Proceeding, the House ordered, “ That 
“* the Commission for appointing a Lord High Steward 
“* shall be in the like Form as that for the Trial of the 
“ Lord Viscount Stafford, as entered in the Journal 
“ of this House, on the 30th of November 1680, 
“‘ except that the same shall be in the English Lan- 
* guage TT. . 
will make a short Observation on this Matter. 
The Order, on the 13th May 1679, for varying 
the Form of the Commission, was, as appeareth by 
the Journal, plainly made in consequence of the Re- 
solution of the 12th, and was founded on it; and 
consequently the constant unvarying Practice with re- 
gard to the new Form goeth, in my Opinion, a great 
Way towards shewing, that in the Sense of all suc- 
ceeding Times, that Resolution was not the Result of 
Faction,

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Faction, or a blameable Jealousy, but was founded in 
sound Reason and true Policy. 

It may be objeeted, that the Resolution of the 12th 
of May 1679 goeth no further than to a Proceeding 


upon <n ye 

Pithe ter of the Resolution, it is admitted, goeth 
no further; but this is easily accounted for: A Pro- 
ceeding by Impeachment was the Subject Matter of 
the Conference, and the Commons had no Pretence 
to interpose in any other. But what say the Lords? 
The High Steward is but as a Speaker or Chairman, 
pro Tempore, for the more orderly proceeding at 
the Trials ; the Appointment of him doth not alter 
the Nature of the Court, which still remaineth the 
Court of the Peers in Parliament. From these Pre- 
mises they draw the Conclusion I have mentioned. 
Are not these Premises equally true in the Case 
of a Proceeding upon Indictment ?—They undoubt- 
edly are. 

t must likewise be admitted, that in the Proceed- 
ing upon Indictment the High Steward’s Commission 
hath never varied from the ancient Form in such 
Cases; the Words objected to by the Commons, Ac 
pro eo quod Officium Seneschalli Anglha (cujus Pra- 
sentia in hac Parte requiritur ) ut accepimus jam vacat, 
are still retained. But this proveth no more than that 
the Great Seal having no Authority to vary in Point of 
Form, hath from Time to Time very prudently followed 
ancient Precedents. 

I have already stated the Substance of the Com- 
mission, in a Proceeding in the Court of the High 
Steward. I will now state the Substance of that in 
a Proceeding in the Court of the Peers in Parlia- 
ment. And shall make use of that in the Case of 
the Earl of Kilmarnock and others, as being the 
latest, and, in Point of Form, agreeing with the former 
Precedents. 

The Commission, after reciting that William Earl 
of Kilmarnock, &c. stand indicted before Commis- 
sioners of Gaol Delivery, in the County of Surrey, for 
High Treason in levying War against the King ; and 
that the King intendeth that the said William Earl of 
Kilmarnock, &c. shall be heard, examined, sentenced, 
and adjudged before Himself in this present Parlia- 
ment, touching the said Treason, and for that the 
Office of Steward of Great Britain (whose Presence is 
required upon this Occasion) is now vacant as we 
are informed, appointeth the then Lord Chancellor 
Steward of Great Britain, to bear, execute, and 
exercise (for this Time) the said Office, with all 
Things due and belonging to the same Office, in 
that Behalf. 

What, therefore, are the Things due and belong- 
ing to the Office in a Case of this Kind? Not, as in 
the Court of the High Steward, a Right of Judica- 
ture. For the Commission itself supposeth that Right 
to reside in a Court then subsisting before the King 
in Parliament. The Parties are to be there heard, 
sentenced, and adjudged. What Share in the Pro- 
ceeding doth the High Steward then take? By the 
Practice and Usage of the Court of the Peers in Par- 
liament, he giveth his Vote as a Member thereof with 
the rest of the Peers; but for the Sake of Regularity 
and Order, he presideth during the Trial, and until 
Judgment, as Chairman or Speaker, pro Tempore. 
In that Respect, therefore, it may be properly enough 
said, that his Presence is required during the trial, and 
until Judgment, and in no other. Herein I see no 
Difference between the Case of an Impeachment, and 
ef an Indictment. 

I say during the Time of the Trial, and until Judg- 
ment, because the Court hath, as I observed before, 
from Time to Time, done ‘various Acts, plainly judicial, 
before the Appointment of an High Steward, and where 
no High Steward hath ever been appginted, and even 
after the Commission dissolved. 
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I will to this Purpose cite a few Cases. 

I begin with the latest, because they are the latest, 
and were ruled with great Deliberation, and for the most 
Part, upon a View of former Precedents. 

In the Case of the Earl of Kilmarnock and others, 
the Lords, on the 24th of June, 1746, ordered, that 
a Writ or Writs of Certiorari be issued for removing 
the Indictments before the House. And on the 26th 
the Writ, which is made returnable before the King 
in Parliament, with the Return and Indictments, was 
received and read. On the next Day, upon the Re- 
port of the Lords Committees, that they had been at- 
tended by the Two Chief Justices, and Chief Baron, 
and had heard them touching the Construction of the 
Act of the Seventh and Eighth of King William, 
‘“‘ For regulating Trials in Cases of High Treason, 
“ and Misprision of Treason,” the House, upon read- 
ing the Report, came to several Resolutions, founded 
for the most Part on the Construction of that Act. 
What that Construction was, appeareth from the Lord 
High Steward’s Address to the Prisoners, just before 
their Arraignment. Having mentioned that Act, as 
One happy Consequence of the Revolution, he addeth, 
“ However injuriously that Revolution hath been tra- 
“ duced, whatever Attempts have been made to sub- 
“ vert this happy Establishment founded on it, your 
“* Lordships will now have the Benefit of that Law in 
** its full Extent.” 

I need not after this mention any other Judicial 
Acts done by the House in this Case, before the 
Appointment of the High Steward—many there are. 
For, the putting a Construction upon an Act relative 
to the Conduct of the Court, and the Right of the 
Subject at the Trial, and in the Proceedings prepara- 
tory to it, and this in a Case entirely new, and upon 
a Point, to say no more in this Place, not extremely 
clear, was undoubtedly an Exercise of Authority 
proper only for a Court having full Cognizance of 
the Cause. 

I will not minutely enumerate the several Orders 
made preparatory to the Trial of Lord Lovat, and 
in the several Cases I shall have Occasion to mention, 
touching the Time and Place of the Trial, the Al- 
lowance or Non-allowance of Counsel, and other Mat- 
ters of the like Kind, all plainly Judicial, because the 
like Orders occur in all the Cases where a Journal of 
the preparatory Steps hath been published by Order 
of the Peers. With regard to Lord Lovat’s Case, 
I think the Order directing the Form of the High 
Steward’s Commission, which I have already taken 
Notice of, is not very consistent with the Idea of a 
Court, whose Powers can be supposed to depend, at 
any Point of Time, upon the Existence or Dissolution 
of that Commission. 

In the Case of the Earl of Derwentwater, and the 
other Lords impeached at the same Time, the House 
received and recorded the Confessions of those of 
them who pleaded guilty, long before the Teste of 
the High Steward’s Commission, which issued merely 
for the Solemnity of giving Judgment against them 
upon their Conviction. 

This appeareth by the Commission itself: It re- 
citeth that the Earl of Derwentwater, and others, Coram 
Nobis in presenti Parkamento, had been impeached 
re Commons for High Treason, and had, Coram 

obis in presenti Parliamento, pleaded guilty to that 
Impeachment ; and that the King, intending that 
the said Earl of Derwentwater and others, de % pro 
proditione unde ipsi ut prefertur impetit’, accusit’, 
& convict? existunt Coram Nobis in presenti Partia- 
mento, secundum Legem & Consuetudinem hujus Regn 
Nostri Magne Britannia, Audientur, Sententientur, 
& Adjudicentur, constituteth the then Lord Chancellor 
High Steward (hac vice) to do and execute all Thin 
which to the Office of High Steward in that Behalf do 
belong. 
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The receiving and recording the Confession of the 
Prisoners, which amounted to a Conviction, so that no- 
thing remained but proceeding to Judgment, was cer- 
tainly an Exercise of Judicial Authority, which no 
Assembly, how great soever, not having full Cognizance 
of the Camse, could exercise. 

In the case of Lord Sadisbury, who had been im- 
peached by the Commons for High Treason, the Lords, 
upon his Petition, allowed him the Benefit of the Act 

General Pardon passed in the Second Year of 
William and Mary, so far as to discharge him from his 
Imprisonment upon a Construction they put upon that 
Act, no High Steward ever having been appointed in 
that Case. 

On the 2d of October, 1690, upon reg a Earl's 
Petition, Setting forth, that he had been a Prisoner for 
a Year and Nine Months, in the Zower, notwithstand- 
ing the late Act of Free and General Pardon, and 
praying to be discharged, the Lords ordered the 
Judges to attend on the Monday following, to give 
their Opinions, whether the said Earl be pardoned by 
the Act. Onthe 6th the Judges delivered their Opi- 
nions, that if his Offence was committed before the 
13th of February 1688, and not in Jreland, or be- 
yond the Seas, he is pardoned. Whereupon it was 
ordered, that he be admitted to Bail, and the next 
Day he and his Sureties entered into a Recognizance 
of Bail, himself in £.10,000 and Two Sureties in 
£.5,000 each; and on the 3oth he and his Sureties 
were, after a long Debate, discharged from their Re- 
cognizance. 

t will not be material to enquire, whether the House 
did right in discharging the Earl without giving the 
Commons an Opportunity of being heard; since, in 
Fact, they claimed and exercised a Right of Judicature 
without an High Steward—which is the only Use I 
make of this Case. 

They did the same in the Case of the Earl of Carn- 
warth, the Lords Widdrington and Nairn, long after 
the High Steward’s Commission dissolved. 

These Lords had Judgment passed on them at the 
same Time that Judgment was given against the Lords 
Derwentwater, Nithsdale, and Kenmure; and Judg- 
ment being given, the High Steward immediately broke 
his Staff, and declared the Commission dissolved. Th 
continued Prisoners in the Zower under Reprieves, till 
the passing of the Act of General Pardon, in the Third 
of King George the First. 

On the 21st of November 1717, the House being 
informed that these Lords had severally entered into 
Recognizances before one of the Judges of the Court of 
King’s Bench, for their Appearance in the House in 
this Sessions of Parliament; and that the Lords Carn- 
warth and Widdrington were attending accordingly ; and 
that the Lord Nairn was ill at Bath, and could not then 
attend; the Lords Carnwarth and Widdrington were 
called in; and severally, at the Bar, prayed that their 
Appearance might be recorded; and likewise prayed 
the Benefit of the Act for His Majesty’s General and 
Free Pardon. 

Whereupon the House ordered that their Appearance 
be recorded, and that they attend again To-morrow, 
in order to plead the Pardon. And “the Recognizance 
of the Lord Nairn was respited till that Day Fort- 
night. 

“On the Morrow the Lords Carnwarth and Widdring- 
ton, then attending, were called in; and the Lord Chan- 
cellor acquainted them severally, that it appeared by the 
Records of the House, that they severally stood attainted 
of High Treason; and asked them severally, what they 
had to say, why they should not be remanded to the 
Tower of ? 

Thereupon they severally, upon their Knees, prayed 
the Benefit of the Act, and that they might have their 
Lives and Liberties pursuant thereunto. 
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And the Attorney General, who then attended for Report ou 
that Purpose, declaring that he had no Objection on or 
His Majesty’s Behalf, to what was prayed, conceiving Mr Bet. 
that those s, not having made any Escape since ings's Trial. 
their Conviction, were entitled to the Benefit of the Act; 
the House, after reading the Clause in the Act relating See Sect. 45- 
to that Matter, agreed that they should be allowed the ** 3°! 
Benefit of the Pardon, as to their Lives and Liberties ; 
and discharged their Recognizances, and gave them 
Leave to depart without further Day given for their 
Appearance. 

On the 6th of December following the like Proceed- 
ings were had, and the like Orders made, in the Case 
of Lord Nairn. 

I observe that the Lord Chancellor did not ask these 
Lords what they had to say why Execution should 
not be awarded, There was, it is probable, some 
little Delicacy as to that Point. But since the Al- 
lowance of the Benefit of the Act, as to Life and 
Liberty, which was all that was prayed, was an ef- 
fectual Bar to any future Imprisonment on that Ac- 
count, and also to Execution, and might -have been 
Breet as such in any Court whatsoever; the whole 

roceeding must be admitted to have been in a Court 
having complete Jurisdiction in the Case, notwithstand- 
ing the High Steward’s Commission had been long 
dissolved—which is all the Use I intended to make of 
this Case. 

I will not recapitulate; the Cases I have cited, and 
the Conclusions drawn from them, are brought into 
a very narrow Compass. I will only add, it would 
sound extremely harsh to say, that a Court of Cri- 
minal Jurisdiction, founded in immemorial Usage, 
and held in Judgment of Law before the King him- 
self, can in any Event whatever be under an utter 
Incapacity of proceeding to Trial and Judgment, 
either of Condemnation or Acquittal, the ultimate 
Objects of every Criminal Proceeding, without 
certain Supplemental Powers derived from the 
Crown. 

These Cases, with the Observations I have made 
on them, I hope sufficiently warrant the Opinion of 
the Judges upon that Part of the Second Question in 
the Case of the late Earl Ferrers, which I have al- 
ready mentioned. And also what was advanced by 
the Lord Chief Baron in his Argument on that 
Question, “‘ That though the Office of High Steward 
** should happen to determine before Execution done 
“ according to the Judgment, yet the Court of the 
Peers in Parliament, where that Judgment was 
given, would subsist for all the Purposes of Justice 
‘ during the Sitting of the Parliament.” And con- 
sequently that in the Case supposed by the Question, 
that Court might appoint a new Day for the Execu- 
tion.

of this Interest he is himself in all Instances the fittest 
Judge, and that from this unfettered and well-directed 
Pursuit of Individual Interest, has arisen, and ever will 
arise, the greatest Aggregate of National Benefit: 
That, under the Protection of the Law, vesting in 
some of the Petitioners and others the Right of certain 
Patents, the Public has become possessed of a very 
valuable Improvement in the combing of Wool by 
Machinery as preparatory to the Spinning of Worsted 
Yarn, one great Staple of the National Trade: That 

eat Benefit has already resulted from this improved 

ode of Combing, but in no Proportion to what is 
expected to result, whereby a great Saving in the 
Production of Yarn will be obtained, and the Manu- 
factures of the Kingdom be carried to Market with 
greater Advantage both to the Manufacturer and 
Consumer: That, on a moderate Estimation, the 
Price of combing of the lower Wools is reduced by 
this Improvement from Two Pence Half-penny, or 
Three Pence, to One Penny per Pound, and that, 
when the finer Wools shall be subjected to the same 
Operation, the Reduction of Price will most proba- 
bly be from Six Pence, or more, to One Penny, or 
Three Half-pence per Pound; That, in Time of 
Peace, this Difference will _ much more considerable, 
as 
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as the Price of Hand-combing is then greatly en- 
hanced, while the Expence of Machine-combing will 
remain altogether, or nearly, the same, and that, if 
the Petitioners and others should be compelled to 
abandon the Combing of Wool by Machinery, they 
will severally be subjected to the ruinous Obligation 
of producing their Yarns at an Expence of from 
£.1,500 to £.2,000 per Annum, more than the Pro- 
duction of the same Yarn will cost them by Ma- 
chinery: That if, in the Progress of Time, the Ma- 
chine-combing, being unrestricted by Law, should 
supersede the Use of Hand-combing, the saving to 
the National Produce would, on a moderate Calcula- 
tion, greatly exceed One Million per Annum; and 
that, if the Machine-combing be suppressed, the Na- 
tional Manufactures must in Consequence be charged 
with this additional Load: That the Machine-comb- 
ing is superior in Quality, it being one continued 
even Flux of the Material, indefinite in its Length, 
while the Wool combed by Hand is in short Lengths, 
with irregular Ends, sybject both to Loss and Imper- 
fection in the uniting them; and that the Woollen 
Manufactures of the eae appear to have been 
for some Years past considerably on the Increase, and 
may receive a severe and fatal Check, to the great In- 
jury of the Kingdom, if they cannot be produced on 
the best and cheapest Terms: That the good Policy 
of the Law, in leaving Manufactures to their Natural 
Course, was strikingly evinced in the Business of Cot- 
ton, in the Spinning of which the Application of 
Machinery threatened to deprive of their Maintenance 
a much more considerable Body of Artizans, while in 
the Progress the Artizans found Employment, and 
the Cotton Manufactures of the Kingdom were car- 
ried to a Height both of Excellence and Extent, and 
the National Wealth was multiplied, beyond all Ex- 
ample: That the Woollen Manufactures may, in all 
Probability, from the same Causes, reach the same 
Height of Prosperity and Excellence, if unchecked 
by prohibitory Laws; and it appears to be an unequal 
Line of Justice, that an Advantage should be granted 
to the Carding of Cotton, and denied to the Comb- 
ing of Wool; that the latter being, for Ages, the Fa- 
vourite Produce of the Kingdom, might have expected 
a special Indulgence ; that the Cotton Manufactures 
have derived their high Reputation and Extent from 
the very Circumstance which the Petition of the 
Woolcombers meditates to withdraw from Wool; and 
that the Woollen Manufactures may derive the same 
Improvement from the same Cause to which Cotton 
has been so much indebted; and that every Land- 
holder in the Kingdom may find his own, and the 
most solid Interests of his Country, to be materially 
injured by the Denial of Machinery to the Combing 
of Wool: That the Growth of Wool fit for combing 
is not limited in the Degree which may be imagined, 
but will be increased or diminished in Proportion to 
the Demand for it; and that the Improvement of the 
Woollen Manufactures must increase the Growth of 
combing Wool, to the great Advantage of the Land 
Owner and Farmer, and consequently to the Poor 
by the Breeding of Sheep, and the Quantity of Mut- 
ton brought to Market: That the Petitioners appre- 
hend, that no more Inconvenience will result to the 
Woolcombers from the Introduction of Machinery, 
than in the Instance of spinning Cotton by Ma- 
chinery ; that the Use of Machine-combing will be 
gradual and progressive; and that the Decrease of 
Hand-combers will probably be in Proportion to the 
Increase of Machines for oan Wool: That, 
lastly, to the great Injury both to Individuals and the 
Kingdom, which will ensue from proscribing the free 
Use of Machinery in the combing of Wool, is to be 
added the singular Character of the Woolcombers, 
and the long Experience of the greatest Evils to the 
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Manufactures arising from this very Character: That 
the Woolcombers are a self-constituted Corporation, 
bound by Laws of their own making, in Breach and 
Defiance of those of the Legislature, and, in conse- 
quence of this Combination, they eounteract all the 
Interests and Pursuits of their Employers: That, if a 
Body of Woolcombers disagree with their Employers, 
no other Set of Woolcombers dare to succeed them, 
until the Difference is done away: That they take 
Advantage of the State of their Employer's Trade to 
raise their Wages ad libitum, and frequently leave 
their Employers in the most unwarrantable Secshicr, 
and, by their Combination, put a Stop to their whole 
Operations, by which illegal Conduct from Three to 
Four hundred poor working People are totally at a 
Stand, and the Employer has no Resource but in 
Compliance with their wanton and exorbitant De- 
mands: That, as a Body, their Vices and Intem- 
perance are a Source of infinite Loss and Trouble, 
and that a Dependance on the Woolcombers alone will 
be an Abandonment of the most valuable Manufac- 
tures to a Set of Men whom neither Law nor Morals 
have yet been able to restrain; and that, if the Bill 
now depending in the House be such as to threaten the 
Injury which the Petitioners have stated, it is their re- 
spectful Petition to the House, that they may be per- 
mitted to be heard, by themselves, or Counsel, in Sup- 
port of the Allegations which they have stated, and of 
the Interests of themselves and their Country, which 
are seriously at Stake.

of Manual Labour, might be so far meliorated as to 
enable the Manufacturer to bring his Goods to Mar- 
ket without an Increase of Price: That Machine- 
combing is superior to that by Manual Labour, it 
being one continued even F'lux of the Material, in- 
definite in its Length, whilst the other is in short 
Lengths with irregular Ends, subject to both Loss 
and Imperfection in uniting them for the Purpose of 
Spinning ; and that, if the Principle upon which the 
present Bill is founded once receives the Sanction of 
the Legislature, every Manufactory in the Kingdom 
will be exposed to Applications for imposing similar 
Restraints, and there is no one Reason assigned in Sup- 
port of the Bill that may not be urged, with equal 
Force and Propriety, to restrain the Use of every 
Species of Machine both in Agriculture and Manu- 
factures: That the good Policy of the Law, in leav- 
ing Manufactures to their natural Course, might be 
evinced by a Reference to the present State of every 
Manufactory in the Kingdom; the Cotton Manu- 
factory, by the Invention of Carding and Spinning 
Cotton by Machinery, affords perhaps the most strik- 
ing Instance of this Kind, as those Inventions at first 
threatencd to deprive of their Maintenance a much 
more numerous Body of Artizans than the Wool- 
combers, while, in the Progress, their Apprehensions 
not only proved unfounded, as they obtained Em- 
ployment in other Branches of the Manufacture, but 
the Number of Persons employed therein, since those 
Inventions, has increased beyond all Computation, 
and the Manufactory has flourished to a Degree of 
Excellence and Extent far exceeding all Example ; 
and that the Woollen Manufactures may, in all Pro- 
bability from similar Causes, obtain a proportionate 
Degree of Prosperity and Excellence if unchecked 
by prohibitory Laws, and it appears to be an unequal 
Line of Justice, that an Advantage should be granted 
to the Carding of Cotton, and denied to the Combing 
of Wool, the latter, being for Ages the favourite 
Produce of the Kingdom, might have expected a 
special Indulgence, and yet the Cotton Manufactures 
have derived their high Reputation and Extent from 
the very Circumstance which the present Bill medi- 
tates to withdraw from Wool: That the Growth of 
Wool fit for combing is not limited, nor was there 
ever an Instance, in the Recollection of the oldest Ma- 
nufacturer living, when any Quantities of it could 
not be purchased which the Occasion of the Manu- 
facturers required; the Limitation of the Quantity, 
like every other similar Production, is governed by 
the Market and Consumption, and, in the Proportion 
in which the manufacturing of it is facilitated the 
Consumption and Price will increase, and the Ad- 
vance of Price will, as in all similar Cases, operate as 
a Premium to increase the Growth of it; the Land 
Owner, Grazier, Manufacturer, and every Consumer 
of the Goods, when manufactured, have, therefore, 
an Unity of Interests in promoting the Reduction of 
Manual Labour in the Manufacture of Wool: That 
the Petitioner, and many other Manufacturers, have

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frequently advertized in the Provincial News-papers 
for Woolcombers without being able to obtain an 
adequate Number for the Purposes of their Manu- 
factories ; that the Scarcity of Hands arises from the 
Combinations amongst the Woolcombers, whereby 
they limit the Number of Apprentices, and which has 
become so universal as to set the Law at Defiance, as 
the least Opposition thereto, on the Part of a Manu- 
facturer, would be followed by every Woolcomber in 
his Employ instantly quitting it, and thereby put- 
ting a Stop to every other Branch of his Manufactory : 
That experiencing great Inconveniences from the -in- 
adequate Number of Woolcombers, and from their 
irregular and improper Conduct, the Petitioner, after 
great Labour and Study, invented a Machine for 
combing Wool, to be worked by Water, and for the 
exclusive Exercise and Vending whereof the Petitioner, 
on the 8th Day of June 1793 obtained His Majesty's 
Letters Patent, for a Term of Fourteen Years, and 
the Petitioner submits that the Right, vested in him 
by His Majesty’s Patent, is as much his private Pro- 
perty as the Goods he manufactures, and yet, if the 
above-mentioned Bill passes into a Law, the Peti- 
tioner will be totally deprived of the Benefit thereof, 
and his spinning Mills, and other manufacturing Esta- 
blishments, in the Erection and Completion of which 
he and his Partners have expended upwards of £. 50,000, 
will become totally useless, and several Hundred 
working Manufacturers, now employed by the Peti- 
tioner and his Partners, will lose their Employment, 
as, from the Combinations among the Woolcombers, 
it would be impracticable for the Petitioner to en-

A Petition of George Smith, formerly of Canton, in 
Petition. 


China, Merchant, now residing in Stoke, next Guild- 
ford, in the County of Surrey, was presented to the 
House, and read; Setting forth, That, anterior to the 
Year 1771, and for near as long a Period as the Eu- 
ropeans have traded to China, there had been establish- 
ed, under the Authority of the Emperor of China, a 
Co-Hong, or Company of Merchants, consisting of 
Ten Hongs, or Houses, to transact Business with Ew- 
ropeans, and the Europeans were prohibited from trad- 
ing with any other Chinese than with the Co-Hong, 
unless recommended by them; a most extensive ‘Trade 
was carried on, and unbounded Confidence subsisted 
betwixt the Europeans and the Co-Hong, in so much, 
that all Prices of the Imports and Exports rested solely 
with the Co-Hong: That, in the Month of October, 
when the Monsoon begins to set in unfavourable for 
the Arrival at the Port of Canton of any more Ships 
for the Season, the Co-Hong fixed the Prices at which 
the Mercats enabled them to give Europeans for the 
Imports, and also the Prices at which they could fur- 
nish the Articles of their Export Cargoes, nor was it 
ever known that the Co-Hong abused this extraordi- 
nary Power of fixing the Profits upon their own Mer- 
cantile Transactions ; and that, in the Beginning of the 
Year 1771, the said Co-Hong was dissolved, and 
the Officers of the Government of China, upon pub-

lishing its Dissolution, at the same Time declared, 
that, although the Co-Hong was dissolved, yet that 
no European was to have any Transaction with a Chinese 
other than with one of the Ten Hongs, or Houses, which 
formerly composed the Co-Hong, unless recommend- 
ed to them by one of the Ten Hongs, or Houses, 
or by one of the Three Head Linguists, and, in Case 
of a contrary Conduct in any European, it was declared 
that the Chinese Government would not be responsible 
for any Losses the Europeans might sustain by trusting 
Chinese unknown to it: That the Ten Hongs, or 
Houses, thus disunited, became jealous of each other’s 
Success, and, in the Favour which some of them enjoyed 
over the others, in the Countenance given them by 
the Officers of Government at Canton, they began to 
supplant each other, and to effect one another’s Ruin; 
the Property of British Subjects was lavished in Pre- 
sents to the Officers of the Chinese Government, and 
they, in Return, screened the Hongs, or Houses, from 
the Complaints of Europeans, but, these being fre- 
quently repeated, at last the Hong Merchants ob- 
tained an Order from the Officers of Government at 
Canton, declaring that they would not, in future, re- 
ceive any Memorial or Petition from any European, 
unless it was presented by a Hong Merchant—Thus 
foiled in every Attempt to obtain Justice, the Peti- 
tioner, with the Concurrence of the other British Sub- 
jects resident at Canton, drew up a Representation and 
State of the large Amount of British Property in China, 
for themselves, and in Behalf of their Constituents, 
and transmitted one Copy to a Committee of Creditors 
in London, and also another Copy to the Creditors 
who were resident at Madras; the Consequence of 
these Applications was, that the Committee of Credi- 
tors in London were successful in their Applications 
to the Court of Directors of the East India Company, 
who took up, and considered the Amount of their 
Debts as a National Object; the Creditors at Madras 
were likewise successful in their Applications to the 
Commander in Chief of His Majesty’s Fleet in Jndia, 
who sent the late Captain Panton, in His Majesty’s 
Ship The Sea Horse, to Canton, for Two Years suc- 
cessively, demanding, in His Majesty’s Name, Justice 
to be done to British Creditors in the full Payment 
of their just Demands from the Chinese: That the 
Result of the Application, in the Name of His Ma- 
jesty, procured a curious Kind of Justice, viz. The 
Settlement of Two of the Hong Merchants Debts, by 
making up their Bonds, with Interest, to the End of 
the Season 1779-80, lopping off One Half of the Debt, 
and a Promise by the Officers of the Government at 
Canton to pay the remaining Half, about £. 200,000, 
by Annual Instalments, in Ten Years, without Inte- 
rest; and as to the Debt of One of the other Hongs, 
amounting to near £. 400,000, re 4 gave the Credi. 
tors a Promise, when the lopped Debts of the Two 
Hongs or Houses were once settled, they would then 
settle this also; with regard to all the other Hongs 
Debts, One was said to be settled by their Predecessors 
in the Government at Canton, and as to the remain- 
ing Hongs Debts, the Creditors, it was said, had 
agreed upon Terms, but even these had not been 
complied with. That His Majesty’s Service in India, 
at this Period, did not permit the Commander in 
Chief of His Majesty's Fleet to pursue further Mea- 
sures for the Relief of the unfortunate British Subjects 
in China, whose Debts the Petitioner can say, with 
the greatest Confidence, arose from, and are entirely 
founded on, honourable Mercantile Transactions, and 
can bear the strictest Investigation: That in this Situ- 
ation of the Petitioner's Affairs he left China with his 
Family in January 1782, and returned to this Country 
for Two Reasons, First, to meet his Creditors as an 
honest Man, to do them every Justice in his Power, 
and, Secondly, to endeavour to obtain the further Aid 
of the Government of this Country to procure from 
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the Chinese Governnment full Payment of the just 
Debts due by its Hongs to their British Creditors ; 
that the Petitioner arrived in this Country in October 
1782, and took the first Opportunity to meet his 
Creditors, which he did in the Beginning of Novem- 
ber following, when he exhibited to them a Statement 
and Balance of his Affairs, amounting at the Period in 
which he left China, to £. 201,739. Os. 8d. owing to 
him by the Chinese Hong Merchants, in Consequence 
of -honourable Mercantile Transactions with them 
(only deducting therefrom {£. 4,111. 158. owing to 
him by British Subjects) out of which he owed to se- 
veral Persons £. 128,514. 128. 8d. the Balance re- 
maining, his Property, £. 73,224. 8s. the honest 
Fruits of many Years Industry: That an Assignment 
was proposed of his Property to his Creditors, and 
accepted, the Instrument was drawn out, and approved 
by all his Creditors in Britain, One only excepted, 
who objected to the Clause of Release by which the 
Petitioner was to be released from his Debt, although 
it was only to be binding on his Creditors, provided 
the Petitioner rendered a fair and honourable Account 
and Delivery of all his Property, and, upon the Peti- 
tioner rejecting this unreasonable Request, his only 
inimical Creditor issued a Commission of Bankruptcy 
against him on the 18th of December 1782; and that, 
upon the 25th of March 1783, the Petitioner exhibited 
on Oath, before the Commissioners of Bankruptcy, 
an exact Copy of the aforesaid Statement and Balance 
of his Affairs, and the Petitioner's Creditors have 
been since in the regular Receipt of the Annual Divi- 
dends paid by the Chinese Government, upon a Part of 
the Petitioner's large Property, of about £. 2,600, 
paid ‘by the Officers of the Government of China at 
Canton, in Part of the lopped Debt, the Annual In- 
stalments of which are now expired: That, so soon 
as it reached India that a Commission of Bankruptcy 
had been issued against the Petitioner, his Creditors 
in that Part of the World gave their Consent, under 
their Hands and Seals, to his Certificate (except One 
Creditor only, for a Debt of One Thousand Rupees, 
most probably from Inadvertency, or from being at 
the Time in a distant Part of India) and which Con- 
sent of his Creditors Abroad he has in his Possession, 
and all his other Creditors are in England, and they 
too, One only excepted, have been friendly towards 
him, and some in a very eminent Degree: That the 
Petitioner, ever since his Return to this Country, now 
near Twelve Years ago, has used his utmost Exertions 
and Abilities for the Benefit of his Creditors, and he 
hopes his Exertions will prove beneficial to them; and 
the Petitioner, having done his utmost for the Benefit 
of his Creditors, can with greater Confidence apply 
to the House for Relief to enable him to make Use of 
his Industry to provide for a large Family of Children, 
for, in the Petitioner’s present Situation, he can neither 
benefit his Creditors or them. That the Petitioner 
does not claim nor appeal to the Humanity or Com- 
passion of the House, but he relies, and has a firm 
Confidence in its Justice, upon these Grounds: That 
his Misfortunes are not owing to his Imprudence, 
Misconduct, or Extravagance, but to this sole Cause, 
viz. the Injustice of the Officers of the Government 
of Canton in China, in Conjunction with the Hong 
Merchants, his Debtors, in having withheld from him 
his large Property; and therefore hopes, in Consider- 
ation of the peculiar Circumstances attending his Case, 
that, while the House is engaged in we its Hu- 
manity and Compassion to Thousands in the Insolvent 
Bill now pending, that the House will extend its Jus- 
tice by the Admission of a Clause for the Relief of the 
Petitioner to empower the Lord Chancellor to sign

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, 
James Bradshaw, Esquire, being examined, said, That 
anterior to the Year 1771, and for near as long a 
Period as the Europeans have traded to China, there 
had been established, under the Authority of the Em- 
peror of China, a Co-Hong, or Company of Merchants, 
consisting of Ten Hongs, or Houses, to transact Bu- 
siness with Europeans, and the Europeans were pro- 
hibited from trading with any other Chinese than with 
the Co-Hong, unless recommended by them—that a 
most extensive Trade was carried on, and unbounded 
Confidence subsisted betwixt the Europeans and the 
Co-Hong, in so much, that all Prices of the Imports 
and Exports rested solely with the Co-Hong :—That, 
in the Month of October, when the Monsoon begins 
to set in unfavourable for the Arrival at the Port of 
Canton of any more Ships for the Season, the Co-Hong 
fixed the Prices at which the Mercats enabled them to 
give Europeans for the Imports, and also the Prices at 
which they could furnish the Articles of their Export 
Cargoes, nor was it ever known that the Co-Hong abused 
this extraordinary Power of fixing the Profits upon their 
own Mercantile Transactions. 

That in the Beginning of the Year 1771, the said 
Co-Hong was dissolved—that the Officers of the 
Government of China, upon publishing its Dissolution, 
at the same Time declared, That although the Co- 
Hong was dissolved, yet that no European was to 
have any Transaction with a Chinese, other than with 
one of the Ten Hongs, or Houses, which formerly 
composed the Co-Hong, unless recommended to 
them by one of the Ten Hongs, er Houses, or by 
one. of the Three Head Linguists; and, in Case of a 


contrary 
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contrary Conduct in any European, it was declared that 
the Chinese Government would not be responsible for 
any Losses the Europeans might sustain by trusting 
Chinese unknown to it : 

That the Ten Hongs, or Houses, thus disunited, 
became jealous of each other’s Success, and in the Fa- 
your which some of them enjoyed over the others, in 
the Countenance given them by the Officers of Go- 
vernment at Canton, they began to supplant each other, 
and to effect one another's Ruin—the Property of 
British Subjects was lavished in Presents to the Officers 
of the Chinese Government, and they, in Return, 
screened the Hongs, or Houses, from the Complaints 
of Europeans ; but these being frequently repeated, the 
Hong Merchants obtained an Order from the Officers 
of Canton Government, declaring that they would not, 
in future, receive any Memorial or Petition from any 
European, unless it was presented by a Hong Mer- 
chant—That thus foiled in every Attempt to obtain 
Justice, Mr. Smith (the Petitioner) with the Con- 
currence of the other British Subjects resident at Can- 
ton, drew up a Representation and State of the large 
Amount of British Property in China, for themselves, 
and in behalf of their Constituents, and transmitted 
one Copy to a Committee of Creditors in London, 
also another Copy to the Creditors who were resident 
at Madras—that the Consequence of these Applica- 
tions were, that the Committee of Creditors in London 
were successful in their Applications to the Court of 
Directors of the East India Company, who considered 
the Amount of their Debts as a National Object—the 
Creditors at Madras were likewise successful in their 
Applications to the Commander in Chief of His Ma- 
Jesty's Fleet in India, who sent the late Captain Panton, 
in His Majesty’s Ship The Sea Horse, to Canton, for 
Two Years successively, demanding, in His Majesty’s 
Name, Justice to be done to British Creditors, in the full 
Payment of their just Demands from the Chinese—that 
the Result of this Application, in His Majesty’s Name, 
procured a curious kind of Justice, namely, the Set- 
tlement of Two of the Hong Merchants Debts, by 
making up their Bonds, with Interest, to the End of 
the Season 1779-80, lopping off One Half of the 
Debt, and a Promise, by the Officers of the Govern- 
ment at Canton, to pay the remaining Half, amount- 
ing to about £.200,000, by Annual Instalments, in 
Ten Years, without Interest; and that, as to the 
Debt of one of the other Hones, amounting to near 
£.400,000, they gave the Creditors a Promise, when 
the lopped Debts of the Two Hongs, or Houses, were 
once settled, they would likewise settle their Debt— 
One was said to be settled by their Predecessors in the 
Government at Canton; and that as to the remainin 
Hongs Debts, the Creditors, it was said, had ginal 
upon Terms; but that these have not even been com- 
plied with And the Witness added, That no further 
Steps were taken by Government, for the Relief of the 
British Subjects. 

Charles Edward Pigou, Esquire, being examined, 
confirmed the whole of the above Evidence.—Then, 

Several Members present informed the Committee, 
That on the Petitioner’s Arrival in England, in Novem- 
ber 1782, he delivered to his Creditors a Statement and 
Balance of his Affairs, in the Manner stated in the Pe- 
tition ; and that, after several intermediate Circumstances, 
a Commission of Bankruptcy was issued against him in 
December 1782. 

Joseph Ward, Esquire, (Solicitor to the said Com- 
mission of Bankruptcy) being examined, said, That 
upon the 25th of March om Mr: Smith exhibited 
on Oath, before the Commissioners of Bankruptcy, an 
exact Copy of the aforesaid Statement and Balance of 
his Affairs; and that his Creditors have been since in 
the regular Receipt of the Annual Dividends paid by 
the Chinese Government upon a Part of his large Pro- 
perty, of about £.2,600, paid by the Officers of the

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Government of China at Canton, in Part of the lopped 
Debt, the Annual Instalments of which are now ex- 
pired.—And the Witness added, That it appeared to 
him (from the Papers under the Commission of Bank- 
ruptcy, and from Two Powers of Attorney, and Affi- 
davits authenticating the same respectively, under the 
Seal of the Mayor’s Court at Bombay, authorizing 
certain Persons, therein named, to sign Mr. Smith’s 
Certificate under the Commission) that of the Creditors

Cap. 22. after reciting, “ That in many Parts of the 
“ Realm there was then newly and lately devised, 
erected, builded, and used, certain Mills, called 
Gig Mills, for pearching and burling (now called 
Rowing) of Cloth, by reason thereof the true Dra- 
Drapery of the Realm was impaired, and the Cloth 
thereof deceitfully made; for Remedy thereof it 
was enacted, that no Manner of Person should then 
after use or occupy any of the said Gig Mills, for 
the working of any Woollen Cloth or Clothes made 
or to be made within the Realm, upon Pain of For- 
feiture for every Cloth so wrought in or by any of 
the said Mills called Gig Mills, the Sum of Five 
Pounds, one Moiety to the King, and the other 
Moiety to him who shall sue for the same in any 
“ of the King’s Courts ;” and that, notwithstanding 
the above Statute, it was afterwards considered be-

on account of its not being so expensive to the Ma- 
nufacturer in working it up by the Gig Mill as it is 
by hand: That very recently several Clothiers of 
the County of Gloucester have begun, and still do con- 
tinue, to have their fine Cloth worked up by the 
above-mentioned Gig Mills; in consequence whereof 
the true Drapery of such Cloth is considerably affected, 
deceitfully made, and rendered much less valuable 
to the Wearers thereof, as the said Gig Mills are 
driven so violently by the Impetuosity of the Water, 
that it injures the Texture or Ground of such fine 
Cloth, which will not admit of such Violence by rea- 
son of its Fineness, and if this Mode of dressing fine 
Cloth be continued by the Clothiers, the Petitioners 
are apprehensive Consequences of evil Tendency will 
ensue, as it must end in the Ruin of many Hundreds 
of Families who are dependant on the Clothworking 
Business, and the Land Owners within the said 
County, or certain Parts thereof, will ultimately be 
the Sufferers, for, by the Gig Mills doing that Part 
of the Business which was heretofore done by the 
Workmen, and which is contrary to the before re- 
cited Statute, a great Number of Men must conse- 
quently be out of Eniploy, and, in the end, become 
burthensome to the respective Parishes to which they 
belong: That this Country, which has ever been consi- 
dered so famous, and has stood unrivalled in the making 
of Broad Cloth, must infallibly lose its Ttrade, by other 
Nations manufacturing their Goods in a_ superior 
Manner, with respect to the real Goodness and Dura- 
tion of such Cloth, and it is not the Wish of the 
Petitioners that the Use of Gig Mills should be en- 
tirely suppressed, but only to confine them to the 
working of such Cloth as cannot be hindered thereby, 
and whereby they will be deprived of Employment, 
namely, that of the coarser Sort, and which, if so re- 
stricted, would then leave sufficient Employment for 
the Petitioners: That it has been suggested, by some 
of the Petitioners, that it would be prudent, in order 
to redress this Grievance, to commence Actions at 
Law -upon the Statute of the Fifth and Sixth of 
Edward the Sixth, which so effectually prohibits the 
Use of the said Gig Mills, against such Person offend- 
ing, and who makes use of the same in the working 
up of the fine Cloth, in order to recover the Penalty, 
and which, if done, the Petitioners conjectured 
would, without Doubt, entirely. stop the Progress 
and Use of the said Mills, in manner aforesaid, as 
sufficient Proof can be adduced to substantiate the 
Particulars, and the Fact that the Cloth which is 
worked up and wrought by the said Gig Mills, that 
is, the Supers and best Superfine Cloth, are much 
inferior in real Value and Worth to that which is 
done by the hand, and that the Texture or Ground 
of such Cloth is very immaterially injured thereby, 
but the Petitioners have been advised, if they were 
to sue for the Penalties, common Informers would 
proceed to destroy the Use of Gig Mills in making 
coarse Cloth entirely as well as that of the Fine, b 
proceeding against every Person who should use mech 
Gig Mills, for the Penalties incurred by virtue of the 
said Act, and therefore the Petitioners have suspended 
and waived the bringing of such Action or Actions: 
That it has been for Time immemorial, the Custom 
for the Cloth Manufacturers for the County of Glow. 
cester to have their Wool scribbled and worked up pre- 
vious to its being put into the hands of the Spinners 
and Carders hereafter mentioned, by Men called 
Wool Scribblers, which Business is one of the con- 
siderable Branches of the Cloathing Trade, and as 
such has usually employed a large body of the lower 
Class of People in the said County, and so essentially 
convenient and advantageous was the said Branch of 
Business

Business to the Community at large, and the neigh 
bouring Parishes in particular, that many Individuals 
who, being advanced in Age, or by Accident or 
Misfortune disabled from working in other Occupa- 
tions which require bodily Exertions, could be fur- 
nished with the Means of the Necessaries of Life, 
without applying for Parochial Aid, by Scribbling 
Wool; and that it has also been universally the Cus- 
tom, after the Wool has been so worked up by the 
Scribblers, to be ymmediately delivered over to be 
carded and spun, op worked up into Yarn, and this 
Part of the Businéss has ever been done by Women 
and Children, and always employed a numerous Body, 
whose Earnings are entirely dependent thereon, the 
Cloathing Manufacture being the only Staple Trade 
in that Part of the Country: That, within the Space 
of Two Years or less, certain Machines or Engines 
have been introduced into the said County, which are 
so constructed as to scribble and card Wool, which 
heretofore was done in the manner before stated ; 
that the Scribbling Engines generally go by Water, 
attended only by one Man and a Boy, and will do as 
much Work in Twelve Hours as Twenty Men can 
do in alike Space of Time, and the Carding Machines 
will complete as much Work in one Day as Eighty 
Women can industriously perform in a like Space of 
Time ; and that in consequence of the said new: In- 
ventions being so made use of, a very great Number 
of Persons and their Families are now out of Employ, 
and nearly deprived of the Means of their future 
Subsistence, and the Petitioners apprehend, that, if 
some Means be not speedily adopted to employ the 
Number of People now destitute of Work, they must 
become burthensome to the respective Parishes to 
which they belong: That the Cloth which is made 
from the Wool scribbled by those Engines, has been 
found, by Experience, not to be equal in Quality and 
Goodness to that where the Materials with which it 
was made were worked up and scribbled by hand, by 
reason that the Machines, in consequence of the 
violent Manner in which they are driven by the Impe- 
tuosity and Force of the Water, tear the Wool from 
its true Staple ; and notwithstanding the saving of 
Expence which must naturally accrue to the Clothiers, 
in consequence of their having the Cloth made by 
those Machines, they do not in the least reduce the 
Price of the Cloth, but, on the contrary, they have 
increased it so, that they alone are the Gainers, 
and the Public at large by no means benefited; and, 
that, on account of the great Expence of the Scrib- 
bling Machines, some of the inferior Clothiers are not 
enabled to purchase one for themselves, and therefore 
send their Wool to another Clothier to have it scrib- 
bled by his Machine, who is paid a reasonable Hire 
for working it up, whereby the more considerable 
Clothiers alone engross the Benefit thereof, the Ex- 
pence of the inferior Clothiers for such Hire, making 
that method of getting their Work completed equally 
expensive with the original Plan, and the Petitioners 
are thereby also effectually deprived of the Work of 
such Persons, who are not able to provide themselves 
with a Machine; and that there are also other 
Branches of Business which are connected with, and 
dependant on, the scribbling and carding of Wool 
(to wit) the Card Makers, the Card Board Makers, 
and Wire Drawers, who are very immaterially affected 
by the before-mentioned Machines, inasmuch as a 
considerable Number of Persons, who were formerly 
employed in making Cards (the Instruments made 
use of in scribbling and carding Wool) are also now 
‘out of Employ in consequence of such Machines 
being so introduced as aforesaid: And therefore pray- 
ing the House, to take the Premises into Considera- 
tion, and that Leave may be given to bring in a Bill 
to prevent and prohibit any Person or Persons from 
making use of a Gig Mill, in the working up of any

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer reported from 
the Committee of Secrecy, That the Committee had 
examined the Matters to them referred, and had di- 
rected him to make a Report to the House; and he 
read the Report in his Place ; and afterwards delivered 
it in at the Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read ;

The Committee to whom the several Papers re- 
ferred to in His Majesty’s Message of the 12th 
of May 1794, and which were presented (sealed 
up) to the House, by Mr. Secretary Dundas, 
upon the 12th and 13th Days of the said 
Month, by His Majesty's Command, were re- 
ferred; and who were directed to examine the 
Matters thereof, and report the same, as they 
should appear to them, to the House; have 

proceeded, 
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proceeded, in Obedience to the Orders of the 
House, to the Consideration of the Matters re- 
ferred to them. 

Tuey find, on the First Inspection, that the Books 
and Papers, which they are directed to examine, contain 
a full and authentic Account of certain Proceedings of 
Two Societies, calling themselves The Society for em 
stitutional Information, and The London Corresponding 
Society, who appear to be closely connected with other 
Societies in many Parts of Great Britain, and in Ire- 
land; and the Committee also observe, from recent Cir- 
cumstances, which have already come under their Ob- 
servation, that these Proceedings appear to become 
every Day more and more likely to affect the internal 
Peace and Security of these Kingdoms, and to require, 
in the most urgent Manner, the immediate and vigilant 
Attention of Parliament. 

The Committee have, therefore, thought it their in- 
dispensable Duty, in the First Instance, to submit to the 
House the general View which they have been enabled 
to form of these Transactions, reserving a more parti- 
cular Statement for a subsequent Report. 

In the Book containing the Proceedings of the So- 
ciety for Constitutional Information, which was found 
in the Custody of the Person acting as Secretary to the 
Society, there are regular Entries of what passed on 
each Day of Meeting, from the End of the Year 1791 
to the oth of May in the present Year. 

From these it appears, that during almost the 
whole of that Period, and with hardly any conside- 
rable Interval, except during Part of the Summer in 
1792 and 1793, this Society has, by a Series of Reso- 
lutions, Publications, and Correspondence, been uni- 
formly and systematically pursuing a settled Design, 
which appears to your Committee to tend to the Subver- 
sion of the established Constitution, and which has, of 
late, been more openly avowed, and attempted to be 
carried into full Execution. 

The Principles on which this Design is founded are 
strongly and unequivocally proved, from Resolutions 
formed as early as the 18th of May 1792, in which 
the Society applaud the Intention of publishing a 
cheap Edition of the First and Second Parts of The 
Rights of Man; and resolve, “ That a Copy of Mr. 
‘“* Paine’s Letter [informing them of this Intention] 
“ together with these Resolutions, be transmitted to 
“ all the Associated Societies in Town and Country ; 
and that this Society do congratulate them on the 
firm as well as orderly Spirit and tranquil Perse- 
verance manifested in all their Proceedings, and ex- 
hort them to a steady Continuance therein :” And 
also, “ That 3,000 Copies of the Letter and Resolu- 
“ tion should be printed for the Use of the Society.” 
This single Circumstance would, in the Judgment of 
your Committee, leave little Doubt of the real Nature 
of the Designs entertained by this Society. Their 
Conduct in other Respects has corresponded with 
it.

On the 11th of May in the same Year they vote an 
Address, in Terms of Approbation and Applause, to 
the Society of Jacobins at Paris. 

They adopt a similar Measure, under Circumstances 
still more striking, by sending, on the gth of November 
following, an Address to the National Convention of 
France, full of Panegyric on the French Revolution, 
and expressing the strongest Wishes for its Progress 
and Success. This Address was actually presented at 
the Bar of the Convention by Two Persons, of the 
Name of Barlow and Frost; and the Answer of the 
President was read at the Meeting of the Society on the 
7th of December 1792. 

On the 14th of the same Month a Letter is received 
from Persons calling themselves the Friends of Liberty 
and Equality, at Laon, Capital of the Department 
de L’ Aisne, and referred by their Society to their Com- 
mittee of Correspondence. 
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On the 21st of the same Month, certain Members 
are expressly appointed a Committee for Foreign Cor- 
respondence. 

The Proceedings of this Committee are ordered to be 
entered in a separate Book ; and a Letter received, that 
Day, from the Friends of Liberty and Equality at 
Macon, is referred to that Committee. é 

On the 25th of January and on the 1st of February 
1793 (at the Eve of the Commencement of the War, 
and after the repeated Representations which had been 
made on the Part of the British Government, com- 
plaining of the Conduct of France) the Citizens Bar- 
rere and Roland (then leading Members of the French 
Convention) are admitted Associated Honorary Mem- 
bers of the Society; and the Speeches of Barrere and 
St. André (also an Honorary Member of the Society) 
as given in Zhe Moniteur of the 4th, 6th, and 7th of 
Z anuary, are directed to be inserted in the Books of the 

ociety. 

vs SO to the Declaration of War, which in- 
terrupted this System of direct Correspondence and 
Concert with France, and down to the present Time, 
the Society have continued, on various Occasions, to 
manifest their Attachment to the Cause of the French 
Revolution; and have affected to follow, in their 
Proceedings and in their Language, the Forms and 
even the Phrases which are adopted in that Coun- 
try. 

"the next leading Circumstance which has engaged 
the Attention of your Committee, is the unremitting 
Activity and Diligence with which this Society have 
attempted to disseminate their Principles, both by Pub- 
lications and Resolutions industriously and extensively 
circulated, and by endeavouring to establish a general 
Correspondence and Concert, among the other sedi- 
tious Societies in the Metropolis, and in different Parts 
of England and Scotland, as well as in Ireland. With 
many of these this Society appears itself to have car- 
ried on an immediate Correspondence, particularly 
with those at Sheffield, Norwich, and Manchester, who 
have, on all Occasions, taken the most forward and 
active Part in these Transactions. In their Corre- 
spondence with Norwich in particular, as early as the 


12th of April 1793, there is a Passage which so clearly

VENTION. 

“ It is the End of each of these Propositions 
that we ought to look to; and as Success in a 
good Cause must be the Effect of Perseverance 
and the. rising Reason of the Time, let us deter- 
mine with Coolness, but let us persevere with 
Decision.—As to a Convention, we regard it as 
a Plan the most desirable and most practicable, so 
soon as the great Body of the People shall be 
courageous and virtuous enough to join us in the 
Attempt.

“ pose-—As to any Petition to the Crown, we 
believe it hopeless in its Consequences. . With 
respect to the last of the Proposals, we are at a 
7 O .

“ whom this Petition is to be addressed, which’ of

“ solute Negative? In this Point of View, there- 
“ fore, it cannot require a Moment’s Considera- 
“tion. But if we regard the Policy of such a 
“ Petition, it may, in our Apprehension, be well 
“* worth considering as a warning Voice to our pre- 
“ sent Legislators, and as a Signal for Imitation to 
“ the Majority of the People. Should such a Plan 
“ be vigorously and generally pursued, it would 
“ hold out a Certainty to our Fellow Countrymen 
‘that we are not a Handful of Individuals un- 
‘worthy of Attention or Consideration, who desire 
the Restoration of the antient Liberties of Eng- 
“ land; but, on the contrary, it might bring into 
“ Light that Host of well-meaning Men, who, in

“ never to despair of the Public Cause.” 


But of all the Societies with which they corresponded, 
the Two of the greatest Importance are, The London 
Corresponding Society (which has been already re- 
ferred to, and with whom during this whole Period 
the Correspondence appears to have been continually 
kept up) and the Assembly which called itself The 
British Convention at Edinburgh. The First of these 
it will be necessary for the Committee to advert to par- 
ticularly. The Proceedings of the Second are already 
sufficiently notorious. It is therefore only necessary here 
to add, that on the Meeting of the Constitutional So- 
ciety, on the 25th of October last, after their Adjourn- 
ment for the Summer, a Letter was read from the Se- 
cretary of the Convention of the Friends of the People 
at Edinburgh, to the Secretary of the Corresponding 
Society—in Consequence of which it was resolved, 
that there should be an Extraordinary General Meet- 
ing, to consider of sending Delegates to a Convention 
of Delegates of the different Societies in Great Britain, 
to be held at Edinburgh, for the Purpose of obtaining a 
Parliamentary Reform. 


On the Monday following, the 28th of October, this 
Meeting took i. Two Delegates were chosen, and 
the following Instructions given them : 


“The Delegates are instructed, on the Part of 
this Society, to assist in bringing forward and 
supporting any Constitutional Measures for pro- 
curing a real Representation of the Commons of 
Great Britain in Parliament. That in specifying 
the Redress to be demanded of existing Abuses, 
the Delegates ought never to lose Sight of the 
Two essential Principles—General Sufirage, and 
Annual Representation, together with the unalien- 
able Right in the People to reform. And that a 
reasonable and known Compensation ought to be 
made to the Representatives of the Nation, by a 
National Contribution. 

“ That the Delegates do punctually correspond 
with the Soeiety, for the Purpose of communicating 
Information, and of receiving such further Instruc- 
tions as the Exigency may require.” 
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And it was further resolved, 

“ That the Society be desired to write to the 
different Societies with which this Society is in 
Correspondence, informing them, that the London 
Corresponding Society, together with this Society, 
have elected Delegates to the Convention of De- 
" legates, to meet at Edinburgh on the 29th Instant ; 
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“ and to request their Concurrence in this important 
“ Measure. 


The Delegate appears, according to ‘his Instructions, 
to have corresponded with the Sec of the Society ; 
but no Resolutions: are entered on the Subject, till the 
17th of January, subsequent to the Apprehension‘ and 
Trial of several of the Members of the Convention at 
Edinburgh. On that Day the Society passed the follow- 
ing Resolutions : 


“‘ Resolved, That Law ceases to be an Object. of 
Obedience, whenever it becomes an. Instrument. of 
“ Oppression. 

‘* Resolved, That we call to Mind, with the 
* deepest Satisfaction, the merited Fate of the in- 
“ famous Jeffries, once Lord Chief Justice of Eng- 
land, who, at the Era of the glorious Revolution, 
for the many iniquitous Sentences which he had 
passed, was torn to pieces by a brave and injured 
* People. 

“* Resolved, That those who imitate his Example 
“ deserve his Fate. 
“ Resolved, That the Tweed, tho’ it may divide 
Countries, ought not and does not make a Sepa- 
ration between those Principles of common Se- 
verity in which Englishmen and Scotchmen are 
equally interested ; that Injustice in Scotland is In- 
justice in England ; and that the Safety of English- 
men is endangered whenever their Brethren in 
Scotland, for a Conduct which entitles them to the 
Approbation of all wise, and the Support of all 
brave, Men, are sentenced to Botany Bay; a Pu- 
nishment hitherto inflicted only on Felons. 
“* Resolved, That we see with Regret, but we 
see without Fear, that the Period is fast approach- 
ing, when the Liberties of Britons must depend 
not upon Reason, to which they have long ap- 
pealed, nor on their Powers of expressing it, but 
on their firm and undaunted Resolution to op- 
pose Tyranny by the same Means by which it is 
exercised. 
“ Resolved, That we approve of the Conduct of the 
British Convention, who though assailed by Force 
have not been answered by Arguments ; and who, 
unlike the Members of a certain Assembly, have 
no Interest distinct from the common Body of the 
People. : 
“* Resolved, That a Copy of the above Resolu- 
tions be transmitted to Citizen Skirving, Secre- 
tary to the British Convention, who is now im- 
prisoned under Colour of Law in the Tolbooth of 
“ Edinburgh.” 


Subsequent to this Period the Books of the Society 
are full of repeated Declarations of Approbation and 
Attachment, addressed to Muir, Palmer, Skirving, 
Margarot, and Gerald, the Persons recently convicted 
of Sedition by the Court of Justiciary in Scotland; and 
of the most violent and inflammatory Attacks on the 
Proceedings of that Court. 

Your Committee have thus far traced separately some 
of the my bahar of this Society, as appear- 
ing from the Entries in their own Books: Before they 
take Notice of those of a more recent Date, and which 
are in the present Moment of more immediate Import- 
ance, it becomes necessary to give an Account of the 
other Society, called The London Corresponding So- 
ciety, because the Measures which have been adopted 
during the last Six Weeks appear to have been the 
Result of a more particular and intimate Concert be- 
tween the Two Societies. 

It appears from the Evidence before your Com- 
mittee, that the London Corresponding Society meets 
occasionally in a Body, but that its ordinary Meetings 
are in separate Divisions in different Parts of the 

4 Town ; 
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Town; that the Number of these: Divisions has been 
ally increasing; and that there are now about 
irty of them established. That there is a Secretary 
to each Division, another to the whole Body, and a 
General Committee formed from One Member of 
each Division. That when the Society originally 
met (which is stated to have been in 1792) it consisted 
of about Two hundred Persons, but that in about Six 
Months it had considerably increased, and it was 
agreed that it should divide itself into Ten different 
Divisions ; that afterwards it was the Plan, that when 
the Numbers of any Division amounted to more than 
Thirty, they should divide themselves again.—That 
this has not been strictly adhered to ; but nevertheless, 
in some Instances, several separate Divisions have 
been formed out of One. One of these Divisons is 
said now to consist of Six hundred Persons, and the 
Number of the others to be various. 

It farther appears, that this Socieey has been in the 
Habit of corresponding with the Societies in the 
Country, particularly at Sheffield, Manchester, Bristol, 
Coventry, Nottingham, Derby, Leicester, Norwich, 
Birmingham, Leeds, Newcastle upon Tyne, Royston, 
York, Hereford, Edinburgh, and different Societies in 
Scotland. 

This Society appears likewise, in the Course of the 
Year 1792, to have presented an Address to the French 
Convention, of a Nature similar to that from the 
Society for Constitutional Information, and to have 
communicated it to this latter Society, in whose Book it 
is entered. 

The Committee are not enabled to lay before the 
House a connected Statement of the Proceedings of 
the Corresponding Society, from the Time of its In- 
stitution, as the Committee are not in Possession of 
any regular Journal of them.—But they think it right 
here to insert a printed Paper, which was found in the 
Custody of the Secretary of the Society, and contains 
an Address. stated to have been agreed upon at a 
General Meeting of this Society, on the 20th of 
January last. 


[The following is a Copy of the said printed 
Paper. | : 


“ At a General Meeting of the London Corre- 

** sponding Society, held at the Globe Tavern, 
Strand, on Monday the 20th Day of January, 
“ 1794; Citizen John Martin in the Chair. 
The following Address to the People of 
““ Great Britain and Ireland was read, and 
** agreed to. 


“ CITIZENS. 

“ WE find the Nation involved in a War, by 
which, in the Course of ONE Campaign, im- 
mense Numbers of our Countrymen have been 
slaughtered ; a vast Expence has been incurred, 
our Trade, Commerce, and Manufactories, are 
almost destroyed, and many of our Manufacturers 
and Artists are ruined, and their Families 
starving. 
“ To add to our Affliction, we have Reason to 
expect, that other Taxes will soon be added to the 
intolerable Load of Imposts and Impositions with 
which we are already overwhelmed ; for the Purpose 
of defraying the Expences which have been incurred, 
in a fruitless Crusade, to re-establish the odious 
Despotism of France. 
“‘ When we contemplate the Principles of this 
War we confess ourselves to be unable to approve 
of it, as a Measure, either of Justice or Discretion ; 
—and if we are to form our Calculation of the 
Result, from what has already passed, we can only 
look forward to Defeat and the eternal Disgrace of 
the British Name. 
“ While we are thus engaged in an expensive 
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and ruinous Foreign War; our State at Home is 
not less deplorable. 

“ We are every Day told, by those Persons who 
are interested in supporting the Corruption List, 
and an innumerable Host of Sinecure Placemen, 
that the Constitution of England, is the Perfec- 
tion of Human Wisdom; that our Laws (we 
should rather say Tuerr Laws) are the per- 
fection of Justice; and that their Administration 
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of those Laws is so impartial and so ready, as to . 


afford an equal Remedy, both to the Rich, and 
to the Poor; by Means of which, we are said 
to be placed in a State of absolute Freedom, 
and that our Rights and Liberties are so well se- 
cured to us, as to render all Invasion of them 
impossible. . 

“‘ When we ask, how we enjoy these transcen- 
dant Privileges; we are referred to MAGNA 
CHARTA, and the BILL of RIGHTS; and 
the glorious REVOLUTION, in the Year 
1688, is held out to us, as the Bulwark of British 
Liberty. 


“ CITIZENS: 
“ We have referred to Magna Charta, to the Bill 
of Rights, and to the Revolution, and we certainly 
do find that our Ancestors did establish wise and 
wholesome Laws: But we as certainly find, that, of 
the venerable Constitution of our Ancestors, hardly 
a Vestige remains. 
“ The only Chapters of the Great Charter, which 
are now in legal Existence, are the 14th and 
2oth. 
The important Provision of the 14th Chapter, 
runs thus : 
«« ¢ A Freeman shall not be amerced for a small 
Fault, but after the Manner of the Fault; and 
for a great Fault after the Greatness thereof, 


* saving to him his Contenement ; And a Merchant 


likewise, saving to him his Merchandize; And 
any other's Villain than ours shall be likewise 
amerced, saving to him his Wainage; And none 
of the said Amerciaments shall be assessed, but 
by the Oath of honest and lawful Men of the 
Vicinage.”’ 

“ But by the usurped Power of the Judges, in 
assessing Fines (and what Fines! !) in the Cases of 
Midemeanour ; this glorious Right of the Subject, 
of having these Fines assessed by the Jury, (the 
only possible Protection from Slavery and the 
vilest Oppression) is unjustly and infamously ra- 
vished from us. 

“ The Provision of the 29th Chapter, runs 
thus : 

“ € No Freeman shall be taken or imprisoned, or 
be disseised of his Freehold, or Liberties, or free 
Customs, or be outlawed, or exiled, or any other- 
wise destroyed, nor we will not pass upon him, nor 
condemn him, but by the lawful Judgment of his 
Peers, or by the Law of the Land. We will sell to 
no Man, we will not deny, or defer to any Man, 
either Justice or Right.” ’ 

“ The various Methods now in constant Practice 
by which the Benefits of this Provison are totally 
defeated and destroyed, might induce us to sup- 
pose, that the GREAT CHARTER has been 
repealed; if we did not assuredly know, that it 
is the fundamental Basis of our Constitution ; 
which even the REAL Representatives of the 
People (much less the miserable Nominees of 
HELSTONE and OLD SARUM) have not the 
Right, nor (as we trust it will be found by Ex- 
perience) the POWER to repeal. Yet what do 
we find in Practice? Unconstitutional and illegal 
INFORMATIONS EX OFFICIO, that is, the 
arbitrary Will of the King’s Attorney General, 


“* usurping 
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usurping the Office of the ACCUSING Jury; 
and the interested Oath of a vile common In- 
former, with the Judgment of as vile a common 
trading or pensioned Justice, substituted in the 
Room of our Birth-right, an impartial Trial by 
our Country. 

“ Add to this, that the exhorbitant Expence of 
Judicial Proceedings, the novel Practice of ar- 
bitrarily and repeatedly annulling the Verdicts, 
of Juries, and the dilatory Practice of the Courts, 
most openly and shamefully contradict the Clause 
which forbids the Denial, the Delay and the Sale 
of Justice. 

“ A Man accused of Fexony (for which by the 
Common Law of England, his Life and Goods 
are forfeited) may be bailed on finding Two 
Sureties for Forty Pounds each; but upon a 
Charge of MISDEMEANOUR by Words only, 
Bail to the Amount of ONE THOUSAND 
POUNDS has been demanded. 

‘“* Upon Conviction also, for such Misdemeanour, 
enormous Fines, long and Cruel Imprisonments 
unknown to our ancient Laws, and unsanctioned 
by any new Statutes, have of late (and but of 
late) been too frequently and too oppressively 
inflicted. And all this, although by this Bill of 
Rights it is declared, that, ‘ excessive Bail shall 
* not be demanded, nor cruel and unusual Punish- 
* ments inflicted.’ 

“ If we look to IRELAND we find that ac- 
knowledged Privilege of the People to meet 
for the Support and Protection of their Rights 
and Liberties, is attempted, by Terror, to be 
taken away by a late infamous Act of Parlia- 
ment: Whilst Titles of Honour?—No, but of 
dishonour—are lavished; and new Sources of 
Corruption opened, to gratify the greedy Prostitu- 
tion of those, who are the Instruments of this 
Oppression. 

“ In SCOTLAND, the Wicked Hand of Power 
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with our Lives, and which none but Thieves and 
Traitors can wish to withhold from us? Consider, 


‘ it is one and the same corrupt and corrupting 


Influence which at this Time domineers in Jre- 
land, Scotland, and England. Can you believe that 
those, who send virtuous Jrishmsn and Scotch- 
men fettered with Felons to Botany-Bay, do not 
meditate and will not attempt to seize the first 
Moment to send us after them? Or if we had not 
just cause to apprehend the same inhuman Treat- 
ment ; if, instead of the most imminent Danger, 
we were in perfect Safety from it; should we not 
disdain to enjoy any Liberty or Privilege what- 
ever, in which our honest Jrish and Scotch Bre- 
thren did not equally and as fully participate with 
us? their Cause then and ours is the same. And 
it is both our Duty and our Interest to stand or 
fall together. The Jrish Parliament and the 
Scotch Judges, actuated by the same English In- 
fluence, have brought us directly to the Point. 
There is no farther Step beyond that which they 
have taken. We are at Issue. We must now 
chuse at once either Liberty or Slavery for our- 
selves and our Posterity. Will you wait till 
BARRACKS are erected in every Village, and 
till subsidized Hessians and Hanoverians are upon 
us? 

“‘ You may ask perhaps, By what Means shall we 
seek Redress ? 

“ Weanswer, That Men in a state of civilized So- 
ciety are bound to seek Redress of the Grievances 
from the Laws; as long as any Redress can be 
obtained by the Laws. But our common Master 
whom we serve (whose Law is a Law of Liberty, 
and whose Service is perfect Freedom) has taught 
us not to expect to gather Grapes from Thorns, 
nor Figs from Thistles. We must have Redress 
from our own Laws and not from the Laws of our 
Plunderers, Enemies and Oppressors.

“ XV. The starving Manufacturers and neglected 
Peasantry of Great Britain and Ireland. 

“ XVI. Citizen John Frost; and a speedy Resto- 
ration of that Health, which he lost in the Dungeons 
of Newgate. | 

“ XVII. The virtuous and spirited Citizens, now 
in Confinement for Matters of Opinion: and may 
we shew them by our Conduct, that they are not 
forgotten.” 


On this Paper, it appears unnecessary to offer any 


Comment, or to do more than call the Attention of the 
House to the concluding Resolution. 


On the 27th of March the Society sent a Letter to 


the Society for Constitutional Information, to which 
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the Committee also feel it right to call the Attention of First Report 
the House, as it led to the particular Concert, already ofCommittee 
taken Notice of, between the Two Societies, and to the ° Secrecy. 
recent Measures founded thereupon, which now remain 
to be taken Notice of. 

This Letter, and the Resolutions of the Two Societies 
in consequence, are stated in a printed Paper, which 
was likewise found in the Custody of the Secretary of 
the Society, a Copy of which is here subjoined. They 
are also entered in the Book of the Society for Con- 
stitutional Information. 


“ March 27th, 1794. 
“ To the Secretary of the Society for Constitutional 
** Information. 
“ CITIZEN, 
“TI am directed by the London Correspond- 
ing Society, to transmit the following Resolu- 
tions to the Society for Constitutional Infor- 
mation, and to request the Sentiments of that 
Society respecting the important Measures which 
the present Juncture of Affairs seems to require. 
The London Corresponding Society conceives 
that the Moment is arrived when a full and ex- 
plicit Declaration is necessary from all the Friends 
of Freedom. Whether the late illegal and un- 
heard of Prosecutions and Sentences shall deter- 
mine us to abandon our Cause, or shall excite us 
to pursue a radical Reform with an Ardor pro- 
portioned to the Magnitude of the Object, and 
with a Zeal as distinguished on our Parts as the 
‘Treachery of others in the same glorious Cause 
is notorious. The Society for Constitutional In- 
formation is therefore required to determine 
whether or no they will be ready, when called 
upon, to act in Conjunction with this and other 
Societies to obtain a fair Representation of the 
People. Whether they concur with us in seeing 
the Necessity of a speedy Convention, for the 
Purpose of obtaining, in a constitutional and le- 
gal Method, a Redress of those Grievances un- 
der which we at present labour, and which can 
only be effectually removed by a full and fair Re- 
presentation of the People of Great Britain. The 
London Corresponding Society cannot but remind 
their I'riends, that the present Crisis demands all 
the Prudence, Unanimity, and Vigour, that ever 
was or can be exerted by Men or Britons; nor 
do they doubt but that manly Tirmness and Con- 
sistency will finally, and they believe shortly, ter- 
minate in the full Accomplishment of all their 


Wishes.

“ Societies being held, they came to the following 
** Resolutions. 
Resolved, 

“ First, That it appears to this Committee, very 
desirable, that a Convention or General Meeting 
“ of the Friends of Liberty should be called, for the 
“ Purpose of taking. into Consideration the proper 
Methods of obtaining a full and fair Representation 
of the People. 

“ Second, That it be recommended to the So- 
ciety for Constitutional Information, and London 
Corresponding Society, to institute a regular and 
pressing Correspondence with all those Parts of 
the Country where such Measures may be likely 
to be promoted, not only to instigate the Societies 
already formed, but to endeavour also to produce 
such other Associations as may further the general 
Object.

“The above Resolutions being reported to the 
Society for Constitutional Information, it was by 
them resolved, that the same should be entered 
on their Books, as Part of the Proceedings of the 
Society ; and the Committee of Correspondence 
was appointed, to co-operate with the Committee of 
the London Corresponding Society, in Conformity 
with the Third Resolution.” 
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It further appears, from Correspondence of a recent 
Date between different Societies in the Country and 
the Secretary of the Corresponding Society, that some 
Time in the Course of a few Weeks past, Circular 
Letters had actually been sent to different Parts of 
the Kingdom, on the Subject of assembling a Con- 
vention, and a printed Paper to this Effect has been 
found in the Custody of the Secretary to the Society ; 
which is here inserted, and which your Committee have 
good Reason to believe is a Copy of the Circular Letter 
referred to. 


[The following is a Copy of the said printed Paper. ] 

“ CITIZENS! 

“* The critical Moment is arrived, and Britons 
must either assert with Zeal and Firmness their 
Claims to Liberty, or yield without Resistance to 
the Chains that ministerial Usurpation is forging 
for them. Will you co-operate with us in the 
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“ only peaceable Measure that now presents itself 
“ with any Prospect of Success? We need not 
“ intimate to you that, notwithstanding the unpa- 
“ ralleled Audacity of a corrupt and overbearing 
“ Faction, which at present tramples on the Rights 
“ and Liberties of the People, our Meetings cannot 
“ in England be interrupted without the previous 
“ Adoption of a Convention Bill; a Measure it is 
“ our Duty to anticipate, that the Ties of Union 
“ may be more firmly drawn, and the Sentiments 
“and Views of the different Societies throughout 
“ the Nation be compared, while it is yet in our 
“ Power, so as to guide and direct the future Ope- 
“ rations of the Friends of Freedom. Rouse then 
to one Exertion more; and let us shew our Con- 
“ sciousness of this important Truth—“ If we are 
“to be beaten down with Threats, Prosecutions, 
and illegal Sentences, we are unworthy—we are 
incapable of Liberty..—We must, however, be 
“ expeditious. Hessians and Austrians are already 
“ among us; and, if we tamely submit, a Cloud of 
these armed Barbarians may shortly be poured in 
upon us. Let us form, then, another British 
“ Convention. We have a central Situation in 
*“ our View, which we believe would be most con- 
venient for the whole Island; but which we for- 
bear to mention, (entreating your Confidence in 
this Particular) till we have the Answer of the 
Societies with which we are in Correspondence. 
Let us have your Answer, then, by the 2oth, at 
farthest, earlier if possible, whether you approve 
of the Measure, and how many Delegates you 
can send, with the Number also, if possible, of 
your Societies.

“ For the Management of this Business we have 


appointed a Secret Committee ; you will judge how 
far it is necessary for you to do the same.” 
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Subsequent to the Proceedings now stated, there 
was another General Meeting of the Corresponding 
Society, held at Chatk Farm; the Proceedings of 
which are stated in a printed Paper likewise found on 
the Secretary of the Society, and which your Com- 
mittee find has been circulated by Order of the 
Society.

« Ata GENERAL MEETING of the London 
** Corresponding Society, held on the Green at

“ following Letters were read. 


TO THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SOCIETY 

OF THE FRIENDS OF THE PEOPLE. 

“ Sir, 
“ Ata Crisis so important as the present, there 
needs no Apology on the Part of the “ London 
Corresponding Society,” for addressing itself to all 
other associated Societies, who have in View the 
same Object as themselves. 

“ To the “ Society of the Friends of the People,” 
Arguments are not wanting to shew the Impor- 
tance and absolute Necessity of a full and fair Re- 
presentation of the People of Great Britain. They 
have investigated the Subject for themselves ; 
they have exposed to the World a Series of plain 
and indisputable Facts, which must excite in the 
Mind of every Man well disposed to his Country, 
Apprehensions of Alarm for the Security of the 
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“ few remaining Vestiges of Liberty, from which, as . 





Britons, we derive Consolation. 

“ Deeply impressed with Considerations of this 
Nature, the London Corresponding Society ear- 
nestly solicits, at this Time, the Concurrence and 
Assistance of the Society of the Friends of the People, 
in assembling as speedily as the Nature of the 
Business will admit, a Convention of the Friends 
of Freedom, for the Purpose of obtaining in-a legal 
and constitutional Method, a full and effectual Re- 
presentation. 

“ Our Request is not made from the Impressions 
of the Moment, but after the maturest Delibera- 
tions on the Value and Importance of the Object 
for which we are contending, and of the Diff- 
culties we may expect from those whose present 
Interests render them hostile to the Welfare of 
their Country. 

“ The Opposition of such Persons is no small 
Argument for the Goodness of our Cause; and 
their late Conduct, when compared with their former 
Professions, exhibits a Depravity, unparalleled, we 
trust, on the Page of History. 

“ Under the Auspices of apostate Reformers, we 
have lately beheld serious and alarming Encroach- 
ments on the Liberties of the People. 

“© We have seen with Indignation and Horror, Men 
legally and peaceably assembled, dispersed by un- 
constitutional Powers, and their Papers seized. 

‘© We have seen some of our most virtuous Bre- 
thren, whose only Crime has been an Imitation of 
Mr. Pirv, and his Associates, sentenced to Four- 
teen Years Transportation, without the Sanction 
of Law or even of Precedent, of which Number, 
One was held up in the British Parliament as 
convicted and condemned, before he was even put 
upon his Trial. 

‘* The insidious Attempts also to introduce Foreign 
Troops into this Country, without the Consent of 
Parliament, and the intended Bill to embody Fo- 
reigners into His Majesty’s Service, are Measures 
sufliciently calculated to awaken our Fears for the 
Existence even of the Name of Liberty. Nor 
can we overlook that Part of the present Sys- 
tem of Corruption, which maintains out of the 
Public Plunder, a Train of Spies, more dangerous 
to Society than so many Assassins, whose avowed 
Business is to destroy the Friends of the Country, 
One by One. 

“‘ These are Grievances which demand immediate 
Redress, and when added to those Evils which are 
necessarily connected with every partial Represen- 
tation of the People, call for the strenuous Ex- 
ertions of every Lover of his Country. 

“ But we are told that the present is not the 
Time for Reform, and that Innovation may in- 
troduce Disturbance. Are those Persons to judge 
of the proper Time to make a Reform, who exist 
only by Corruption? Are the People of Britain 
to endure every Thing without repining, with- 
out ardently seeking a radical Reform, because 
Disturbances may happen? Have the Enemies to 
Reform told us whence these Disturbances are to 
originate ?>—Has a single Overt Act been com- 
mitted by the Friends to Freedom? Have not 
all the Riots, all the public Disturbances, all the 
seditious Assemblies, been excited by the Enemies 
to Reform? And do they mean to tell us that 
they will still find other Instruments for their 
wicked Designs ; that they have yet those who will 
act over again the Outrages that have been per- 
petrated in some Parts of Britain, and attempted in 
others ? 

“ If such is the Determination of those Persons 
hostile to a fair Representation, let them look to the 
VoL. 49. 
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Consequences, but let them recollect that it has hap- 
pened, and may happen again, that those who 
kindled the Flames have perished by them. 
“ The Friends to Reform are Friends to Peace, 
their Principles can be promoted only by peaceable 
Means, they know of no other Method of obtaining 
the Object they desire. But they will not be 
alarmed by the Threats of venal Apostates, they will 
not draw back because they have seen some of their 
best Friends doomed to Exile. They will pursue 
the Course in which they have began, and turn 
neither to the Right nor to the Left. 
“ Convinced as the London Corresponding Society 
is, that as there is no Power which ought, so there 
is no Power which cam finally withstand the just 
and steady Demands of a People resolved to be 
Free ; they will therefore look with Confidence to 
the Determination, and they hope to the Co-opera- 
tion of the “ Society of the Friends of the People,” 
in the Attainment of an Object which involves the 
dearest Interests of Society. 
“ Convinced also that their Intentions are of the 
purest Kind, they will never stoop to answer the 
Calumnies of their Enemies ; but will at all Times, 
and in all Circumstances, endeavour, by Firmness 
and Perseverance, to deserve the Countenance and 
Approbation of the best Friends of their Country, 
the Friends of a fair Representation of the People 
of Great Britain. |

Mr. SHeripDAN, Chairman of the FRIENDS OF 
THE PEOPLE, was laid before that SOCIETY 
at their Meeting on Saturday last; and they in- 
structed their Committee to thank the LONDON 
CORRESPONDING SOCIETY for their Com- 
munication, and to express the Alarm they feel in 
common with every Friend of Liberty, at the late 
extraordinary Proceedings of Government, so ably 
detailed, and so justly reprobated by your Society. 
They assure you that all the Friends of Reform 
may ‘ look with Confidence to. the Determination 
and Co-operation’ of this Society in every peace- 
able and constitutional Measure, which shell ap- 
pear to them calculated to promote the Object of 
their Institution ; but they do not think that which 
is recommended in your Letter, is likely to serve 
its professed Purpose. They fear it will furnish 
the Enemies of Reform with the Means of calum- 
niating its Advocates, and so far from forwarding 
the Cause, will deter many from countenancing 
that which they approve. For these Reasons, the 
Friends of the People must decline to send Dele- 
gates to the Convention proposed by the London 
Corresponding Society :—At the same Time, they 
renew their Assurances of good Will, and Desire 
of preserving a proper Understanding and Cor- 
diality among all the Friends of Parliamentary 
Reform, notwithstanding any Difference of Opinion 
that may occur as to the best Method of accom- 
plishing it.

Unanimously : 


“ Resolved Unanimously. 


“ I. THAT this Society have beheld with rising 
“ Indignation, proportioned to the Enormity of the 
“ Evil, the late rapid Advances of Despotism in 
“ Britain; the Invasion of Public Security ; the Con- 
“ tempt of popular Opinion ; and the Violation of all 
those Provisions of the Constitution intended to 
protect the People against the Encroachments of 
Power and Prerogative. 
* JJ. That our Abhorrence and Detestation have 
** been particularly called forth by the late arbitrary 
and flagitious Proceedings of the Court of Jus- 
ticiary in Scotland, where all the Doctrines and 
“ Practices of the Star Chamber, in the Times of 
Charles the First, have been revived and aggra- 
vated ; and where Sentences have been pronounced 
in open Violation of all Law and Justice, which 
must strike deep into the Heart of every Man, 
the melancholy Conviction that Brirons ARE NO 
“ LONGER FREE. 

“ III. That the whole Proceedings of the late 
‘“‘ British Convention of the People, at Edinburgh, 
are such as claim our Approbation and Ap- 
plause. 
* TV. That the Conduct of Citizens Marcarot 
and GERALD in particular, by its strict Confor- 
mity with our Wishes and Instructions, and the 
Ability, Firmnesss, and disinterested Patriotism 
which it so eminently displayed, has inspired an 
Enthusiasm of Zeal and Attachment which no Time 
can obliterate, and no Persecution remove; and 
that we will preserve their Names engraven on our 
Hearts till we have an Opportunity to redress their 
Wrongs. 
“ V. That any Attempt to violate those yet re- 
maining Laws, which were intended for the 
Security of Englishmen against the Tyranny of 
Courts and Ministers, and the Corruption of de- 
pendent Judges, by vesting in such Judges a 
legislative or arbitrary Power (such as has lately 
been exercised by the Court of Justiciary in Scot- 
land) ought to be considered as dissolving en- 
tirely the social Compact between the English 
Nation and their Governors; and driving them 
to an immediate Appeal to that incontrovertible 
Maxim of eternal Justice, that the Safety of the 
People is the Supreme, and in Cases of Necessity, 
the on.y Law. 
* VI. That the arming and disciplining in this 
Country, either with or without the Consent of Par- 
liament, any Bands of Emigrants and Foreigners, 
driven from their own Country for their known 
Attachment to an INFAMOUS DESPOTISM, is an 
outrageous Attempt to overawe and intimidate the 
Sree Spirit of Britons; to subjugate them to an 
Army of mercenary Cut-throats, whose Views and 
Interest must of Necessity be in direct Opposition 
to those of the Nation, and that zo Pretence what- 
ever OUGHT to induce the People to submit to so 
unconstitutional a Measure. 
“ VII. That the unconstitutional Project of rais- 
ing Money and Troops by forced Benevolences 
‘“‘ (and no Benevolences collected upon Requisition 
from the King or his Ministers can ever in Re- 
ality be voluntary) and the equally unjustifiable 
Measure of arming one Part of the People against 
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“ the other, brought Charles the First to the Block, 
and drove James the Second and his Posterity 
from the Throne; and that consequently Mini- 
sters in advising such Measures, ought to con- 
sider whether they are not guilty of ” 
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“ VIII. That this Society have beheld with con- 
siderable Pleasure the consistent Respect which the 
House of Lords displayed for their own Consti- 
tutional Rules and Orders, on the Fourth of the 
present Month, upon the Motion of Earl Stan- 
hope, concerning the Interference of Ministers in 
the Internal Government of France; and that it 
is the firm Conviction of this Society, that this 
Circumstance when properly detailed, will have 
a considerable Effect in convincing the Country 
at large, of the true Dignity and Utility of that 
“ Branch of HIS MAJESTY’S PARLIA- 
“ MENT. 

“ IX. That the Thanks of this Meeting be given 
to Eart Stanuope, for his manly and patriotic 
Conduct during the present Session of Parliament ; 
a Conduct which (unsupported as it has been in 
the Senate, of which HE is so truly honourable a 
Member) has, together with the timely Interfe- 
rence of certain spirited and patriotic Associations, 
been nevertheless already productive of the salutary 
Effect of chasing the Hessian and Hanoverian 
Mercenaries from our Coasts; who, but for these 
Exertions, might have been marched perhaps, ere 
this, into the very Heart of the Country, together 
with others of their Countrymen, to have peopled 
the Barracks, which every where insult the Eyes 
of Britons. 

“ X. That it is the firm Conviction of this So- 
ciety, that a steady Perseverance in the same bold 
and energetic Sentiments which have lately been 
avowed by the Friends of Freedom, cannot fail of 
crowning with ultimate Triumph, the virtuous 
Cause in which we are engaged, since whatever 
may be the interested Opinion of Hereditary 
Senators, or packed Majorities of pretended Re- 
presentatives; Truth and Liberty in an Age so 
enlightened as the present, must be Invincible and 
Omnipotent.” 
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“ This Society having already addressed M. Mar- 
“ garot, their Delegate, an ADDRESS to JO- 
SEPH GERALD, was read as follows, and car- 


ried unanimously: 


“ To JOSEPH GERALD, a Prisoner sen- 
“ tenced by the High Court of Justiciary 
“* of Scotland, to Transportation beyond the 
“ Seas for FOURTEEN YEARS! 


“ We behold in you, our beloved and respected 
Friend and Fellow-citizen, a Martyr to the 
Glorious Cause of Equal Representation, and we 
cannot permit you to leave this degraded Coun- 
try, without expressing the infinite Obligations 
the People at large, and we in particular, owe to 
you, for your very spirited Exertions in that 
Cause upon every Occasion; but upon none 
more conspicuously, than during the Sitting of the 
British Convention of the PEOPLE at 
Edinburgh, and the consequent Proceeding (we 
« will not call it Trial) at the Bar of the Court of 
Justiciary. | 
“ We know not which most deserves our Admi- 
“ ration, the splendid Talents with which you are 
“‘ so eminently distinguished; the exalted Virtues 
“ by which they have been directed; the Perseve- 
rance and undaunted Firmness which you so nobly 
displayed in resisting the Wrongs of your insulted 
and oppressed Country; or your present manly 
and philosophical Suffering under an arbitrary, 
and till of late unprecedented Sentence; a Sen- 
tence, one of the most vindictive and cruel that 
has been pronounced since the Days of that most 
infamous and ever-to-be-detested Court of Star

« Chamber, the enormous Tyranny of which cost the 
“ first Charles his Head. 

“ To you and to your Associates we feel our- 
selves most deeply indebted. For us it is that you 
are suffering the Sentence of Transportation with 
“ Felons, the vilest Outcasts of Society! For us 
it is that you are doomed to the inhospitable 
“ Shores of New Holland; where, however, we 
doubt not you will experience considerable Alle- 
viation by the Remembrance of that virtuous 
Conpuct for which it is imposed on you, and by 
the sincere Regard and Esteem of your Fellow 
Citizens. 

“ The Equal Laws of this Country have, for 
Ages past, been the Boast of its Inhabitants: 
But whither are they now fled? We are ani- 
mated by the same Sentiments, are daily repeat- 
ing the same Words, and committing the same 
Actions, for which you are thus infamously sen- 
tenced; and we will repeat and commit them 
until we have obtained Redress; yet we are un- 
punished ! either therefore the Law is Unjust to- 
wards you in inflicting Punishment on the Exer- 
tions of Virtue and Talents, or it ought not to de- 
prive us of our Share in the GLory of the Mar- 
tyrdom. 

“‘ We again, therefore, pledge ourselves to you and 
to our Country, never to cease demanding our Rights 
from those who have usurped them, until having 
obtained an Equal Representation of the People, 
we shall be enabled to hail you once more with 
Triumph to your Native Countrys—We wish you 
Health and Happiness; and be assured, we never, 
never shall forget your Name, your Virtues, nor 
your Great ExampLe.

From a Review of these Transactions your Com- 
mittee feel it impossible not to conclude, that the Mea- 
sures which have been stated are directed to the Object 
of assembling a Meeting which, under the Name of a 
General Convention, may take upon itself the Cha- 
racter of a General Representative of the People. 
However at different Periods the Term of Parliamentary 
Reform may have been employed, it is obvious that the 
present View of these Societies is not intended to be 
prosecuted by any Application to Parliament, but, on 
the contrary, by an open Attempt to supersede the 
House of Commons in its Representative Capacity, and 
to assume to itself all the Functions and Powers of a 
National Legislature. 

This Object, as what is really intended to be attained 
by assembling a Convention, appears expressly and 
pointedly stated, even as early as the 15th of April 
1793, in the Letter to the United Societies at Norwich, 
already referred to; and the same Letter sufficiently 
explains the Policy in consequence of which, subsequent 
to that Period, the Topic of Parliamentary Reform has 
been still ostensibly brought forward in some of the 
Communications which have been made public. As a 
further Illustration of this Observation, your Committee 
think it not immaterial to remark, that in a Letter from 
Margarot, at Edinburgh, to the Secretary of the So- 
ciety for Constitutional Information, in December 1793, 
it is particularly recommended to him not to introduce 
Politics in his Letter, or at /east nothing but what 
concerns Reform. Whatever Disguise however may 
have been employed in an earlier Period, seems in the 
latter Proceedings to have been wholly relinquished. 
The Object is still stated to be a fair and equal Repre- 
sentation of the People; but a General Convention of 
the People, to be chosen by the Delegates of the dif- 
ferent Societies, is proposed for the Purpose of obtaining 
this End. No Mention is made of any Application to 
Parliament, or of any Amendment of the Representation 
in Parliament. 

The Circular Letter, inserted in a former Part of this 
Report, recommends forming another British Conven- 
tion, to be held in a Central Situation most convenient 
for the whole Island ; and states the Appointment of a 
Secret Committee for that Purpose. 

The Third Resolution passed by the Corresponding 
Society on the 27th of March, and communicated to 
the Society for Constitutional Information, which 
was the Foundation of the subsequent joint Proceedings 
of the Two Societies, states the Object of the Con- 
vention to be for the Purpose “ of securing them- 
selves from future illegal and scandalous Prosecutions, 
to prevent a Repetition of wicked and unjust Sen- 
tences, and to recall those wise and wholesome Laws 
which have been wrested from them.” Terms which 
appear to your Committee to be material, not so 
much on Account of their general inflammatory Ten- 
dency, as because they evidently point at obtaining a 
Redress of supposed Grievances, not by Application to 
Parliament, but by Acts of Authority to be exercised by 
themselves. 

The Resolutions afterwards passed on the 14th 
of April, contain open Attacks .on all the Branches 
of the Legislature, and a direct Invitation to the 
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People, to resist Measures then in the Contemplation 
of the Legislature; and expressly stating, that they 
ought equally to be resisted, whether adopted with or 
without the Consent of Parliament. 

When, in Addition to these Considerations, the Com- 
mittee reflect on the leading Circumstances which they 
have already stated, of the declared Approbation at an 
early Period, of the Doctrine of the Rights of Man, 
as stated in Paine’s Publications; of the Connection 
and Intercourse with French Societies, and with the 
National Convention; and, of the subsequent Appro- 
bation of the French System; and consider that these 
are the Principles which the Promoters of a Convention 


evidently make the Foundation of all their Proceedings ; - 


they are satisfied that the Design now openly professed 
and acted upon, aims at nothing less than what is stated 
in His Majesty’s Message, and must be considered as a 
Traitorous Conspiracy, for the Subversion of the esta- 
blished Laws and Constitution, and the Introduction of 
that System of Anarchy and Confusion which has fatally 
prevailed in France. 

There still remains Two Points connected with what 
has been already stated, which your Committee have not 
yet had the Opportunity of investigating as fully as they 
wish, but which appear too important to be wholly passed 
over : 

It appears to your Committee, that, in some of the 
Societies referred to, Proposals have been received, and 
that Measures have recently been taken, for providing 
Arms to be distributed among the Members of the 
Societies. 

It also appears, from such Information as your 
Committee have hitherto had the Opportunity of re- 
ceiving, that since the Apprehension of the Persons in 
whose Custody the Papers were found which have been 
referred to your Committee, there have been several 
Meetings of the Societies in different Parts of the Me- 
tropolis ; that the Designs which were before enter- 
tained have been by no Means abandoned ; and that on 
the contrary, there have been some Indications of a Dis- 

osition to concert Means for forcibly resisting such 

feasures as may be taken for defeating their Accom- 
plishment, or for bringing the Authors and Abettors of 
them to Justice. 


A Motion was made, and the Question being put, 
That Leave be given to bring ina Bill to empower His 
Majesty to secure and detain such Persons as His Ma- 
jesty shall suspect are conspiring against His Person and 
Government ; 

The House divided. 

The Yeas went forth.

of this Common Cause; that the Crowns of Sweden 
and Denmark have united to support their Neutrality, 
and to defend themselves against any Attempt to 
force them to take Part in the Common Cause; that 
Poland is neither able nor inclined to take part in it; 
that Switzerland and Venice are Neutral; that the 
King of Sardinia has required and obtained a Subsidy 
from Great Britain to enable him to act, even on the 
Defensive; that the King of the Two Sicilies, pro- 
fessing to make Common Cause with His Majesty in the 
War against France, is bound to it by nothing but his 
own Judgment in the Course of Events which may 
occur, and that he is at Liberty to abandon the Com- 
mon Cause whenever he shall judge that he cannot any 
longer, with Justice and Dignity, continue the War ; 
that the Efforts of Spain and Portugal have been com- 
pletely ineffectual ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That, with respect to the Powers who were 
Principals in the present War (viz. T'he States Gene- 
ral, the King of Prussia, and the Emperor) it appears 
to this House, that The States General, having refused 
to contract for the Payment of their Portion of the 
Subsidies to be paid to the King of Prussia, beyond 
the,Term of the present Year, have thereby reserved 
to themselves a Right to withdraw from the Support 
of the War at that Period, and to throw the whole 
Burthen of it upon Great Britain; that the King of 
Prussia being bound by the Convention of July 1793 
to act in the most perfect Concert, and the most inti- 
mate Confidence with His Majesty upon all the Ob- 
jects relative to the present War, and having then pro- 
mised to continue to employ his Forces, as far as Cir- 
cumstances would permit, in carrying on the War, 
and His Majesy having since been obliged, by the 
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Treaty of the 19th April 1794, to grant to the King 
of Prussia an enormous Subsidy, in order to en 
him to continue to co-operate in the Prosecution of 
the War, it follows that the King of Prussia is no 
longer a principal Party, nor even an Auxiliary in the 
said War, but that he barely lends out his Troops to 
this Country, in return for a most Profitable Pecu- 
niary Compensation at our Expence, and that. Great 
Britain is, in Fact, loaded with his proper Share ofthe 
Burthen of a War, which is said to be the Common 
Cause of every civilized State ; finally, that if it were 
expedient or necessary to purchase the King of Prus- 
sia’s Co-operation on such Terms, the Emperor, 
whose Interests are more directly at Stake, was full as 
much bound in Reason and Justice, as His Majesty or 
The States General could be, to contribute equally to 
that Expence; and that if, at any future Period of 
the War, the Emperor’s Finances should be so ex- 
hausted as to make it impossible for him to maintain it 
on his Part at his own Charge, his Imperial Majesty 
will be invited and encouraged, if not justified, by the 
Example and Success of the King of Prussia, to call 
upon this Country to defray the whole Expence of 
whatever Army he may continue to employ against 
the French ; nor does it appear to this House, by what 
Distinction, in Policy or in Argument, the Terms 
anted to the King of Prussia can be refused to the 
mperor, whose Efforts and Expences in the Course 
of the War have infinitely exceeded those of Prussia, 
or how this Country can in Prudence, or with Safety, 
decline a Compliance with such Demands, if it be 
true, as has been declared, that the Destruction of the 
present French Government is essential to the Security 
of every Thing which is most dear and valuable to us 
as a Nation ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being pro- 
posed, That it appears to this House, that, in Conse- 
quence of the Events of the War on the Continent 
and elsewhere, all Views of Aggrandizement and Am- 
bition on the Part of France, supposing the French to 
entertain such Views, are evidently unattainable, and 
must be relinquished by France, and that therefore the 
Object of the War, as it. was originally professed on 
our Part, viz. the Restoration of Peace on Terms of 
Permanent Security, is now attainable, and may be 
secured, provided that, on one Side, the French shall 
be content with the Possession and Safety of their own 
Country, and that we, on the other, shall adhere to 
the Principle of Justice and Policy so often declared by 
His Majesty, and avowed by His Ministers, of uniformly 
abstaining from any Interference with Respect to the 
internal Affairs of France ; 

And the previous Question being put, That that 
Question be now put ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being put, 
That it is the Duty of His Majesty’s Ministers to 
avail themselves of the present Circumstances of the 
War, and to promote a Pacification by every Means 
in their Power, by proposing to France equitable and 
moderate Conditions; and, above all Things, by ab- 
staining from any Interference in the internal Affairs of 
France ; 

It passed in the Negative. 

A Motion was made, and the Question being put, 
That it is the Opinion of this House, that, in every 
possible Case, it is equally desirable that His Majesty 
should make an explicit Declaration of His Views : 
If the Intention be not to interfere in the internal 
Government of France, nothing can contribute so 
much to advance a Negociation with those who now 
exercise the Powers of - eocarnant in that Country,

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as such a Declaration solemnly and explicitly made; 
if, on the other Hand, it be intended to interfere, it is 
highly essential to make the Degree of Interference 

recisely known, to induce such Part of the French 
Nation, as are dissatisfied with the present Government, 
to unite and exert themselves with Satisfaction and 
Security ;

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer reported from 
the Committee of Secrecy, That the Committee had 
further examined the Matters to them referred, and 
had directed him to make a Report thereof to the 
House ; and he read the Report in his Place; and 
afterwards delivered it in at the Clerk’s Table: Where 
the same was read. 

The said Report, together with the Appendix * 
thereunto ; and the Supplement* to the said Report, 
with the Appendix to such Supplement; are as fol- 
loweth ; viz. 

The Committee to whom the several Papers 
referred to in His Majesty's Message of 
the 12th day of May 1794, and which were 
presented (sealed up) to the House, by Mr. 
Secretary Dundas, upon the 12th and 13th 
Days of the said Month, by His Majesty’s Com- 
mand, were referred ; and who were directed to 
examine the Matters thereof, and report the 
same, as they should appear to them, to the 
House ; 

Have further proceeded in the Examination of the 
Books and Papers referred to them by the House, 
and of such other Information as they have since 
obtained. 

The latter has consisted of a Variety of Examina- 
tions and Depositions taken before the Privy Council, 
of Papers found in the Custody of different Persons 
who have been apprehended, and of Accounts re- 
ceived by the Secretary of State relative to Dis- 
coveries made at Edinburgh, and in different Parts of 
Scotland: all which have been laid before your Com- 
mittee. 

The Result appears to your Committee strongly 
to confirm all the Propositions which they found it 
their Duty, on the Outset of their Enquiry, to submit 
to the House, and to leave no Doubt of the Nature, 
Extent, and Malignity of the extravagant Designs 
which have been formed, of the Regularity and System 
with which these Designs have been pursued, or of 
the rapid Progress of the Measures which had been 
taken in order to attempt to carry them speedily into 
Execution. 

Before the Committee submit to the House such 
further Details as appear necessary to give a general 
and comprehensive View of the Subject, and to shew 
the Origin and Progress of the Plan which has been 
in Agitation, they think it right to call the Attention 
of the House to some Transactions of a recent Date, 


and which appear to be of so much Importance as to’ 


deserve a separate Statement. 

The first of these has already been shortly referred 
to in the former Report, and relates to the Measures 
taken for providing Arms, to be distributed among 
the Members of the several Societies, and for pre- 
paring the Means of employing actual Force in the 
Execution of their Project. 

The Circumstance which first came under the Ob- 
servation of your Committee, containing a distinct 
Trace of Measures of this Description, was a Letter 
from a Person at Sheffield, by Profession a Printer 
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(who has since absconded) which was thus addressed 
—“ Citizen Hardy, Secretary of the London Corre- 
“‘ sponding Society,” and which was found in the 
Possession of Hardy on the 12th Day of May last, 
when he was taken into Custody. 


The Letter is as follows: 


“ Fellow Citizens, 


Sheffield, April 24, 1794. 


' “ The barefaced Aristocracy of the present Ad- 
ministration has made it necessary that we should 
be prepared to act on the Defensive against any 
Attack they may command their newly armed 
Minions to make upon us. A Plan has been 
hit upon; and if encouraged sufficiently, will, 
no Doubt, have the Effect of furnishing a Quan- 
tity of Pikes to the Patriots; great enough to 
make them formidable. The Blades are made 
of Steel, tempered and polished after an approved 
Form. They may be fixed into any Shafts; but 
Fir ones are recommended, of the Girth of the 
accompanying Hoops at the Top End, and 
about an Inch more at the Bottom. The 
Blades and Hoops, more than which cannot be 
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“ properly sent to any great Distance, will be 
“‘ charged One Shilling. Money to be sent with 
“ the Order.

“ The barefaced Aristocracy of the present Ad- 
ministration has made it necessary to prepare to 
act upon the Defensive, in case of any Attack 
upon the Patriots. 

“ A Plan has been formed for carrying into 
Effect this necessary Business. Pike Blades are 
made with Hoops for the Shafts to fit the Top 
Ends; the Bottom End of the Shafts should be 
about an Inch thicker; and Fir is recommended 
for the Shafts, selected by Persons who are Judges 
of Wood. The Blades and Hoops will be sold 
at the Rate of One Shilling, properly tempered 
and polished.

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Your Committee soon after found that by the dif- 
ferent Examinations taken before the Privy Council, 
it was fully established that the general Idea of pro- 
curing Arms (either Musquets or Pikes) to be dis- 
tributed among the Members, had of late. been fre- 
quently the Subject of Conversation at different Divi- 
sions among the leading Members of the Corresponding 

Society,

not delivered in until the 16th Instant. 
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Society, and among Persons who have been most 
active in the Measures lately taken; that although 
these Conversations had frequently taken place, they 
had generally been after the Business of the Meetings 
was closed, and when only a few Persons remained. 
It appears indeed to have been, in a great Measure, 
agreed that this Plan was not to be publicly men- 
tioned at the Divisions; particularly it was recom- 
mended by One of the most active Persons not to 
mention it till the new Plan of Constitution for the 
Society was settled. And it has appeared (in the 
Course of this Investigation) that the Arming Business 
was all done by private Members, and that it was 
held not fit to talk of the Pikes but to those who were 
to be trusted: That the General Business was done by 
a Committee of Delegates, but there was a Secret 
Committee of Five Persons, who transacted what was 
not to be entrusted to the Whole of the Correspond- 
ing Society; that they meet at private Houses, and 
that all the Correspondence comes to them, and what 
they think proper is laid before the Society. But 
although this Plan of Precaution and Concealment 
must have prevented the Discovery of a great Part of 
this System, Instances have occurred of Proceedings 
at some of the Divisions of the Corresponding Society, 
relative to procuring Arms, which your Committee 
have been enabled to ascertain. As early as Novem- 
ber 1793, at a Meeting of a Division of the Society, 
held at a Place named to the Committee, a violent 
Speech was made by a Member of the Society, re- 
commending that Arms should be procured, and men- 
tioning that they were provided with Arms and Pikes 
at Sheffield; and another Member said it would be 
good to provide Pikes at Six Pence each: Afterwards, 


‘in the Month of February last, at a Meeting of One 


of the Divisions of the Corresponding Society named 
to the Committee, and at a Place ascertained to them, 
it was proposed to issue new Books, with the Names 
and Places of Abode of the several Members, and 
that the Names of those who lived in the same Neigh- 
bourhood should be placed together, that they might 
easily be assembled upon any Emergency, in case 
Governmeng should attempt to disperse their Meet- 
ings ; and a Resolution for this Purpose was passed soon 
after at a subsequent Meeting. 

At the same Metting a Member of another Divi- 
sion attended, and stated to the Chairman, that he 
came to make a Report from his Division.—He stated 
a Rumour that the Habeas Corpus Act would be 
soon suspended.—This Intelligence he was deputed to 
give, that the Society at large might be prepared for 
the Event: Upon this a Speech was made by a Per- 
son who was a Member of the Committee mentioned 
in the former Report, in which he recommended to 
each Member to provide himself with Arms and 
Ammunition, in order to defend himself against any 


Persons who might attack him, whether they should 


be of this Country, Prussians, Hessians, or Hanoverians. 
And in the beginning of April last, at the same Divi- 
sion, it appears that a Report was made from the 
General Committee, That an Answer had been re- 
ceived from the Society for Constitutional Informa- 
tion, expressive of their Desire to co-operate with 
them in obtaining their great End; and desiring a 
Deputation might be sent to consult and deliberate 
with them. In consequence a certain Number of the 
Committee were appointed: And on this Occasion 
One of the Members recommended to the Citizens 
not to sit tamely silent and inactive, but to rouse 
themselves, and, not only with Words, but Arms, 
assert their Rights :—He said, they were on the Eve 
of a General Meeting, and they should go with their 
Minds prepared to adopt a System which might be 
reduced to speedy Practice, and rescue their Fellow 
Citizens (meaning the Scotch Delegates) from their 
degrading Situation. It also appears to your Coin- 
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mittee, that a Plan was in Contemplation to subdivide 
each Division into Tythings, and to appoint Tything 
Men to each, for the Purpose “ of rendering them- 
“selves useful in case of Emergency ;” which was 
explained to mean, that in case the Society should be 
interrupted by Peace Officers, or a Press Gang, they 
should resist any such Interruption. As another In- 
stance of the Measures taken to instigate the People 
to arm, an Account was given of a Hand Bill pro- 
duced at one of the Meetings, which was to the follow- 


ing Effect : 


“ The Ins tell us we are in Danger of Invasion 
“ from the French. 

“ The Outs tell us that we are in Danger from 
“ the Hessians and Hanoverians. 

“ In either Case we should arm ourselves.—Get 
‘** Arms, and learn how to use them.” 


Several Copies of this Hand Bill were proved to 
have been publicly produced at a Meeting of One of 
the Divisions, by a Person who said he had printed 
them for the purpose of distributing as many as 
possible. 

In the Progress of the Enquiry, Information was 
received from a Witness, whose Accuracy has since 
been confirmed in a Variety of striking Instances, 
that a Person named in the Information, an active 
Promoter of these Measures, and a Delegate of One 
of the Divisions, had shewn the Witness a Pike in 
his Possession, of which a minute Description was 
given. The Witness stated this Person to have 
given an Account of the Use to which these Pikes 
might be applied ; that it was supposed no Regiment 
of Horse could stand against them; that such Pikes 
were manufacturing at Sheffield; and that he had re- 
ceived from the Secretary of the Corresponding 
Society the Direction of the Person from whom he 
might procure them; that the Price was to be One 
Shilling apiece, and if they cost more, the Overplus 
would be paid by a Person at Sheffield; who would be’ 
indemnified by the Society. The Witness also stated 
the same Person to have given an Account of a 
Meeting intended to be held at a Public House 
(which was named) ona Day specified for the Pur- 
pose of fixing the Number of Pikes to be sent for. 
The Person stated to have held this Conversation, 
and another Person said to have been present at it 
(who was also One of the most active Members of 
the London Corresponding Society) were soon after 
apprehended, and a Pike exactly answering to the 
Descriptién given by the Witness. was found upon 
each of them. In the subsequent Investigation of the 
Business, your Committee have received strong Con- 
firmation of the principal Circumstances of the Con- 
versation stated by the Witness, respecting the Use to 
which the Pikes might be applied, the Direction 
given by the Secretary of the Corresponding Society, 
in order to procure them from Sheffield, the Price to 
be paid for them, and the intended Meeting for the 
Purpose of fixing the Number to be sent for, and of 
depositing One Shilling apiece for the Purchase. One 
of the Persons so apprehended, in explaining the Use 
to be made of the Pikes from Sheffield, said, the Per- 
suasion was, and he himself believed, the Government 
were conspiring against the People, and therefore 
should be resisted. Another Witness has since stated, 
that he had understood from One of the Persons ap- 
prehended, that his Pike was to be used (in case the 
People were ‘to rise) for the particular Purpose of 
keeping off the Cavalry. 

Your Committee, in the Course of this Examina- 
tion, observed, that an Account was -given of some 
supposed Meeting of Military Divisions, connected 
with the Corresponding Society, for the Purpose of 
learning their Exercise with Musquets; and it was 
stated, that with a View to instructing them, there 
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of the Manual Exercise, accompanied with a Book of 
Directions on the Subject. This Engraving was af- 
terwards produced, and it was proved to have been 
bespoke by one Person, and engraved by another, 
whose Names were mentioned, both of whom were 
Members of the London Corresponding Society, and 
One of them a Secretary to One of the Divisions, and 
to have been sold by another Member of the Society 
to several Members at a Meeting of One of the Divi- 
sions. A more particular Account was afterwards 
given of a Body formed for the Purpose of ex- 
ercising with Fire Arms, which had taken the Name 
of The Loyal Lambeth Association, but which 
had held no Communication with Government, 
nor received any Authority for that Purpose. It 
appears, that although this armed Society bore 
the Name of The Loyal Lambeth Association, none 
of the Members belonging to it were of the Pa- 
rish of Lambeth, excepting the original Proposer 
of the Association, who was a Member of the 
London Corresponding Society. The Admission of 
Persons who were afterwards Members of the Associa- 
tion was objected to at first, because they did not be- 
long to the London Corresponding Society; but on 
Promise that they would become Members of the 
London Corresponding Society, they were admitted 
into this armed Association. A Gun Engraver, who 
is also a Member of the London Corresponding So- 
ciety, and who furnished this Association with Mus- 
quets, was first introduced to the Person who set on 
Foot the Association, by the Secretary of the Cor- 
responding Society. This Association was regularly 
trained and exercised in the Use of Fire Arms Twice 
a Week. It has been given in Evidence, that this 
Association removed from the House of a Tradesman 
in the Borough, where they used to exercise, because 
they made so much Noise with the Arms that the 
Workmen must know what they were about, the 
Tradesman having different Workmen, who might not 
be all of the same Principle. Upon this Suggestion, 
a Committee was appointed to choose proper Places for 
Exercise, where the Association might not be liable to 
be interrupted by the Officers of Police; and Two 
Places, named to your Committee, were appointed ac- 
cordingly, to which the Association adjourned in Two 
separate Divisions. At one of these Places they ex- 
ercised in a Room on the Second Floor, and with the 
Window Curtains drawn, and on some Occasions, at 
another Place, by Candle Light, from Eight to Ten 
oClock at Night, with the Shutters barred up. At 
the Place where the Lambeth Association met, there 
was a printed Ticket of Admission with the following 
Inscription engraved on it, “ Liberty to those who dare 
“* defend it.” The Object of all the Persons who at- 
tended the Association (as was collected from their 
Conversation) was Universal Suffrage and Annual 
Election. If they could not obtain a Reform in Par- 
liament in any other Way, they meant to have Re- 
course to Arms. The Committee have traced Eighteen 
Stand of Arms actually purchased by this Association. 
This Number, purchased by Persons apparently in 
very indigent Circumstances, is a sufficient Proof of 
their Earnestness in the Design in which they had en- 
gaged. Bur it further appears, that the same Person 
who supplied this Number had engaged to furnish 
Arms, as the Numbers who desired to have them in- 
creased ; and that Sixty Musquets had been mentioned 
as likely to be wanted for this Association.—It also 
appears to your Committee, that other Institutions of 
the same Natare existed, and that Subscriptions had 
been opened for the Purpose of providing Musquets. 
In Addition to the Means already enumerated for gra- 
dually providing Pikes and Musquets, it has appeared 
in Evidence, that One of the Schemes in Agitation 
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was to seize the Arms in the Shops of the Gunsmith’s 
in London, and to distribute the Arms, so _ seized, 
among the Members of the London Corresponding So- 


ciety. 

These Proceedings in London, sufficiently impor- 
tant in themselves, become still more deserving of se- 
rious Consideration, when combined with Measures of 
a similar Description taken at Sheffield, and in several 
Parts of Scotland, and which not only coincide in 
Point of Time, but bear the strongest Marks of de- 
liberate Concert and Connection with the Attempts 
in London, to which your Committee have al- 
ready directed the Attention of the House. Your 
Committee have already inserted in this Report 
a Letter from a Person at Sheffield, found in the Pos- 
session of the Secretary of the London Corresponding 
Society, and inclosing a Direction to another Person at 
Sheffield, who was to forward to the Maker of the Pikes 
all such Orders as he might receive from London for 
that Purpose. 

It has appeared, from the concurrent Testimony of 
several Persons examined before the Privy Council, 
that this Direction was actually given by the Secretary 
of the Corresponding Society to One of its Members ; 
that many Persons were desirous of procuring Pikes ; 
and that Subscriptions had been already entered into, 
with the View of procuring them from Sheffield. One 
of the other Persons apprehended at Sheffield, who had 
been Secretary to the Constitutional Society there, and. 
upon whom a Pike was found, acknowledged that he 
had seen the Letter to the Secretary of the Cor- 
responding Society in London, containing the Inclo- 
sure for Norwich; and that the Writer told him he 
had inclosed the Letter for Norwich in the other for 
Fear of Suspicion: The same Person also said, he 
could not doubt in the least that the Pikes were to be 
furnished to London, according to the Contents of the 
Letter which had been explained to him at Sheffield. 
It appears that some Time in March last, a Person 
calling himself Yorke, a Member of the Constitutional 
Society at London, and who was chosen by them as 
One of their Delegates to the Convention at Edin- 
burgh, recommended it to the People of Sheffield ta 
take Arms, representing it as a Matter of Right, 
founded on the Bill of Rights, and observing that the 
opposite Party was arming, and therefore that the 
other Party should be armed also; that Yorke used 
these Recommendations both in private and public; 
told them in Conversation, just after the Meeting at 
Sheffield, where he had been Chairman, that Pikes 
were used in France; and recommended to the People 
to get Arms, according to an Advertisement publish- 
ed at Sheffield, saying that it was legal and constitu- 
tional; and that they ought to get Pikes as in France. 
This Measure of arming was approved of by the. 
greater Part of the Society at Sheffield, which appears 
from Information before your Committee to be very 
numerous, and to have been subdivided into 45 or 50 
small Bodies, or different Clubs. In consequence of 
these Recommendations, Pikes were made at Sheffield 
under VYorke’s Orders, and the Form and Size were 
regulated by his particular Direction—Your Commit- 
tee think it of Importance to call the Attention of the 
House to this Circumstance, as they shall have Occa- 
sion to advert more particularly, in a subsequent Part 
of this Report, to the Principles and Views publicly 
avowed by Yorke, at a Meeting held at Sheffield on the 
7th of April last. Four Persons are stated to have 
been employed in the Manufacture of these Pikes, and 
One of these Persons to have worked at them for some 
Weeks past ; and it appears that several have been al- 
ready made and sold to different Persons at Shefheld, at 
the Price of 20d. apiece: The Pike taken upon One of 
the Persons apprehended at Sheffield answers precisely 
to the Description given in the Letter before ait * 
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In Addition to this Account of the Measures taken 
for providing Pikes, it must be observed, that the 
Three Persons apprehended at Sheffield concur in de- 
claring that they had seen there a Pattern of an Instru- 
ment which has, on different Occasions, been used in 
Military Operations for impeding the Approach of 
Cavalry, and which was stated by the Witnesses to be 
intended to be laid in the Road at Night for that Pur- 
pose.—One of them said that he had no Doubt that 
this Instrument was formed with the same Intention as 
the Pikes, to defend the Meeting at Sheffield against 
the Military. It was also stated, that about the Time 
when these Arms were prepared, they had resolved’ at 
Sheffield (as will appear more particularly in the Se- 
quel of the Report) that no further Petition should be 
made to Parliament on the Subject of Reform, al- 
though they intended to go on in their Demands ; and 
One of the Persons examined said, if any Meetings 
were to be held at Sheffield for the Purpose of obtaining 
Universal Suffrage, and any Attempt made to disturb 
such Meeting, he thought the People would be justified 
in Resistance. 

While your Committee were employed in investi- 
gating the Origin and Progress of the Plan for arming 
the People in London and at Sheffield, they received In- 
telligence of the Existence of similar Designs in Scotland, 
which appear to have been in a much greater Degree of 
Forwardness, and to have been conducted with such 
Secrecy that they might have produced the most serious 
Consequences, if Accident had not led to a timely 
Discovery of their Nature and Extent before they had 
been carried into Execution. This Intelligence was 
communicated to your Committee in several Letters 
from Mr. Secretary Dundas, which contain so full a 
Narrative of the Circumstances leading to the Disco- 
- very of the Design, of the Scope and Nature of the 
Design itself, of the Principles with which it was 
connected, and of the Means by which it was to have 
been accomplished, that your Committee have thought 
they could not lay this important Matter before the 
House in a more satisfactory Manner than by inserting 
the Letters at large in this Place—It is however to be 
observed, that besides what relates immediately to this 
particular Head, these Letters contain Matters apply- 
ing to other important Branches of the Subject of this 
Report ; and to which it will be necessary hereafter to 
refer; and that many of the important Ciecunistaniien 
detailed in Mr. Dundas’s Letters have been also 


communicated to your Committee through other 
Channels.

“ T have received, this Morning, from the Sheriff 
* Depute of the County of Edinburgh, authentic 
Information of an accidental Discovery made on 
the 15th and 16th U/vt’, the general Report of 
which I feel it proper to state to you, as it seems 
materially connected with the Enquiry in which 
the Secret Committee of the House of Commons 
is now engaged. 
“ The Creditors of a Bankrupt having received 
Information that Part of his Goods had been em- 
bezzled, and were secreted in the House of an 
Individual, the usual Warrant was issued, au- 
thorizing a Search to be made in the suspected 
Place ; and in carrying it into Execution, on the 
Afternoon of the 15th, the Officers discovered in 
a private Place, where they appeared to have 
been concealed, Twelve Pike or Spear Heads. 
The Proprietor of the House, who happened to 
be from Home at the Time, was soon thereafter 
taken into Custody, and on being carried before 
the proper Magistrate for Examination, refused 
VoL. 49. 
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to give any Account of these Weapons, to whom my Re- 
they belonged, or for what Purposes they were Port ‘rom

intended. On a more narrow Search, there was of Secrecy, 


likewise discovered, in a private and concealed 
Part of the House, Two other Pike or Spear 
Heads, similar to the others, Two Battle Axes, 
and a Shaft or Pole, with a Screw on the End, 
fitted for receiving either the Spear Head or 
Battle Axe. 
“ Immediate Enquiry being made after the Per- 
sons with whom this Individual had lately been 
seen in Company, and Two Blacksmiths being 
mentioned among them, their Houses and Shops 
were immediately searched; One of the Two 
was also taken into Custody; the other escaped 
and absconded.-—In the Shop of the First of these 
Men were found Four Pike cr Spear Heads, 
finished, fitted with Screws and Sockets, and ready 
to bé fixed on Shafts; Eight Battle Axes, also fitted 
and finished ; and Twenty Blades more not quite 
finished, but nearly so. 
“ In the Shop and Dwelling House of the other, 
who had absconded, no such Weapons were 
found ; but the Apprentices, on being examined 
before a Magistrate, acknowledged that the Pike 
or Spear Heads first discovered had been _pri- 
vately manufactured in their Master’s Shop 
during the Course of this Fortnight past, and car- 
ried privately to his House as soon as com- 
pleted. 
“ The Battle Axes and Blades appear also to 
have been manufactured within this Fortnight 
past ; and were intended, as the Maker of them 
said, for the Purpose of arming the People, 
should an Invasion take Place. But it appears, 
that to his Apprentices, whom he had or gt om 
in assisting him to make them, he pretended they 
were meant for a Gate, an Account obviously 
false, as he could not point out any Gate for which 
these Weapons were intended, nor name any Per- 
son who had ordered him to frame a Gate of so 
particular a Construction. 
** These Circumstances have induced the Ma- 
gistrates to commit all the Persons concerned, 
for Examination ; and the Result of the Enquiries 
which are at present carrying forward, I expect 
will be regularly communicated to me.—It is 
proper also to inform you, that all the Persons 
chiefly concerned appear to have been Members 
of the British Convention which met at Edin- 
burgh \ast Winter ; and since the Dispersion of it 
have continued the most active and leading Per- 
sons in the Societies whose Delegates composed 
the principal Part of that Meeting, who appear 
at present taking Measures for calling another 
Convention of the same Nature, which they ex- 
pected is to take place soon in England; and 
some of whom have acknowledged that the Pro- 
priety of the Individuals composing these So- 
cieties arming themselves with Spears and Pikes 
has, within these few Weeks past, been the Subject 
of Conversation amongst them, and Steps taken 
for carrying that Purpose into Execution with 
Caution and Secrecy. 
“ The Silence of One of the Persons, the incon- 
sistent and contradictory Account of the other, 
and the Flight of the Third, throw a very strong 
Suspicion on the Purposes and Intentions of the 
Parties concerned in this Transaction. The 
Sheriff is, in the Course of his Duty, proceedin 
to investigate the Matter more accurately: But 
consider it necessary and proper to communicate 
through you to the Committee Information so 
intimately connected with the Object of its En- 
quiries, however imperfect that Information still 
i is

“ T have received, this Morning, farther Accounts 
from the Sheriff Depute of Edinburgh, of the 
Transactions stated in my last Letter; and the 
Result of the Enquiries since made by that Ma- 
gistrate, and which are still going forward, ap- 
pear to me of such a Nature as to deserve 
the particular Attention of the Secret Com- 
mittee. 

“ One of the Individuals mentioned in my for- 
mer Letter has since made a Disclosure, and a 
Person since taken into Custody, and who ap- 
pears to have been privy to the whole Transac- 
tion, has confessed, that these Weapons were the 
First of a very large Number and Quantity, ac- 
tually ordered to be made, and intended to be 
privately dispersed among the Members of the 
various Societies thrqughout Scotland, _ stiling 
themselves Friends of the People, and who ap- 
pear to be at present employed in taking Mea- 
sures for calling together another British Conven- 
tion of Delegates to be held in England. An 
Order has been given from One Town alone in 
Scotland, for a large Quantity of Weapons of the 
Nature described ; no less a ne than 4,000 
has been mentioned, and more are intended to 
be distributed in Edinburgh. Emissaries appear 
also to have been dispatched, within this Fort- 
night or Three Weeks past, to the Manufactur- 
ing Towns in the West of Scotland, for the Pur- 
pose of sounding the Inclinations of such of the 
Inhabitants there who. are known to be Mem- 
bers of these Societies; and there is Reason to 
believe, from Information received from various 
different Quarters, that these Persons have by no 
Means been unsuccessful. 

“ Paisley is in particular alluded to as being in a 
State of great Readiness; and there has been 
positive Information, received through other Chan- 
nels, that within these Three Weeks Persons of 
that Description have assembled themselves to a 
very considerable Number in the Night Time, for 
the Purpose of practising the Use of Arms. The 
Particulars of this Information, and the Extent 
to which these Meetings have proceeded, are at 
present Matter of Enquiry with the proper Magis- 
trates of the Place; but the Result has not yet 
been received. 

“ The Formation of this Plan is now traced 
Home to certain Persons, some of whom are in 
Custody, who appear to be entrusted by these 
Societies in Scot/and with the most unlimited 
Powers in directing their future Proceedings— 


‘ carrying on their Correspondence—and who act 


as a Committee of Secrecy, consisting of a certain 
Number of Persons, the principal and most 
active Members of the British Convention. The 
choosing of Delegates to the expected Conven- 
tion in England, the Place of whose Meeting is 
not yet divulged, and the raising of Contribu- 
tions among the various Societies throughout 
Scotland, for defraying the Charges of such Dele- 
gates, appear to be the material Part of their 
present Employment, and in which it would 
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seem they have made some Progress. And it is 
the same Committee who have, for these some 
Weeks past, been consulting and taking Measures 
for arming themselves and the Members of the 
various Clubs with Pikes and Battle Axes, and 
who have employed the Persons above mentioned 
in manufacturing them. The Scheme appears to 
have been first proposed and agreed upon about. 
a Month ago; to have been since.carried on with 
the utmost Secrecy and Caution; and the Wea- 


* pons, so far as has yet been discovered, manu- 


factured by such Persons, in such small Quantities, 
in such Circumstances, and under such Pretences, 
as not to render the Progress of the Work 
probably liable to Suspicion or Detection; and 
it was brought to Light by the very accidental and 
singular Incident which I mentioned in my former 
Letter. 

“ T have the Satisfaction of observing, that the 
Magistrates and Officers of the Law in Scotland 
have ‘been, and still continue, active in the 
Searches and Enquiries making at. the different 
suspected Places within their respective Juris- 
dictions.—In Perth and Dundee nothing has been 
discovered which can lead me to believe that 
Measures have been taken in either of these 
Places for making Arms, the Manufacture of 
which seems to have been confined to Edinburgh, 
and intended to have been gradually dispersed from 
thence to such Places as required them.—No such 
Weapons have been discovered at Paisley, or in 
its Neighbourhood; though the Intention of 
arming, and holding regular Nightly Meetings, are 
perfectly ascertained. 

“* Information has also been communicated, of 
the Authenticity of which there is no Room tod 
doubt, that a Conspiracy has been formed, as 
soon as a proper Number of these Weapons 
were distributed among the Friends of the People 
in Edinburgh, to seize in the Night the Persons 
of the principal Magistrates, and Officers of the 
Law; the Banks, the Public Offices, Guards, 
and Prison ; and after inticing the Soldiery from 
the Castle, by kindling a Fire in the Middle of 
the City, to intercept them on their Return, by 
Means of different armed Parties to be properly 
stationed for that Purpose. 

“ It appears likewise, from indisputable Facts, 
that the most secret and artful Means have been 
and are still using with the Fencible Regiments 
in Scotland to excite them to Disobedience and 
Mutiny.—The printed Paper which I herewith 


transmit has been industriously circulated for that 


Purpose.

“ T have received no further Accounts of the 


“ Result.of the Enquiries going on in Edinburgh ; 
“ but I am sorry to state that I have received In- 
“ formation from the Sheriff of the County of Ren- 
“ frew, confirmed by Letters received from other 
“ respectable Persons in Paisley, that the Magis- 
“ trates of that Place having, in the Course of 
“ their Enquiries, committed on the Afternoon of 
“ the 19th a Man to Custody for further Examina- 
“ tion, a considerable Number of Persons (seve- 
“ ral Hundreds) assembled in the Evening, and 
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after choosing a President, whom they addressed 
by the Title of Citizen President, voted a Number 
of Resolutions to the following Purpose—That 
a National Convention should be immediately 
called, to which they would send Delegates— 
That they should not petition Parliament, as it 
was to themselves alone, and to such Convention, 
they could look for Redress. They then pro- 
ceeded to consider the Conduct of the Sheriff and 
Magistrates in committing their Brother Citizen, 
as he was termed; and, after much Discussion 
as to the Propriety of immediately releasing him 
by Force, the Majority seemed inclined to take 
mild Measures first, and to send a Deputation 
to ask his Release. But the Magistrates having 
received Information of what was intended, and 
dismissed the Man from Custody, the Mob dis- 
persed with Three Cheers, having been previously 
instructed by their President to abstain from further 
Tumult, and to observe a peaceable and orderly 
Conduct. 

“The Authority of the Civil Magistrate is in 
the mean Time entirely superseded; and until 
a proper Force is sent to protect them in the 
future Execution of their Duty, which has been 
anxiously required by the Sheriff and Magistrates, 
they dare not proceed in the common Course of 
legal and judicial Enquiry against any of the 
Persons who are suspected of being concerned in 
these violent and tumultuary Proceedings. But 
it cannot escape the Observation of the Com- 
mittee, how accurately this Intelligence corre- 
sponds with and confirms the Information Yes- 
terday communicated as to the State of the 
Minds of these People in that Neighbourhood ; 
the Alarm which their Leaders feel as to the Re- 
sult of the legal Enquiries at’ present depending ; 
and the regular systematic Connection between 
them and the Leaders at Edinburgh, as dis- 
covered from the yet unfinished and hasty Exami- 
nations taken in that City.

“ T have, this Morning, received farther Infor- 
mation from Scotland, which appears to me proper 
to be communicated to the Committee. 

“ The Persons in whose Custody ,the Weapons, 
formerly described, were found, appear to have 
acted for some Time past under the Name of a 
Committee of Ways and Means appointed by 
the British Convention, and to have been em- 
powered by the various Societies throughout 
Scotland to direct all their future Proceedings.— 
By means of Emissaries privately dispatched to 
different Parts of the Country, this Committee 
has signified to, and prepared a Number of the 


Societies for the approaching Convention in. 


England, many of whom have chosen, and all, 


-as far as is yet known, agreed to choose Dele- 


gates to attend it, and subscribe for their Ex- 
pences.—The Time and Place of Meeting was 
not divulged, and were to be communicated 
from Edinburgh in proper Time, by Individuals 
to be sent from thence for that Purpose, whose 
Arrival was Daily looked for by several of the 
different Societies——One of the Members of the 
late Convention at Edinburgh appears within 
this Fortnight past to have been dispatched, and 
to have actually performed an extensive Tour 
Vou, 49. 
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through the West Part of Scotland, to have visited 
in his Progress the Towns of Queensferry, Fal- 
kirk, Stirling, St. Ninians, Kelsyth, Kirkintulloch, 
Campsie, Glasgow, and Paisley; in all of which 
Places he appears to have met with the principal 
Persons concerned in these Societies; to have left 
with them, and the Members of the Societies, 
Copies of a Circular Letter from the Committee 
of Edinburgh, and instructed them in what Manner 
they were in future to carry on their Correspon- 
dence; and to have suggested to them the Pro- 
priety of furnishing themselves with Arms, for 
the Purposes of Defence, under the Pretence of 
defending themselves against Foreign Troops.—- 
An Attempt has been made to distribute some of 
the Weapons lately discovered at Edinburgh, by 
Means of Persons privately dispatched to the 
Country for that Purpose ; and which seems only 
to have failed in its Execution from the Timidity 
of the Person solicited to do so. 
“ An Individual of the same Description has 
been taken into Custody in the Country, who ap- 
pears to have commissioned, and actually received 
from England, some Musquets and Bayonets. 
On being questioned by the proper Magistrate, he 
has refused giving any Explanation, farther than 
that he commissioned them in the Way of his 
Business—But it does not appear that he ever 
dealt in such Articles before; no Person ap- 
pears to have commissioned him to procure any 
such; and there seems to be full Evidence of his 
having solicited others to purchase what they of 
themselves were not thinking of, or wishing to 
provide. 
“* He admits having corresponded with the London 
Corresponding Society on the Subject of a Con- 
vention, and that the Society of which he is a 
Leader had agreed to send. Delegates to it, as 
soon as the Time and Place of meeting should be 
divulged. 
“ A Requisition has been made by the Magis- 
trates and principal Inhabitants of Paisley, for 
a Military Force to protect them in the Execu- 
tion of their Duty, and in their Persons and Pro- 
perties ; which has been duly attended to.—It is 
with much Satisfaction I inform you, that the 
Gentlemen of Estate and Character, in the Count 
of Renfrew, have voluntarily stepped sorweti, 
and determined to support the Authority of the 
Civil Magistrate.

“ The Information I have received, this Morning, 
from Edinburgh, enables me to state to the Com- 
mittee, that the Transactions communicated in 
my former [Letters are farther cleared up by the 
Enquiries which have since taken place in that 
City. 
" Some of the Persons who absconded on the 
first Discovery of the Arms concealed in certain 
Houses have been discovered and apprehended ; 
and the Result of these farther Enquiries con- 
firms, in almost every Particular, the Account 
received from other Quarters, and the Import of 
which I have already laid before the Committee. 
—The Establishment of a Secret Committee at 
Edinburgh, invested with full Powers to direct 
the future Operations of the Societies throughout 

“ Scotland ; 
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“ Scotland; the regular Correspondence privately 
“ carried on by Means of Emissaries dispatched to 
“ the different Towns; the ascertaining the exact 
“ Number of Persons in these Societies, who were 
“ directed to provide themselves with Arms, and 
“ to hold themselves in Readiness for any Measure 
“ which the Secret Committee might in due Time 
“ communicate; are confirmed by every Account 
_. “ and Information which the Magistrates have re- 
“ “ ceived. And an Individual who has been lately 
“ taken into Custody has confirmed the Account 
“ received from a different Quarter, of the danger- 
“ous Design planned by the Edinburgh Com- 
“‘ mittee, of effecting a general Insurrection as soon 
“as they were ready and prepared for carrying 
“ it into Execution, by the Seizure of the principal 
“ Magistrates and Officers of the Law at Midnight, 
“ and possessing themselves of the Prisons and 
“ Public Offices, as stated to you in my Letter 
“ of the 23d May, and then communicated through 
“a different Channel from that through which 
“ the present Confirmation of these Circumstances 
‘“‘ has been received. The Plan seems not only 
“ to have been discussed and deliberated on by 
“ the Ringleaders at Edinburgh, but to have pro- 
“ ceeded a certain Degree in its Steps towards 
* actual Execution, which appear to have been 
“‘ conducted with the utmost Caution; and there 
“is Reason to believe, that the Execution of the 
“‘ Plan was not to be confined to Edinburgh, but 
“ was meant to take place in some of the most 
“ considerable Towns in Scotland on a certain Day, 
“‘ and at one and the same Time. The proper 
and usual Steps have been taken for bringing 
“ the Offenders to Trial; and those against whom 
“ the Information chiefly points are detained in 
“« Custody.

From what has been stated it appears, that the Design 
of arming, as far as it has yet proceeded, has been 
conducted with great Secrecy and Caution, and at the 
same Time with a remarkable Degree of Uniformity 
and Concert in Parts of the Kingdom remote from 
each other. The Weapons principally provided seem 
to have been peculiarly calculated for the Purposes of 
sudden Violence, and to have been chosen in Confor- 
mity to the Example of what has recently passed in 
France. The actual Progress made in the Execution 
of the Design, during the short Period of a few Weeks, 
sufficiently shews what might have been expected, if the 
Societies had proceeded, without Interruption, in in- 


- creasing the Number of their Members, and the Fund 


for providing Arms. 


YOUR Committee will next proceed to lay before 
the House, an Account of various remarkable Cir- 
cumstances, which have appeared in the Course of this 
Investigation, and which furnish striking Instances, 
either of the general Principles on which the chief 
Promoters of this Plan have acted, or of specific 
Measures which they had in Contemplation, and which, 
from their Nature and Importance, deserve to be par- 
ticularly noticed. 

The general Disposition of the Persons engaged in 
these Measures, to applaud and promote the new po- 
litical Principles adopted in France, has been stated in 
the former Report, and will be more detailed in the 
Sequel: But it seems proper to your Committee here 
to mention some of the Letters of Two of the most 
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active Members of the Corresponding Society, which 
shew their Adherence to the Cause of France in the 
present War; their Conviction of the Connection be- 
tween that Cause and their own Objects; and their 
Views even of availing themselves, if possible, of the 
Assistance of the French Arms in carrying their Designs 
into Execution. 

In a Letter from Hardy to the United Societies at 


Norwich, dated the 17th October’ 1793, which is in- Aceentie B, 


serted in the Appendix, there is this remarkable Pas- 
sage—‘ The Rejoicings for the Capture of Valenciennes 
“were not confined to Norwich alone. The Igno- 
“ rant every where else throughout the Nation be- 
trayed their Imbecility on the Occasion; but the 
taking of a Town, the slaughtering of Thousands of 
Human Beings; the laying waste whole Provinces, 
or the enslaving a Nation (however great Evils 
they may be) can only, for a small Space of Time, 
retard the Progress of Truth and Reason: Be not 
disheartened therefore, pursue your Plan, instruct 
Mankind, and Constitutionally set your Faces against 
existing Abuses: Be assured that many are our 
Friends, who only wait a favourable Opportunity 
openly to join us, while our Enemies have much 
enfeebled themselves and their Cause by arbitrary 
Exertions: Despotism is at its last Gasp; One or 
Two Campaigns more will terminate its Existence.” 
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And in a subsequent Letter from Margarot to the Appendix B, 


United Societies at Norwich, dated in March last, 
the Sentiments expressed are still more striking :— 
“ This Morning Ten Ships of War have left Spit- 
“* head for the Channel, and it is reported that the 
“ Brest Fleet is out. Rumour, always magnifying 
“ Things, says there are me tepy, Sail of the French 
* at Sea, if so, there must be a Number of Tra ts 
“ among them, anda DESCENT MAY PROBABLY 
“ BE THE CONSEQUENCE. For God's Sake, 
“ my worthy Friends, do not relax in the Cause of 
‘ Freedom.—Continue as you have begun ;—consolidate 
“ your own Societies ;—unite with others ;—persevere 
“and make no Doubt but sooner or later your Endea- 
* yours will be crowned with Success:” At the Time 
of writing this last Letter, Margarot was no longer in 
a Situation to take a Part in the Proceedings of the 
Society, being then on Board the Vessel in which he 
was to be transported. But it appears to your Com- 
mittee, that these Expressions from him are of no small 
Importance, considering the Share which he appears, 
by much concurrent Evidence, to have had, previous 
to his Conviction, in directing the Measures which were 
adopted; the uniform Approbation and Attachment 
which those Societies have shewn him since that Date ; 
and above all that these very Sentiments are addressed 
to the United Societies at Norwich, and that the Men- 
tion of an expected Descent from France is immediately 
followed by an Exhortation to them to proceed, with 
fresh Vigour, in the Pursuit of their Designs in this 
Country.

The same Spirit appears in a Letter from the Secretary Appendix B. 


of the Corresponding Society, in the Month of January 
1794: “ Now is the Time for us to do something worthy 
“ of Men; the brave Defenders of Liberty South of 
the English Channel are performing Wonders, driv- 
“ ing their Enemies before them like Chaff before the 
Whirlwind.” 

Your Committee place less Reliance on Accounts 
of Words used in Conversation than on Evidence re- 
sulting from written Documents; but they neverthe- 
less think it proper to mention, that it has been 
distinctly stated in Evidence, that, in the Presence of 
Two or Three principal Members of the Correspond- 
ing Society, a Person (whose Name was mentioned) 
used the Expression, speaking of the French, that a 
Victory of theirs in Flanders was as useful to the Cause 
as a Victory in St. George’s Fields; and the same Per- 
son appears to have held a Conversation with these 
Members 


(N°2.) 
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Members of the Society, relative to the Advantage 
which would be derived if the French could land 
5,000 Men in this Country, to join those who should 
rise here. 

Another leading Circumstance has appeared to your 
Committee, which, however ineffectual it has natu- 
rally proved, furnishes a strong collateral Proof of the 
Extent of the Views entertained, and that no Means, 
however criminal, were neglected for promoting them. 
The Circumstance referred to, is a Design, which has 
been the frequent Subject of Conversation among some 
Members of the Corresponding Society, of endeavour- 
ing to seduce the Army from their Duty, and the actual 
Employment of Emissaries to tamper with the Soldiers. 
In conformity with these Views, it also has appeared, 
that it was intended to prepare an Address to the Army ; 
and a Paper has been discovered in Scotland, which has 
been already referred to, the Object of which was to 
endeavour to excite Disaffection in the Fencible Regi- 
ments in that Part of the Kingdom, and which has 
actually been circulated with much Industry among the 
Soldiers of that Description. 

Various other Schemes of the most daring and cri- 
minal Nature are also stated, on the Evidence of Per- 
sons who were present, to have been at different 
Times the Subject of Conversation among Persons, 
the greatest Part of whom were Members of this 
Society. It even appears, that a Project has been 
particularly and repeatedly agitated among them, of 
striking a sudden Blow, and beginning by securing the 
Royal Family, and the Members of both Houses of 
Parliament, with the Hope (as it was expressed) “ that 
“ the Army, being without Leaders, would no lon 
“ oppose their Attempts.” Particular Individuals 
have been pointed out in these Conversations, as 
Objects of personal Vengeance for their Public Con- 
duct. Evidence has been given of Discourses held 
concerning the Rescue of the Delegates of the Scotch 
Convention, while on Board the Transport in the 
River. An Attack on Newgate was meditated, ac- 
cording to a particular Plan referred to in the Con- 
versation, with the View of releasing the Prisoners. 
A similar Conversation was held with respect to an 
Attack on the Zower; and in the Letter from the 
Secretary of State, which has been inserted in a former 
Part of the Report, it appears that there is direct 
Evidence of a Plan regularly concerted at Edinburgh, 
for seizing, at an appointed Time, all the Public Offices 
in that City, the Banks, and the principal Members of 
the Courts of Justice; and for making a similar At- 
tempt (in consequence of a Secret Concert among the 
Members of the Societies in different Places) at One 
and the same Time, in some of the most considerable 
Towns in Scotland. 

Your Committee do not state the various Circum- 
stances which have been enumerated in this Part of 


the Report, as shewing that these extensive Projects, 


as far as relates to England, were as yet regularly di- 
gested, or in sufficient Forwardness for actual Execu- 
tion; but the Evidence before them gives them every 
Reason to believe that these Views have been delibe- 
rately entertained, and made the repeated Subject of 
Conversation ; and they cannot but consider them as 
strong Indications of the Principles and Intentions of 
the Parties concerned, and of the Nature of the Mea- 
sures which might have been expected if they had pro- 
ceeded, without Interruption, in increasing their Num- 
bers, and in providing Arms in the different Modes 
already stated. 

There remains another Circumstance which, how- 
ever, as far as it has yet been investigated, is traced 
distinctly only to Two Individuals, both of whom 
were Members of the Corresponding Society, and prin- 
cipally concerned in some of their most remarkable 
Transactions: Whether any other Members of the 
Society were or were not acquainted with it, has not 
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appeared to yet Committee. Three Copies have 
been produced to your Committee (in all material 
Parts conformable to each other) of a Paper which 
purports to be a Draft of Resolutions intended to be 
proposed at the Meeting which took Place at Chalk 
Farm on the 14th of April 1794. From the Blank 
left for the Place of Meeting, it seems probable that 
it was prepared before that Place was fixed upon: 
The Resolutions are difserent from those which passed 
at the Meeting, and there is no Reason to believe 
that they were in Fact proposed there; but distinct 
Evidence has been given of the Hand Writing being 
that of the Person in whose Possession One of the 
Copies was found, who is also proved to have shewn 
them as the Resolutions which he intended should be 
proposed at the Meeting: and the Two other Copies 
were found among the Papers of one of the most ac- 
tive Members of the Society, who appears, previous 
to the Meeting at Chalk Farm, to have been appointed, 
in Conjunction with some others, to arrange the Mea- 
sures to be adopted, and at whose Suggestion (sub- 
sequent to that Appointment) the Meeting is stated 
to have been postponed beyond the Time origi- 
nally proposed, because (as he is said to have repre- 
sented) more Time was necessary to make known the 
Sentiments of the Society in bold and nervous Reso- 
lutions. Your Committee think it right here to insert 
the Paper itself, on which they will forbear to make any 
Comment. 


“* At a General Meeting of the London Corresponding 
** Society, held at on Monday, the 14th 
** Day of April, 1794.

“ Citizen ——— in the Chair. 


“ Resolved, That all Sovereign, Legislative, and 
Judicial Powers are the Rights of the People; and 
though the People have delegated those their 
Original Powers to others, in Zrust, for the Be- 
nefit of the Community, yet the Rights them- 
selves are reserved by the People, and cannot be 
absolutely parted with by the People to those 
Persons who are employed to conduct the Business 
of the State. 

“ Resolved, That the Constitution of England is 
held by the King, Lords, and Commons, and other 
Officers appointed by the People, in 7’rust, for the 
Benefit of the People; and though these Trustees 
may regulate and improve the Constitution, yet 
they cannot alter or subvert it without committing 
Treason against the Nation. 

* Resolved, That Magna Charta, or THE 
GREAT CHARTER OF THE LIBERTIES 
OF ENGLAND, made in the Reign of King 
John; THE PETITION OF RIGHTS, as- 
sented to by Parliament in the Reign of King 
Charles the I**; and the several Laws made at 
and in Consequence of the Glorious Revolution in 
the Year 1688, are declaratory of those Parts of 
the Constitution of England, which are in and by 
them respectively declared. 

“ Resolved, That the Office of KING of England 
was not instituted by the People merely as an 
Office of Profit and Honour to the King, but he 
was so appointed as chief Trustee and Guardian 
of the Constitution and Rights of the People; and 
that important and laborious personal Duties are 
annexed to the Regal Office, the Objects of which 
are, to promote the Good of the People, and pre- 
serve their Rights in full Vigour from Innovation 
and Corruption. 

“ Resolved, That it is the ee of the King to 
preserve the Constitution of England and the 
Rights of the People against every Incroachment ; 
= ak in order to enforce that Duty, the follow- 
ing Oath is required to be taken by every King 
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“ on his Accession to the Throne of Great Britain ; 
“ to wit: The Archbishop or Bishop shall.say—Will 
“ you solemnly promise and swear to govern the 
“ People of this Kingdom of England, and the 
“ Dominions thereto belonging, according to the 
« Statutes in Parliament agreed on, and the Laws 
« and Customs of the same.” 

“ The King or Queen shall say, “ I solemnly 
“ promise so to do.” Archbishop or Bishop—“ Will 
“ you to your Power cause Law and Justice in 
“ Mercy to be executed in all your Judgments :” 
“« ANS. “ I will.” 

“ After this, the King or Queen, laying his or 
“ her Hand on the Holy Gospel, shall say—“ The 
“ Things which I have before promised, I will per- 
“ form and keep; So help me God.”—and then shall 
“ kiss the Book. 

“ Resolved, That his present Majesty King 
“ George the Third, on his Accession to the Throne 
“ of these Realms, did solemnly take the said 
“ Oath. 

“ Resolved, That the Constitutional Rights of 
“ the People have been violated, and that it is the 
“ Duty of the People, in the present alarming Crisis 
“‘ tg assemble and enquire into the Innovations or 
“‘ Infringements which have been made upon the 
“ Rights of the People, and how far the Declara- 
“ tions of the Constitution, as they were settled at 
“ the aforesaid Revolution, remain in Force, and 
“ which of them have been violated, and by whom, 
“ and also whether such Innovations, Infringements, 
“ and Violations, have been committed from the 
““ Negligence or Corruption of those who have 
“ been intrusted with the Government of the 
“ State. 

“ Resolved, That this Society do invite the People 
“ to meet in their respective Neighbourhoods, to 
“ elect One or more Person or Persons as Delegates 
“ to meet in a Convention, to be held on the 
« Day of next, at such Place as shall be 
“ appointed by the Secret Committee of this Society ; 
“and that the Delegates so elected do forthwith 
“ transmit to the Secretary of this Society, N° 9, 
“« Piccadilly, London, the Vouchers of their several 
“ Elections, in order that the Place of Meeting may 
“‘ be duly notified to them. 

“ Resolved, That is the Right and the bounden 
“ Duty of the People to punish all Traitors 
“ against the Nation, and that the following Words 
“ are now not a Part of the Oath of Allegiance ; to 
“ wit, “ I declare that it is not lawful, upon any 
“ Pretence whatever, to take Arms against the 
“ King.” 


Before the Committee quit this Part of the Subject, 
they ‘think it not immaterial to take some Notice of 
the different Means used to disseminate such Princi- 
ples as have been stated paige 3 the lower Orders of 
Society, and to familiarize their Minds, by every 
possible Artifice, to such Ideas as might prepare them 
to be the Instruments of the most dangerous and des- 
perate Designs. Some of these Means may at First 
Sight be considered as too trivial to be mentioned 
on an Occasion of this Importance; but they appear 
to your Committee in a very different Light, when 
they recollect that an essential Part of such a Plan as 
haybeen in Agitation was to seduce and corrupt the 
thoughtless and uninformed, and to make use of the 
Channels of Communication best adapted to this Pur- 
pose. The Appearance of Insignificance and Levity, 
which belongs at First Sight to this Part of the Sys- 
tem, is, in Truth, only an additional Proof of the Art 
and Industry with which it has been pursued. The 
Measures employed for this Purpose appear to have 
been deliberately prepared, and every Contrivance 


used to mix them (in the Shape most likely to capti- 
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vate Attention) with the ordinary Occupations or 
Amusements of those on whom they were intended 
to operate. Accordingly Lectures have been de- 
livered on Political Subjects, calculated from their 
very Extravagance to catch the Attention of the Au- 
dience, and in the Course of them every Topic has 
been employed that could inflame their Minds, alie- 
nate them from the Laws and Constitution of their 
Country, and habituate them to Principles of Sedition 
and Rebellion. The most violent Publications to the 
same [ffect have been secretly, but generally, circu- 
lated in Hand Bills, both in the Metropolis and in the 
remote Paris of the Country. Every Point that could 
excite Discontent, according to the Pursuits, Interests, 
or Prejudices of different Classes, has been succes- 
sively dwelt on, and always in such a Manner as to 
connect it with the leading Design. The Attempt 
to accomplish this End has appeared in the Shape even 
of Play Bills and Songs; Seditious Toasts; and a 
studied Selection of the Tunes which have been most 
in use in France since the Revolution, have been applied 
to the same Purpose, of endeavouring to render delibe- 
rate Incitements to every Species of Treason familiar 
to the Minds of the People. 


HAVING thus stated the Points which the Com- 
mittee have thought it material separately to lay before 
the House, they will now proceed to those Particulars 
which will give a full and distinct View of the Rise, 
Progress and Nature of the general Design with which 
the Facts already stated are essentially connected ; for 
this Purpose your Committee will state in their Report 
the Points which appear most worthy of Attention, in- 
serting in the Appendix a more particular Statement of 
the several Proceedings to which they refer. In doing 
this it will be necessary to advert to stad some 
of which took place at an early Period, and have already 
attracted Observation ; but which it is nevertheless ma- 
terial to insert in the Order in which they took place, 
because they are highly important in explaining more 
recent Proceedings, and giving a connected View of the 
whole System. 

The Period from which it appears to your Com- 
mittee material to trace in this View the Proceedings 
of the Society for Constitutional Information, is that 
of the Publication of the Pamphlet so well known 
under the Title of “ Rights of Man, by Thomas 
“© Paine.” 

Your Committee have already referred, in their 
former Report, to the Approbation given by the Society 
to this Work; and this is One of the Points on which 
they should not think it necessary now to dwell, if the 
did not feel it essential to the Object before stated, 
of developing the Rise and Progress of the System 
which they are tracing, to call the Attention of the 
House to the leading Features of a Work thus approved 
and recommended, in order to compare it with sub- 
sequent Transactions of which it may be considered as 
the Foundation. 

In this Pamphlet, published in the Year 1791, the 
National Assembly of France was represented as occu- 
pied in establishing a Constitution founded on the 
Rights of Man, and the Authority of the People, the 
only Authority on which [it was stated] Government 
had a Right to exist in any Country; Monarchy and 
Hereditary Succession were treated as Absurdities ; the 
Revolution of 1688, and the Succession of the House of 
Hanover, were also made the Subject of Ridicule; and 
a Distinction was drawn between Two Modes of Go- 
vernment, which were stated to prevail in the World: 
First, Government by Election and Representation ; 
and, Secondly, Government by Hereditary Succession. 
The former generally known by the Name of Repub- 
lic, the latter by that of Monarchy and Aristocracy. 
On the 23d March 1791, the Society resolved, “ us 
“ e 
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“‘ the Thanks of the Society should_be given to Mr. 
“ Thomas Paine, in the Terms expressed in the Copy 
“ of their Resolution of this Day,” inserted in the 
Appendix. A Continuation of Paine’s Book, intituled 
“« Rights of Man, Part the Second, combining Princi- 
“* ple and Practice,” was published early in 1792, in 
which the Principles of the British Constitution were 
again attacked; the Principles on which the French 
Constitution, accepted by the King in 1791, had been 
established, were approved, with an Exception of the 
Hereditary Successton to the Crown : This Pamphlet, re- 
commending the Overthrow of the British Constitu- 
tion, and the Establishment of a Democratical Senate, 
as the sole Legislative and Executive Power of the 
State, was also circulated with great Industry; and the 
Society for Constitutional Information, on the 16th 
of March 1792, expressed their Approbation of the 
Work, in answer to a Letter from the J/anchester 
Constitutional Society, containing the Thanks of that 
Society to Mr. Paine. On the 23d of March, 1792, 
the Constitutional Society at Sheffield applied to the 
London Society, that Twelve of their Members might 
be admitted as associated Members of the London So- 
ciety; and there appears in the Books of the London 
Society a printed Paper of the Sheffield Society, in 
which that Society declares, that the Practice as well 
as the Principle of Government was laid down in the 
Works intituled, “‘ Rights of Man, Part the First and 
Second,” in a Manner so clear and irresistibly convincing, 
that the Society resolved to give their Thanks to Mr. 
Paine for those Publications. 

Other Entries, expressive of Approbation of the 
same Works, and of other seditious Publications, fre- 
quently appear in the same Books during the Course of 
the Year 1792. 

In Easter Term, 1792, an Information was filed in 
the Court of King’s Bench, by the King’s Attorney 
General, against Thomas Paine, for writing and pub- 
lishing the last Pamphlet, on which he was convicted 
in December 1792. During this Prosecution another 
Pamphlet was published, under the Title of “ An 
“ Address to the Addressers on the late Proclamation, 
“ by Zhomas Paine.” This Pamphlet, after stating that 
“ Two Revolutions had taken place, those of Ame- 
“ rica and France,” added, “ both of them have re- 
“ jected the unnatural compounded System of the English 
“« Government. America has declared against all He- 
reditary Government, and established the Repre- 
sentative System of Government only; France has 
entirely rejected the Aristocratical Part, and is now 
discovering the Absurdity of the Monarchical, and 
is ——s fast to the Representative System.” 
The Pamphlet then treats Monarchy, and every Spe- 
cies of Hereditary Government, as a Fraud and Im- 
position ; asserts “for a Nation to be free it is suffi- 
“ cient that she wills it;” treats the Reform of Par- 
liament by Parliament itself as absurd; denies the 
Power of Parliament to reform any Part of the Con- 
stitution ; asserts that it is not a Subject cognizable 
before Parliament, and that the Right, and the Ex- 
ercise of that Right, appertains to the Nation only, 
and that the proper Means is by a National Convention, 
elected for the Purpose by all the People; that such a 
Body, empowered and supported by the Nation, would 
have Authority to demand Information upon all Mat- 
ters necessary to be enquired into, and the Nation 
would decree its own Reforms. The Pamphlet then 
states that the Plan and Organization of a Convention 
was easy in Practice; and proceeds to shew the Man- 
ner in which, supposing the Inhabitants of England to 
be Seven Millions, a Convention of 1,000 Members 
might be elected in an orderly Manner; adding, that 
“a Convention of 1,000 Persons, fairly elected, 
“ would bring every Matter to a decided Issue.” This 
latter Pamphlet was not made the Subject of any ex- 
press Resolutions of the Society; but during the Pro- 
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secution of Mr. Paine for the former Work, the So- 
ciety for Constitutional Information entered into a 
Subscription to defray his Expences, and encouraged 
the like Support from other Societies, as appears by 
several Entries in the Books of the Society. And this 
Mark of their Approbation of his Principles having 
been continued after the Publication last-mentioned, 
seems to afford a full Proof that this Circumstance had 
mere no Change in the Sentiments of the Society towards 
im. 

The Principles laid down in these Publications ap- 
pearing thus to be approved and sanctioned by the 
Society, will be found to be gradually and successively 
adopted and acted upon in their resietine, On 
the 3oth March 1792, the London Corresponding So- 
ciety sent to the Society for Constitutional Informa- 
tion several Resolutions, among which were the fol- 
lowing : 


“‘ That every Individual has a Right to share 
in the Government of that Society of which he 
is a Member, unless incapacitated. 

“ That nothing but Non-age, a Privation of 
Reason, or an Offence against the general Rules 
of Society, can incapacitate him.” 
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These Resolutions, containing the Principle of Uni- 
versal Suffrage, were adopted without Reserve, and 
with strong Expressions of Approbation, by the Con- 
stitutional Society. 

On the 20th of April following, a Declaration from 
a Society in Southwark appears entered in the Books 
of the Constitutional Society, with their Thanks for 
the Communication. This Declaration expresses more 
fully the Grounds on which the Societies intended to 
proceed, adopting many important Principles which had 
been made the Foundation of the French Revolution, 
in the following Terms : 


“ That all Civil and Political Authority is de- 
rived from the People. 

“‘ That equal active Citizenship is the unalien- 
able Right of all Men, Minors, Criminals, and 
Insane Persons excepted. 

“« That the exercise of that Right, in appoint- 
ing an adequate Representative Government, is the 
wisest Device of Human Policy, and the only 
Security of National Freedom.” 
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The Resolutions of the Sheffield Society having sug- 
gested Universal Suffrage, and the Southwark Society 
having added the general Idea of a Representative Go- 
vernment, a Society, called The Norwich Revolution 
Society, on the 26th of April 1792, sent a Letter to the 
Constitutional Society, entered in the Minutes of their 
Proceedings on the 4th of May 1792, in which there 
is this Passage: “ This Society is willing to hope the 
“ Redress of every existing Grievance at the Hands of 
a Government resulting from an extraordinary Con- 
vocation, in 1688, of all who had at any preceding 
Time been elected Representatives of the People, 
assisted by the Hereditary Counsellors of the Nation, 
and a peculiar Deputation from the Metropolis, 
which National Constituting Assembly cashiered for 
Misconduct a King of the House of Stuart.” 

It seems evidently to be the Intention of this Pas- 
sage to represent the Revolution of 1688 asa Prece- 
dent for a National Constituting Assembly, and to shelter 
under that Authority the indirect Recommendation of 
the Proceedings and Terms which have recently been 
adopted in France. 

This Communication, with others from different 
Societies at Norwich, were followed by a Resolution, 
expressing that the Society for Constitutional Informa- 
tion received them with heart-felt Satisfaction, and 
desired earnestly to concur and co-operate with those 
Societies in their laudable Objects. 

They 
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ney also eléctéd Twelve Members of the Nor- 
with Society associated Members of their own So- 
ciety. 

And they added a Resolution, that a Committee 
should be appointed to consider whether any and what 
Communicatior should be made, and by what Means, 
by the Society, with the Society of Friends of the Con- 
stitution at Paris. 

It appears by Entries of the 11th of May 1792, 
that “ The Society of Friends. of the Constitution 
“ at Paris,” mentioned in the former Resolution, were 
the Jacobin Club there; and, on the same Day, it 
was resolved that there should be a Communication 
with that Club; and an Address was read and agreed 
to, and ordered to be signed by the Chairman, and 
transmitted to Paris. 

Towards the Close of the same Year, and some 
Time subsequent to the Revolution of the 10th of 
August, which finally destroyed all Traces of Mo- 
narchy in France, the Society resolved to address the 
National Convention, which was then invested with 
the whole Legislative and Executive Government, and 
was assembled for the Purpose of framing a new Con- 
stitution, and proceeding to the Trial of: the King. 
This Paper is conceived in Terms which leave no 
Room to doubt of the Views of those who framed it. 
The Address stiles the Convention “ Servants of a Sove- 
reign we and Benefactors of Mankind :” It rejoices 
that the Revolution in France had arrived at that Point 
of Perfection which enabled the Society to address the Con- 
vention by that Title; and it declares that that is the 
only Title that can accord with the Character of true 
Legislators: It speaks of the Proceedings of the 10th 
of August as a glorious Victory, which had finally pre- 
pared the Way for a Constitution, which the Society 
trusted the Convention would establish on the Basis 
of Reason and Nature. It represents the Proceedings 
of the Convention as Labours in the Work of Human 
Happiness, and adds, “THE BENEFITS WILL 
“ IN PART BE OURS, but the Glory will be all 
“ your own; and it is the Reward of your Perse- 
“ verance; it is the Prize of Virtue.” Then, drawing 
a Comparison between the State of Liberty in England, 
America and France, it not only gives a decided Pre- 
ference to the American Republic over the British 
Monarchy, but treats the Splendor of the French Revo- 
lution as the Object of the highest Admiration. 

This Address was ordered to be presented by Two 
of the Members of the Society at the Bar of the 
National Convention; and it was presented accord- 
ingly. 

“Bat the Terms of this Address are not the only 
Evidence on this Head. An Address, framed a short 
Time before by the London Corresponding Society, 
which had been communicated to the Constitutional 
Society, and had “received their express Approbation, 
and which was presented likewise to the French Con- 
vention, contained Passages clearly expressing the same 
Intent, and suggesting the Idea of a triple Alliance 
(not of Crowns) but of the People of America, France, 
and Britain, to give Freedom to Europe, and Peace to 
the whole World. 

These Transactions are rendered still more remark- 
able by the verbal Address of the Deputies at the 
Time of presenting the Address of the Society, and 
by the Anstver of the President, which they trans- 
mitted. The Letters of the Deputies to ‘the Society 
‘have been ‘found among the Papers of that Society, 
together with a Copy of the Address of the Deputies, 
and the Answer of the President. In the First, after 


‘pointing out their Wishes to effect in their own 
Country a Revolution similar to that made in France, 
the Deptities consider the Example of France, as 
‘having made Revolutions easy; and aid, that it would 
not'be €xtraordinury if, in'ashort Space of Time, the 
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French should send Addresses of Congratulation to a 
National Convention of England; and the President in 
his Answer says, “ The Moment, without Doubt, ap- 
*« proaches when the French will bring Congratula- 
* tions to the National Convention of Great Bri- 
“ tain.” : 

On the 7th of December 1792, the Letter of the 
Deputies was read in the Society, as appears by an 
Entry in their Books. 

In January 1793, Barrere, Roland, and St. André, 
were elected (as has been mentioned in the former 
Report) Honorary Members of the Society; and on 
the 1st February, the Speeches of Barrere and St. André 
were ordered to be entered on the Books of the 
Society, and this Resolution ordered to be printed in 
the News-papers, which it actually was on the 5th of 
February 1793. 

The Circumstance of the Time at which _ this 
marked Approbation was publicly given to leading 
Members of the National Convention of France, 
would render this Measure of itself a strong Indica- 
tion of the Views of the Society, and as such it 
was referred to by the Committee in their former 
Report. 

But on more particular Reference to the Speeches 
themselves, which were thus recommended to Public 
Notice, this Transaction will be found to be of 
much more Importance; it is not barely an Appro- 
bation of leading Persons professing Principles, and 
pursuing Measures, hostile to the general Interests of 
the Country: The Speeches wete delivered for the 
express Purpose of accelerating the Condemnation 
and Execution of the French King. The Doctrines 
contained in them directly relate to the precise Object 
of a National Convention, and to the Question of the 
personal Responsibility of Sovereigns; they contain a 
Statement of the Rights, Duties, and Functions of 
such an Assembly; which cannot be supposed to have 
been recommended to the Public Attention for any 
other possible Purpose than that of laying the Foun- 
dation of a similar Proceeding in this Country, and 
that with the direct Intention of employing it for the 
Destruction of the Sovereign, and the utter Subversion 
of the Constitution. This Conclusion will be fully 
justified by an Extract from the Speeches in Question, 
which are expressed in Terms so remarkable, that the 
Committee cannot too strongly recommend them to 
the Attention of the House. 

The following Passage is extracted from St. André’s 
Speech. 

“ Your Right to decide the Fate of the King, 

“ arises from your being a Revolutionary Assembly 

“ created by the Nation in a State of Insurrec- 

* tion.” 

Barrere’s Speech is much more full and more sys- 
tematically reasoned; it is divided into several Heads, 
from which the following Extracts are taken. 

“ This Proceeding (speaking of the Trial of the 
King) is of the highest Importance to Public 
Order, absolutely necessary to the Existence of 
Liberty, and connected with whatever is held 
most sacred by the Nation. From the Calmness 
and Temper which have distinguished the De- 
liberations of the Convention on this Occasion, 
it may be foreseen that Justice and Reason will 
direct its ultimate Sentence. History will record 
the striking ‘Contrast between Kings, who in the 
Midst of the Dissipation of Courts sign Pro- 
scriptions and Death Warrants for ‘the Destruc- 
tion of Thousands of Citizens, and the Repre- 
sentatives of the People, who deliberate with 
Wisdom and ‘Caution on the Panishment of a 
single Despot. : 

“It is the Destiny of Kings to be the Occasion 
“of ithe Calamities of the People, whether they 

“ remain 
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“ remain on their Thrones, or whether they are 
‘* precipitated from them. 


“PART II’. 
“ Whether the Person of the King be inviolable. 


“ The People of Paris, by making an holy Insur- 
rection against the King on the 1oth of August, 
deprived him of his Character of Inviolability. 
The People of the other Departments applauded 
this Insurrection, and adopted the Consequence 
of it. The People have therefore formally inter- 
posed to destroy this Royal Inviolability. The 
tacit Consent of the People rendered the Per- 
son of the King inviolable. The Act of. Insur- 
rection was a tacit Repeal of that Consent, and 
was founded on the same Grounds of Law as 
the Consent itself. The King’s Person is in- 
violable only with relation to the other Branches 
of the Legislature, but not with relation to the 
People.” 
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“PART III’. 
“ ‘Whether an Appeal shall be made to the People? 


“* The People is the Sovereign. 
“ A Convention differs from an ordinary Le- 
gislature in this Respect.—A Legislature is only 
a Species of Superintending Magistracy, a Mode- 
rator of the Powers of Government.—A Conven- 
tion is a perfect Representation of the Sovereign. 
—-The Members of the Legislative Assembly acted 
in August upon these Principles.—In summoning 
the Convention they declare, that they saw but 
one Measure which could save France; namely, 
to have Recourse to the Supreme Will of the 
People, and to invite the People to exercise im- 
mediately that inalienable Right of Sovereignty 
which the Constitution had acknowledged, and 
which it could not subject to any Restriction. 
The Public Interest required that the People 
“ should manifest their Will by the Election of 
a National Convention, formed of Representatives 
invested by the People with unlimited Powers. 
“ .—The People did manifest their Will, by the 
Election of that Convention—The Convention 
* being assembled, is itself that Sovereign Will 
“ which ought to prevail.—It would be contrary 

to every Principle, to suppose that the Conven- 
tion is not alone exclusively the Expression of the 
“ general Will. 
“ The Powers of the Convention must, from the 
very Nature of the Assembly, be unlimited with 
respect to every Measure of general Safety, such 
as the Execution of a Tyrant. It is no longer 
a Convention if it has not Power to judge the 
* King. 
“A Convention is a Constituent Body, 7. e. a 
Body that is to make a Constitution for the People. 
—A Legislature makes Laws under an established 
Constitution, and in conformity to it. It is Des- 
potism when in the ordinary and permanent 
“ Establisment of a State there is no Separation of 
Powers ; but it is of the very Essence of a con- 
“* stituent Body to concenter for the Time all Autho- 
“ rity.—It is the very Nature of a National Con- 
vention to be the temporary Image of the Nation, 
“ to unite in itself all the Powers of the State, to 
“‘ employ them against the Enemies of Liberty, and 
“ to distribute them in a new social Compact called 
“ a Constitution. 

“ Behold that Constituent Assembly which laid 
“ the First Foundations of your Liberty! Behold 
* that Revolutionary Genius! which broke through 
“‘,every Impediment, exceeded its delegated Autho- 
* rity, created its own Powers according to the 
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“ Exigencies of Liberty, and to the occasional Wants 
“of the People, destroyed all Prejudices by the 
“ Force of that Public Opinion to which it gave 
** Birth, obliterated all Privileges, abolished all the 
Parliaments, changed the Form and Tenure of 
all Property, as well as the Measure and Sign 
of all Value, and made a perjured King its Pri- 
soner! Nothing was wanting to inmortalize that 
Assembly, but to have delivered France from the 
Calamity of Kingly Government, and to have 
relieved you from the Duty of judging the last of 
your Kings. 

** With this Example before your Eyes, you 
hesitate even in the First Step of your Duty.—Am 
I then no longer in the Midst of that National 
Convention, whose. honourable Mission it was to 


destroy Kings and Loyalty ?” 
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HAVING thus traced the Proceedings of the 
Society for Constitutional Information to the Period 
when the Commencement of the War with France 
necessarily interrupted the Developement of their Prin- 
ciples and Designs by their Correspondence with that 
Country, your Committee will now lay before the House, 
such Particularsas relate to their Proceedings at Home, 
in Concert with the London Corresponding Society, and 
with the several Societies in different Parts of the 
Country, during the same Period. 

From these it will appear—That not only the 
London Corresponding Society, but all the principal 
Societies in the Country, have been regulated under 
the immediate Auspices of the Society for Constitu- 
tional Information, and have, both in their Origin 
and Progress, looked up to that Society for their 
Guidance and Direction in the Pursuit of their common 
Object : , 

That particularly since the Institution of the Cor- 
responding Society, which appears from a very early 
Period to have had an intimate Connection with the 
Society for Constitutional Information, a System of 
General Correspondence has been established, by Means 
of which the Principles of that Society (such as they 
have been already stated) have been widely diffused and 
disseminated through the Country : 

That throughout the Whole of this extensive Cor- 
respondence, the strongest Marks appear of an almost 
universal Agreement and Co-operation among the 
Country Societies, not only in the general Principles to 
which your Committee has already referred, but also in 
the Nature and Frame of the Societies, in the System of 
Concert and Delegation, and in the particular Object 
of forming a National Convention for the Purpose 
of carrying their Principles into full Effect; and 
that Traces of this Design are to be found in a 
greater or less Degree at a very early Period of this 
Correspondence. 

The London Corresponding Society was instituted 
in January 1792. A general Account of the Plan 
according to which it was formed and distributed 
into different Divisions, has already been given in the 
last Report; and a List of the Number of Divi- 
sions, which had been gradually established, has been 
found among the Papers in the Possession of the 
Secretary. 

In one of the First Communications from the 
London Gorresponding Society to the Society for 
Constitutional Information, they state that “ The 
“ Delegates of the Corresponding Society think it 
their Duty to acquaint the Constitutional Society, 
without Delay, of the Subscription begun amongst 
several of their Divisions for the Defence of the 
Prosecution said to be commenced against that 
worthy Member of the Constitutional Society, Mr. 
“ Thomas Paine, in consequence of his valuable Pub- 
“ lication, intituled, “ The Rights of Man;” and 
“ that they had no Doubt that a numerous ae 4 
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would be found to follow an Example, so just in itself, 
and so essential to the Support of that small Portion 
“ of Liberty which the People of England are still 
“‘ supposed to enjoy. That the Approbation and 
“ Encouragement which their feeble Endeavours had 
“ met with from the Constitutional Society, made them 
“ desirous of uniting more strongly and more imme- 
diately with that Society, and for this Purpose they 
wished that Six of their Members might,be admitted 
into the Constitutional Society, after the Manner 
of those received from the Societies at Sheffield and 
“© Norwich.” 

The London Corresponding Society signify that 
they are highly favoured by the Readiness of the Con- 
stitutional Society to admit Six of their Members, and 
that their Sense of the Favour so conferred will be 
best expressed by their close Attendance at the In- 
structive Meetings of the Constitutional Society, and 
by their constant Endeavours to forward the so bene- 
ficial, and so much wanted Reform of Parliamentary 
Representation. 

The following Series of Extracts is taken from the 
Correspondence, both of the Society for Constitu- 
tional Information and of the London Corresponding 
Society, with the several Societies instituted in the 
Country. 

The First is a Letter from Sheffield to the Secretary 
of the Constitutional Society, dated 15th January 1792, 
stating, that the Society established at — humbly 
solicits the Advice and Assistance of the Constitutional 
Society for the Purpose of forming a Connection with 
all similar Societies in England ; oF adds, that Informa- 
tion of the Methods, Terms, and Manner of Appli- 
cation for the above Purpose, as likewise the Admis- 
sion of One of their Members into the Constitu- 
tional Society, will be esteemed a particular Favour, 
and gratefully acknowledged. In the Postscript to 
the Letter, an Account is given of the Origin of the 
Sheffield Society ; and it is stated, that it at first ori- 
ginated in an Assembly of Five or Six Mechanics, 
who from Conversation about the enormous high 
Price of Provisions, the unbounded Authority of the 
Monopolists of all Ranks, from the King to the Pea- 
sant, and the Waste of the Public Property by Place- 
men, Pensioners, Luxury, and Debauchery, together 
with the Mock Representation of the People, con- 
cluded that nothing but Ignorance in the People 
could suffer the natural Rights of every Free Man to 
be thus violated. They formed a Society, which was 
radually ees | and divided into separate Bodies. 

hey re-published Paine’s Rights of Man at the low 
Price of 6d. each Copy, to which they proposed to 
annex an Abstract of the noted iniquitous Corn Bill of 
last Year. 

The same Society at Sheffield, in a Letter to the 
Constitutional Society, mention that their Numbers 
increase, for that most of the Towns and Villages in 
the Neighbourhood are forming themselves into simi- 
lar Associations, and strictly adhere to the Mode of 
copying the Sheffield Society. They return Thanks 
for the kind Communications which they have re- 
ceived from the principal Members of the Constitu- 
tional Society ; and they enclose a Parcel for the Se- 
cretary of the London Corresponding Society, in 
Answer to « Letter of his, by which he had informed 
them, that there were in London a Number of Me- 
chanics, Shopkeepers, &c. forming themselves into a 
Society, on the broad Basis of the Rights of Man, and 
desiring to know the Manner of conducting this Busi- 
ness at Sheffield: In Answer to which, the Sheffield So- 
ciety had given them their Manner of Proceeding, 
and hoped it might be of some Use, as the Improve- 
ment they were about to adopt was certainly the best 
for managing large Bodies in great and populous 
Towns, viz. dividing them into small Bodies or 
Meetings of Ten Persons each, and these Ten Per- 
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sons to appoint a Delegate; Ten of these Delegates to 
form another Meeting; and so on, delegating from One 
to another, till at last they are reduced to a proper Num- 
ber for constituting the Committee or Grand Council. 

The Society at Sheffield express their Determination 
to obtain a Radical Keform of the Country, as soon as 
Prudence and Discretion will permit, and to establish 
it upon that System which is consistent with the Rights 
of Man; for these Reasons, they request, that certain 
Members of their Society may be admitted into the 
Constitutional Society, in order that the Society at 
Sheffield, may be strengthened and enable to extend use- 
Sul Knowledge from Town to Village, and from Village to 
Town, until the whole Nation be sufficiently enlightened 
and united in the same Cause ; which, they say, cannot 
Sail of being the Case, wherever the most eacellent Works 
of Mr. Thomas Paine find Residence. 

The Constitutional Society at Manchester transmit 
Copy of their Resolution to the Constitutional So- 
ciety in London, in which they resolve that their Thanks 
are due to Mr. Thomas Paine, for the Publication of the 
Second Part of the Rights of Man, combining Principle 
and Practice: They stile it a Work of the highest Import- 
ance to every Nation under Heaven, but particularly to 
this: They express their Hope, that in Consequence 
of the Effect of this Work a complete Reform in the 
present inadequate State of the Representation of the 
People will be accomplished ; and that the other great 
Plans of Public Benefit which Mr. Paine has so 
powerfully recommended will speedily be carried into 
Effect. 

The Delegates of the United Constitutional Societies 
at Norwich communicate to the London Society for 
Constitutional Information a Number of Resolutions, 
in which they express their Happiness at the Admission 
of the Delegation from Sheffield, in order to form a 
Plan of General Information: They humbly beg to be 
admitted to the same Favour, and express their Wish 
that all the Societies of a similar Kind in England 
were strongly and indissolubly united in One Political 
Body : They return their Thanks to Mr. Thomas Paine, 
for his First and Second Parts of the Rights of Man: 
They sincerely wish that he may see his Labours 
crowned with Success in the general Diffusion of Liberty 
and Happiness among Mankind: They signify that 
their Numbers are increasing ; and they earnestly entreat 
all their Brethren to increase their Associations, in order 
to form One Grand Extensive Union of all the Friends 
of General Liberty. 

In a Letter to the Secretary of the London Corre- 
sponding Society, the Society at Stockport return Thanks 
to the Corresponding Society, for their Kindness, which 
they say will be useful in the Formation of the Infant 
eng at that Place ; that they stand much in Need of 
their Experience in this Particular. They state, that 
they have carefully perused the Addresses, of which a 
Parcel has been sent them by the London Corresponding 
Society ; and observe on their Contents in general, 
that the Sentiments hardly rise to that Heighth which 
they expected from Men sensible of their full Claims 
to absolute and uncontroulable Liberty, 7. e. unaccount- 
able to any Power which they have not immediately con- 
stituted and appointed. They further state, that these 
are their Sentiments, whatever be those of the London 
Corresponding Society, though in the present state of 
Political Knowledge at may be prudent not to avow them 
openly ; they desire to be informed of the Means of 


accomplishing their common Object ; and they conclude 
with the following Words : 


‘‘ ‘We observe One Expression, which says, nu- 

merous other Reforms would undoubtedly take 

“ place, &c. &c. 

“ But we ask, How is that Parliament to be 

chosen ? Can we expect it from the present Order 

of things? Would not the Evil be done away at 
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‘ Once by the People assembled in Convention?— Does 
it appear probable that the odious Laws of which 
we complain will be abolished by any other Way ? 
Can the Grievances arising from Aristocracy be 
redressed, while the retains its present Autho- 
rity in the Legislature? Is the universal Right of 
Conscience ever to be attained, while the B. maintain 
their Seats on the ? 
“ Your Thoughts on these important Points, we 
most earnestly desire may be transmitted as soon 
as possible, not directed as the last, as we fear it 
will excite Suspicion.” 

“ (Signed) | 
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A Letter from Margarot, (the President) to the 
Friends of Universal Peace and the Rights of Man, 
at Stockport, says, “ With regard to the Publications 
“* of the London Corresponding Society, they are ex- 
“ pressed in as strong Terms as Prudence will permit, 
yet plainly enough to convince the Public, that 
while we expect every Thing from an honest and 
Annual Parliament, nothing short of such a Senate, 
“ chosen by the whole Nation, will satisfy us.”— 
The Letter proceeds to state an Intention of coun- 
tenancing the Struggle of the French Nation are 
Despotism and Aristocracy, by addressing the Mrench 
National Convention. 

A Copy of the Address is enclosed, and a Con- 

currence of the Stockport Society is solicited. The 
Letter concludes thus: ‘ If on the contrary you dis- 
“ approve of that Mark of Zeal towards the only Nation 
‘ that has hitherto undertaken to restore Mankind to 
“ their just Rights, please to communicate to us your 
Objections.” 
A Letter from the Editors of The Patriot, to the 
Secretary of the London Corresponding Society, ex- 
presses their Commendation of the laudable Spirit 
which has induced the London Corresponding Society 
to address the Convention of France; states the Encou- 
ragement which they had given to the Society at Stock- 
port; and exhorts the London Corresponding Society 
also to give it their Sanction, Advice, and Support; 
announces that several Societies have been formed 
within the last Three Weeks at Edinburgh, and that 
they had received some most spirited Communica- 
tions from thence. The Letter concludes: “ We 
“ clearly foresee that Scotland will soon take the Lead 
“ of this Country, and conceive it will be necessary 
to take the greatest Care that an universal Com- 
munication should be constantly kept up between 
the several Societies, however distant, and that all 
should determine to act upon the same Principle, 
as near as may be, in a regular and active Union. 
It was by this Method that France became so 
thoroughly united, and we ought never to lose Sight 
“ of it.” - 

A Letter from the Secretary to the Society at Stock- 
port, to the Secretary of the London Corresponding 
Society, has these Terms : 


“ T am directed by the Friends of Universal Peace 
* and the Rights of Man, to inform you that we re- 
“ ceived Two Letters from you, the First dated 
“ September 21, requesting us to concert with you 
“ in transmitting to the French National Conven- 
“‘ tion an Address signed by every Member, &c. 
“ce &c. 

“ With respect to the Substance of this Letter, 
“ we believe that the Cause of the French is that of 
every individual Person in Europe, that is not fatten- 
ing on Plunder, or through Ignorance, Obsti- 
nacy, and Inattention, sit unconcerned, and will 
not be persuaded to consider, although inevitable 
“ Ruin should be the awful Consequence. 

“* We therefore think it highly necessary to add 
Vor. 49. 
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our friendly Aid and Assistance, in order to stimu- 
late the oppressed Friends of Freedom in France 
against all the Despots in Europe (who are com- 
bined against the just and equal Rights of Man) 
by assuring them that we view their signal Exer- 
tions and wonderful Victories with Admitation, to- 
gether with the Extinction of treacherous Royalty, 
and the ere to every Individual his equal 
“ and indubitable Rights, as Fellow Men and Free 
Citizens; and that our Hearts are united with 
theirs as in One common Cause, considering as in a 
great Measure their Victory owr Emancipation, to- 
gether with their own. 
‘“* Yet, should it ever be the Case that our Mi- 
nistry should be so perfidious as, contrary to their 
pledged Faith of Neutrality, to join the execrable 
Band of Despots against the Cause of Freedom, 
we will stand forward, even to the hazarding 
our Lives, by using every justifiable Means to 
counteract their Machinations, and give to the 
Friends of Freedom all the Encouragement 


and Support which we severally unsupported can 
“ afford.” 


A Letter to the Secretary of the London Society for 
Constitutional Information, states that the People of 
Leicester are to have their First adjourned Meeting in a 
few days, and that they stand in Need of a Sort of Creed 
for immediate Publication ; and One from the Norwich 
Society states, that having found that the Friends of the 
People, and Society for Constitutional Information, do 
not exactly agree, they wish to know the Reason. That 
it appears to them that the Difference was this—The 
Friends of the People mean only a partial Reform, 
because they leave out the Words expressing the Duke 
of Richmond’s Plan, and talk only of a Reform ; while 
the Manchester People seem to intimate, by addressing 
Mr. Paine, that they were intent upon Republican 
Principles only ; to come close to the Main Question, 
they desire to know whether the Generality of the So- 
cieties mean to rest satisfied with the Duke of Rich- 
mond’s Plan only, or whether it is their private Design 
to rip up Monarchy by the Root, and to place Democracy 
in its Stead?—The Letter then gives an Account of 
the Plan which the Norwich Society wish to obtain, 
and which has already been moved for at their General 
Meeting, namely, a full and equal Representation of 
the whole Body of the People. 

The Manchester Reformation Society state, that the 
Cause of Liberty goes on rapidly in that Town ; their 
Numbers increase ; and they desire to be admitted to 
correspond with the London Society for Constitutional 
Information. 

A Society at Leicester request every Particular re- 
quisite to enable them to establish a Constitutional So- 
ciety there, similar to that in London, and those at 
Manchester, Stockport, &c. They desire all that is 
necessary by the First Mail Bigg : state, that they 
want Laws, Orders, Principles, Creeds, Addresses, 
Declarations, and Resolutions; and a Letter from a 
Meeting at Coventry solicits the London Society for 
Constitutional Information to transmit a Plan of the 
Sheffield, or any other mee which they may think 
best adapted to produce the End of establishing a Con- 
stitutional Society at Coventry. 

When the London Corresponding Society found that 
their Conduct began to attract Notice, they published 
a long Justification of it, which they communicated to 
the Society for Constitutional Information. This Pa- 
per, the professed Object of which is to prove the 
Moderation of the Society, and to vindicate them from 
the Imputation thrown out against them, concludes 
in the following Words :—‘“ Let us wait, and watch 
“ the ensuing Session of Parliament, from which we 
“ have much to hope, and little to fear. The House 
“ of Commons may have been the Source of our Ca- 
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“ lamity—it may prove that of our Deliverance ; should 
“ it not, we trust we shall not prove ourselves unworthy 
of our Forefathers, whose Exertions in the Cause of 
‘ Mankind so well deserve our Imitation.” 
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YOUR Committee have thus given a View 
of the different Proceedings to the Close of the 
Year 1792. Early in 1793, the joint Correspondence 
of the Two Societies in London with the Country So- 
cieties seems to have been directed to the ostensible 
Purpose of obtaining Petitions to the House of Com- 
mons in Favour of a Reform in the Parliamentary 
Representation, and also Petitions from the samé So- 
cleties against the Continuance of the War.—A Series 
of Letters relating to these Objects is inserted in 
the Appendix: But your Committee think it neces- 
sary to call the particular Attention of the House to 
Extracts from some Part of this Correspondence, from 
which it will appear, that the Measure of addressing 
Petitions to the House of Commons in 1793, on the 
Subject of Parliamentary Reform, was adopted with- 
out either any Approbation of that Mode of Applica- 
tion, or any liane of Success in its professed Object ; 
and that the Societies approved of those Petitions, 
even in the exceptionable Language in which they 
were expressed, with no other View than that of ac- 
commodating themselves, for a Time, to supposed 
Prejudices and Circumstances, and of opening the 
Way to the Prosecution of their Design in that Mode 
which they have since actually pursued, and which ap- 
pears even then to have been in their Contemplation. 
From some of these Letters it is evident, that the Zon- 
don Corresponding Society had, previous to the Month 
of March 1793 (although the Letter itself, in which they 
did so, has not been found) stated, for the Consideration 
of the Country Societies, Three Propositions : 


First, A Petition to Parliament. 
Secondly, A Petition to the King. 
Thirdly, A Convention. 


And in a subsequent Letter of the 4th of March, from 
the Corresponding Society to the Society at Sheffield, 
there is this Paragraph: . 

“ With regard to petitioning Parliament, we are 
unanimously of Opinion, that such a Petition will 
not produce a Reform; yet from many Considerations 
we are now persuaded, that if every Society in the 
Island will send forward a Petition, we shall ultimately 
gain Ground, for as much as it will force the Mem- 
bers of the Senate repeatedly to discuss the Sub- 
ject, and their Deliberations, printed in the differ- 
ent News-papers, will most naturally awaken the 
Public Mind towards the Object of our Pursuit. The 
Nation, once informed that a Reform in Parliament 
is sought for in different Quarters, gives rise to 
Debates in the House of Commons (and is acknow- 
ledged in every Rank to be wanting) will begin to 
exercise their own Reasons on the Subject ;—arrived 
at that Period, we presume our Business will be nearly 
accomplished.” 

In a Letter from the United Political Societies at 
Norwich, dated 5th March 1793, to the Society for 
Constitutional Information, they state, that they see a 
great Propriety in Universal Suffrage and Annual 
Election; but wish to know what has been collected 
to be the Sense of the People; that the Correspond- 
ing Societies of London have recently submitted ‘Three 
Propositions for their Investigation : 

Whether a Petition to Parliament, or an Address to 
the King, or a Convention: They say, that they are 
a conquered People under that de ailini Necessity— 
to state their Grievances to the Foise of Commons, 
with a Request for Redress; and should they refuse 
to grant their reasonable Petitions, they have still got 
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dom.—<As to the Propriety of the Second, say, 
they are dubious of its good Consequences.— Lastly, 
as to a Convention, they say, it is the Object that they 
pursue ; that they esteem any other Means only in Subor- 
dination to, and as having a Tendency to accomplish that 
desirable End; but, they add, wishing to be in Union 
with their Brethren, they desire to know whether it is 
necessary to obtain Signatures to a Petition. 
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The Answer to this Letter from Norwich has been Correspond- 


the 
graph, inserted in the former Report. 

“ Where, then, are we to look for the Remedy ?— 
*‘ to that Parliament of which we complain ?—to the 
** Executive Power, which is implicitly obeyed, if not 
anticipated in Parliament? or to ourselves, repre- 
sented in some Meeting of Delegates, for the espe- 
cial Purpose of Reform, which we suppose you un- 
“ derstand by the Term Convention?” It then pro- 
ceeds : 

** It is the End of each of these Propositions, .that 
we ought to look to; and as Success in a good 
Cause must be the Effect of Perseverance, and the 
rising Reason of the Time, let us determine with 
Coolness, but let us persevere with Decision. As 
to a Convention, we regard it as a Plan, the most 
desirable and most practicable, so soon as the great 
Body of the People shall be courageous and virtuous 
enough to join us in the Attempt. Hitherto we 
have no Reason to believe that the Moment is 
arrived for that Purpose. As to any Petition to the 
Crown, we believe it hopeless in its Consequences. 
With respect to the last of the Proposals, we are at 
a Loss to advise. If the Event is looked to in the 
Vote which may be obtained from that Body to 
whom this Petition is to be addressed, which of us 
can look to it without the Prospect of an absolute 
Negative? In this Point of View, therefore, it can- 
not require a Moment’s Consideration. 

“ But if we regard the Policy of such a Measure, it 
may in our Apprehension be well worth considering 
as a warning Voice to our present Legislators, and as 
a Signal for Imitation to the Majority of the 
People. 

“ Should such a Plan be vigorously and generally 
pursued, it would hold out a Certainty to our Fel- 
low Countrymen, that we are not a Handful of In- 
dividuals unworthy of Attention or Consideration, 
who desire the Restoration of the antient Liberties 
of England; but, on the contrary, it might bring 
into Light that Host of well-meaning Men, who, 
in the different Towns and Counties of this Realm, 
are silently but seriously anxious for Reformation in 
the Government. 

“ We exhort you with Anxiety to pursue your lau- 
dable Endeavours for the Common Good, and never 
to despair of the Public Cause.” 

The Letters of the Corresponding Society of the 
17th May and 25th July 1793, and of the Norwich So- 
cieties of the 5th of July, and various Passages in the 
Proceedings of the Scotch Convention, and of those of 
the Society at Sheffield, will be found to contain addi- 
tional Proofs of what has been represented to be the 
real View and Intention of presenting these Petitions ; 
but being subsequent to the Time when these Petitions 
were presented, they will be more particularly referred 
to in stating the Transactions during the Remainder of 
the Year 1793, of which your Committee will proceed 
to take Notice. 

After the Rejection of the Petitions in May 1793, 
and the Determination of the ‘House er the Subject 
of a Change in the Representation in Parliament, the 
Cteritiiemlledicn inserted in the Appendix will shew 
that the Union and Concert between the Two Socie- 
ties in London seem to have acquired -additional 
Strength. It is soon after distinctly stated, that more 
effectual 
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effectual Means than Petitions must be adopted; and 
early in the Autumn of 1793, the joint Efforts of the 
Two Societies were directed to the Formation of a 
Convention at Edinburgh, to which Delegates were to 
be sent from London, and were invited from many of the 
Country Societies. Many of these Societies actually 
sent Delegates ; and of those who did not, several ap- 
proved of the Measure, and only objected to the Time ; 
while others, approving both of the Time and of the 
Measure, declined any Share in it on Account of their 
not having received a sufficiently early Notice, or of their 
being unable to afford the Expence with which it was ne- 
cessarily attended. . 

The immediate Foundations of these Proceedings 

appear to have been a Letter from the Corresponding 
Society, May 17th 1793, to the Friends of the People 
at Edinburgh, which, after expressing their Desire ¢o 
unite, not only with each other, but with every other So- 
ciety throughout the Nation, proceeds: “ Our Peti- 
“ tions, you will have learned, have all been unsuc- 
“ cessful; our Attention must now, therefore, be 
“ turned to some more effectual Means ;—from your 
“* Society we would willingly learn them, and you, on 
“ your Part, may depend upon our adopting the 
firmest Measures, provided they are Constitutional ; 
and we hope the Country will not be behind 
us.” 
A Letter from Skirving to Hardy, dated 25th May 
1793, is inserted in the Appendix, and contains many 
Passages which appear to be very material ; but which 
will be more particularly referred to in- the Ac- 
count of the Correspondence of the Scotch Conven- 
tion. 

On the 10th of June 1793, the Secretary of the Cor- 
responding Society writes to the Secretary to the Con- 
stitutional Society at Birmingham: ‘“ We are entirely of 
“ your Opinion with regard to the Necessity of a Gene- 
“« ral Union; and believe as you do, that when once 
“ the Country shall be so united, the Neros of the Day 
“ will be forced to yield to the just Demand of a long 
“‘ and sore oppressed People.” 

A Letter from the Political Societies at Norwich, 
which appears to have been received by the Secretary 
of the London Corresponding Society, on the 25th of 
June 1793, contains the following Passage: “ We 
“‘ received your friendly Letter, wherein you stated 
“ Three Propositions: first, a Petition to His Ma- 
“ jesty; or to Parliament; or, a National Conven- 
“ tion. I gave my Opinion on the Subject to the 
“ Constitutional Society at London, and found their 
“* Ideas congenial to my own, viz. An Address to the 
King, futile; a Petition to Parliament, as a con- 
“ quered People, tolerable ; a National Convention, if 
“ Circumstances permitted, best of all.” 

And in a Letter from the Secretary of the Corre- 
sponding Society, of the 25th of July 1793, which ap- 
pears, to be an Answer to the foregoing, it is said, 
“ With regard to the Questions themselves, however 
“ Individuals may have made up their Minds on them, 
“the Public seemed most to approve of the Mode 
“ of petitioning Parliament; we accordingly acqui- 
“ esced, and sent in a Petition, signed ‘by nearly 6,000 
* Persons ; with this Letter you will receive a Copy of 
“ it, and of its Fate you are doubtless not unac- 
“ quainted.” After saying that their Firmness is not 
confined to Words, and that they will be forerhost in 
asserting and recovering the lost Liberties of the 
Country, the Letter recommends to the Norwich So- 
ciety to form a Junction with all others associated for 
the same Purpose throughout the Nation; and above 
all orderly and courageously to prepare themselves for the 
Event, as they cannot expect to re-possess their Rights 
without a Struggle; that it may be ‘advantageous to 
Humanity, that they should shew themselves at first an 
indignant + People, in whom is not yet entirel 
extinct the Valour of ther Forefathers. d 
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__ In the Month of October the Resolutions were passed 
in the Society for Constitutional Information, and the 
London Corresponding Society, relative to the Conven- 
tion at Edinburgh, which have been already taken 
Notice of. 

The Society for Constitutional Information at Shef- 
field insert, in a Letter to the London Constitutional So- 
ciety, the following Extract from a Letter, which was 
sent to the Convention at Edinburgh : 

“ That it would have given this Society the most 
“ heartfelt Satisfaction to have had a Delegation present 
“at their approaching Convention, had we received 
timely Notice of their Wishes that it should be so: 
But it unfortunately happens that all the Gentlemen 
belonging to the Society, which it would choose for so 
important a Business, are so previously engaged in 
Affairs which they cannot possibly postpone in so 
short an Interval, that it is not in our Power 
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Occasion. 
“This Society are also of Opinion, that to give 
such a Measure its full Effect, it would be neces- 
sary that the other Societies in South Britain should 
have Communication with each other on the Sub- 
ject, and be able to ascertain that Deputations would 
be sent from, at least, a Majority of the Societies in 
this Part of the Kingdom. And, to evince that we 
should be happy to unite our Efforts with their’s in 
One firm and settled Plan, we assure them, that if 
+ they think proper to fix another Meeting in January 
or February, or any other Time which may be more 
agreeable, and give us immediate Notice thereof, 
and that they wish to see Delegates from the several 
Societies in this Part of the Kingdom, we will write 
to all those we are in Correspondence with, to get 
such a Delegation as may be truly respectable and 
important.” . 
In a Letter from the Constitutional Society at Leeds, 
dated 5th November 1793, to the Society for Consti- 
tutional Information in London, is the following Para- 
raph : 
ne It is with great Satisfaction we read your Letter, 
and approve of your having elected your Delegates 
to serve upon such a laudable Undertaking; but 
“ if you meant for the Leeds Society to adopt the 
“ same Measures, shall be glad if you will answer this 
immediately; as we are not acquainted with the 
Time of their sitting, we fear our Delegates will be 
too late.” 
A Letter from the Society of Birmingham to the 
London Constitutional Society states, that they had re- 
ceived a Letter from the Constitutional Society, which 
had obtained the Approbation of every Member pre- 
sent, and that they would at all Times concur with 
the Constitutional Society in any Measure that may 
have a Tendency to hasten the Return of departed 
Liberty; that the Object of the Mission of Delegates 
to the Scotch Convention is a Measure upon which de- 
pends the Regeneration of Britain from a State of Sla- 
very toa State of Freedom and Happiness ; and that the 
Society at Birmingham have only to regret, that at pre- 
sent, their Ability will not allow them to co-operate 
with the Constitutional Society, by sending a Delegate 
to the Convention at Edinburgh ; and this they state to 
be One of the Calamities of the War. 

The Society at Coventry transmit to the London 
Constitutional Society, the Copy of a Resolution of the 
28th October 1793, relative to the Election of De- 
legates, communicating their Approbation of a Measure 
which they conceive peculiarly calculated to accelerate 
the Acquisition of the Object proposed. 
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Part of the Report, that it has been thought necessary to 
ive a connected Account of them in this Place, with 
erences to Extracts from the Minutes of that Assem- 
bly inserted in the Appendix ; and, in order to render 
this Account more complete, it may be necessary shortly 
to recur to the Proceedings of Two other Meet- 
ings which had taken Place at Edinburgh at an earlier 
Period. 

A Number of Persons styling themselves a General 
Convention of Delegates from the Societies of the 
Friends of the People throughout Scotland, appear, 
from the Papers laid before the Committee to have 
assembled at Edinburgh on the 11th of December 1792, 
for the Purpose, as they alledged, of concerting Mea- 
sures for obtaining a Redress of Grievances, and for 
restoring the nee he of Election, and an equal Re- 

resentation of the People in Parliament. — This 
ere was composed of a Number of Persons as- 
sembled from different Parts of Scotland, and delegated 
by the various Clubs and Societies which had lately 
been established in that Country under the Name of 
The Friends of the People.—They amounted to about 
170, amongst whom were some Persons of a higher 
Situation and Rank in Life, most of whom however 
afterwards discontinued their Attendance.—Skirving, 
since convicted and transported by Sentence of the Court 
of Justiciary, acted as their Secretary, and continued 
uniformly to act in that Capacity. 

After sitting a few Days, this Convention appears 
to have adjourned to the End of April 1793, when 
they again assembled, though not in such Numbers as 
before, Skirving still officiating as their Secretary, and 
corresponding with all the Societies in Scotland, and 
several in England, on the Subject of a Reform in Par- 
liament. This Convention separated in Four Days, 
and appointed their next Meeting to take Place at 
Edinburgh, on the 29th of October following. 

About the Time when the First Convention sepa- 
rated, in April 1793, a Correspondence seems to have 
commenced between Skirving (the Secretary) and va- 
rious Societies in England ; and the system of uniting all 
these Societies in Great Britain and Ireland, in com- 
mon Measures, appears to have been regularly acted upon. 
From a variety of Letters found in the Possession of 
Skirving when apprehended at Edinburgh on the 5th 
December 1793, it appears that he corresponded, as 
Secretary of the Scotch Convention, with the following 
Societies : 


The Society for Constitutional Information, Crown 
and Anchor Tavern, London ; 

The London Corresponding Society ; 

The Society of the Friends of the 
Mason's Tavern, London ; 

The Sheffield Constitutional Society ; 

Leeds Constitutional Society ; 

Nottingham Society for promoting a Parliamentary 
Reform ; and 


A Society at Norwich. 


The Correspondence with the Sheffield Constitutional 
Society commences in April1793. 

Three Letters from their Secretary were found in 
the Possession of Skirving, to whom they are ad- 
dressed. 

The First of these, inclosing a Copy of the Peti- 
tién then about to be presented to the House of Com- 
mons— The Second, inclosing a Set of Resolutions 
against the War, which the Secretary transmits, with 
a Request that they should be adopted by all the So- 
cieties in Great Britain—And the Third, dated the

dix F.(N°2) Letter of the 10th of that Month from Skirving, com- 


municating to the Sheffield Society the Proceedings of 
the Convention at Edinburgh, which ae in 
April, approves of its Proceedings, and states an Ad- 
dress made by their late President to the Sheffield So- 
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ciety, which after complaining of the late Rejection of 
the Sheffield Petition in the ics of Commons, de- 
clares, thata Reform in Parliament can never be brought 
about but by the powerful Interposition of the great Body 
of the People. 

The Society of Leeds begin their Correspondence 
with Skirving, by a Letter of the 29th of May 1793, 
by desiring fraternal Communication with the Society 
of Edinburgh, requesting its Assistance and Instruc- 
tion, and that though their Numbers are few, not exceed- 
ing 200, they are Men, and determined to instruct their 
Neighbours in their Common Interest. 

On the 18th of May 1793, the Friends of the People, 
Free Mason’s Tavern, London, passed a V ote of Thanks 
to the Convention which had taken Place the Beginning 
of that Year, for their Zeal and Activity in the Cause 
of Parliamentary Reform, and recommended a Conti- 
nuance of the same Spirit, Industry, and Temper, 
during the Recéss of Parliament. This Vote appears 
to have been transmitted to Skirving in a Letter from 
the Secretary, which requests that the Vote of Thanks 
might be communicated to the various Societies in 
Scotland. 


On the 23d of July, the Secretary of the Friends of 


the People wrote another Letter to Skirving (appa- V 


rently in answer to a Letter from him on the Subject) 
in which is the following Passages—“ the Plan of De- 
“« legates would be very improper in this Country at 

present. A very small Part of it indeed would be 
active for Reform. If such a Meeting is attempted 
it will operate, like many rash Steps of some who 
wish well to the Cause, much to its Disadvan- 
“ tage.” 

Another Letter, dated the 29th of October, from the 
Secretary of the Friends of the People in London, ad- 
dressed also to Skirving, acknowledges the Receipt of 
several Copies of the Trials of Muir and Palmer 
which he says he will bind up with the Trial of Paine, 
and recommends to the Scottish Convention to avoid the 
Violence which has done Mischief to the Cause of Re- 
form in England. 

The Correspondence of the London Corresponding 
Society with Skirving, previous to May 1793, does not 
appear; but a Letter of the 17th of this Month, from 
the Secretary to Shirving, which has been already re- 
ferred to, solicits a Renewal of Correspondence, and 
more intimate Co-operation. 

To this an Answer was returned by Skirving, dated 
25th May 1793, which has also been before referred to 
and has the following remarkable Passages : ’ 

“ If we sought only the Extirpation of One Set 
of interested Men from the Management of Na- 
tional Affairs, that Place might be given to another 
Set, without affecting the Vitals of the System adverse 
to Reform, this might be easily accomplished: but 
to cut up wide and deep-rooted Prejudices, to give 
“ effectual Energy to the Dictates of Truth in Fa- 

vour of Public Virtue and National Prosperity, in 
Opposition to Self and all its interested Habits 
and to withstand and over-awe the final Efforts of 
the Powers of Darkness, is the Work of the Whole 
and not of a Part;—a Work to which Mankind 
till this awful Period, were never adequate ; because 
never, till now, disposed to fraternize. 
“ Let us begin in earnest to make up our Minds 
relative to the Extent of Reform which we ought to 
seek, be prepared to justify it, and to controvert 
Objections. Let us model the Whole in the Pub- 
“lic Mind. Let us provide every Stake and Stay 

of the Tabernacle which we would erect; so that 
when the Tabernacles of Oppression in the Pa- 
laces of Ambition are broken down, under the 
“* Madness and Folly of their Supporters, we may 

then, without Anarchy and all dangerous Delay, 


erect at once our Tabernacle of Righteous- 
ness,”

- On the 5th of October the Secretary of the London 
Corresponding Society again writes to Skirving, highly 
approving of the Idea of a Convention, and ex- 
pressing his Belief that the London Corresponding 
Society will send Delegates to it: “ Our Freedom, as 
“ you justly observe, depends entirely on ourselves, 
“ and upon our availing ourselves of this Opportu- 
* nity, which Once lost may not be so soon re- 
“© covered.” 

On the 8th of November, he again writes to the 
Delegates Margarot and Gerald, then at Edinburgh, in- 
forming them of what had been doing in the Society 
since their Departure; and requests to be favoured 
“‘ with the Number of Delegates in the Convention, 
“ and the Number from England also, and how the 
“ Civil and Military Power relishes your Meet- 
“ ing.” 

On the 29th of November he again writes to them, 
stating that the General Committee “ are highly 
“ pleased with the proposed Union with our Northern 
* Brethren; and beg you will use every Exertion in 
“* your Power to establish that desirable Union upon 
“a firm and permanent Basis. It gives us great 
‘“‘ Pleasure and Encouragement to hear that the Spirit 
of Liberty is so flourishing in the North; and are 
happy to inform you, that the same noble Spirit is 
making a rapid Progress in the South.” 

The Instructions from the Corresponding Society 
to Margarot and Gerald, dated the 24th of October 

1793, signed by their Chairman and Secretary, were 
also found in the Possession of Skirving. They consist 
of Nine different Articles. By Article ist, the Dele- 
gate is instructed, that “ he shall on no Account 
“ depart from the original Object and Principles of 
“ this Society, namely, the obtaining Annual Par- 
“ liaments and Universal Suffrage by rational and 
“ lawful Means: : 

“ 2d. To support the Opinion that Representa- 
“ tives in Parliament ought to be paid by their Con- 
“ stituents. 

“ wth. That it is the Duty of the People to 
resist any Act of Parliament repugnant to the ori- 
ginal Principles of the Constitution, as would be 
“ every Attempt to prohibit Associations for the 
« Purpose of Reform.” 

The Instructions by the Society for Constitutional 
Information to their Delegates were also found in the 
Possession of Skirving; the Purport of which have 
been already stated in the former Report of the Com- 
mittee. 

There was likewise found in the Possession of 
Skirving, a Letter from the Secretary of the Leeds 
Constitutional Society, addressed “‘ to the Members 
“ of- the Scotch Convention,” and which is inserted 
at full Length in the Appendix. 

From thé” Papers produced to the Committee, it 
appears that this Convention did accordingly assem- 
ble at Edinburgh on the 28th of October last, to the 
Number of about 150 Persons; and after sitting 
Four Days, in the Hope of being joined by the 
Delegates from England, they separated, in the Ap- 
prehension that the English Delegates did not mean to 
attend.—Two Days afterwards, Margarot and Gerald, 
with Two other Persons, One of them a Delegate 
from the London Society for Constitutional Informa- 
tion, and the other a Delegate from Sheffield, arrived 
in Edinburgh. Skirving immediately called together 
a new Convention, to meet upon the 19th of Novem- 
ber; and in an Advertisement inserted in the News- 
paper called The Edinburgh Gazetteer, and by Hand 
Bills, strongly urged the Necessity of the Delegates 
throughout Scotland attending to this Meeting. 

About the 4th or 5th of November, Messrs. Hamil- 
ton Rowan and Butler, Members of the Society of 
United Irishmen of Dublin, arrived at Edinburgh from 
Ireland, though with no immediate Commission on 
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this Business; but during the Week they remained in second Res 
that Place, they, with the English Delegates, attended port from 
the Meeting of the General Committee of the Con- Committee 


vention, in which-it was agreed to receive these Two 
Gentlemen as Delegates from the Society of United 
Irishmen. Mr. Hamilton Rowan appears to have ac- 


knowledged, by volun Declaration before th 
Sheriff of Réinburgh, a ‘ 


that he had been solicited by 
Letter from Scotland on the Subject of sending Del 


gates from the Society of United Irishmen to attend . 


the Scotch Convention; but he declined mentioning 
the Names of the Person or Persons who had so cor- 
responded with him. 

This Convention accordingly met on the‘1gth of 
November, to the Number of about 160, and rather a 
goater Proportion of Country Delegates than before : 

an and Butler were by this Time returned to Jre- 
land; but the English Delegates remained, and’ re- 
gularly attended the Convention as long as it con- 
tinued to meet. 

During the Three first Days, the Convention ap- 
pears, from its Minutes, to have chiefly employed 
itself on Matters of Form; but having on the 22d 
November 1793, changed its Title to that of “ The 
“ British Convention of Delegates of the People, 
“ associated to obtain Universal Suffrage and Annual 
“ Parliaments,” they, in almost every Particular, as- 
sumed the Stile and Mode of Proceeding adopted by 
the National Convention of France. They divided 
themselves into Sections—Committees of Organiza- 
tion, Instructions, Finance, and Secrecy ; denominated 
their Meetings Sittings; granted Honours of Sit- 
tings; made honourable Mention in their Minutes of 
Patriotic Donations; entered their Minutes as made 
in the First Year of the British Convention ; instituted 
Primary Societies; Provincial Assemblies and De- 
partments ; received from their Sections a Variety of 
Motions and Reports—some of which have the Words 
“ Vive la Convention” prefixed to them, and end with 
“ ca ira”—and some dated, “ First Year of the British 
“ Convention, One and indivisible.” 

Having at last, on the 28th of November, with pe- 
culiar Solemnity, passed a Resolution, which ne- 
cessarily atracted the Attention of the Law Officers 
of the Crown, the Ringleaders, with all their Papers, 
were seized, early on the Morning of the 5th of De- 
cember, and carried before the proper Magistrate for 
Examination. The Resolution alluded to, and which 
appears from the Minutes (Extracts from which are 
stated in the Appendix) to have been the Subject of 
frequent and deliberate Consideration, was deemed by 
the Convention as not expedient to be inserted imme- 
diately in its proper Place. The Insertion of it ap- 
pears to have been postponed till. the Close of the 
Convention, and a Blank was left for that Purpose in 
the Minutes. The Motion, with the Resolutions 
founded thereon, was discovered amongst the Papers 
of the Delegate from the Society for Constitutional 
Information in London, and {s of the following 
Tenor : 


“ Resolved, That the following Declaration and 
Resolutions be inserted at the End of our 
Minutes ; viz. 
“ That this Convention, considering the cala- 
mitous Consequences of any Act of the Legisla- 
ture which may tend to deprive the Whole or 
any Part of the People of their undoubted Right 
to meet, either by themselves or by Delegation, 
to discuss any Matter relative to their common 
Interest, whether of a public or private Nature, 
and holding the same to be totally inconsistent 
with the First Principles and Safety of Society, 
and also subversive of our known and acknow- 
ledged Constitutional Liberties, do hereby de- 
clare before God and the World, that we shall 
8 I * follow 
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“ follow the wholesome Example of former Times, 
“ by paying no Regard to any Act which shall 
“ militate against the Constitution of our Country, 
“ and shall continue to assemble and consider of 
“ the best Means by which we can accomplish a 
“ veal Representation of the People, and Annual 
“ Election, until compelled to desist by superior 
“ Force. 

“ And we do resolve, that the First Notice 
“ given for the Introduction of a Convention Bill, 
“or any Bill of a similar Tendency to that passed 
“ in Ireland, in the last Session of their Parlia- 
“* ment ; 

“ Or any Bill for the Suspension of the Habeas 
“ Corpus Act, or the Act for preventing wrongous 
“ Imprisonment, and against undue Delays in 
* Trial in North Britain ; 

“ Or in case of an Invasion; or the Admission of 
“ any Foreign Troops whatsoever into Great Bri- 
* tain or Ireland; 

“ All or any One of these calamitous Circum- 
“ stances, shall be a Signal to the several Delegates 
“ to repair to such Place as the Secret Committee 
“ of this Convention shall appoint ; and the First 
“ Seven Members shall have Power to declare 
“ the Sittings permanent, shall constitute a Conven- 
“ tion, and Twenty-one proceed to Business. 

“ The Convention doth therefore resolve, that 
“ each Delegate, immediately on his Return Home, 
** do convene his Constituents, and explain to them 
“ the Necessity of electing a Delegate or Delegates, 
“and of establishing a Fund, without Delay, 
“ against any of these Emergencies, for his or their 
“ Expence; and that they do instruct the said 
“ Delegate or Delegates to hold themselves ready 
* to depart at One Hour’s Warning.” 


These Resolutions appear, from the Minutes, to 
have been immediately followed up by the Appoint- 
ment of a Secret Committee, whose Powers and 
Mode of Proceeding are precisely and distinctly 
marked out in the Minutes of the Convention. It is 
proper farther to state, that on the 4th of December, 
the Day preceding the Arrest of the Ringleaders, when 
they probably had either received Information, or 
had suspected from their own Conduct, that Measures 
were to be taken against them, the Convention, on 
the Motion of AZargarot, unanimously resolved. 

“ That the Moment of any illegal Dispersion of 
‘“‘ the British Convention shall be considered as a 
“ Summons to the Delegates to repair to the 
‘* Place of Meeting appointed for the Convention of 
‘“* Emergency by the Secret Committee; and that the 
‘* Secret Committee be instructed, without Delay, to 
‘* proceed to fix the Place of Meeting.” 


Upon the evening of the 5th of December, the 
Convention met, notwithstanding the Arrest of their 
leading Members on the Morning of that Day, and 
proceeded instantly to declare themselves permanent, 
and to meet in Spite of the Magistrates; but were 
prevented from proceeding further by the unexpected 
Appearance of the Magistrates, to whose Authority 
they refused to submit, until the Provost of the City 
seized the Sheffield Delegate, their President, and com- 
pelled him to leave the Chair. in met on 
the Evening of the 6th of December, in a House in 
the Suburbs of the City, and were proceeding with 
the same Violence as on the preceding Evening, when 
the Sheriff of the County interrupted and dispersed 
them. Since this Period no Public Meeting has been 


held; but they have continued to meet privately and 
in different Societies, and appear still to on a 
Secret Correspondence: with various Parts of land 


this 
Convention, and of the most material Motions and 
Proceedings held amongst these Persons, and Three 
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Letters to the Secretary of the Corresponding Society, 
are subjoined in the Appendix to this Report. 


SUBSEQUENT to the Dispersion of the Scotch 
Convention, the Plan for calling another Convention 
in England became the immediate Object of the Two 
Societies in London. An Account of their Proceed- 
ings for this Purpose has already been laid before the 
House, in the former Report; but in Order to give 
a more connected View of the whole Subject, your 
Committee have inserted, in Order of Time, in the 
Appendix, the same Proceedings to which they have 
already referred. Your Committee having observed, 
that the Variation between the Entry on the Books of 
the Society for Constitutional Information, of the 
11th of April 1794, and the Entry of the Report re- 
ceived the same Day, from the Joint Committee of 
the Two Societies, is likely to be relied on, as tend- 
ing to shew that the Society for Constitutional Infor- 
mation did not concur with their Committee in the 
Design of assembling a pretended General Convention 
of the People, have inserted at full Length in the Ap- 
pendix all that appears in the Books of the Constitu- 
tional Society on that Subject. They have also 
thought it right to insert the Account given of this 
Transaction, in the Examination of Mr. Thompson, a 
Member of this House, to which they refer. 

In pursuance of the Plan which they have adopted, 
the Committee have next inserted such Correspon- 
dence and Proceedings of the Societies in the Coun- 
try, as have passed since the Dispersion of the Con- 
vention at Edinburgh, with relation to the Measures 
to be taken in Consequence of that Event, and to 
their Concurrence in the Design, formed in London, 
for assembling another Convention in England. 


At a General Meeting of Delegates, held at Nor- 
wich, it was unanimously resolved, that One or more 
Delegates shall be sent to the next General Convention, 
as soon as called for by their London Correspondents. 

In a Letter to the Secretary of the London Corre- 
sponding Society from the Norwich Societies, they 
desire to know whether the Friends of the People con- 
sent to a Convention, and whether they will take an ac- 
tive Part.—‘“ Many of our Friends are fully convinced 
“ of the Necessity, Legality, and Rationality of a Con- 
“ vention ; but Quere whether the Time be expedient ?” 

Some Persons, who describe themselves as Friends 
to a Radical Reform, write from Newcastle upon Tyne, 
to the Secretary of the Corresponding Society, that 
they dare assert the natural and unalienable Rights of 
Man, and have formed themselves into Societies, which 
meet Weekly, admitting none but known Friends, and 
have assumed no Name but that of News-paper 
Companies.— They were in great Spirits while the Bri 
tish Convention continued to act; but after their Sup- 
pression, a Damp was cast on the Whole.—Subscrip- 
tions were ready to be sent off the very Night they 
were suppressed.—They wish to copy the Example of 
the London Corresponding Society, and to know their 
Views and Intentions as soon as convenient; and desiring 
to be favoured with the Correspondence of that So- 
ciety—they conclude, by expressing a Hope “ that 
“ the Hydra of Tyranny and Imposition may soon fall 
* under the Guillotine of Truth and Reason.” The 
Corresponding Society return an Answer, in which 
they exhort the Society at Newcastle to be assured 
that the glorious Reign of Liberty and Equality will, 
ere long, Se established, and modern ceo ppm ahaa 
every Appendage of Wickedness and Corruption, will flee 
from, their Sid Steonce a complain of the 
rapid Advances of ism in Great Britain, and 
express their Readiness cordially to wntte with every 
Society in the Three Kingdoms, who have for their 
Object a fall and effectual Representation of the Peo- 
ple; they therefore have deputed Six of their ~ 
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bers to meet Six Members of the Society for Consti- 
tutional Information, to form a Committee of Cor- 
respondence and Co-operation.—“ This Committee 
“ meets regularly twice a Week, and any Member 
“ delegated by your Society will meet with every 
“ Information required. We inclose you a few of 
“ our Resolutions, entered into at our Genéral Meet- 
“ ing on the 14th of April, which will be sufficiently 
“ explanatory of our Sentiments and Views. We 
heartily concur with you in wishing that the Hydra 
of Tyranny and Imposition may soon fall under 'the 
“ Guillotine of Truth and Reason.” 


A Letter to the Secretary of the London Correspond- 
ing Society, from the Secretary of the Constitutional 
Society at Sheffield, gives an Account of a Meeting at 
Halifax. The Friends of Peace and Reform at Hali- 
fax held a General public Meeting in the open Air, 
on April 21st, 1794, at which were many Friends 
from Leeds, Wakefield, Huddersfield, Bradford, and the 
adjacent Neighbourhood.—The Friends of Freedom, 
after the Meeting, agreed to hold a General Meeting 
of Delegates, in order to consider of the Measures to be 
adopted by them preparatory to a General Convention.— 
The People of Ftalfar were advised by the Society at 
Sheffield, to defer the Meeting of Delegates until further 
Information from the London Corresponding Society on 
that Subject; and for that Reason Application was 
made to the Secretary of the London Corresponding 
Society, requesting as early Intelligence as possible on 
that important Business. 
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The Society at Bristol applaud the Resolution of 
the London Corresponding Society for forming another 
General Convention, and state that their increasing Num- 
bers give them every reasonable Hope of soon being 
able more effectually to co-operate with that Society 
—-they desire a Sketch of the Plan respecting the 
General Convention. In the Answer of the London 
Corresponding Society it is stated, that a printed cir- 
cular Letter from them has been determined upon, of 
which the Society at Bristol may expect a Copy in a 
few Days.—This refers to the circular Letter for calling 
a Convention, inserted by your Committee in their former 
Report. | 

Your Committee have thought it right in this 
Place, to call the Attention of the House to the Pro- 
ceedings of a Meeting held at Sheffield on the 7th of 
April 1794, which form a very material Part of these 
Transactions; although it does not appear that at 
that Meeting any Resolution was passed expressin 
an Intention to send Delegates to the intend 
Convention. 

These Proceedings consist of an Address to the 
King; an Address to the Nation ; certain Resolutions ; 
and Speeches (printed together with them, and) deli- 
vered on the same Day by a Person calling himself 
Henry Yorke.—The Title is as follows : 


“ Proceedings of the Public Meeting held at 
“ Sheffield, in the open Air, on the 7th of 
“ April 1794 ; and also, an Address to the 

British Nation, being An Exposition of the 

“ Motives which have determined the People 

“ of Sheffield to petition the House of Commons 

“ no more on the Subject of Parliamentary 

“ Reform.” 


In the Course of these Proceedings it was moved, 
“ That a Petition be presented to the House of Com- 
“ mons, for a Reform in the Representation of the 
“ People in Parliament :” But so marked was the 
Disapprobation given by the whole Meeting to this 
Measure, that not one smgle Person seconded the Mo- 
tion, but a most profound Silence, interrupted only by 
a few Murmurs, was observed. 

An Account is afterwards given of One of Yorke’s 
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Speeches, in which, after speaking of General History, Second Re- 


there is the following Passage : 

“ It must be granted that this Experience is im- 
portant, because it teaches the suffering Nations 
of the present Day in what Manner to prepare 
their combustible Ingredients, and Humanists in what 
Manner enkindle them, so as to produce with 
Effect that grand political Explosion, which at the 
same Time that it buries Despotism, already con- 
vulsive and agonizing, in Ruins, may raise up the 
People to the Dignity and sublime Grandeur of 
“* Freedom. 

“ When such a Revolution of Sentiment shall 
have dispersed the Mists of Prejudice; when, by 
the incessant Thunderings from the Press, the 
meanest Cottager of our Country shall be enlight- 
ened, and the Sun of Reason shall shine in its fullest 
Meridian over us, then the commanding Voice of the 
whole People shall recommend the Five hundred 
and Fifty-eight Gentlemen in St. Stephen's Chapel to 
go about their Business.” 


The Resolutions adopted at the Meeting, 
were ; 


“ ist. That the People being the true and only 
Source of Government, the Freedom of speaking 
and writing upon any Subject, cannot be denied to 
the Members of a free Government, without of- 
fering the grossest Insult to the Majesty of the 
People. 

“ ad. That therefore the Condemnation of Citi- 
zens Muir, Palmer, Skirving, Margarot, and Gerald 
to Transportaion, for exposing the Corruptions of 
the British Government, was an Act better suited 
to the Maxims of a despotic than a free Govern- 
ment. 

“ 3d. That the Address which has now been read, 
be presented to the King, in Behalf of the above 
persecuted Patriots. 

“ 4th. That in every Country where the People 
have no Share in their Government, Taxation is 
Tyranny. 

“ 5th. That therefore a Government is tyrannical or 
free, in Proportion as the People are equally or 
“ unequally represented. 

_ © 6th. Convinced of this Truth; it is the Opinion 
“ of this Meeting that the People ought to demand as 
“ a Right, and not petition as a Favour, for Universal 
Representation. 

“ “th. That therefore we will petition the House of 
Commons no more; on this Subject.” 

And lastly (after agreeing to a Petition to the King 
respecting Negro Slavery, and passing several Reso- 
lutions on that Subject) “ That the Committee of 
“ the Sheffield Constitutional Society be desired to see 
“‘ that the above Resolutions be carried into Effect ; 
“ and that they prepare an Address to the British 
“ Nation, explanatory of the Motives which have 
“ induced this Meeting to adopt the Resolution of no 
“ more petitioning the House of Commons on the 
“ Subject of Reform.” 
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The following Passages are extracted from this 
Address. 


“ Friends and Countrymen, 

“ We have this Day decided, with the Exception 
“ of only One dissentient Voice, that the House of 
“ Commons shall never again be petitioned by us on 
“ the Subject of Parliamentary Reform.” 

The Address then recites the Words of the Petition 
of the 8th of April 1793, [“ That the House of 
“ Commons is not in the just Sense of the Words 
“ what your Petitioners are from Form obliged to 
“ term it, viz. the Commons of Great Britain in 

: “ Parliament 
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‘“‘ Parliament assembled ;”] and then proceeds, in dif- 
ferent Passages, as follows : ! 

“ Our Petition was received with the utmost Indig- 
nation by the House of Commons, which was no more 
“ than we expected.— 

« And although our. Petition was disdainfully re- 
“ jected because not couched in Language sufficiently 
« ‘polite and respectful for the Five hundred and Fifty- 
“ eight Gentlemen who sit at the House of Commons ; 
“ yet, believe us, Fellow Citizens, we are still of 
“ Opinion, that the Matter it contained was not only 
“ just and proper, but we think that even the Lan- 
“ guage which gave so much Offence to the honour- 
“ able Gentlemen was much too polite and too moderate 
“ for us. For if the House of Commons were the 
“ real Representatives of the People, we certainly had 
“ a Right to dictate, and not to petition, because they 
“ could be considered in no other Light than as the 
** Organs of the Public Will ; and if they refused to 
“ obey that Will, they would be Usurpers and not 
“* Representatives.— 

“‘ However the Petition, such as it was, being termed 
** disrespectful, was thrown out by a Majority of 79, 
** there being 29 only who voted for its being received, 
** and 108 who voted against it.— 

“ Such imperious Treatment rather gives Warning 
** than strikes Zerror.— 

“ We srid to the House of Commons, We are 
“ wronged and aggrieved: Will you right us, and 
* redress our Grievances, or will you not? If you will, 
* we shall be satisfied; if you will not, we shall seek 
“« Redress some other Way. This is the sole Question 
“ with us; and we put it, as we thought, in a most 
“ becoming Stile to the House of Commons. But our 
“* Petition being scouted, we shall trouble them no more 
“ with our coarse and unmannerly Language.” “ It 
“‘ will be our Duty to proceed, as we have uniformly 
“ done hitherto, in enlightening the Public Mind ; and 
“ when a complete Revolution of Sentiment shall take 
“ place (as will shortly be the Case) in our Country, we 
“ shall open our Mouths in that Key we think most 
“ agreeable to ourselves.” “ And our Voice, together 
‘ with that of our disfranchised Countrymen, will resem- 
** ble, perhaps, the Thunderings from Mount Sinai !” 

" Those who have a Right to speak in a dictatorial 
“ Tone, disgrace themselves by petitioning.” — 

“ These essential Principles are both easy and com- 
“ prehensive. On these we build our Right to Repre- 
“ sentation, and renounce the Idea of future Petitions. 
By these Maxims, we find that every Englishman is 
“ free; and that in the Election of a Supreme’ Magis- 
“ trate, orin the Delegation of Legislative Powers, he 
** concedes his Actions to a certain Superintendance, 
“for the express Purpose of preventing Liberty from 
“ vaulting over its Limits, and introducing a 4 vetemn 
* of universal Violence, Injury, or Licentiousness. 
“ And although either of these Two delegated Powers 
“ be sufficient to keep any Individual to his Duty, or to 
“ controul every Association in the Community, yet 
“ they are always inferior to the Force which the whole 
“ Society might exert, and are amenable to that Society, 
“ either in an Assembly of the Nation, or in a Deputation 
“« formed for the Purpose.— 

“ Acts of Parliament, unless sanctioned by the ap- 
“ proving Voice of the whole Community, or their 
épresentatives, are nothing less than arbitrary 
“ Edicts under different Names, and bear a strong 
“* Resemblance to the Rescripts of the Emperors, or the 
* Decretals of the Vatican.— 

“ ‘What is the Constitution to us, if we are nothing 
to it? And what is any Government but Tyranny, 
“ in which the People have no Share? The Consti- 
“ tution of Britain, indeed, is highly extolled, as the 
“ greatest Effort of Human Wisdom; so .is the Con- 
stitution of Turkey at Constantinople: But these are 
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* Prejudices; and the long Tyranny of Prejudice is 
verging to a speedy os i gd : 

“ Yes, Countrymen, we demand Equality of Rights, 
in which is included Equality of Representation ; 
without which Terror is Law, and the Obligations 
of Justice- are weakened, because unsanctioned by 
the sacred Voice of the People. We are not speak- 
ing of that visionary Equality of Property, the prac- 
tical Assertion of which would desolate the World, 
and re-plunge it into the darkest and wildest Bar- 
“ barism ; but that Equality we claim is to make the 
Slave a Man, the Man a Citizen, and the Citizen an 
integral Part of the State; to make him a joint So- 
“ vereign and not a Subject.” 

The Reasons which induced the Meeting at Sheffield 
to omit any Resolutions upon the Subject of the intended 
Convention, have been distinctly stated, by Two Persons 
who had been Secretaries to the Constitutional Society 
in that Town. 

From their Examination, it appears that a Number 
of printed Circular Letters had been received at Shef- 

field, from the Secretary to the London Corresponding 
Society, relative to a Convention, and that the Sheffield 
Society objected to the calling it at this Time, but 
had no Objection to the Measure itself; that it was 
their Opinion that the British Convention at Edinburgh 
ought to have secured the Confidence of the People 
by a public Address to the Nation, before they had 
ventured to sit as a permanent Body; and that the 
Address from Sheffield to the Nation, containing a 
Recommendation that no more Petitions should be 
presented to Parliament, was intended to prepare the 
People for a Convention. : 

While these Proceedings were taking place in different 
Parts of England, with a View to a General Conven- 
tion, it appears from the Information contained in the 
Letters from the Secretary of State, which have been 
already referred to, that Measures of a similar Ten- 
dency were carrying on with great Activity, and to a 
great Extent, in Scotland. The Appointment of De- 
legates to attend a Convention to be assembled at some 
Place in England, at an early Period, seems to have 
been very generally recommended by the Committee at 
Edinburgh. 

The naming the Place was for the present omitted, 
but it was promised to be shortly announced through the 
Secret Committee, in the same Manner as appears 
from the Circular Letter of the London Corresponding 
Society (inserted in the former Report) to have been 
intended in this Part of the Kingdom ; and the Invita- 
tion to appoint Delegates appears to have been circu- 
lated by the same Emissaries who were employed by the 
Committee at Edinburgh for the Purpose of promoting 
the Plan of arming those with whom they were in 
Correspondence. 
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FROM a Review of these Proceedings, it indis- 
putably appears, that the immediate an ostensible 
Object professed to be aimed at by the Measures which 
have been related (if stated within the narrowest 
Limits) was that of gery) no less fundamental a 
Change in the Frame of the House of Commons, 
than the Introduction of Universal Suffrage in the 
Election of it, and rendering the Period of the Elec- 
tion Annual: That through the whole Course of the 
Correspondence which has been carried on, and the 
Concert which has been formed by different Societies 
for this Purpose, no Idea has for a long Time been 
pointed at, of obtaining this Change by any Applica- 
tion to Parliament ; that on the contrary any such Idea 
has been specifically and pointedly disclaimed, recently 
by the formal and, in some Instances, public Resolu- 
tions of the Societies in London, and many of those in 
the Country, and repeatedly, and from an early Pe- 
riod, in the private Correspondence, either of the So- 
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cieties or of their leading Members. It has been 
expressly laid down, that more effectual Means than 
Petitions must be tried. The express Object stated 
in the Resolutions for calling the proposed General 
Convention of the People, or General Meeting of the 
Friends of Liberty (under which ever of those Names 
it is to be described) was to consider of the Means of 
obtaining a full and equal Representation, not of the 
Thing to be obtained, but of the Means of obtaining 
it, and this subsequent to the Declarations last men- 
tioned, that more effectual Means than Petitions must 
be tried. These more effectual Means could, in the 
very Nature of the Thing, consist of but One of Two 
possible Alternatives, either introducing this Change 
in the Frame of One Branch of the Legislature, by 
some other Authority than that of the Legislature 
itself; or bringing that Legislature, either by Force or 
Intimidation, against its Will, to lend its Authority to 
that Purpose. 

Accordingly the mildest Terms in which, for a long 
Time, the Parties to this Measure have described the 
Mode by which they expected to attain their Ends, 
have pointed at so extending and diffusing these 
Societies, and establishing such an Union and Concert 
among them, as might spread their Principles and 
Opinions .through every Part of the Country, and 

roduce a Declaration of the collective Sense of the 
People, in such a Manner, as to overcome all Re- 
sistance. 

But on many other Occasions, and more openly of 
late, the Language adopted has pointed more distinct- 
ly at the Use of open Force ; at the specific Object of 
actually assembling a pretended National Convention ; 
at the Necessity of preparing courageously for the 
STRUGGLE, which they must expect, before those 
who were adverse to their Measures would yield to 
them ; and at obtaining the Redress which they pro- 
fess to seek, not from Parliament, or from the Exe- 
cutive Government, but FROM THEMSELVES, 
and from THEIR OWN STRENGTH AND 
VALOUR, from their own Laws, and not from the 
Laws of those whom they term their Plunderers, 
Enemies, and Oppressors: And when the Language to 
this Effect repeatedly and deliberately used on so many: 
Occasions, and in so many Quarters, is combined 
with the Means lately employed for providing an 
armed Force, and with the other Projects of Violence 
and open Attack on different Branches of the existing 
Authority, which have appeared to be in the Contem- 
plation of some of the Parties in these Measures, it 
is impossible not to conclude, that it was by such 
Means, by their own Strength and Numbers, by open 
Force, defying and either overawing or superseding 
the Authority of the Legislature, that (in the Extra- 
vagance of their Imagination) they had formed the 
Hope of accomplishing their daring and desperate 
Designs. — : 

But, extravagant and enormous as this Project is, 
even on this Statement, it appears to your Committee 
to be by no Means confined even within these Limits. 
The Attempt to obtain a Change in One Branch of the 
Legislature by Force or Terror, against the Will of the 
Whole, does indeed of itself include if successful, at 
least a temporary Suspension of all the existing Powers 
of Government, and could hardly be supposed to stop 
short of an entire Destruction of the Constitution. But 
from the whole Tenor of the System which has been 
acted upon, it is apparent that this was not merely the 
possible or probable Consequence of such an Attempt, 
but that the Principles on which it was founded, and 
the Mode by which it was intended to be executed, 
obviously and necessarily tended to such a Result. 
The Principles on which the supposed Right of Uni- 
versal Suffrage was founded, were not such as led 
merely to the single Act of altering to that Extent, the 
Frame of the Hote of Commons,’ and’ afterwards 
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leaving the House of Commons, thus modelled, in 
Possession, together with the Crown and the House 
of Lords, of their former Legislative Authority, or 
the Crown in Possession of its former Executive 
Power ; but while they led to an Alteration in the 
Frame of the House of Commons, they equally led, 
if carried to their natural Extent, to the Pxtisetice and 
Destruction of the other Two Branches of the Le- 
gislature. . 

A Proposition so extravagant may at first be diffi- 
cult to be credited; but it appears to the Committee 
to be distinctly proved, from an Examination of the 
Nature of the Principles themselves ; from a Consi- 
deration of the System as actually carried into Effect 
in France, and proposed as a Model by those who were 
the Chief Actors in these Proceedings in this Country ; 
and, by repeated Declarations or Acts, which either 
directly or by mses Inference point at the De- 
struction of Hereditary Monarchy, Hereditary Nobility, 
and every Distinction of Orders and Ranks in So- 


ciety. 


YOUR Committee have stated to the House in their 
former Report, that, subsequent to the Steps taken for 
the Apprehension of the Persons suspected of being con- 
cerned in the Design which has been the Subject of this 
Report, strong Indications had appeared of a Dis- 
position to concert the Means of resisting such Measures 
as might be adopted for preventing the Accomplishment 
of the Design itself, or for bringing the Authors or 
Abettors of it to Punishment, 

It appears to your Committee, that immediately 
after the Apprehension of several of the leading Mem- 
bers of the London Corresponding Society, a Com- 
mittee was appointed, under the Title of a Com- 
mittee of Emergency, for the express Purpose of 
counteracting the Steps which had been taken by the 
Executive Government to check the further Progress of 
the System which has been detailed in this Report. It 
also appears, that it has been made Matter of Delibe- 
ration, in the Divisions of the London Correspondin 
Society, whether in the present Exigency they should 
proceed to address the King, to petition Parliament, 
or to make an Appeal to the Nation at large: The 
latter Proposition was adopted; and, in Consequence 
of that Decision, a Paper has been printed and pub- 
lished under the Name of the London Corresponding 
Society, and which your Committee has every Reason 
to believe to be authentic: This Paper contains the 
following Passages; viz. “‘ That we intended to call 
“ a-Convention is a Truth, which needed neither 
“ General Warrants, armed Messengers, or Secret 
“‘ Committees to discover, since it was accompanied by 
“a Resolution, to make that Intention known, by 
“* 200,000 printed Copies of that Day’s Proceedings. 
“ But the Purport ascribed to that Convention, viz. 
“ the assuming Legislative Power, is a groundless 
*“* Falsehood :—The sole Intent was to devise Means of 
“ attaining a complete Representative Body, on the 


“ Principles of Universal Suffrage, equal Personal: 


“ Representation, and Annual Election; and when- 
“ ever or however, such a Body can be obtained, it 
“ will not be in the Power of all the Placemen and 
* Pensioners in St. Stephen’s Chapel to dispute its Le- 
“ gislative Authority, We are aware that in these 
“ Times of Constitutional Bigotry, the last Sentence 
“ may sound unpleasantly to many, who do not de- 
“ serve to be considered as Enemies to Liberty :—We 
“ therefore wish it to be clearly understood, that we 
“ speak of a Representative Body of the whole Nation, 
“ and not of any particular: Part or Description of 
“ Men; And as the Divine Right of Kings is not at 
“ this Time directly asserted (at least in this Country) 
“ by any, but the most extremely ignorant, we think it 
“ ought to follow, as a natural Consequence, that the 
“ People are the only ag Source of Authority ; 
* an 
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and it appears to us that the vain Attempt to draw a 
Medium, between these Opinions has produced end- 
less Absurdities and Contradictions, to the Disgrace 
“* of our Records and Law Books. Among these the 
most conspicuous is called, The Abdication of James 
“ the Second, which Phrase (coined for the Purpose) 
may be either understood to mean his Expulsion by 
Popular Authority, or his voluntary Resignation ; if 
the former, it sanctions the Doctrine which we have 
advanced ; if the latter, we scruple not to call ita 
‘“* National Lie. To the Honour of Scotland, their 
Parliament explicitly declared him banished by Auw- 
thority of the People. But, Citizens, let us eaplain 
the Truth:—The Expulsion of James the Second, 
and the Establishment of William the Third, rae ss 
doubtless agreeable to the general Wishes of the 
People, was not in Point of Form an Act of the 
People. it was the Act of a Number of Persons, 
calling themselves a Convention, but not regularly 
authorized by Popular Delegation, and consequently 
falling under the Description of a Faction; and this 
not merely in 7'heory, but in Fact, for their Un- 
willingness to acknowledge the rightful Power of the 
People was the reason of their adopting the inexpli- 
cable Phrase above-mentioned. 

“* The providing Arms is another Charge, on which 
we wish to speak with Caution; lest in asserting, 
which we do—that it is totally false—we should be 
understood to admit that if it had been true, it would 
have proved Criminality. 

“ We freely acknowledge, that some of our Members 
* have applied themselves to the Knowledge of Arms ; 
and, far from desiring to make a Secret of this 
Circumstance, we wish their Example was followed 
by the whole Nation. We then need not fear Invasion, 
either from Frenchmen, Hessians, or Hanoverians : 
Nor should we easily be alarmed by the mock Dis- 
covery of Plots, which never existed. 

“ We are perfectly convinced of the Propriety of 
our Opinions respecting the Rights of the People to 
have Arms, and to regulate their Constitution. 

“‘ It may be expected that we should not conclude 
without exhorting the associated Friends of Freedom 
to an active Perseverance in the Object of their As- 
sociations,—but, judging from the Conduct of our own 
Members, we are happy in declaring that we think no 
such Exhortation necessary.” 

From these Passages it appears, that since the 
Apprehension of their leading Members, and the 
Measures which have been lately taken in Parliament 
on the Subject of their Designs, the London Correspond- 
ing Society have openly avowed their ‘Intention to 
call a Convention, for the Purpose of devising Means 
to attain a complete Representative Body, on the 
Principles of Annual Election and of Universal 
Suffrage, without any Reference whatever to Parlia- 
ment, (and as far as can be collected from their own 
Interpretation of the Phrases which they have used to 
describe the House of Commons) with the further 
Intention of arrogating to the Body constituted ac- 
cording to the Manner to be prescribed by such a 
Convention, the whole Legislative Authority of the 
Nation. 

It appears also that the London Corresponding .So- 
ciety, admit that some of their Members have applied 
he to the Knowledge of Arms; and although 
they deny having provided Arms, they desire not to 
be understood as admitting that if it had been true 
it would have proved Criminality; and they assert 
the Propriety of their Opinion respecting the Rights 
of the outs to have Arms, and to regulate their 
Constitution. 

And this open Avowal of the Design of calling a Con- 
vention, and of the Fact of having applied themselves to 
the Use of Arms, is min He with a Declaration of 
their determined Purpose to persevere, with Activity, 
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in the Objects of their - Association ;—Objects which 
have been already sufficiently explained to the House 
by Reference to the Acts of the Society, and to the pro- 
fessed Principles of its leading Members. 


IF the Circumstances which have been. stated in this 
Report appear to the House in the same View in which, 
on the most attentive Consideration, they have appeared 
to your Committee, it is scarcely necessary to state any 
collateral Matter in order to satisfy the House how 
much the Peace, Safety, and Happiness of the Country 
must have been affected by the further Progress of the 
Measures which-have been stated. 

But if any Thing were wanting to add to this Im- 
pression; it would arise from the Recollection, that 
the Incitement to internal Commotions in other Coun- 
tries is the most distinguishing Feature, both of the 
declared Principles and of the uniform Practice of 
France under their present System; and that in the 
Public Acts of those exercising the Powers of Govern- 
ment in that Country, an Intention of invading these 
Kingdoms, founded on the Idea of receiving Support 
and Assistance within the Country, has been openly 
avowed. The Case does not, however, rest here.—It 
has come under the Observation of your Committee, 
that recent Measures have been actually taken by the 
ruling Powers in France for endeavouring to ascertain, 
both in Great Britain and Ireland, the Degree of Co- 
operation and Assistance which they might expect in any 
Attempt of this Nature. 

This Communication does not appear, from any 
Evidence before the Committee, to have any immediate 
Connection with the Societies, whose Proceedings have 
been the Subject of this Report; but the Connection 
with their general Objects is sufficiently evident, both 
from the Nature of the Thing, and from the Par- 
ticulars which have been stated in the Course of the 
Report. 

It is not immaterial to add, that in Jreland these 
Communications appear to have been directly addressed 
toa Person acting in Concert with the Societies here, One 
of their Honorary Members, and who has taken an 
active Part in the Course of the Proceedings to which 
your Committee have referred. 


YOUR Committee have, for obvious Reasons, 
omitted to annex to their Report the Evidence 
of particular Witnesses, by whom the Facts above 
stated are supported ; and, for the same Reasons, they 
have studiously forborne to mention the Names of 
Persons and Places, in all Cases in which they could 
be omitted with a proper Attention to the general 
Object of their Enquiry, and to the Information which 
the House has a Right to expect upon so important a 
Subject.

The great Mass of the PEOPLE from amongst 
whom you have been inlisted, have been represented 
to you as your Enemies.—Believe not the Assertion. 
They have been taught to consider you as Foes; but 
they do not fear finding Friends amongst their Bre- 
thren. 

Their Cause and yours is the same :—They are poor, 
but they have honest Hearts; Hearts which sympathize 
in your Cause: they look for the same Friendship and 
the same Sympathy in you. 

They rejoice to hear, That you are becoming daily 
more convinced of the great Truth, that the LAW 
ought to be the same to the Highlander and to Low- 
lander, to the Rich and to the Poor, and that no Man 
can be compelled to take up Arms, by any Authority 
whatsoever, unless his own Inclinations prompt him to 
do so. : 

This Truth has been hitherto carefully concealed 
from you, but it is not the less certain—The Will of 
your Laird, cannot WITHOUT your OWN CON- 
SENT, separate you from your Families and Friends, 
although many of you may have experienced the Exer- 
tions of such a Power, however unjust, and however 
contrary to LAW. 

We respect and admire that Principle which induces 
you (though Necessity has compelled you to take up 
Arms) still to persist in remaining to defend your Friends 
at Home, and not to quit a Country which holds Pledges 
so dear. 

When YOU are gone, where is their Defence ?— 
They may be either left without Protection, or may 
soon see their Country overrun by Forrrcn Troops, 
such as in Time past have already shed the Blood of 
your Ancestors without Provocation and without Re- 
morse, and who would feel perhaps as little Compunc- 
tion in shedding theirs. 

Prepared for every Deed of Horror, these Foreign 
Mercenaries may violate the Chastity of your Wives, 
your Sisters, and your Daughters, and when Desire is 
satiated, Cruelty may resume its Place in their Hearts, 
as Experience has too well and too fatally shewn ; and 
Friends, Parents, Children, Brothers, may be involved

To the Landholders of the County of Perth. 


Gentlemen, 

Observing an Advertisement in the Edinburgh News- 
papers requiring you to meet. here on the 11th Current 
to take into Consideration a Plan of the Executive 
Government for the Internal Defence of the Country, 
we, a Number of the Inhabitants of Perth and Neigh- 
bourhood, consisting of upwards of Three hundred 
effective Men, deeply impressed with the Dangers 
which threaten the Nation, and animated with that 
Patriotism which proclaims to the World that the Safety 
of the People is the supreme Law, make a voluntary 
Offer of our Services to assist in protecting the Liberties 
of the People from any Incroachments, either from 
hostile Invaders, or more’ dangerous internal Foes, 
pledging ourselves on the one Hand to resist every 
Attempt to invade private Property, and on the other 
to crush and subdue every unlawful Combination of 
the Rich against the Poor; and being sensible that the 
Protection of the People’s Liberties is a Trust of such 
Importance that it ought to be committed to those only 
who are capable of discerning the éternal’ Laws of 
Justice, and of feeling and acting according to the 
Force of Principle, we pledge ourselves that none but 
true Men, answering to this Description, shall be al- 
lowed to enter our Band; because, independent of the 
palpable Absurdity of committing our Defence to Cri- 
minals, we disdain the mean Shift of crimping, and 
sweeping Prisons. 

It is on the foregoing Principles that we offer our 
Services to the County, on the following Terms, as a 
Body of Infantry Troops. 

First, We consider these Principles as the best Se- 
curity for preserving Order ; and as Military Law must 
be very disagreeable, and is wholly unnecessary to Men 
of our peaceful Habits of Life, we therefore require 
that every Offence shall be tried by a Jury chosen from 
among ourselves. 

Second, As we are for the most Part settled in Bu- 
siness, or have Families of our own, we must therefore 
expressly stipulate, that unless an Invasion shall take 
place in a neighbouring Part of the Country, we shall 
not be carried out of the County without our own Con- 
sent, declared by a Council chosen by. ourselves, and 
held for that Purpose. 

Third, We require to have the sole Power of choosing 
our own Officers from among ourselves, and of cashier- 
ing, and placing them in the Ranks at every Month’s 
End, if necessary. 

Fourth, We require that the County, or Govern- 
ment, shall furnish us with Arms and Military Stores, 
together with every other Equipment necessary for the 
Purposes of Defence. 

On the other Hand, we engage to find Serjeants in 
our own Body, qualified to train and discipline the 
Men, and shall ‘require no Pay, unless called out to 
actual Service. 

This Plan we consider as greatly preferable to that of 
raising Troops of Cavalry, as proposed in some Counties, 
for the following Reasons :' 

First, That the Horses being taken from the Pur- 
poses of Agriculture, must be very hurtful to the 
Country. itp 

Second, Cavalry are extremely expensive; and in 
Addition to the present enormous Burden of foreign 
Troops, together with our own, will fall heavy ‘oh 
Government. ' 

Third, They will require Six or Nine Months to 
train them ; whereas we engage to be ready in Four 
Weeks from the Time we are embodied, for actual 
Service. 

Fourth, Without an adequate Body of Infantry, 
Cavalry are wholly incapable to repel an Invasion, and 

are 
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are only fit for pursuing a flying Enemy, or running 
down an unarmed Multitude. 

Fifth, We engage, when properly trained, to beat off 
double our own Number of the best Cavalry that can 
be brought against us. 

We also promise to double or triple our Number, 
upon a Day’s Notice being given, if thought necessary. 

The Committee are instructed, by a General Meeting 
of the Volunteers, to adhere to their former Principles, 
which are exactly the same as presented to the General 
of the Landholders.

Aggression of the cruel and rapacious foreign Ene- 
mies we are now engaged in War with, is com- 
mendable in them as British Subjects, warmly at- 
tached to their King, and to our glorious and happy 
Constitution: But, after considering the Plan suggest- 
ed, they are of Opinion that it is liable to such Ob- 
jections that they cannot give it any Countenance or 
Support: but they beg to recommend to those Indi- 
viduals now tendering their Services for the Purpose 
of repelling the meditated Attacks of the inhuman, 
ferocious, and irreligious Rulers of that unhappy and 
devoted Country, one, either to make an Offer of 
their Services individually to the Officers of the Perth- 
shire Fencible Cavalry, or, if they prefer being in a 
Corps of Infantry, to inlist into some of the Regiments 
of Foot now raising. They also beg to inform the’ 
Individuals who have thus professed their Attachment 
to the County, that it will be expected they will use 
their best Endeavours, by avoiding all tumultuous 
Meetings, to preserve good Order in the Town of 
Perth and its Vicinity.

We have to acknowledge at once, your Favours of the 
3d September, and 14th Instant. Multiplicity of Bu- 
siness prevented my answering your First: but will now 
inform you that the Spirit shewn in it gave great Satis- 
fastion to our Society at large. The Rejoicings for the 
Capture of Valenciennes were not confined to Norwich 
alone. The Ignorant every where else throughout the 
Nation betrayed their Imbecility on the Occasion. But 
the taking of a Town, the slaughtering of Thousands 
of Human Beings, the laying waste whole Provinces, 
or the enslaving a Nation (however great Evils they 
may be) can only retard for a small Space of Time the 
Progress of Truth and Reason: Be not disheartened, 
therefore—pursue your Plan, instruct Mankind, and 
Constitutionally set your Faces against existing Abuses : 
Be assured that many are our Friends, who only wait a 
favourable Opportunity to openly join us, while our Ene- 
mies have much enfeebled themselves and their Cause 
by their arbitrary Exertions. Despotism is at its last 
Gasp—One or Two Campaigns more will terminate 
its Existence. 

We are glad to see that you begin to make a pro- 
per Use of Delegation: Where Bodies of Men are 
too numerous to be convened easily on every Occa- 
sion, Delegation is the best, and indeed only Way to 
obtain the general Opinion. Scotland, improving on 
the Idea, have not only summoned their own Delegates, 
but also invite those of every other Society to attend 
a Kind of Convention, which is to be held at Edin- 
burgh on the 29th Instant.

The Norwich: Revolution Society wishes to open a 
Communication with you at this Time, when Cor- 
ruption has acquired a Publicity in the Senate, which 
exacts from the Honour of the British Nation renewed 
Exertions for Parliamentary Reform. Without pre- 
judging the probable Event of such an Application to 
the Legislature, this Society is willing to circulate the 
Information, and to co-operate in the Measures that 
may seem best adapted to further so desirable and so 
important an End. The Society is willing to hope the 
Redress of every existing Grievance at the Hands of a 
Government resulting from an extraotdinary Convo- 
cation in 1688, of all who had, at any preceding 
Time, been elected Representatives of the People, 
assisted by the Hereditary Counsellors of the Nation, 
and a peculiar Deputation from the Metropolis ; which 
National CONSTITUTING Assembly cashiered for 
Misconduct a King of the House of Stuart. The 
Opinions and Principles of this Society are best ex- 
plained by an Appeal to their literary Representatives. 
To James Mackintosh, Auttior of Vindicie Gallice, 
this Society offers the Tribute of its Approbation and 
Gratitude, for the Knowledge, the Eloquence; and 
Philosophical Spirit with which he has explained, de- 
fended, and commented on the Revolution of France. 
It hesitates to assent to this only of his Opinions that 
“ there are but Two Interests in Society, those of the 
“ Rich and those of the Poor”—If so, what Chance 
have the latter ? 

Surely the Interests of all the Industrious, from 
the richest Merchant to the Poorest Mechanic, are in 
every Community the same—to lessen the Numbers

The Rights of Man, by Thomas Paine, and The 
Advice to the Privileged Orders, by Joel Barlow, 
have also been read with Attention, and circulated 
with Avidity. They point out with Clearness most 
of the Abuses which have accumulated under the 
British Government ; they attack with Energy most 
of the Prejudices which have tended to perpetuate 
them. 

Internally, our Society is thus organized :—Any 
Person proposed and seconded by a Member, is re- 
ceived, on paying an Admission Fine, and obliging 
himself to an Annual Contribution towards the Pur- 
chase of Books for the Use of the Society, and for 
Cixculation among the confederated Clubs.

Sir, 

By the Society for Constitutional Information I am 
commanded to express to you the Satisfaction that its 
Members feel on the Institution of your Society. 

That the House of Commons itself, which is the 
very Subject to be reformed, should have furnished 
a Part of this Strength, may ultimately afford impor- 
tant Advantages to the Public. But it must not, Sir, 
be disguised, that at first this Circumstance will neces- 
sarily be accompanied with Doubts, with Suspicions, 
with Apprehensions. It is not, Sir, the first Time that 
Numbers of that House have professed themselves 
Reformers: It is not the first Time that they have 
entered into, popular Associations. But should they, 
on this Occasion, prove faithfully instrumental in ef- 
fecting a substantial Reform in the Representation of 
the People, and the Duration of Parliaments, it will be 
the first Time that the Nation hath not found itself 
in an Error, when it placed Confidence in associated 
Members of Parliament, for the Recoveries of the 
Constitutional and inestimable Rights of the People. 
The long-lost Rights of Representation, are Rights, 
Sir, which in Truth are not to be recovered but by the 
Exertions and the Unanimity of the People themselves.

honestly contending for the People’s Rights in their 
full Extent. 

Here, Sir, be assured, lies all.-your Strength. You 
may boast of Names, of Wealth, of Talents, and even 
of Principles; but without the Fellowship of the People, 
understanding and feeling their immediate Interest in the 
Contest, your Association, whenever it grapples with 
that powerful Despotism to which it is opposed, and 
to which a Constitutional Cloak gives double Strength, 
will most assuredly crumble to Dust. 

Here, Sir, it is with peculiar Satisfaction that the 
Society for Constitutional Information can express its 
Belief, that its own unequivocal “ Declaration of 
“ Rights, without which no Englishman can be a 
“Free Man, nor the English Nation Free People,” 
it owes that Confidence, on the Part of all true I’riends 
toa substantial Reform of Parliament, which, in all 
Periods of the Society’s Existence it has invariably 
experienced. 

This short Declaration, containing no more than Four 
distinct Propositions, satisfied. the People that the 
Society assumed not the Office of Reformer without 
knowing with Precision what wanted Reform; nor the 
Character of Friend, without manifesting that Sincerity 
which gave Proof of its Attachment. It left to such 
Reformers as Mr. Burke to talk of the People’s Liberties, 
and at the same Time to deny or explain away their 
Rights. , 


This, Society, Sir, trusts that the Purity of Principle 
which actuated individual Members of Parliament, who 
joined the Associations that have been spoken of, 
will in no Degree be affected by the Observations that 
have been made upon the Insufficiency of those Asso- 
ciations. But, convinced that a strong Impression still 
remains upon the Minds of the People, that in general 
Persons: who have been long accustomed to hold Seats 
in the House of Commons under the present Abuses 
in the Representation, and whose Connections are all 
Aristocratic, must be almost more than Men, at once 
and completely to sacrifice both Prejudice and unwar- 
ranted Power at the Altar of Freedom ;—this Society, 
convinced, I say, Sir, of the Existence of this Impression, 
would not suffer its Delicacy to stand in the Way of 
its Duty on this important Occasion ; but determined, 
with the Frankness belonging to sincere Affection, 


to warn its new Brethren against a Danger to which: 


they might otherwise become exposed through mere 
Inadvertency. 

That the distinguished Persons who have adorned 
the Senate, and now adorn your Society, may be found 
equal to the sublime Efforts of Virtue which their Situa- 
tion now demands, and may on that Account receive 
the Blessings of their Country and of Mankind to the 
latest Posterity, is the sincere, the ardent Wish of the 
Society for Constitutional Information! In whose 
Name I have the Honour to subscribe myself, with great 
Regard, &c.

To the London Society for Constitutional Infor- 
mation. 

The Norwich Revolution Society wishes to open a 
Communication with you at this Time when Corrup- 
tion has acquired a Publicity in the Senate, which 
exacts from the Honour of the British Nation renewed 
Exertions for Parliamentary Reform. Without pre- 
judging the probable Event of such an Application 

to 
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to the Levislature, this Society is willing to circulate 
the Information, and to co-operate in the Measures 
that may seem best adapted to further so desirable and 
so important an End. It is willing to hope the Re- 
dress of every existing Grievance at the Hands of a 
Government resulting from an extraordinary Convo- 
cation, in 1688, of all who had at any preceding Time 
been elected Representatives of the People, assisted by 
the Hereditary Counsellors of the Nation, and a peculiar 
Deputation from the Metropolis, which National 
CONSTITUTING Assembly cashiered for Misconduct 
a King of the House of Stuart. 

The Opinions and Principles of this Society are 
best explained by an Appeal to their Literary Repre- 
sentatives. To James Mackintosh, Author of the Vin- 
dicie Gallice, this Society offers the Tribute of its 
Approbation and Gratitude, for the Knowledge, the 
Eloquence, and Philosophical Spirit with which he has 
explained, defended, and commended the Revolution of 
France. It hesitates to assent to this only of his Opi- 
nions, that “ there are but Two Interests in Society, 
“ those of the Rich and those of the Poor.” If so, 
what Chance have the latter? Surely the Interests of 
all the Industrious, from the richest Merchant to the 
poorest Mechanic, are in every Community the same— 
to lessen the Numbers of the Unproductive,’ to whose 
Maintenance they contribute, and to do away such 
Institutions and Imposts as abridge the Means of 
Maintenance, by —e the Demand for Labour, or 
by sharing its Reward: As the Means most conducive 
to this comprehensive End, the Norwich Revolution 
Society desires an equitable Representation of the 
People. 

The Rights of Man, by Thomas Paine, and The Ad- 
vice to the Privileged Orders, by Joel Barlow, have also 
been read with Attention, and circulated with Avi- 
dity. They point out with Clearness most of the 
Abuses which have accumulated under the British 
Government ; they attack with Energy most of the Pre- 
judices which have tended to perpetuate them. 

Internally, our Society is thus organized :—Any 
Person proposed and seconded by a Member, is re- 
ceived, on paying an Admission Fine, and obliging 
himself to an Annual Contribution toward the Purchase 
of Books for the Use of the Society, and for Circula- 
tion among the confederated Clubs. The Members as- 
semble Twice, Monthly. A Committee of Correspondence 
is periodically elected by Ballot, to select Books, and 
to conduct the other Literary Business. A Committee 
of Twelve is periodically named by Acclamation to attend 
severally the Metings of the various confederated Clubs, 
which are invited in like Manner to depute a Member 
to the Monthly Meetings of this: These Clubs are now 
Seven in Number; and more are expected to announce 
their Adherence. The Norwich Revolution Society, 
proposing to extend this Form of Combination, re- 
commends for Admission into the London Society for 
Constitutional Information, the following 12 Per- 
sons :

ADDRESS. 
Brothers, and Fellow Citizens of the World, 


The cordial and affectionate Reception with which 
you have honoured our worthy Countrymen Mr. 7ho- 
mas Cooper and Mr. James Watt, Members of. the So- 
ciety of Manchester, and united with our Society, has 
been communicated to us by the Correspondence of 
those Gentlemen. 

In offering you our Congratulations on the glorious 
Revolution which your Nation has accomplished, 
we speak a Language which only Sincerity can 
dictate. 

The Formality of Courts affords no Example to us. 
To do our Thoughts Justice, we give to the Heart 
the Liberty it delights in, and hail you as Bro- 
thers. . 

It is not among the least of the Revolutions which 
Time is unfolding to an astonished World, that Two 
Nations, nursed by some wretched Craft in reciprocal 
Hatred, should so suddenly break their common odious 
Chain and rush into Amity. 

The Principle that can produce such an Effect, is 
the Offspring of no Earthly Court; and whilst it exhi- 
bits to us the expensive Iniquity of former Politics, it 
enables us, with bold Felicity, to say, We have done 
with them ! 

In contemplating the Political Condition of Nations, 
we cannot conceive a more diabolical System of Go- 
vernment, than that which has hitherto been generally 
practised over the World: To feed the Avarice and 
gratify the Wickedness of Ambition, the Fraternity 
of the Human Race has been destroyed; as if the se- 
veral Nations of the Earth had been created by rival 
Gods. Man has not considered Man as the Work of 
One Creator. 

The Political Institutions under which he has 
lived have been counter to whatever Religion he pro- 
fessed. 

Instead of that universal Benevolence which the 
Morality of every known Religion declares, he has been 
politically bred to consider his Species as his natural 
Enemy, and to describe Virtues and Vices by a Geo- 
graphical Chart. 

The Principles we now declare are not peculiar to 
the Society that addresses you ; they are extending them- 
selves, with accumulating Force, through every Part of 
our Country, and derive Strength from an Union of 
Causes, which no other Principles admit. 

The religious Friend of Man, of every Denomination, 
records them as his own; they animate the Lover of 
rational Liberty; and they cherish the Heart of the 
Poor, now bending under an Oppression of Taxes, by 
a Prospect of Relief. 

We have against us only that same Enemy which is 
the Enemy of Justice in all Countries—a Herd of 
Courtiers fattening on the Spoil of the Public. 

It would have given an additional Triumph to our 
Congratulations, if the equal Rights of Man (which 
are the Foundation of your Declaration of Rights) 
had been recognized by the Governments around you, 
and tranquilly established in all: But if Despotisms 
be still reserved, to exhibit, by Conspiracy and Com-~ 
bination, a further Example of Infamy to future Ages, 
that Power that disposes of Events best knows the 
Means of making that Example finally beneficial to his 
Creatures. 

We have beheld your peaceable Principles insulted 
by despotic Ignorance : "S ~. seen the right eae 
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jected by those who riot on its Plunder: We now behold 
_ youa Nation provoked into Defence; and we can see 
no Mode. of Defence equal to that of establishing the 
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In this best of Causes we wish you Success. Our 
Hearts go with you; and in saying this, we believe 
we utter the Voice of Millions.

Frenchmen, 

While Foreign Robbers are ravaging your Territo- 
ries under the specious Pretext of Justice, Cruelty and 
Desolation leading on their Van, Perfidy with Treachery 
bringing up their Rear, yet Mercy and Friendship im- 
pudently held forth to the World as the sole Motives 
of their Incursions, the oppressed Part of Mankind, 
forgetting for a while their own Sufferings, feel only 
for yours, and with an anxious Eye watch the Event, 
fervently supplicating the Almighty Ruler of the Uni- 
verse to be favourable to your Cause, so intimately 
blended with their own. Frowned upon by an op- 
pressive System of Controul, whose gradual but con- 
tinued Encroachments have deprived this Nation of 
nearly all its boasted Liberty, and brought us almost 
to that abject State of Slavery from which you have so 
emerged. Five thousand British Citizens, indignant, 
manfully step forth to rescue their Country from the 
Opprobrium brought upon it by the supine Conduct 
of those in Power; they conceive it to be the _. 
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their Power, the Champions of Human Happiness, 
and to swear to a Nation proceeding on the Plan you 
have adopted, an inviolable Friendship ;—sacred from 
this Day be that Friendship between us, and may 
Vengeance to the uttermost overtake the Man who, 
hereafter, shall attempt to cause a Rupture. 

Though we appear so few at present, be assured, 
Frenchmen, that our Number increases Daily. It is 
true, that the stern uplifted Arm of Authority at pre- 
sent keeps back the Timid; that busily circulated 
Impostures Hourly mislead the Credulous; and that 
Court Intimacy with avowed French Traitors has some 
Effect on the Unwary and on the Ambitious ; but with 
Certainty we can inform you, Friends and Freemen, 
that Information makes a rapid Progress among us; 
Curiosity has taken Possession of the Public Mind; 
the conjoint Reign of Ignorance and Despotism passes 
away; Men now ask each other what is Freedom, 
what are our Rights? Frenchmen, you are already 
free, and Britons are preparing to become so. Cast- 
ing far from us the Criminal Prejudices artfully incul- 
cated by evil-minded Men and wily Courtiers, we, 
instead of natural Enemies, at length discover in 
Frenchmen our Fellow Citizens of the World, and our 
Brethren by the same Heavenly Father, who created 
us for the Purpose of loying and mutually assisting 
each other, but not to hate, and to be ever ready to 
cut each others Throats at the Command of Weak and 
ambitious Kings and corrupt Ministers :—Seeking our 
real Enemies, we find them in our Bosoms, we feel 
ourselves inwardly torn by, and ever the Victims of a 
restless and all-consuming Aristocracy, hitherto the 
Bane of every Nation under the Sun. Wisely have you 
acted in expelling it from France. 

Warm as our Wishes are for your Success, eager as 
we are, to behold Freedom triumphant, and Man every 
where restored to the Enjoyment of his just Rights, a 
Sense of our Duty as grderly Citizens forbids our fly- 
ing in Arms to your Assistance; our Government has 
pledged the National Faith to remain neutral—in a 
Struggle of Liberty against Despotism Britons remain 
neutral! O Shame! But we have entrusted our King 
with discretionary Powers, we therefore must obey— 
our Hands. are bound, but our Hearts are free, and they 
are with you. 

Let German Despots act as they please, we shall re- 
joice at their Fall, compassionating however their en- 
slaved Subjects. We hope this tyranny of their Masters 
will prove the Means of re-instating, in the full Enjoy- 
ment of their Rights and Liberties, Millions of our 
Fellow Creatures. ; 

With Unconcern, therefore, we view the Elector of 
Hanover join his Troops to Traitors and Robbers-— 
but the King of Great Britain will do well to remember 
that this Country is not Hanover—should he forget this 
Distinction, we will not. 

While you enjoy the envied Glory of being the un- 
aided Defenders of Freedom, we fondly anticipate in 
Idea, the numerous Blessings Mankind will enjoy. If 
you succeed, as we ardently wish, the Triple Alliance 
(not of Crowns, but) of the People of America, France, 
and Britain, will give Freedom to Europe, and Peace 
to the whole World. Dear Friends, you combat for 
the Advantage of the Human Race—How well. pur- 
chased will be, though at the Expence of much Blood, 
the glorious unprecedented Privilege of saying Man- 
kind is free—Tyrants and Tyranny are no more— 
Peace reigns on the Earth, and this is the Work of 
Frenchmen.

4th, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, that 
the Thanks of the Society are due to the Gentlemen 
Delegates from the London Corresponding Society for 
their punctual Attendance, and for the able and candid 
Manner in which they assisted in discussing the Subject 
of the Conference. 


Read a Letter, with its Enclosure, from the Editor of 
The Patriot, at Sheffield. 

The Letter itself complains of the Constitutional So- 
ciety for not answering a former Letter, and encloses a 
Letter from the Editor to a Society at Stockport, which 
Society the Writer recommends to the Attention and 
Protection of the Constitutional Society.—The following 
are Extracts from the Inclosure. 

It only remains then for us, seeing the great and in- 
numerable Difficulties we have to encounter, to cast 
about for the most likely and proper Means and Wea- 
pons by which to defend ourselves, and to forward 
and support such Measures as it may be necessary to 
pursue; and on this Head, my good Sir, permit me to 
impress it on the Minds of your Society, that Reason, 
imperial Reason, must ever be our Generalissimo or 
Commander in Chief; when I say this, I beg leave to 
add, that Art must be Second in Command. By the 
Word “Art,” I do not mean low Craft or Cunning, 
but that Mode of Application of our Reason and Argu- 
ments on different Men and on different Occasions, 
which only a considerable Degree of Study, and prac- 
tical Knowledge also of Men and Manners, can ever 
furnish us with, so as to make us Proficients. 

Allow me then to observe to you, Sir, that I per- 
fectly coincide with you in Opinion with regard to the 
different Societies appointing Delegates to go into the 
different Villages and Country Places for the Purpose 
of informing their Minds, and rousing them from the 
Lethargy in which they seem plunged—I have already 
communicated the same Idea to the London Consti- 
tutional and Corresponding Societies, and to those of 
Norwich and, Manchester, and I hope. it will soon be 
universally adopted by every one. But the grand. 
Object to .be attended to on this Head is the Choice 
of Men to be appointed ; a Neglect of this Kind had 
like to have had very aukward Consequences in this 
Neighbourhood, and if not immediately checked would 
have injured the Cause of Freedom very greatly ; infinite 
Care and Circumspection will therefore be necessary on 
this Head. 

As I am on the Subject, permit me to suggest to 
those Members of your Society who may undertake 
this arduous but honourable and praise-worthy Task, 
that they cannot be too cautious in their Mode of 

8 N Proceeding 
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Proceeding—The Minds of Men, for the wisest and 
best Purposes, are formed by the Great Creator as various 
and unlike each other as their Faces, and their Passions 
reign over each with the same uncertain and variegated 
Sway; and in the same Manner that Sir Robert Wal- 
pole (One of the Elders and Fathers of Corruption) 
very justly observed that every Man has his Price in 
the Way of being bought, so we may fairly apply the 
same Maxim to Mankind in general in the Article of 
Persuasion, and the dexterous Method of bringing them 
from wrong Opinions they may have formed, or Preju- 
dices they may have imbibed, by an attentive Observation 
of their intellectual Faculties, and that leading Passion 
of the Soul which governs the main Spring of their most 
material Actions. 

For Example, the Generality of Farmers in this 
County and Lancashire are as ignorant as the Brutes 
they ride to Market, and so absorbed in the sordid Idea 
of getting, that provided they can keep up the Prices 
of Grain, Cattle, &c. so as to answer their Landlords, 
and pay their Taxes, however enormous, they are too 
sluggish and indolent to think about Reforms, or any 
Thing of the Kind; yet there is One String about 
their Hearts, which, being skilfully touched, will 
make them dance to any Tune, and move to any 
Measure. This is the Subject of Z'ythes; and why 
does it touch them? why, Sir, because it is within the 
Scope of their limited Capacity—ignorant as they are 
in other Matters, they see and pungently feel the 
Weight of this baneful and unjust Devourer of all 
their Improvements in Agriculture and Husbandry ; 
and, I believe, did every Tax operate in the same vi- 
sible Degree which this Imposition does, I fear there 
would be an End to the Idea of Taxation being sub- 
mitted to at all. Indeed, as Taxes are laid on at pre- 
sent by those who do not represent us, the Taxation is 
neither more nor less than Robbery, a Submission to 
it, Slavery. 

But to return to my Subject: Jn the same Manner 
that a Farmer may be roused by the Mention of Tythes, 
the Shoemakers may by the excessive Dearness of Leather, 
the Inn-keeper by the numerous and unnecessary Standing 
Army, and ALL by a temperate and dispassionate Rela- 
tion of the immense Number of Sinecure Places and 
useless Offices, in which the corrupt and prostitute Fa- 
vourites, Agents, and Dependants of the Rich and Great 
riot in the Spoils and Plunder wrested from the Sweat of 
the Brow, and continual Labour of Body, of the Hus- 
bandman, the Mechanic, the Labourer, and the Arti- 
ficer. It is by no Means a difficult Matter to raise 
general Indignation at the Idea of so small a compara- 
tive Number of useless, idle, and profligate Drones 
sucking and squandering away the Honey produced 
by such immense Numbers of hard toiling and in- 
dustrious Bees. If you (for I am certain you will be 
One of the most active of these Delegates) meet with 
Men who have violent Prejudices in Favour of any 
Abuse or Party, never attack those Prejudices directly, 
for that would only enflame and confirm them the more; 
pass them over for the present, and engage their At- 
tention towards something else, in which they will 
listen with a less Degree of Apprehension of being at- 
tacked in a favourite Point; once gain their good 
Opinion, and open their Eyes to one Evil, they will 
be more ready to hear you on others, till at last the 
favoured Object by which their Eyes were jaundiced 
will appear in its true Colours, and fall before your Ar- 
guments like all the rest. 

There is one Thing above all others which requires 
to be particularly attended to, and that is, to en- 
deavour to undeceive the Mass of People with Re- 
spect to those Falsehoods which have been industriously 
propagated by the Enemies to a Reform, in order to 
blind, delude, and terrify all Ranks of People who 
are any way independent, or possessed of Property. 
One of these Falsehoods is, “ that the Advocates of 
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“an equal Partition of Property.” This alarms the 
Farmers, and indeed all Classes of Men, who by their 
Industry, or other adventitious Circumstances, are 
possessed of the Goods of this World. So many vile 
ministerial Prints as have propagated this Doctrine, 
aided and assisted by the private Representations, or 
rather Misrepresentations, of the Clergy, and other 
Tools of Government, and of privilezed Orders, 
have had a very wonderful and baneful Effect on the 
Multitude, and have stamped a Dread of Reform on 
the Minds of many that I know, whose Situations in 
Life would induce one reasonably to suppose it im- 
possible so completely to impose upon them ; however, 
it always has been the Case, that Falsehoods boldly 
uttered may prevail for a Time, but must be over- 
whelmed in the End by the bright and sacred Energies 
of Truth. 

To explain this Matter, and many others, pro- 
perly, will require great Coolness, Moderation and 
Patience. I have found the following Method 
answer best: “ Do you know such a Gentleman?” 
naming some one of large Property and good Cha- 
racter in the Neighbourhood, who is known to be a 
Friend to a Reform. “ Yes.”— Well, and do you 
“* suppose that he would promote a Scheme that 
would occasion and oblige him to part with that 
Property he possesses, in order for it to be divided 
amongst Strangers whom he never saw or heard 
“ of?”  No.”—“ Why then should you suffer your- 
self to be imposed on by such an idle Tale, fabri- 
cated and circulated for the Purpose of raising a 
Dread in you against those more enlightened of 
your Fellow Citizens who wish for a Reform, as 
you would did you see its Necessity ; a Dread which 
may cause you to shut your Eyes upon Oppres- 
sive Excise and Game Laws, exorbitant Tythes, 
an unnecessary Standing Army, kept on Foot at the 
** Expence of Two Millions and an Half, for the 
Purposes of Influence and Corruption; a Pension 
List, which is a disgrace to the Government, and a 
Stigma and Reproach on the Spirit and Prudence 
of the Nation; Sinecure Places, for the mere pos- 
sessing of which Hundreds of Individuals receive 
Thousands a Year each for doing nothing at all, 
either for the Public Service or their own; in short, 
‘ such an enormous Accumulation of Taxes, and so 
prodigal an Expenditure of their Produce, as no 


“* Nation on the Earth ever heard of or submitted to 


before. To make you shut your Eyes, and con- 
tinue blind to these Enormities, those idle and 
futile Tales are villainously dispersed abroad; but 
believe them not, consult your own Reason, and 
it will shew you, that there is a palpable Lie on 
the Face of every One of them?” Then explain 
the Nature, Aim, and End of your Society, invite 
them to attend it, and to judge for themselves. If 
they do so, they will soon aid and assist you, by adopt- 
ing similar Ones in their several Neighbourhoods, till in 
Time they will overspread the whole Surface of this 
Seagirt Isle. 

At present, Sir, I will not trouble you further on 
the Subject, which I now quit to return to the 
Conduct and Regulation of your own Society, and 
all others which may arise hereafter; and as to them, 
I think the Innkeepers in Stockport, Manchester, &c. 
have given you a Hint and Lesson for which you 
ought to esteem yourselves for ever obliged to them. 
I own their Insolence and Audacity in proceeding as 
they have done is beyond Example, but only de- 
serving of Contempt—as such, leave them to them- 
selves. Public Houses were never worthy of re- 
ceiving such Guests, whose sacred and important 
Duty require and demand to be performed in Man- 
sions more dignified and respectable. Your Meetings 
should be at the Houses of one another, in — 
able 
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too great a Number, not more than Ten or Twelve 
at the most should compose a Primary or District 
Meeting. More Members may be admitted in each 
District, till they reach Twenty or Twenty-four, ac- 
cording to the Number fixed on—but then imme- 
diately should divide into Two District Meetings— 
The several Districts should send each one Member, 
by Election to a Meeting of Delegates, and this Meet- 
ing of Delegates should elect out of their own Body 
a certain Number, which is to compose a Select Com- 
mittee. This Select Committee to manage the Cor- 
respondence, and every other important concern, for 
the Whole of the Districts in any Town or Parish, 
subject always to the Revision and Approbation of 
the Districts. The Delegates and Select Committee 
to be chosen only for a limited Time; before the 
Expiration of which others to be elected as before 
from the Districts, to supply their Places, by which 
Rotations every Member would in 7'ime become qua- 
lified to be a Delegate and a Select Committee Man, 
though he might not be so on his first Entrance as a 
District Member. These are only Hints, on which 
you may improve or enlarge as much as you 
please.

The Committee appointed at the last Meeting to 
prepare an Address from this Society to the National 
Convention of France made their Report, and pro- 
duced the following Address; which was read and 
approved. 


The Society for Constitutional Information in 
London to the National Convention in 
France. 

Servants of a Sovereign People, and Benefactors 
of Mankind. 

We rejoice that your Revolution has arrived at 
that Point of Perfection which will permit us to ad- 
dress you by this Title; it is the only one that can 
accord with the Character of true Legislators. Every 
successive Epoch in your Affairs has added something to 
the Triumphs of Liberty; and the glorious Victory 
of the 10th of August has finally prepared the Way for 
a Constitution, which we trust you will establish on 
the Basis of Reason and Nature. 

Considering the Mass of Delusion accumulated on 
Mankind to obscure their Understandings, you can- 
not be astonished at the Opposition you have met 
both from Tyrants and from Slaves. The Instrument 
used against you by each of these Classes is the same ; 
for in the Genealogy of Human Miseries Ignorance 
is at once the Parent of Oppression and the Child of 
Submission. 

The Events of every Day are proving that your 
Cause is cherished by the People in all your Continen- 
tal Vicinity; that a Majority of each of those Nations 
are your real Friends, whose Governments have tutored 
them into apparent Foes, and that they only wait to be 
delivered by your Arms from the dreaded Necessity of 
of fighting against them. 

The Condition of Englishmen is less to be deplored 
—here the Hand of Oppression has not yet ‘ventured 
completely to ravish the Pen from us, nor openly 
to point the Sword at you. From bosoms burning 
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with Ardor in your Cause we tender you our warmest 
Wishes for the full Extent of its Progress and Suc- 
cess. It is indeed a sacred Cause; we cherish it as 
the Pledge of your Happiness, our natural and. nearest 
Friends, and we rely upon it as the Bond of paternal 
Union to the Human Race, in which Union our 
own Nation will surely be one of the first to 
concur. 

Our Government has still the Power, and perhaps 
the Inclination, to employ Hirelings to contradict us ; 
but it is our real Opinion that we now speak the 
Sentiments of a great.Majority of the English Nation. 
The People here are wearied with Imposture, and 
worn out with War. They have learned to reflect, 
that both the One and the other are the Offspring 
of unnatural Combinations in Society, as relative to 
Systems of Government, not the Result of the natural 
Temper of Nations as relative to each other’s Posi- 
tion. 

Go on, Legislators, in the Work of Human Hap- 
piness. The Benefits will in Part be ours, but the 
Glory shall be all your own—it is the Reward of your 
Perseverance; it is the Prize of Virtue. The Sparks 
of Liberty preserved in England for Ages, like the 
Coruscations of the Northern Aurora, served but to 
shew the Darkness visible in the rest of Europe. The 
Lustre of the American Republic, like an effulgent 
Morning, arose with encreasing Vigour, but still 
too distant to enlighten our eakateats till the 
Splendor of the French Revolution burst forth upon 
the Nations in the full Fervour of a Meridian Sun, 
and displayed in the Midst of the European World the 
practical Result of Principles, which Philosophy had 
sought in the Shade of Speculation, and which Ex- 
perience must every where confirm. It dispels the 
Clouds of Prejudice from all People, reveals the 
Secrets of all Despotism, and creates a new Character in 
Man. 

In this Career of Improvement your Example will be 
soon followed ; for Nations, rising from their Lethargy, 
will re-claim the Rights of Man with a Voice which 
Man cannot resist.

Constitution. 

Resolved, 2d. That this Society disclaims the Idea 
of wishing to effect a Change in the present System of 
Things by Violence and Public Commotion ; but that it 
trusts to the good Sense of the People, when they shall 
be fully enlightened on the Subject, to procure, without 
disturbing the Public Tranquillity, an effectual and per- 
manent Reform.

Your Letter of the 8th Instant to Mr. 
was Yesterday handed to us, by Means of that Gentle- 
man: He is not a Member of this Society, and 
therefore cannot perfectly answer your Request re- 
specting the Rules and Orders of this Society. It af- 
fords us infinite Satisfaction that the People in London 
are beginning to form themselves into orderly Socie- 
ties, and taking into their Consideration the great Im- 
portance and the Necessity of a Reform of the Corrupt 
State of our Government ; a Work, than which none is 
more needful in this Nation, for the Relief of the Op- 
pressed: The noble Observation in yours, is worthy of 
the Acceptation of all, viz. “‘ That no Man who is 
“an Advocate from Principle for the Liberty of a 
“* Black Man, but will strenuously promote and sup- 
“ port the Rights of a White Man, and vice versa.” 

The inclosed, sent to Mr. as below, will 
inform you of the Principles we set out upon, when 
at first a very small Number, some Four or Five of us, 
meeting in each other’s Houses in an Evening, con- 
sulting and condoling the very low and even miserable 
Condition the People of this Nation were reduced to 
by the Avariciousness and Extortion of that haughty, 
voluptuous, and luxurious Class of Beings, who would 
have us to possess no more Knowledge, than to be- 
lieve all Things were created only for the Use of that 
small Groupe of worthless Individuals. With these 
Sentiments, and perusing Mr. Paine’s Rights of Man, 
maturely considering the Force and Weight of Argu- 
ment therein contained, by Degrees became confirmed 
in our Judgment, that Pride, Ambition, Luxury, and 
Oppression, with every Vice, appeared to be at the 
Height, or nearly at the utmost Stretch; and admit-

Fully sensible that the Society for Constitutional 
Information have made no Sacrifice to Delicacy in 
their Address to us, we on our Part shall affect no 
Disguise. 

Voluntary Associations not being armed with Public 
Authority, have no Force but that of Truth, no Hope of 
Success but in the Strength of Reason, and the Concur- 
rence of the Public. 








We profess not to entertain a Wish “ that the great ° 
“ Plan of Public Benefit which Mr. Paine has so 


‘* powerfully recommended will speedily be carried 
“ into Effect,” nor to amuse our Fellow Citizens with 
the magnificent Promise of obtaining for them “ the 
“ Rights of the People in their ful/ Extent,”—the 
indefinite Language of Delusion, which by opening 
unbounded Prospects of Political Adventure tends to 
destroy that Public Opinion which is the Support of 
all free Governments, and to excite a Spirit of Ino- 
vation of which no Wisdom can foresee the Effects, 
and no Skill direct the Course. We view Man as he 
is, the Creature of Habit, as well as of Reason. We 
think it therefore our bounden Duty to propose no ex- 
treme Changes, which, however specious in Theory, can 
never be accomplished without Violence to the settled 
Opinions of Mankind, nor attempted without endanger- 
ing some of the most estimable Advantages which we 
confessedly enjoy. We are convinced that the People 
bear a fixed Attachment to the happy Form of our Go- 
vernment, and the genuine Principles of our Constitu- 
tion ; these we cherish as Objects of just Affection, not 
from any implicit Reverence, or habitual Superstition, 
but as Institutions best calculated to produce the Happi- 
ness of Man in Civil Society: And it is because we are 
convinced that Abuses are undermining and corrupting 
them, that we have associated for the Preservation of 
those Principles. ,

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“ We wish to reform the Constitution, because we 
‘¢ wish to preserve it.” 

_ Associations formed in the Face of Power, in Oppo- 
sition to the Interests of our present Legislators, evince 
that Individual Security and Personal Independence are 
already established by our Laws. 

The immense Accumulation of Debt, the enormous 
Taxation of Seventeen Millions of Annual Revenue, de- 
monstrate that the collective Interests of the Community 
have been neglected or betrayed. 

We believe the defective Constitution of the Assem- 
bly, entrusted with the Public Purse, to be the real 
Source of this Evil. With this View we have pledged 
ourselves to attempt a timely and salutary Reform, ad- 
hering in every Measure we may take to the funda- 
mental Principles of the Constitution. According to 
those acknowledged Principles, the People have a per- 
fect Right to possess an Organ, by which the Public 
Mind may speak in Legislation; and to bind their Re- 
presentatives to the Interests of the whole Community, 
by a frequent Renovation of the Trust. These Ob- 
jects accomplished, we believe Abuses will find no Pro- 
tection in a genuine Representation of the People ; that 
Regulations best adapted to the Public Happiness will 
be gradually infused into our Laws, through the known 
Channels of Legislation: And that the agitated Minds 
of Men, resuming their Confidence in Parhiament, 
will subside into a calm Expectation of Redress, without 
forgetting the Principles or violating the Form of the 
Constitution. 

These, as we think, are the Views of Men detest- 
ing Anarchy, yet sincere Friends of the People. Your 
Letter appears to us to be written with a View to 
create Distrust of our Designs, to insinuate Doubts of 
Sincerity, and to excite an early Suspicion of our Prin- 
ciples in the Minds of the People. We have not, 
however, refused, in Answer, to disclaim what we 
condemn, and to avow our real Objects, from the 
Pursuit of which we will not suffer ourselves to be di- 
verted by any Controversy. We must beg Leave, at 
the same Time, to decline all future Intercourse with 
a Society whose Views and Objects, as far as we can 
collect them from the various Resolutions and Pro- 
ceedings which have been published, we cannot help 
regarding as irreconcileable with those real Interests 
on which you profess to inform and enlighten the 
People.

Address of the London Corresponding Society, to 
the other Societies Great Britain, united for 
the obtaining a Reform in Parliament. 


Friends and Fellow Countrymen, 

Unless we are greatly deceived, the Time is ap- 
proaching when the Object for which we struggle is 
likely to come within our Reach. That a Nation like 
Britain should be free, it is requisite only that Britons 
should will it to become so—that such should be their 
Will, the Abuses of our original Constitution, and the 
Alarms of our Aristocratic Enemies, sufficiently witness. 
Confident in the Purity of our Motives, and in the 
Justice of our Cause, let us meet Falsehood with Proofs, 
and Hypocrisy with Plainness; let us persevere in 
declaring our Principles, and Misrepresentation will 
meet its due Reward—Contempt. 

In this View the Artifices of a late Aristocratic As- 
sociation, formed on the 20th Instant, call for a few 
Remarks, on Account of the Declaration they have 
published relative to other Clubs and Societies formed 
in this Nation. It is true that this Meeting of Gen- 
tlemen (for so they style themselves) have mentioned 
no Names, instanced no Facts, quoted no Authorities ; 
but they take upon themselves to assert that Bodies of 
their ptt hea have been associated, professing 
Opinions favourable to the RIGHTS OF MAN, to 
LIBERTY and EQUALITY; and moreover that 
those Opinions are conveyed in the Terms, NO 
KING, NO PARLIAMENT. So much for their 
Assertions. 

If this be intended to include the Societies to which 
we yespectively belong, we here in the most solemn 
Manner deny the latter Part of the Charge, while, in 
admitting the former, we claim the Privilege, and glory 
in the Character of Britons. Whoever shall attribute 
to us the Expressions of NO KING, NO PARLIA- 

MENT, or any Design of invading the Property of 
other Men, is guilty of a wilful, an impudent, and a 
malicious Falsehood. ! 

We know and are sensible that the Wages of every 
Man are his Right; that, Difference of Strength, of 
Talents, and of Industry, do and ought to afford pro- 
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portional Distinctions of Property, which, when ac- 
quired, and confirmed by the Laws, is sacred and in- 
violable. We defy the most slavish and malevolent Man 
in the Meeting of the 20th Instant to bring the re- 
motest Proof to the contrary. If there be no Proof, 
we call upon them to justify an insidious Calumny, 
which seems invented only to terrify independent 
Britons from reclaiming the rightful Constitution of 
their Country. We admit and we declare that we are 
Friends to CIVIL LIBERTY, and therefore to NA- 
TURAL EQUALITY, both of which we consider 
as the RIGHTS OF MANKIND. Could we be- 
lieve them to be “in direct Opposition to the Laws 
‘‘ of this Land,” we should blush to find ourselves 
among the Number of its Inhabitants. But we are 
persuaded that the Abuses of the Constitution will 
never pass current for its true Priniples; since we 
are told in its first Charter that ALL ARE EQUAL 
IN THE SIGHT OF THE LAW, which “ shall 
“ neither be sold, nor refused, nor delayed to any 
** free Man whatsoever.” Should it ever happen that 
“ Right and Justice” are opposed by Expence, by 
Refusal, or by Delay, then is this Principle of Equality 
violated, and we are no longer free Men. 

Such are our Notions of those Rights which it is 
boldly maintained “ are inconsistent with the Well- 
“ being of Society :” But let us not suffer Men who 
avow no Principles of Liberty, whose favourite Cry is 
Inequality of Property, to-estrange others of our 
Countrymen from aiding us in serving the Community, 
and from recovering to the Nation that Share of its 
Sovereignty which has unhappily been sacrificed to 
corrupt Courtiers and intriguing Boroughmongers. 

If our Laws and Constitution be just and wise in 
their Origin and their Principle, every Deviation from 
them, as first established, must be injurious to the People 
whose Persons and Property were then secured ; if at 
the Revolution this Country was adequately repre- 
sented, it is now so no longer, and therefore calls aloud 
for Reform. 

If it be true that the People of Britain are superior 
to other Nations, is it that our Taxes are less burthen- 
some? or that our Provisions are less expensive? Is it 
from the various Productions of our Soil that we are 
rich? Is it owing to the Majority of our Numbers that 
we are strong?—Certainly not. France has the Ad- 
vantage in all these Respects, and up to this Period she 
has never been our Superior in Wealth, in Power, in 
Talents, or in Virtue. But let us not deceive ourselves, 
the Difference between us and that Nation was formerly 
that our Monarchy was limited, while theirs was ab- 
solute—that the Nemsbier of our Aristocracy did not 
equal the Thousandth Part of theirs—that we had 
Trial by Jury, while they had none—that our Persons 
were protected by the Laws, while their Lives were at 
the Mercy of every Titled Individual. ‘We, therefore 
had that to fight for which to them was unknown—since 
we were Men while they were Slaves. , 

The Scene has indeed changed—Like our brave 
Ancestors of the last Century, they have driven out the 
Family that would have destroyed them ; they have 
scattered the Mercenaries who invaded their Freedom 
and have “ broken their Chains on the Heads of their 
* Oppressors.” If, during this Conflict with Military 
Assassins and domestic Traitors, Cruelty and Revenge 
have arisen among a few Inhabitants of the Capital 
let us lament these Effects of a bloody and tyrannous 
Manifesto, but let us leave to the hypocrite Pretenders 
to Humanity the Task of blackening the Misfortune, 
and attributing to a whole Nation the Act of an enraged 
Populace. 

As we have never yet been cast.so low at the Foot 
of Despotism, so it is not requisite that we should ap- 
peal to the same awful Tribunal with our Brethren on 
the Continent. May our Enmities be written in

Sand, but may our 
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We desire to overthrow no Property but that which 
has been raised on the Ruins of our Liberty. We look 
with Reverence on the Landed and Commercial In- 
terests of our Country ; but we view with Abhorrence 
that Monopoly of Burgage Tenures unwarranted 
by Law or Reason in this or any other Nation in 
Europe. 

Let us then continue, with Patience and Firmness, 
in the Path which is begun. Let us wait and watch 
the ensuing Sessions of Parliament, from whom we have 
much to hope, and little to fear. The House of Commons 
may have been the Source of our Calamity, it may prove 
that of our Deliverance. Should it not, we trust we shall 
not prove unworthy of our Forefathers, whose Exertions 
in the Cause of Mankind so well deserve our Imitation.

Sir, 

In Consequence of the above Resolution, we take the 
Liberty of addressing your Society, and of informing 
you that it is the Opinion of this Committee, that the 
Sentiments and Determination of every Society in Great 
Britain ought to be explicitly known, and candidly de- 
clared, in order that such of them as coincide in Idea on 
this great Constitutional Question may act in Concert 
together ; a Circumstance which will greatly add to their 
Strength aed Consequence, and which indeed appears to 
be indispensably requisite to be done without further 
Delay. 

We therefore beg Leave to state, that in our Opi- 
nion any Reform will prove nugatory, or at least fall 
far short of the permanent and important Advan- 
tages to the Country and Constitution which we have 
in View, that does not consist of a Restoration of the 
Right of Universal Suffrage (except of Persons not of 
sane Mind, under the Age of Twenty-one Years, and 
those incapacitated by Crimes) together with Annual 
Elections ; and for the Purpose of regaining these our 
Rights, we propose to petition the Commons House of 
Parliament this Session, to take into their most serious 
Consideration the present very inadequate State of the 
Representation of the People of Great Britain, the va- 
rious and great Abuses resulting therefrom, and that 
they will take such speedy and effectual Measures to re- 
move those Evils, and remedy the Grievances con- 
sequent thereon, as to their Wisdom shall seem most 
proper. 

As the Importance and Magnitude of the Question

offering it to the Public ; at present we think, that to 
make public our Views on these- Subjects would be 
to furnish Arms to our Enemies, and to injure the 
Cause in which we are engaged. ‘The Period, how- 
ever, is probably not very far distant when these 
Particulars will be made known to the Public ; it is 
sufficient now to express our Confidence that that 
Moment will prove, by Evidence, more substantial 
than Professions, that we will propose no Plan of Re- 
form which is short of an effectual Destruction of 
Abuses in the Representation of the People, and that 
we have honestly exerted every Faculty we possess in 
chusing the Time most favourable to the Success of our 
PWe have learned, with Affliction and Indignation, 
the arbitrary and unconstitutional Interruption of 
Meetings of Citizens, peaceably and lawfully assem- 
bled, for the Discussion and Maintenance of their 
Rights. We have ever viewed with utter Disappro- 
bation, both of their Principles and Proceedings, the 
Associations who have been the Authors or Instru- 
ments of this Persecution. Their Principles, we 
think, are repugnant to the free Spirit of the English 
Law, and their Conduct, we think, has been as in- 
jurious and oppressive as_ the Principle of their In- 
stitution is unconstitutional and absurd. But deeply 
penetrated as we are with these Sentiments, we neither 
possessed Power nor legal Competence to interpose 
for the Protection of an Individual, suffering even 
under the most unjust Prosecution. We cannot, 
therefore, feel ourselves blameable for Inaction in 
Cases of which the Particulars were never laid before 
us, and in which it might have been perhaps im- 
possible, and perhaps improper, for us to have in- 
terfered. 

We do not think it necessary to make any par- 
ticular Remarks on those Publications which you 
have put forth. We are not called upon to pro- 
nounce any Judgment on the Publications of Indi- 
viduals or Societies; and however we may-lament the 
Grievances of which some of your Publications com- 
plain, our Efforts must necessarily be limited to the 
Object of an Institution, the Creation of an Organ to 
speak the Public Voice in Legislation. 

We cannot help expressing some Surprize at the 
Information that Societies in different Parts of the 
Kingdom, who were solicitous about the Nature and 
Extent of our Plans of Reform, instead of expressing 
such Solicitude to ourselves, should have chosen the 
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indirectand circuitous Channel of any other Society.. Had Appendix E. 


they applied to the Friends of the People directly, they 
would assuredly have received every Information com- 
patible with the Prudence, and with a due Regard to the 
Success of our common Cause. 

On the Subject of your Correspondence with the 
National Convention of France, we freely communi- 
cated to you an Opinion in our last Letter. We see 
no Reason to change the Sentiments which we then 
expressed on the Prudence and Tendency of that 
Measure ; for though we not only “ acknowledge,” 
but avow with Pride, “ that to wish Success to the 
“‘ Cause of Freedom is congenial to the Heart of a 
“ Briton,” yet we cannot think that Men engaged in 
so momentous a Cause as that of Parliamentary 
Reform are entitled to make public Declarations, 
even of their most virtuous Sentiments, in any Man- 
ner which may injure that Cause, serve the Purposes, 
and strengthen the Pretexts of its Enemies. Far be 
it from us to treat with Severity and Rigour even 
those Errors and Indiscretions into which Men may 
be betrayed by a generous Zeal for the Cause of 
Freedom ; but surely it cannot be denied, that the 
Correspondence of Societies in this Country with 
public Bodies in France, has furnished the most spe- 
cious Pretences to interested Men for confounding 
a virtuous Sensibility to the Interests of Liberty in 
other Countries, with a criminal Intention to intro- 
duce Disorder and civil Commotion into our own; 
it is chiefly by the Help of this Pretext, that design- 
ing Men have so successfully practised on the Alarms 
of the Public, and that timid Honesty has been ren- 
dered the Dupe and the Instrument of Corruption. 
But on this Subject all further Remark is now become 
unnecessary, as every good Citizen must now feel 
himself precluded from all Political Intercourse with 
France (for a Period which we earnestly pray may 
be very short) by a War, the Principle of which we 
utterly disapprove ; the inevitable Evils of which we 
deeply deplore ; and at the possible Consequences of 
which we tremble. 

Among the most wise and honest Friends of Liberty 
there must arise frequent Differences of Opinion and 
of Conduct; and these Differences, the natural Effect 
of an independent Judgment and an independent Spi- 
rit, are perfectly compatible with mutual Confidence 
and Co-operation. When, indeed, designing Persons 
avail themselves of such Differences to sow Distrust, 
and to insinuate Suspicions against the Characters and 
Intentions of Men, it is then only that they become 
pernicious and injurious. Against Practices which 
might produce such a Spirit of Disunion and Distrust, 
it 18 surely almost unnecessary to warn the Friends of 
Liberty at a Moment when our Enemies are so for- 
midable and so united. They have sacrificed all in- 
ferior Interests and all former Differences to their 
common Interest in perpetuating Abuses and Corrup- 
tions. Let it not be said, that more generous Mo- 
tives have a less powerful Influence on the Human 
Mind, and that the Love of Liberty is not able to 
produce that Union among her Friends, which in her 
Enemies has arisen from the most abject and sordid 
Passions. , 

It seems scarce necessary to represent to the London 
Corresponding Society, the peculiar Necessity of Cir- 
cumspection and Moderation at a Moment when the 
most venial Indiscretion of the Friends of Reform is 
remarked with such malignant Watchfulness, and con- 
vores into an Argument against the Cause of Reform 
itself. ' ;

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Knowledge we must disclaim, because we observe with 
the greatest Pleasure that our Country Correspondents 
have too much Zeal and Information to want Success in 
their public Endeavours, whether at Norwich, at Shef- 
Jield, at Manchester, or elsewhere throughout the Nation. 
In our Sincerity for the Good of our Country we trust 
that we are all equal, and as such we doubt not of our 
ultimate Success. 

We sce, with Sorrow, the Existence of those Evils 
which you so justly represent as the Streams of Cor- 
ruption overflowing this Once free and prosperous 
Country. We see, with Surprize and Abhorrence, 
that Men are to be found both able and willing to sup- 
port those Corruptions. It is however no small Con- 
solation to find that others are not wanting, in every 
Point of the Nation, of an opposite Character, who are 
ready to remedy, by all laudable and honourable Means, 
the Defect in our Representation, the usurped Extension 
of the Duration of Parliaments, and other Grievances, 
such as you notice in your Letter. 

That the Constitution of England has no more of 
that Character it once possessed; that the supposed 
Democracy of the Country has become a Matter of 
Property and Privilege ; and that we have therefore no 
longer that mixt Government which our Adversaries 
are praising, when they know it is no longer in our 
Possession, are Facts notorious and indisputable. 
Where, then, are we to look for the Remedy? To that 
Parliament of which we complain? to the Executive 
Power, which is implicitly obeyed, if not anticipated, 
in that Parliament? or to ourselves, represented in 
some Meeting of Delegates for the extensive Purpose 
of Reform, which we suppose you understand by the 
Term Convention. 

It is the End of each of these Propositions that we 
ought to look to; and as Success in a good Cause 
must be the Effect of Perseverance, and the rising 
Reason of the Time, let us determine with Coolness, 
but let us persevere with Decision. As to a Conven- 
tion, we regard it as a Plan the most desirable and most 
practicable, so soon as the great Body of the People 
shall be courageous and virtuous enough to join us in 
the Attempt. 

Hitherto we have no Reason to believe that the 
Moment is arrived for that Purpose.—As to any Pe- 
tition to the Crown, we believe it hopeless in its Con- 
sequences.— With respect to the last of your Proposals, 
we are at a Loss to advise. If the Event is looked to 
in the Vote which may be obtained from that Body 
to whom this Petition is to be addressed, which of us 
can look to it without the Prospect of an absolute Ne- 
gative? In this Point of View therefore it cannot re- 
quire a Moment’s Consideration. But if we regard 
the Policy of such a Petition, it may, in our Appre- 
hension, be well worth considering as a warning Voice 
to our present Legislators, and as a Signal for Imita- 
tion to the Majority of the People. Should such a 
Plan be vigorously and generally pursued, it would 
hold out a Certainty to our Fellow Countrymen that 
we are not a Handful of Individuals unworthy of Atten- 


’ tion or Consideration, who desire the Restoration of 


the ancient Liberties of England ;. but, on the contrary, 
it might bring into Light that Host of well meaning 
Men, who, in the different Towns and Counties of this 
Realm, are silently but seriously anxious for Reforma- 
tion in the Government. 

We exhort you, with Anxiety, to pursue your laudable 
Endeavours for the common Good, and never to despair 
of the Public Cause.

At a General Meeting of the Constitutional Society 
of Sheffield, held on Friday the 12th of April 1793. 
in the Chair. 

Resolved, That Peace is the Blessing, and War the 
Curse and Scourge of Nations; and that the present 
War is destructive of the Happiness, Commerce, and 
Liberties of this Country ; that our Manufacturers and 
Merchants already deplore its wretched Effects, and that 
nothing short of an immediate Peace can save this 
Country from Ruin. 

Resolved, That as the Motives alledged by the 
Executive MAGISTRATE for conducting War against 
the Republic of France no longer exist, we deem it 
improper that a defensive should be converted into 
an offensive War, and must eventually exhaust the 
Revenues, and spill the Blood of our Countrymen. 

Resolved, That no Provocatives or Manifestoes of 
the French warrant us, during this unexampled Crisis of 
public and domestic Dangers, in the Prosecution of an 
offensive War, which is now becoming, we dread, the 
War of Kings, and not of their Subjects. 

Resolved, That notwithstanding any previous In- 
sults we may have offered to the Republic of France, 
it does not behove the Character of a generous Govern- 
ment to pursue with Vengeance those they hate and 
have injured. 

Resolved, That as our Ally is by Public Authority 
declared to be no longer in Danger, as her Towns 
are repaired and garrisoned ; and as the Re-conquest 
of Belgic Provinces form a potent Barrier to any 
present Projects of Invasion on the Part of the French, 
it is our Opinion that the British Troops ought to be 
recalled. 

Resolved, That as an Alliance with the Kingdom of 
France was considered by William Pitt as of the greatest 
Importance to the Commerce and Happiness of this 
Country, it is the Opinion of this Society that it ought 
to be renewed with the Republic of France, more espe- 
cially to prevent the ambitious Views of those con- 
federate eupecs who, at Pilnitz and Pavia, agree to 
share the Remnant of Poland, the Spoil of France, and 
of European Turkey.

If either you in England or we in Scotland should at- 
tempt seperately the Reform, which we, I trust, seek 
to obtain, we should by so doing only expose our 
Weakness, and manifest our Ignorance of the Corrup- 
tion which opposes our important Undertaking. If 
we sought only the Extirpation of One Set of interested 
Men from the Management of National Affairs, that 
Place might be given to.another Set, without affecting 
the Vitals of the System adverse to Reform, these 
might be easily accomplished ; but to. cut up deep and 
wide-rooted Prejudices, to give effectual Energy to 
the Dictates of Truth in Favour of Public Virtue and 
National Prosperity, in Opposition to Self and all its 
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interested Habits, and to withstand and overawe the 
final Efforts of the Powers of Darkness, is the Work 
of the Whole and not of a Part; a Work to which 
Mankind, till this awful Period, were never adequate, 
because never, till now, disposed to fraternize, not merely, 
or only, I trust, from the Sense of the common Danger 
to which we are exposed, but from the ennobling Principle 
of Universal Benevolence. 

I know no greater Service that I can do to my 
Country than to promote the Union you so wisely 
desire ; and I am happy to assure you that I have 
hitherto discovered no Sentiment ig our Association 
adverse to the most intimate and brotherly Union with 
the Associations in England. ‘ 

I think the Minds of all must, in the Nature of 
Things, be mow turned to more effectual Means of 
Reform. Not One Person was convinced of the Ne- 
cessity of it by the most convincing Arguments of Rea- 
son, together with the most unequivocal Expressions 
of universal Desire. What then is to be hoped for 
from Repetition; I am only afraid that the Bow in 
England against Reform was so contracted that in re- 
turning it may break. You would willingly learn, you’ 
say, from us. I own that we ought to be forward in 
this. We have, at once, in great Wisdom perfected 
our Plan of Organization ; and if we were in the same 
independent State of Mind as the People of England, 
we would be able to take the lead. e Associations 
with you are no more I fear—excuse my Freedom— 
than an Aristocracy for the Good of the People. They 
are indeed moderate, firm, and virtuous, ‘and better 
cannot be ; but we are the People themselves, and we 
are the first to shew that the People can both judge and 
resolve, if undirected by Faction, with both Wisdom 
and Moderation. 

I have not a higher Wish in the present Exertions 
for Reform, than to see the People universally and regu- 
larly associated, because I am persuaded that the pre- 
sent disastrous Engagements will issue in Ruin, and 
the People then must provide for themselves; and it 
would be unhappy, when we should be ready to act with 
Unanimity, to be occupied about Organization, without 
which however Anarchy must ensue. We will not need 
but to be prepared for the Event, to “ stand and see 
“ the Salvation of the Lord.” Let us therefore take 
the Hint given us by our Opposers; let us begin in 
earnest to make up our Minds relative to the Extent of 
Reform which we ought to seek ; be prepared to justify it, 
and to controvert Objections; let us model the Whole 
in the Public Mind; let us provide every Stake and 
Stay of the Tabernacle which we would erect, so that 
when the Tabernacles of Oppression in the Palaces of 
Ambition are broken down, under the Madness and Folly 
of their Supporters, we may then, without Anarchy 
and all dangerous Delay, erect at once our Tabernacle of 
Righteousness. And may the Lord himself be in it. 

How hurtful to the Feelings of a reflecting Mind 
to look back to the wretched State in which the Roman 
Monarchy, enfeebled and broken by its own Cor- 
ruption, left the Nation which it had subjected, like 
“* Sheep without a Shepherd ;” they soon became a 
Prey to every Invader, because there was none to ga- 
ther and unite them. Had they, foreseeing the Evil, 
associated for mutual Defence, no Robber would have 
been able to enslave them ; they would have given 
Laws to all Parties as well as to themselves ; all sepa- 
rate Colonies and Nations would have sought their 
Alliance ; but not having Virtue to associate, and heal 
the Divisions, and root out the selfish Spirit, which 
Ambition fostering Governments procure to their 
Subjects, they fell under Oppressions, from under 
whose Iron Sceptre they have never yet been able to 
deliver themselves. 

We may suppose an Event which we deprecate ; 
nay, should we not be prepared for every — 
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Issue of the present unprecedented Divisions of Man- 
kind, we have a Right to be apprehensive of the Abi- 
lities of our own Managers, who are so afraid to depart 
from Precedent, that, like Men of Detail, they may 
be inadequate to the Task of agers * the Vessel 
from Shipwreck, now grappling with Danger, not 
only great, but new and uncommon. If the present 
Ministry fail, who after them shall be trusted ; it re- 
quires little Penetration to see the Anarchy and Dis- 
cord which will follow; it will be such that nothing 
short of a general Union among the People themselves 
will be able to heal; haste, therefore, to associate, at least 
to be ready to associate. If then, such a broken State 
of Things should take place, the civil Broils that 
would necessarily ensue would soon subside before the 
united irresistible Voice of the Whole. Do not, I 
intreat you, hesitate, thinking such a Work premature 
as yet ; but a Month, and then it may be too late. A 
malignant Party may be already formed, and only 
waiting for the Halting of the present Managers; it 
will then be too late to seek to subject to Deliberation, 
after a Party has dared the Act of Rebellion. Jf you 
go no farther than separate Meetings in different Towns, 
we will not be able to confide in your Confraternity, because, 
while in such State, you may be but the Tools of a 
Faction. We could have all Confidence, and unite 
with all Affection, in One Assembly of Commissioners, 
from all Countries of the World, if we knew they were 
chosen by the unbiassed Voice of the People, because 
they would come up with the same disinterested Views 
and Desires as ourselves, having all agreed to a com- 
mon Centre ‘of Union and Interest; but we could not 
confide in Fellow Citizens who keep aloof from such 
Union, and would not previously affiliate in one great 
and indivisible Family. 

In troubling you with so long an Epistle I have at 
least shewn my Inclination to correspond. I have also 
hinted at Things which appear to me the present Sub- 
jects of Consideration, because I am desirous of your 
Opinion upon them. I have possibly wrote with too 
much Freedom, but you will place it to Account of Zeal 
in the Cause, and on this Score discharge my Design, 
which is disinterested and philanthropic.

The London Corresponding Society have received 
and read with Pleasure your Letter of the 25th of June, 
but the Answer which you mention to have been made 
to our Three Questions has not yet come to Hand. 
We shall be glad to be informed in your next whether 
it was ever put in the Post Office. 

With regard to the Questions themselves, however 
Individuals may have made up their Minds on them, 
the Public seemed most to approve the Mode of petitioning 
Parliament. We accordingly acquiesced, and sent in 
a Petition, signed by near 6,000 Persons. With this 
Letter you will receive a Copy of it; and with its Fate 
you are doubtless not unacquainted. 

While we agree with you that the People are treated 
like Swine, we are forced to acknowledge that some 
among them, from their Sloth and Ignorance, scarcely 
deserve better Usage ; however, unceasingly labouring 
to meliorate their Condition as well as our own, and 
convinced that a thorough Parliamentary Reform is the 
only Means of effectuating it, we firmly ‘pursue our 
Purpose, and in the most conspicuous Manner, under 
the Eye of the Court, in the Middle of the Metropolis, 
and in the very Nest of Place and Pension Hornets,

now prey on the Public will not willingly yield up their 
Enjoyments, nor re-possess us of our Rights without a 
Struggle, which, by their Behaviour in Jreland, we 
have some Reason to think they are meditating, and 
perhaps may intend to effect by means of those very 
foreign Mercenaries who are now paid with the Sweat 
of our Brow, and whom, under some plausible Pre- 
tence, it would be no difficult Matter to land on our 
Shore—It may be more advantageous to Humanity 
to shew them at first, that their Opponents are neither 
Mob nor Rabble, but an indignant oppressed People, in 
whom is not yet entirely extinct the Valour of their 
Forefathers. 

Union and Increase being then our only Resources, 
let us diligently exert ourselves therein with Zeal and 
Patience, removing Ignorance and Prejudice, with 
Firmness and a consistent Behaviour encouraging 
those who join us; and, above all, avoiding little 
Bickerings among ourselves, ever discountenancing 
selfish Jealousies and private Animosities, and cor- 
dially joining with Heart and Hand in the common 
Cause. 

Your Neighbourhood must severely feel the dread- 
ful Consequences of an iniquitous, depopulating, and 
ruinous War, but you are not the only Sufferers ; 
from various Parts of the Country we learn, that the 
War abroad has already spread Desolation at home; 
yet such is the Blindness of some Folks, that the 
talk of its being continued for Years. Peace we wis 
to all Men, but to such Friends Destruction. Let us 
hear from you soon, and let our future Correspon- 
dence be more regular.

Way. 

Let not the Smallness of your Number deter you 
from arduously pursuing your Plan. Reason makes

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them, therefore beg you will, with your next, send us 
another Copy. 

To return to ourselves, we have made a Stand 
against the Place and Pension Clubs ; we have been 
abused in the Senate, calumniated in Public, perse- 
cuted in private, and worried out of public Houses, 
yet (we continue meeting numerously entire) our De- 
mands are such that no One has dared to deny their 
Consonance with the Principles of the Constitution, 
and our Doctrine makes numerous Proselytes, and 

eatly increases the number of those who may with 

ruth be styled the Friends of their Country in par- 
ticular, and of Mankind in general. We petitioned 
Parliament, and they were forced to admit our Petition, 
although they would not grant what it required; in 
short, we strengthen so much, that on the 8th of this 
Month we had a General Meeting of the Society at 
the Crown and Anchor Tavern, the very Place where 
Reeves and his Accomplices meet.—He met there at 
the same Time in a Room under us, and, together with 
his Associates, swallowed a copious Draught of Morti- 
fication in seeing our Meeting so well conducted and so 
numerously attended; we say numerously, for having 
limited the Number of Admission Tickets to 700, many 
who had been dilatory in providing themselves were 
unavoidably excluded. 

Inclosed you have Copies of our Petition to Par- 
liament, of our Two first Addresses, of our Corre- 
spondence with Mr. Francis, of Mr. Wharton’s Motion 
in the House of Commons on the 31st May, and of the 
Address to the Nation, and the Resolutions we published 
at our General Meeting. You will therein 
discover all that we wish to obtain, and what we will 
Sully obtain ere we cease to be a Society, notwithstanding 
the Attempt now making in Ireland, and meant to be 
introduced into Great Britain. We invite you most cor- 
dially to co-operate with us, and even, if our Rules and 
Pursuit meet your entire Approbation, and you have no 
particular Attachment to the Name you have adopted, 
it might advantage the Cause were you to incorporate 
yourselves with us, and go under one common Deno- 
mination. This however is only an Idea thrown out 
for your Consideration. You are at perfect Liberty 
to notice it or not.

Your Letter of the 5th Instant we have laid before 
the London Corresponding Society, who, sincerely 
anxious tc promote the Cause of Freedom and Huma- 
nity, by uniting and corresponding with the Friends 
to Reform, directed us to answer you with all con- 
venient Speed; but Business multiplying fast on our 
Hands, both from the rapid Increase of our own So- 
ciety, and from the vast Number of Country Societies 
Weekly starting up, and who require at our Hands a 
regular Correspondence, we have been prevented 
from being so exact as we could wish; the latter 
Impediment however is far from inauspicious, as it 
may fairly be attributed to the Diffusion of Political 
Knowledge causing Men more seriously to reflect 
on the ruinous Measures now pursued, which become 
more unpopular proportionally as they become more 
unwise. 

We receive, with Pleasure, your Assurance of co- 
operating with us, for a Reform in Parliament, an Ob- 
ject to which all our Endeavours tend, and on which 
our Hearts are invariably fixed; but as your Declara- 
tion, that “ you will not pledge yourselves to de- 
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“ mand Universal Suffrage and Annual Parliaments,” 
is followed by no specific Plan of Reform of your 
own, we are under some Difficulty how to conclude— 
Perhaps, as Strangers, you write to us with that pru- 
dent Reserve which is sometimes necessary ; and that 
Idea receives Strength from your appearing afterwards 
convinced that the common Object of the Two So- 
cieties is the same, which we readily admit; but as 
mutual Confidence is the Basis of Union, and the only 
rational Pledge and Support for co-operative Exer- 
tion, we trust your next will do away every Diffi- 
culty. 

With respect to Universal Suffrage and Annual 
Parliaments, a mature Conviction of their Justice and 
Necessity for the Preservation of Liberty and Prospe- 
rity to the great Body of the People, and for securing 
the Independence of Parliament, was our primary In- 
ducement to associate. We therefore candidly assure 
you, that these our Principles, as already announced 
to the Public, remain immutable. Unconnected with 
any Party whatever, we can consider no Reform ra- 
dical but such as will enable every Individual of the 
Community to enjoy the Advantages thereof equally 
with ourselves ; for if Ignorance of the Nature of Go- 
vernment, or the Merits of the Candidates, be an Ar- 
gument against Universal Suffrage, as our Opponents 
pretend, the same Reasons would equally incapacitate 
a great Majority of those who now enjoy that Privi- 
lege, to the Exclusion of very many Thousands much 
better informed than themselves—not to mention, that 
under a more equalized Mode of Government, the 
People would be at once induced and impowered to 
improve themselves in useful Knowledge.—In a Word, 
we know no Principle, consistent with Justice or 
Reason, by which we could exclude conscientiously any 
Part of the Community from an Equality of Rights 
and Privileges, which every Member of Society, as 
he contributes to its Support, ought equally to 
enjoy. 

With respect to Annual Parliaments, we will just 
remark that good Members may be re-elected, whilst 
Twelve Months we think fully sufficient for the Welfare 
of Millions to remain at the Mercy of a bad Represen- 
tative.-—-Having thus unequivocally stated our Princi- 
ples, we shall conclude by observing, that the Biil just 
passed in Jreland is of a Nature to awaken the 
Jealousy of every Friend to Freedom and Humanity, 
will render every Exertion justifiable, should a similar 
Attack upon Constitutional Freedom be attempted 
here. We shall be happy to unite in the closest Bonds 
of Union with the Hertford Society, and hope, as they 
have no Party Views, that in a very short Space of 
Time they will think entirely as we do on the Subject 
of Parliamentary Reform.

Constitutional Information in London, are this Moment 
delivered to me by Mr. Ashton, 
sit down instantly to inform you that the Society has 
already transmitted its Sentiments to the Secretar 
the Convention at Edinburgh, Mr. Skirving, and de- 
clined sending a Delegation for Reasons which I will 
transcribe. in the Words of our Letter—“ That it 
“would have given this Society the most heartfelt 
Satisfaction to have had a Delegation present. at 
their approaching Convention, had we received timely 
Notice of their Wishes that it should be so—but 
it unfortunately happens, that all the Gentlemen 
belonging to the Society, which it would chuse 
for so important a Business, are so previously en- 
gaged in Affairs which they cannot possibly postpone 
in so short an Interval, that it is not in our Power 
to comply with their Requisition on the present 
Occasion. 
“‘ This Society are also of Opinion, that to give 
such a Measure its full Effect, it would be necessary 
that the other Societies in South Britain should 
have Communication with each other on the Subject, 
and be able to ascertain that Deputations would 
be sent from at least a Majority of the Societies 
in this Part of the Kingdom, And to evince that 
we should be happy to unite our Efforts with theirs 
in One firm and settled Plan, we assure them, that 
if they think proper to fix another Meeting in January 
or February, or any other Time which may be more 
agreeable, and give us. immediate Notice thereof, 
and that they wish to see Delegates from the several 
Societies in this Part of the Kingdom, we will write 
to all those we are in Correspondence with, to get 
such a Delegation as may be truly respectable and 
important.” 
The above Extract will evince to you, Sir, and the 
Society for Constitutional Information, how far your 
Proceeding meets with our Approbation. There is a 
worthy Member of this Society and of the Committee, 
and I believe also of the Committee of Twelve, admitted 
into your Society, Citizen Alcock, now in London, and 
I doubt not but he has, before this will reach you, given 
you the whole Information herein contained ; but so 
scrupulously exact am I in answering every Letter 
on Public Business; that I will not trust to him, though 
I know he is particularly desirous of being.introduced to 
ou. 
, I was chosen Secretary, pro Tempore, to answer the 
Letter from Mr. Skirving, and therefore continue the 
Office thus much farther, not to keep you in Suspence, 
as the Committee will not meet again before Wednesday 
next, and Two or Three of the Members, who have 
seen your Letter before I did, sent to request I would 
do so. 

I cannot close this Letter without remarking, that 
all the Societies we are in Correspondence with have 
been remarkably remiss in their Communications for 
several Months past; to many we have addressed more 
than One or Two without receiving any Answers. 
This Society has been very active, and a aig 
in publishing, by which several Individuals have sut- 
fered considerably, as the Burthen has fallen chiefly 
on them. We have many Thousand Members, but 
a vast Majority of them being working Men, the War, 
which has deprived many of them of all gee 
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and almost every One of Half his Earnings, we have 
been crippled more than any other in the Kingdom.— 
We have the’ Satisfaction to know that we have done 
great Good, but I fear we must content ourselves with 
good Intentions and Wishes in future, as our Funds are 
not only exhausted, but the Society is considerably in 
Debt, and that Debt must fall on a few who have stood 
forward on every Occasion with their Zeal, their active 
Efforts, and-their Credit. 

It appears to me, that if the Societies do not be- 
come more active, and niore united in their Efforts in 
the Time to come, what they have done hitherto will 
be rendered useless, and arbitrary’ Power will trample 
on all that is dear and valuable to Freemen. The 
Measures lately adopted in the Sister Kingdom, Mea- 
sures as opposite to, and incompatible with a Free 
Constitution as Fire and Water, and since followed up 
by the most slavish and horrid Doctrines in the Courts 
in Scotland, have hitherto been viewed only with a 
Degree of Apathy by the great Bodies of the King- 
dom, which we little Folks in the Country look up to 
for Examples, stiling themselves Patriotic, such as 
** The Society for Constitutional Information in Lon- 
** don,” “ The Friends of the People, Ditto,” “ The 
“ Friends to the Liberty of the Press,” that we begin 
almost to think here, it is Time to nip those Buds of 
Freedom which were beginning to’ blossom with so 
much Luxuriance, lest they should be exposed to the 
Danger of being blighted by those torpid Frosts which 
appear to have chilled every dnimating Influence in 
those great Barriers‘which we looked to for Defence 
and Protection. : 

I assure you, my good Sir, nothing is further from 
my Intention than to give the smallest Offence—I am 
a’ staunch Democrat, and speak’ my Mind freely; and 
I hope you will consider what I have hinted at the 
Supineness which appears at present to possess too 
great a’ Sway, as merely the Effect of that Warmth and 
Zeal for the great Cause we are both strenuous to sup-

and Happiness ; and the Exaltation of Burke’s Swinish 
Multitude to the dignified Character of Freemen. ‘We 
have only to regret that at present our Ability will not 
allow us to co-operate with you, by sending a Dele- 
pte ourselves, in consequence of Mr. Pitt's War of 
Humanity having almost utterly annihilated our Trade 
in this Town, and driven a great Number of our best 
Members and Mechanics across the Atlantic; and those 
that remain are but little better situated than the 
wretched Inhabitants of Flanders. However, upon 
the Whole, I believe it will be productive of Good, as 
it has tended greatly to abate the Pride, assuage the 
Malice, and confound many of the Devices of the 
Enemies to Reform, particularly among the Dons of 
Church and King. And, finally, it has made many 
Proselytes to the Cause of Liberty.

Any Communication which you may be pleased to 
favour this Society with, will be certain to come 
to Hand (barring Accidents) if directed generally to

a, ji Though we have never had any Miscarriage 
of Letters which were directed to the Secretary of the 
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Constitutional Society, yet that Addition may perhaps 
be as well left. out.—As to a proper Channel ; if the 
Parcel is at any Time very bulky and weighty, the Wag- 
gon will be the best ; but if a moderate Size, it will come 
quicker by the Coach: And the Committee will be very 
glad to receive Accounts of Proceedings so ably and 
patriotically conducted. 

The Committee beg Leave to recommend to . the 
Convention, and through its Members to the several 
Societies, to patronize and promote as much as pos- 
sible, the Circulation of that most useful periodical 
Work, The Patriot, which certainly contains Abun- 
dance of truly important Political Information, and 
has done the most essential Service to the Cause of 
Freedom and of the People in this Part of the

I am desired to express the particular Approbation of 
this Committee, and Society also, of the Second Re- 
solution of the Convention, viz. “ That the Motion 
to discontinue their Meetings when the Petitions, &c.

“ You have no Doubt, Fellow Citizens, all heard 
the Fate of the Petition so lately sent from this Town 
and Neighbourhood for a Parliamentary Reform ; and 
I should suppose that the unjust, indecent, and insolent 
Manner in which it. has been rejected, and opposed 
Admission into the House of Commons by the Satel- 
lites of Ministers, must have convinced you clearly 
that the great Cause for the Support of which we have 
associated, demands our never ceasing Vigilance and 
Attention, 

“ A Reform in Parliament is almost universally al- 
lowed to be essentially necessary to the Preservation of 
this Country. And as that great and important Event 
can never be brought about but by the Powerful In- 
terposition of the great Body of the People, no lawful 
Means should be left unassayed to remove the almost 
innumerable Impediments which lie in the Way to 
obstruct and prevent so desirable a Communication. 
The Enemies to Reform are a very active, numerous, 
and powerful Body in almost every Neighbourhood, 
and never fail to unite on the smallest Appearance of 
any Circumstance which they conceive may be preju- 
dicial to the corrupt and baneful System that has too 
long prevailed, and which it is so much their Interest 
to continue.

The of Justice and sound Policy, and the real Interests of ae 


Heavenly Cherub Liberty is in Danger of being an- 
nihilated and destroyed by a Torrent of Influence and 
Corruption unexampled in the Annals of the World. 
It is Time, therefore, for all true Lovers of their 
Country to exert every Effort to preserve and cherish 
that (that) inestimable Blessing, deprived of which, 
both Life and Property, by being rendered precarious 
and uncertain, become but secondary Considerations. 
In this most laudable of all Pursuits, that of promot- 
ing and forwarding the Public Welfare, it becomes 
the peculiar Duty of every One of us to contribute 
all in our Power, by public and private Advice and 
Exhortation, to prevent his Fellow Labourers in this 
glorious Vineyard from lagging in so momentous, 
though perhaps so arduous a Work; but let us 
remember that our brave and hardy Ancestors often 
fought and bled at every Vein, to transmit to us undi- 
minished, a fair and unspotted Inheritance to a Con- 
stitution—the Base, Summit, and Centre of which 
was founded and composed of Freedom ; a Constitution 
which they raised by their Valour, supported by 
their Virtue and Wisdom, and cemented with their 
Blood. 

“ The Ravager Time, the unsuspicious Nature of 
some of our Forefathers, added to their Supineness 
and Neglect, with other unfortunate Circumstances 
on one Hand, and on the other the gradual but never- 
ceasing Endeavours to undermine and subvert the no- 
ble Edifice, by every insidious and unperceived Art 
and Machination that base and interested Men could 
devise—these Sycophants of Courts—these venal 
Hirelings and Male Prostitutes, who feed and fatten 
without Remorse on the Spoil and Plunder of their 
industrious and oppressed Countrymen—these political 
Esaus, who would sell their Country and its Liberties 
for a Mess. of Pottage, have brought us to the very 
Brink of Ruin, and the Verge of Slavery ; and, wish- 
ing to delude us with the , al of the Constitution, 
have gone nigh to sap and destroy every Prop and Pil- 
lar by which the Constitution itself is in reality sup- 
ported. 

“ Be it ours, however, to keep in Mind, that there 
is not in the whole Range of Human Nature so de- 

aded and despicable a Sight as that of a Nation, a 
People who were once free, having degenerated into 
Slaves ; and let us not ever forget, that notwithstand- 
ing we of the present Day did not receive perfect 
Freedom from our immediate Forefathers, we still know 
that we have a just C/aim to it; that it is our Duty to 
prosecute that Claim before our Adversaries shall have 
the Insolence to plead Prescription as a Bar to it.—- 
Though the Possession is not in us, the Right ts, and 
we are bound to assert that Right, and transmit it, 
clear of all Incumbrances to our Posterity. What! 
shall we unremittingly prosecute our Claim, and start 
indignant at the Idea of being robbed, or unjustly 
deprived of a paltry Cottage, or a few Acres of dirty 
Land; and shall we tamely and basely surrender those 
important Rights and Privileges which are more va- 
juable than all the Acres that one Man ever possessed ? 
Forbid it, Consistency! Forbidit, Justice! Forbid it, 
Heaven ! 

‘“* But how, it may be asked, how are we to prose- 
cute our Claims? How are we to recover those Rights 
of which we have been surreptitiously deprived? I 
answer, by our Fortitude and Unanimity—by an in- 
flexible Perseverance in demanding those Rights which 
no Power on Earth is entitled to withhold from us. 
A Reform in Parliament, I repeat, is absolutely ne- 
cessary to save this Country from Ruin. I will tell 
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the People, from the undue Influence of the Crown. 
Describes the Double Cabinet in a very severe Strain 
of Animadversion ; takes Notice, that the only Ar- 
ment attempted to be urged against the Measure, 
is the Impropriety of the Time ; and- on every Occa- 
sion, since its first being hazarded in 1692, the same 
Bugbear has been uniformly opposed to it. “ But 
let me ask these Men, what is a proper Time? In 
Times of Peace; in Times of War; in Times of 
financial Depression ; in Times of Prosperity; though 
the Necessity of it was always admitted, still the Time 
was improper. When Mr. Grey, in the last Session, 
gave Notice of his intended Motion on this Head, 
though we had been just before represented by the 
Apostate Pitt, in all the Glare of his didactic Pompo- 
sity, to be at that Moment in a State of unexampled 
Prosperity, yet then the Time was improper. 

“ In the Year 1764, after the Conclusion of the 
War, this Country was equally prosperous, and ranked 
infinitely higher in Point of Consequence amongst 
the Nations of Europe, when we were feared and 
courted by every Power in it, then, also, the Time 
was improper; we were afterwards involved in a ruin- 
ous and expensive War with America, which drained 
this Country of its Citizens and its Treasures, loaded us 
with an Accumulation of Taxes we were hardly able to 
bear, was prosecuted contrary to the Wishes of the 
Nation, and Parliament still voting Supplies out of 
the People’s Pockets: The System of Corruption was 
obvious, clear as the Sun at Noon Day, yet still it 
was not proper to agitate a Reform: Notwithstanding 
it was at the same Time granted, that if a Reform 
had been made in the Year 1764, all those subsequent 
notorious Evils would have been prevented. 

“ The plain Truth of the Matter is this—in the 
Eye of Ministers and their Followers, in the Eye of 
Placemen, Pensioners, and the almost innumerable 
Host of the greedy and voracious Bloodsuckers and 
Devourers of the Spoil and Plunder of the People, no 
Time is proper: The Argument is a stale worn-out 
Trick of every Minister, and every venal Tool who 
supports him. Charles Townshend used to say, Peti- 
tions to this Effect were improper at Zwo Seasons; the 
Season of War and the Season of Peace: In Peace, 
because they tended to disturb the general Tranquillity ; 
and in War, because Ministers had sufficient fale 
ment for their Abilities without being troubled with 
Petitions: In this Avowal of a Minister, there is cer- 
tainly some Honesty; but much more of what the Jrish 
term modest Assurance, or what a blunt Briton calls 
downright Impudence. 

“ The same fallacious and delusive Argument is 
made use of at the present Moment; and those very 
Apostates who contended most warmly and vehe- 
mently, that a Reform in Parliament was absolutely 
necessary to save the Constitution, in 1785, have now 
the barefaced Effrontery to assert, that it is at present, 
not only unseasonable, but absolutely unnecessary—Ci- 
tizens, reflect on this; be no longer deceived; con- 
vince yourselves first that it is necessary, and then de- 
termine resolutely, and like Englishmen worthy of their 

lorious Ancestors, that in Matters of Moment there is 
no Time like the present.” 

Thus ended a Speech of near Two Hours, which 
convinced the Society of the absolute Necessity there 
is to be more active and assiduous in the great Cause 
we are engaged to support. It is remarkable, that at 
this Meeting a Motion was made to discontinue our 
Monthly Meetings, and to have them only Once in 
Three Months, which was reprobated by the Presi- 
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dent, and scouted by the Society as suspicious and 
insidious ; and the Society has greatly increased every 
Day since. 

e enclosed Paper has had a very good Effect in 
Manchester and this Place, where it has been well cir- 
culated ; and as Mr. Dundas has had the consummate 
Effrontery to say in St. Stephen's, that War is not the 
Cause of the present National Distress, this Committee 
think too much Pains. cannot be taken to convince the 
People that it is. They therefore submit it to your 
Consideration, whether it may not be adviseable to 
re-print and circulate it in your Town and Neigh- 
bourhood.

_ Solemnly se as you are to a common and a 
just Cause, no Hardship and no Expence can be’ 


thought too great for you; while you are conscious 4 


that you are discharging your Duty. With no Pro- 
priety can you refuse to attend upon your Brethren 
from England, who, at so much Expence, and from so 
greata Distance, have come to unite their Affections and 
Deliberations with you.- 

I feel it my Duty, in Coincidence with the Senti- 
ments of the General Committee here, again to recal 
the Societies by their Delegates to this. Place. . Every 
Moment is precious, and Delay is synonimous to 
Treachery. 

I expect therefore, Sir, to have the Honour of seeing 
you on the 19th Current in the General Convention of 
the Delegates, in Compliance with the public Advertise- 
ment, which I was bound to insert in my Official 
Capacity, in the Gazetteer of Yesterday, to which I 
entreat your particular Attention. 

If you cannot possibly attend, it will be proper to 
call the Committee of your Society to appoint One 
or Two in your Place. No Exertion on the Part of 
a Friend should be wanting at this important Crisis to 
render this Convention still more respectable; and 
none who have the Cause at Heart, and discern how 
much is at Stake, will be remiss. : 

Let it be our ardent Prayer to God, that his Wisdom 
may direct their Measures, and that his Benediction may 
attend the Execution of them,

Extracts from the Minutes of the General. Con- 
vention of the Friends of the People, held at 
Edinburgh, and of their General Committee, 
convened in consequence of the Arrival of the 
English Delegates, and of Citizen Hamilton 
Rowan and Simon Butler from Ireland, as men- 
tioned in the foregoing Narrative. 


In the First Day's Sitting of the Convention, Mr. 
Cc moved, ‘ That this Convention resolve to 
claim for themselves and their Constituents the Right 
of Universal Suffrage and Annual Parliaments.” 

At the same Sitting a Letter was read from the Four 
United Societies of Ireland. 

“ Mr. Skirving read the Thanks of the General 
Meeting of the Friends of the People at Free Masons 
Tavern, dated London, 18th May 1793, as _ returned 
by them to the Convention of Delegates at Edinburgh, 
for their Zeal and Activity in the Cause of Parlia- 
mentary Reform. He also read a similar Letter from 
Mr. , dated London, 5th October 1793, 
another dated London, 25th October 1793, respect- 
ing the Appointment of Messrs. Margarot and Ge- 
rald. 

“ Mr. Skirving next read a Letter from Mr. 
Secretary to the Association at London, dated 
Frith Street, N° 7, October 16th 1793. 

“ Mr. — read a Letter from the Con- 
stitutional ‘Society at Sheffield, dated 27th May 1793, 
and signed Secretary, upon the whole 
Objects of Reform in general, containing some hu- 
morous Remarks on the Arguments advanced by 
the Enemies of Reform, which were received wit 
great Approbation. Mr. Skirving next read the printed 
Paper contained in the said Letter, addressed to the 
unemployed Artisans, &c. of Manchester, and containing 
a Number of excellent Remarks upon the Calamities of 
War; signed—Sidney.” 
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In the General Committee it appears, that a Citi- 
zen, One of the Edinburgh Delegates, having moved 
that the London Delegates should state the Situation 
of their Societies, Citizen Margarot answered, “ That 
“ the Societies in London were very numerous, though 
“ sometimes fluctuating. In some Parts of England 
“ whole Towns are Reformers; Sheffield, and Envi- 
“ rons there, 50,000—In Norwich there are 30 So- 
“ cieties in One.—If we could get a Convention of 
«© England and Scotland called, we might represent 
“ Six or Seven hundred thousand Males, which is 
“a Majority of all the Adults in the Kingdom ; 
“ and Ministry would not dare to refuse us our 
“ Rights.” 

Citizen Butler, from Ireland, then said, “ He did 
not know how far he was at Liberty to say any Thing, 
as he was not a Delegate; but he would give an Ac- 
count of Jreland: The executive Part of the Govern- 
ment were almost omnipotent; the Landed Interest 
almost aristocratic ; the Manufacturer idle.— Last Par- 
liament was expected to have given Jreland Emanci- 

ation; however that Prospect was flattering, a few 
Weeks changed the Scene.—An infamous Coalition 
took place between the Opposition and Ministry ; the 
Catholics retired with what they had got.—No longer 
opposed by them, the Government turned their op- 
pressive Measures against the Friends of Reform.— 
The United Jrishmen were prosecuted ; he himself had 
experienced Six Months Imprisonment.— Belfast was 
declared to be in a State of Rebellion—though Free- 
dom was not cried up in the Streets, yet it dwelt in 
almost every Heart. Universal Emancipation was the 
Measure for which he was an Advocate.—All that he 
knew of the Country was, that the first Day his 
Friend was in Edinburgh he was arrested, for nothing 
that he knew, except it was for being so wicked as to 
come here.—In Scotland they yet met in Convention ; 
in Jreland the Parliament had enacted Laws against 
it.—When a Law like that-should take place here, he 
was afraid Freedom would vanish.” 

Mr. C said, “ That he hoped those that 
would pass such an Act of Parliament should be forced 
to eat it; and hoped that Scotland and England should 
not submit to it.” 

Citizen Gerald said, “ That he came here armed 
with the Power of Delegation—If our Neighbour’s 
House is on Fire, the greater should be our Vigilance 
to prevent the Flames seizing our own—A Parchment 
Piece of Justice had been presented in Jreland; he 
hoped that if ever it was passed here, we should throw 
it in the Face of our Oppressors. Every Thing the 
People had gained had been through Conventions— 
the Revolution was the Consequence of a Convention ; 
—The Revolution established that Trust abused was 
revocable—the Revolution excluded all Placemen 
and Pensioners—do we enjoy any Benefit from that 
Act? It made Ministers responsible—how many bad 
Ministers have we seen go down to the Grave in 
peace, and honoured with all the Dignities a King 
can confer!—Union would carry our ‘Principles into 
Execution—A Citizen from Ireland told you, that as 
soon as the Alarm Bell was rung, the Opposition joined 
the Ministry—Party is ever a Bird of Prey, and the 
People their Banquet.” 

On the first Day’s Sitting of the Convention after it 
was resumed, Mr. Margarot moved,—“ That previous 
to publishing an Address to the Public, a Committee 
be forthwith appointed to consider the Means, and 
draw up the Outlines of a Plan of general Union and 
Co-operation between the Two Nations in their Con- 
Stitutional Pursuit of a thorough Parliamentary Reform,” 
which was unanimously agreed to. 

The Minutes of the Second Day’s Sitting bear,— 





That Citizen Gerald “ vindicated the Plan of Di- 
* visions, as tending to enable the Convention to 
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“ make up their Minds upon the Business to come 
“ before them.”— Mr. Margarot vindicated the Plan 
as tending to shorten the Business of the Convention, 
and insisted that the familiar Intercourse that would 
take Place in these Divisions, would be the Chief Use 
of them.” 

“‘-Another Delegate shewed the Necessity and 
Importance of the Plan of Organization, and insisted 
that the Divisions were necessary, and that the Loss of 
a Day or Two was of no Consideration, compared with 
the Magnitude of the Object.” 

“ Mr. Margarot promised, in Name of himself and 
his Colleagues from England, that they would grudge 
no Time to execute with Propriety the important 
Business they were come upon.” 

“ The Delegate from Sheffield rose to remove any 
remaining Objections that might be made against the 
Plan. He urged, that the grand Point in raising a 
good Superstructure was to lay a good Foundation ; 
to do which no Time should be grudged ; and shewed 
the great Utility of the Plan in the Nomination of 
Committees.” 

And the Convention were accordingly divided 
into Divisions, and Places appointed for their Meet- 
ings. ; 
Mr. Margarot, of new, moved, “ Thata Committee 
be appointed to consider of and draw up a proper Plan 
of Union between the Two Nations, according to the 
Resolution of Yesterday.” 

In the Sitting of the 21st of November, in conse- 
quence of Reports from the different Sections, a 
Committee of Thirteen was chosen to form an Union 
upon Mr. Margarot’s Plan. 

In the same Meeting Gerald stated, ‘“‘ That to ho- 
nest Men nothing was so valuable as Truth, and that 
nothing can possibly tend so much to the Disclosure 
of Truth, as Discussion and Deliberation. That it 
was also very important that the Committee should 
know as much as possible of the Public Mind, in 
order that they might act in Union with it. The 
Convention then resolved itself into a Committee upon 
the Motion of Mr. — and many valuable 
Hints were thrown out by Citizens * * * * * * * * * * 
* * * * Gerald observed, that whatever Difference of 
Opinion might exist in these Walls, we can never for- 
get that our Friends and our Enemies are in common, 
and that our Object is equally the same. He took a 
Review of the Means we are to use in order to secure 
our Object. He entered fully into the Subject of uni- 
versal Suffrage and Annual Parliaments. He fully pro- 
ved the Rights of the People to these Benefits by their 
ancient Constitution. He minutely investigated the 
Principles of Government. He asserted, that the End 
of all Government is the Good of the governed ; that 
if Money be taken out of his Pocket against his Con- 
sent, it is of little Consequence whether it be taken 
by the Robber on the Heath, or the Monarch on the 
Throne. He made many Remarks upon the Revo- 
lution Settlement, and the Benefits gained by the last 
Revolution, and demonstrated clearly, that they are 
now totally taken away. He warned the Convention 
against the Choice of any other than known and plain 
Men like themselves, en uncontaminated by the 
pestilential Air of Courts.” 

A Delegate from London, during this Day’s Sitting, 
in-Absence of ——————, a Scots Delegate, “ gave 
in the Continuation of the Committee’s Report re- 
specting the Election of Presidents; of Three Assis- 
tants, One to go out Daily; and respecting the 
Council of the Table.” He likewise proposed, “ That 
the whole Reports of the Committee should be delayed 
till the Report was completed, and urged as a Reason 
for Delay, that * * * was employed in completing the 
Report of the Committee.”

Citizen Gerald appointed Chairman. “ Mr. Margarot pled for adopting the Spirit of —~—— _ 
“ Citizen having read the Minutes of last Sitting, Mr. ’s Motion; but thought it would be Apeete . 
the President stated, That this. Morning he had received more advantageous to postpone adopting it till the ¢ 


a Letter from our Friends in Norwich, who desired him 
to inform the Convention, that they remained steady in 
the Cause, and had nominated Citizen Margarot their 
Delegate, and that they would contribute their Share of 
the Expences attending the Convention. Mr. Margarot 
accordingly accepted of the Office ; who congratulated 
the Convention upon the Accession of such a great 
Number of Friends.” 

During this Sitting there is the following Motion, 
“ It was moved, that from thenceforth the Conven- 
tion should be stiled T'he British Convention of the 
Delegates of the People, associated to obtain Universal 
Suffrage and Annual Parliaments ;” agreed to unani- 
mously. Also this other Motion, “ A Motion was 
also made for the Convention allowing the Members 
of the United Society of Jrishmen to speak and vote 
here.” — 

“ Referred to the Sections.” 

Citizens ***** ****) who were County Delegates, 
“* requested Leave of Absence, which was granted, 
upon Condition that they would do their utmost to send 

elegates in their Place.” 

In the same Sitting there are the following Motions, 
viz. 

“© Motion by Mr. *** respecting dividing the Coun- 
try into Departments, and appointing Provincial Conven- 
tions, whereby they may become more acquainted with 
each others Sentiments.” 

* Referred to the Committee of Union.” 

** Motion by ***, containing Thanks to the Movers 
of the Division into Classes, mentioning the Advantages 
already obtained from it, and requesting a fresh Shuffle. 
Referred to the Committee of Regulations, and agreed 
that the Members of Societies in Edinburgh join the 
Sections”—and this Day’s Sederunt closes as follows : 
“« The President warned the Sections to meet as full as 
possible on Monday.” 

“ Citizen ***’s Motion, relative to admitting the 
Members of the United Society of Irishmen to speak 
and vote in this Convention, came forward for Dis- 
cussion, when Citizens —-— — — spoke upon it, 
and agreed to and guaranteed by a solemn Joining of 
Hands—it being followed by a Motion for transmitting 
the above Resolution to Citizen Archibald Hamilton 
Rowan, which was passed accordingly.” 

“ Secretary Skirving stated, that he had just now 
received Five Shillings from an unknown Hand for 
the Use of the Convention; honourable Mention was 
ordered to be made of this patriotic Donation.” 

** A Motion made by ***** respecting the Ap- 
pointment of an interim Committee at the End of every 
Convention, to call together the Delegates on extraor- 
dinary Emergencies.” 

At the Close of this Meeting, the Convention being 
divided into Sections, a Delegate moved, “ That the 
Motions should be laid before the Sections, and desired 
the Council of the Table to condescend on these that 
were to be first discussed.” 


Seventh Day’s Sitting, 26th November 1793. 


After Debate, an original Motion was referred to the 
““ Committee of Finance.” 

“« Ordered, That the Convention shall cause a regular 
Set of Books to be kept for the Insertion of Minutes, 
Motions, and other Proceedings ; a Book of Finance, 
&c. to be at all Times subject to the Inspection of an 
intermediate Committee.” 

“* All these Motions were ordered to lie over to be 
considered by the Sections.”

Conclusion of the Convention’s Business. 

“* Moved by Mr. Margarot, That a Committee, 
consisting of the Mover, Seconder, and those who had 
moved for Amendments of Mr. ’s Motion, 
be appointed to draw up a. Motion from the Whole, 
that may probably meet the Ideas of the whole Con- 
vention—after some Conversation, it was agreed upon, 
on the Motion of Mr. ***, that the Vote of the 
House be put; ist, on the Spirit of Mr. ———-——’s 
Motion ; 2dly, on the Words of the Motion; and 
gdly, on Mr. Margarot's Motion.” Agreed—‘ The 
Sense of the House being taken on the First, It carried 
unanimously, to adopt the Motion as to the Spirit of 
it—On the 2nd, It carried by a great Majority, not 
to adopt the Motion as so worded—and 3dly, It was 
resolved, that the said Motion, and all Amendments, 
be referred as above.” 


Convention Hall, 28th November 1793. 


Ninth Day’s Sitting. 
Citizen * * * in the Chair. 


“ Citizen *** read the Amendments upon Citizen 
————-——’s Motion, as agreed upon by the Commit- 
tee ; and it was agreed, that the House should resolve 
itself into a Committee for its mature Consideration.”— 
In the Course of the Conversation, Citizen * * * gave a 
History of the Habeas Corpus Act.—After an excellent 
Discussion of the Question, pertinent Remarks, and 
Amendments, the Convention was resumed, and the 
Whole, as amended, being read over, the Members 
stood upon their Feet, and passed the Resolution una- 
nimously, as follows. 

[Here a Blank is left in the Minutes, as mentioned 
in the Report. } 


After the said Resolution was agreed to and so- 
lemnly approved of as above, the Minutes import, 
“ That Citizen Gerald, in an energetic and animated 
Speech, addressed the Meeting, and expressed his 
Happiness at the Motion passed; and exposed the 
Act of the Jrish Parliament, called a Convention Bill 
—and Citizen *** followed him in a Manly Speech, 
and proved the Influence of the Executive Government 
over the Parliament.” 

Citizen Margarot read and proposed the following 
Motion: “ That a Secret Committee of Three, with 
the Secretary, be appointed to determine the Place 
where such Convention of Emergency shall meet ; 
that such Place shall remain a Secret with them, and 
with the Secretary of this Convention ; and that each 
Delegate shall, at the breaking up of the present Ses- 
sion, be entrusted with a sealed Letter, containing 
the Name of the Place of Meeting; that this Letter 
shall be delivered unopened to his Constituents, the 
Receipt of which shall be acknowledged by a: Letter 
to the Secretary—preserved in the same State until 
the Period shall arrive at which it shall be deemed 
necessary for the Delegates to set off. This Motion 
was seconded by ***, and the same passed unani- 
mously. Accordingly the following Citizens were 
nominated a Secret Committee upon this Business, 
viz. Margarot, ******, with the Secretary; and 
they were requested to devise the best possible Means 
of conveying this Intimation to those Societies whose 
Views are the same with ours, but may not have De- 
legates at this Time.” 

The Minutes of this Day’s Sitting, close with a 
Variety of Motions ; and amongst others the following, 
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a Fund be raised by Subscription for defraying the 
Expence of small patriotic Publications, to be distri- 
buted in the Highlands. Every Publication shall bear 
the Figure of a Highland Man in full Dress, with 
Target and Broad Sword, to attract the Attention of 
Highlandmen. No Publication to cost more than Half 


a Penny.” 

By Citizens *** < That a Committee be appointed to 
draw up a Declaration of the natural, unalienable, and 
unprescriptable Rights of Man; and that the same be 
prefixed to an Address to the People of Great Britain. 

And, “ That a Committee of Observation be ap- 
pointed in London, to give the earliest Intimation of 
any Motion of the Kind mentioned in the foregoing Re- 
solution to the different Societies.” 


Convention Hall, First Year of the British 
Convention, 29th Nov. Anno Domini 1793. 
—Tenth Day’s Sitting. 


Citizen * * * in the Chair. 


“ Citizen Margarot gave in the Report of the 
Committee of Regulations; which was ordered to be 
printed, and Copies to be given in to the Sections on 
Monday, for their Consideration.” 

“ The Secretary read ***’s Motion for a Committee 
of Observation to be appointed in London. Citizen 
Margarot stated, That there was no Oecasion for a 
Committee of that Nature in London, as there were 
several Thousands of People in that City upon the 
Look-out. It was accordingly agreed, That the Con- 
vention should request the London Committee of Corre- 
spondence to give the earliest Intelligence of what passed 
in Parliament.” 

“ A Letter from a Friend, &c. which had been 
transmitted to A. Scott, of the Gazeticer, was read, 
containing Patriotic Sentiments, and Two Guineas ; 
and Citizen 7aylor presented a Guinea from another 
Citizen, whose Name he was not at Liberty to mention. 
—It was stated by the Secretary, that a Citizen from 
London was present, who was to give 5/. 5s. to the 
Convention, when a Collection should be made for 
enlightening the Highlanders. The Thanks of the 
House was unanimously given to the before-mentioned 
Patriots for their Donations.” 


Eleventh Day’s Sitting, goth November 1793. 


“ The Secretary read a Motion, that a Committee 
be appointed to revise each Day's Minutes immediately 
on the rising of the Convention, for the Purpose of 
sending them to the Press, to make hereafter a Daily 
Bulletin of the same. The Question being put, the 
Motion passed unanimously.” 

“ Citizen likewise moved, That no Per- 
son should be allowed the Honours of the Sitting, 
unless recommended by Two Members; which with 
Amendments, as in the, Motion itself, passed unani- 





mously.” 

‘ The Secretary read a Motion for publishing the 
natural, unalienable, and unprescriptable Rights of 
Man ; which was ordered to be given to the Committee 
of Union.” : 

“It was moved, That Captain *** should report 
some Circumstances to the Convention ; for which 
Purpose the House resolved itself into a Committee, 
when he read an Account of the Trial and Sentence 
of D. Holt, for reprinting the Duke of Richmond and 
Mr. Pitt's Resolution for a Parliamentary Reform ; 
after which, the Chairman being replaced, the Secretary 
moved, That Captain *** should be allowed the Honours 
of the Sitting.” 

“ Citizen *** from Strathaven, and *** from 
Hamilton, requested Leave of Absence should be 
granted ; and moved, That all the Delegates who had 
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left the Convention, should receive Letters. to return 
immediately, and remain at their Posts until the im- 
portant Business which was daily introduced into the 
Convention should be properly discussed.” 

“ A Motion to fine those Members who did not 
attend their Sections.—The Order of the Day was 
called for.” 

A Motion for drawing out a Scroll of a Petition to 
Parliament ; which being read, The Order of the Day 
was moved upon it.” 


Monday, 2d December 1793. First Year British 


Convention. 
Twelfth Day’s Sitting. 


Citizen * * * in the Chair, and Citizens * * * 
and * * * Assistants at the Table. 


“Citizen Skirving insisted that all the Members, 
both of the Convention and Primary Societies, should 
subscribe a solemn League and Covenant.” 

“ Citizen Gerald pled for Liberty of Sentiment ; and 
compared the People and their Enemies to the Wor- 
shippers of the true God and of Baal. He afterwards 
read some Paragraphs fromthe Edinburgh Herald, with 
suitable Comments ; and compared the Constitution of 
1688 toa dead Horse. He shewed the Insipidity of 
the Title “‘ Gentleman,” and the Propriety of the Term 
“ Citizen ;” remarked the Impropriety of the Mode of 
promulgating our Laws, by restricting them to be sold 
by One Printer, and published in the Saxon Character, 
which few can read.” 

“ Citizen Skirving also pled for the Motion, and 
insisted that it was proper, on all Occasions, to take 
the Opinion of the Primary Societies, and considered 
the Convention as only a Committee of the People.” 

“ Citizen Margarot pled in favour of the Motion. 
The Approbation given by the many Thousands of their 
Constituents in London, Sheffield, Norwich, Leeds, &c.” 

“ The Motion being agreed to, with One Dissentient 
Voice, who afterwards acceded, Citizen *** read a 
spirited Advertisement from the Nottingham Society, 
inserted in a Sheffield News-paper.” 

“ A Motion made by Citizen ***, and seconded 
by Citizen ***, That the Convention shall pass some 
Resolutions respecting the late unprecedented and un- 
warrantable Infringements on the Freedom of the Press, 
particularly the arbitrary Sentence of Judge Wilson 
against Mr. Holt, for re-printing the Duke of Richmond 
and Mr. Pitt’s Plan of Reform.” 

** Citizens * * * and * * * moved, That this Con- 
vention take under Consideration, whether (after the 


contemptible Manner in which the late Petitions for. 


Sa Reform were treated) they shall again 
petition for Reform; or at what Period they should 
recommend the same to their Constituents.” 


At the Thirteenth Day’s Sitting. 


Citizen * * * of Sheffield, produced a Commission 
from the Leeds Constitutional Society, appointing 
him their Delegate; which was approven of by the 
Convention. 


The Minutes of the Fourteenth Day’s Sitting, 
are begun and entered thus : 


“ Edinburgh, 4th November 1793. 
“ Fourteenth Sitting of the B. Convention.” 


In the above, November is, by Mistake, inserted 
in Place of December. 


“ Mr. Margarot begged Leave to bring in a Motion 
to the Effect, That the Moment of the illegal Dis- 
persion of the present Convention be considered as 
our Summons to repair to the Place of Meeting ap- 
pointed for the Convention of Emergency by the 
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sidered this Evening. 

“ The Convention then heard the only Two -Mo- 
tions on their Table read, which regarded the same 
Matter; and it being objected to, that the Business 
of these Motions was to be taken up To-morrow 
Evening, after some Conversation, it was carried 
by a Vote of the House to delay further Consideration 
till To-morrow Evening. Mr. Margarot being pre- 
pared to bring forward his Motion above-mentioned, 
the same was taken under Consideration, and was as 
follows : 

“Moved, That the Moment of any illegal Disper- 
sion of the British Convention shall be considered as a 
Summons to the Delegates to repair to the Place of 
Meeting appointed for the Convention of Emergency 
by the Secret Committee ; and that the Secret Com- 
mittee be instructed to proceed, without Delay, to fix 
the Place of Meeting. 


“ The Convention, having considered the Motion 
fully, unanimously resolved the same, and appointed the 
Secret Committee to proceed as directed.” 


A Delegate from Glasgow presented to the Sections, 
during the Sitting of this Convention, a Motion of the 
following Tenor; viz. 

The Delegation from Glasgow moves, That the 
Convention take into their Consideration the Nature 
and Extent of a Resolution adopted by their Con- 
stituents, and by most of the other Societies in Scot- 
land, and afterwards ratified and approved of at the 
General Convention held at Edinburgh in December 
1792, the Import of which was, That if any Member 
of their Society associated for the Purpose of obtaining 
a Parliamentary Reform should, while in the legal Pro- 
secution of that Object, be oppressed or persecuted 
by the Arm of Power, they should not only meet with 
the Assistance of the Socrety to which they belong, 
but also by the united Efforts of all their Brethren in 
Scotland. 

Since the above Period, however, we are sorry to say, 
several of our Members have been persecuted, and that 
in a most wanton Manner, and the above Resolution 
(which if duly put in Force would, we humbly appre- 
hend, have the happy Effect of emboldening those 
who have already come forward, and of encouraging 
others who have not yet taken any active Part to unite 
their Efforts in the general Cause) has never yet been 
attended to. 

We therefore humbly move, That the Convention 
take into Consideration the above Particulars, and 
consider what Measures may be most conducive 
towards the Performance of the Obligation we lie under, 
in consequence of that Resolution, and thereby shew to 
the World that we are not unmindful of those who have 
already suffered, or may in future suffer in their Coun- 
try’s Cause.

Edinburgh, October 30th 1793. 


Extract of a Letter from Mr. Margarot to 
the Norwich Societies, dated Edinburgh, 
24th November 1793. 


You know that at our Arrival here we found that 
the Convention had, after sitting Four Days, ad- 
journed, and the Delegates were all gone back to 
their respective Habitations, without proceeding any 
farther in the Business of Reform, than simply agree- 
ing that nothing short of Universal Suffrage and An- 
nual Parliaments would satisfy them, and on that 
Ground proposing not to send any Petition to the 
King or to the Parliament, least by so doing the Ene- 
mies of Reform might be tempted to counteract their 
Wish, and exert themselves to prevent a Peace; but 
VoL. 49. 
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at the same Time it was recommended: by the Con- 
vention, that all Friends to Reform should sign any 
Petition for Peace, which might originate in another 
Quarter—We soon prevailed on the Edinburgh Com- 
mittee to recal the adjourned Convention; the 
Country Societies, informed that England meant to 
take a serious Part in the great Cause, sent back all 
their former Delegates, and several of them who had 
not sent Delegates to the prior Convention, have sent 
some to this one. On Tuesday the 19th Instant the 
Convention opened. The Number of Delegates 
amounted to 180; some of them came even from so 
far as Cromartie; the Reception we experienced was 
highly flattering, we mutually gave and received En- 
couragement and Animation. I shall not at present 
attempt to give you a minute Detail of what has since 
passed, because the Minutes are to be printed, and 
then I will not fail sending you a few Copies of them, 
and will, I hope, be able at my Return to come to 
Norwich, and give you an accurate verbal Account 
of every Transaction; mean Time, if you have any 
Instructions to give me, send them without Delay, 
otherwise I shall act for you conformably to those 
laid down by the London Corresponding Society, a 
Copy of which you doubtless have received from 
them.—The Convention have begun by establishin 

a Set of Rules for the Organization of the present ste 
even future Conventions; next we established a Com- 
mittee of Union between the Two Nations, a Com- 
mittee of Finance, and a Committee to take into 
Consideration the protecting or establishing a Pa- 
triotic Newspaper.—And on Saturday last we passed a 
provisory Decree of Union; the whole Convention 
standing Hand in Hand, solemnly pledged themselves 
to each other to renounce all National Distinctions, to 
abide firmly and truly by each other, until the great 
End is obtained, and at the same Time we assumed 
the Title of Zhe British Convention of Delegates of the 
People, associated to obtain Universal Suffrage and An- 
nual Parliaments. 7

for if the Committee abides by it, we, who by being 
on the Spot, and thoroughly acquainted with the 
State of the Country, can judge with Certainty there- 
on, do assure you that ows immediate Return to London 
will be attended with very bad Consequences, for at 
present all the Country Societies look up to us to 
come among them ¢éo enliven to encourage them, to 
convince them by our Presence, that we exist, that we 
have been sent from England for the Purposes of 
Union and Reform, and that the Time is near at Hand 
when such Reform must take Place. Nothing, dear 
Friends, must force us from Scotland at present but 
the absolute Impossibility of bearing the Expences at- 
tending our Mission, and those Expences may be some- 
what lessened by recalling One of us, and leaving 
the other; our Norwich Friends may likewise bear 
a Part of them, so that unless the Funds of the 
Society are very low indeed, no Excuse for Recal can 
be valid, unless founded on Fear; and that we must 
remind you is our Concern, not yours. While, 
therefore, the Idea of uniting our Society with the 
whole Kingdom of Scotland affords you a pleasing 
Prospect, let us do every Thing in our Power to 
cement that Union; and this can only be done by a 


longer Residence in the Country, and by visiting the 
several 
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several Societies which have sent Delegates to Edin- 
burgh, and would think themselves ill used if we did 
not take their Town in our Way. Consider of it 
therefore, we beseech you, and let us have your Answer 
immediately. ¥ 

The Convention proceed with great Spirit. We sit 
Daily ; and last Week we came to a Resolution which 
we fancy will give Pleasure to every friend to Reform ; 
as the Minutes are to be printed, we will, at present, 
only give you the Heads of it; vzz. 

t should any Attempt be made by Government 
for the Suspension of the Habeas Corpus Bill, the In- 
troduction of a Convention Bill, or the landing of 
Foreign Troops in Great Britain or Ireland, the Dele- 
gates are immediately to assemble in Convention at a cer- 
tain Place, the Appointment of which is left with a Se- 
cret Committee—That when Seven Delegates shall be 
thus assembled, they shall declare themselves permanent ; 
and when their Number amounts to Twenty-one, they 
shall proceed to Business—thus you see we are provid- 
ing against what may happen. 

Citizen Gerald's Health is so far recovered as not to 
prevent him from fully attending his Duty. We can- 
not say as much of Citizen Sinclair, from the Society 
for Constitutional Information; he has been confined 
to his Bed ever since Saturday by a violent Fever and 
Sore Throat; he is somewhat better this Morning. 
He is a valuable young Man; and, should he die, his 
Loss would be severely felt; not indeed by his Con- 
stituents, who have basely abandoned him, but by 
all the Friends of Freedom. He is a Member of 
our Society, and we recommend him to your No- 
tice. 

You will, before this, have received our last of the 
26th Instant, acknowledging the Receipt of your Letter 
of the 23d, together with a Remittance of £.12. 12 s. 
Our Time is so constantly employed that we find it 
absolutely impossible as yet to write to you more than 
Once a Week, and even that on no fixed Day: Eigh- 
teen Hours out of the. Four and Twenty are devoted 
to Public Business, and you may rest assured they are 
not mispent. We are happy to hear that you go on 
as well in the South as we do in the North.—Letters 
convey but very imperfectly, and with no great Degree 
of Safety, what we might wish to inform each other of.— 
You have done us a material Injury by neglecting to 
send us a Parcel of our Publications, and a Number 
of Copies of The Jurymen’s Right ; pray do not delay 
them any longer, and among them some of the Let- 
ters to Se a We sent you an Edinburgh Gazetteer 
last Week, we will send you another To-morrow ; 
you will therein see Part of what has passed in the 
Convention.

You will already have had confused Accounts of 
what has taken place here for the last Four Days; but 
on Tuesday next the Edinburgh Gazetteer shall (if Des- 
peer permit) give you a complete Detail of every 

ing. The Society will thereby be able to discover 
that our Arrival in Scotland has been productive of 
great Advantage to the Cause and at the same Time 
has given great Alarm to our Enemies. We are very 
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much surprized at the Remissness of the Society; 
while we are exposing our Life and Liberty, while we 
are devoting our Time and our Exertions to their 
Service, while we are incurring numberless Expences, 
and affronting Dangers that would stagger the most 
hardy of them, while we are doing all this, we are 
moreover obli to remind them of it, and that Sup- 
plies are now become more necessary than ever ; surely 
the pecuniary Exertions of any Individual in the Society, 
can never be compared to our Endeavours: Honoured 
with their Confidence, we find ourselves happy in being 
placed in the Front of the Battle; but let them re- 
member that our sacrificing ourselves will be of little 
Use, unless they afford us a proper Support, and that 
most immediately. Not daring any longer to trust 
to the Post, we send you all these Papers in a Parcel. 
You will be so good as to make us acquainted with 
their safe Arrival—Gerald-wishes to get to London as 
soon as possible, he will communicate that which can- 
not be so fully expressed by Letter; you may consider 
this as a private Letter, but you may read such Parts 
of it as you think proper to any Member of the So- 
ciety, especially where it may be productive of Good. 
—You will see by the inclosed Papers, that Power has 
proceeded in a most arbitrary Manner, almost all the 
prominent Characters in the Convention have been, 
or are to be apprehended and examined—Lord Daer 
will, we believe, meet with no greater Favour than 
ourselves ; we understand that there is a Warrant out 
against him. As an Account of what has happened 
to us would exceed the Bounds of a Letter, we will 
only just give you a Sketch of it, by way of Journal, 
referring you, as we said before, to next Tuesday’s 
Gazetteer. 
Thursday praia at 7 o’Clock. 

A Sheriff's Officer, followed by Five other Men, 
entered our Bed Room, informed us he had a Warrant 
(which however he refused to shew) for apprehending us, 
and seizing our Papers ; we remained confined all Day, 
at Night we were examined and admitted to Bail, each 
in the Sum of 2,000 Marks. 


Friday Morning g o’Clock. 

We were sent for again without a Warrant, for the 
Purpose of being present at the opening of a small 
Trunk, containing our Papers; but J/. MZ. protesting 
against the Illegality of the Whole of the Proceedings, 
and refusing to give up the Key, the Sheriff Substitute 
and the Procurator Fiscal dared to proceed no farther 
in the Business. 


Saturday Morning 9 o'clock. 

Two Messengers came again into our Room, with 
Gerald ; they left a Summons to appear at 10 o’Clock, 
with M. M. ‘They left nothing but a Request to ac- 
company Gerald to the Office; yet, when arrived 
there, he found that a Warrant was issued against 
him, for the Purpose of detaining him a Prisoner, 
while the Box was opened, and the Papers examined. 
M. M. still persisting in his Refusal, the Key was 
forced from him, the Trunk was opened, the Papers 
examined, and partly restored; the other Part was 
kept, and a Declaration drawn up, which he was re- 
quired to sign, but refused, protesting against the 
Whole of the Business.—Gerald, however, signed what 
was drawn up in his Name, and we were once more 
liberated ; and since then, now already 24 Hours, no 
further Persecution has been commenced against us. 
But while we, as Individuals were thus harrassed 
(Thursday) the whole of the Convention were equally 
ill used.—Many of them were taken into Custody ; and 
when the Remainder met, as usual, the Provost, at- 
tended by his Myrmidons, went, and, after pulling 
——, of Sheffield, out of the Chair, 





ordered the Convention to disperse, and informed 
them that he would allow no such Meetings in future. 
(Friday) The next Day, the 


Convention having 
agreed 
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agreed to meet at another Place, out of the Jurisdic- 
tion of the Provost, we had not been long assembled, 
before the Sheriff, with his Myrmidons, appeared 
among us, and commanded us to depart, after having 
asked whether that Meeting, was the British Conven- 
tion, and being answered in the Affirmative. He 
next enquired who was the President; upon which 
M. M. having openly asked and obtained Leave of 
the Convention, placed himself in the Chair; inform- 
ed the Sheriff, that he, 14. VM. was the President of 
the British Convention, and that he would not break 
up the Meeting, unless unconstitutionally forced there- 
unto, by the Sheriff’s pulling him out of the Chair ; 
which the latter (after some little Hesitation) having 
complied with, the Ex-president (Gerald) was also 
put into the Chair, which he would not leave but by 
being pulled out; adjourned the Convention to the 
Place where it was to become permanent in its Sit- 
ting; and having called upon his Colleague, Gerald, 
for to close the Meeting with Prayer, the Company 
departed peaceable, but not without various Reflec- 
tions on the Proceedings, and those Reflections not 
confined merely to. the Sieuibides of the Convention, 
but coming also from the Crowd without Doors, and 
even from the attending Constables:—The next Day 
a Proclamation was issued by the Provost, forbidding 
all assembling within the Limits of his Jurisdiction.— 
We know not what will happen; but we venture to 
predict, that all this Persecution will increase rather 
than diminish the Ardour of the People for Reform. 
The Country Societies, hearing of this, are hourly pour- 
ing in fresh Delegates—Want of Paper forbids my

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Extract from the Evidence taken on the 22d of 
May 1794, before the Privy Council. 


Thomas Thompson, Esq; Member for Evesham, at- 
tending their Lordships, was called in, and asked, If he 
was a ‘Member of the Constitutional Society ? to which 
he answered, That he was. 


Extracts from his Evidence. 


Q. How long have you been a Member of this 
Society ? 

A. I cannot exactly recollect, but think about last 
Christmas. 


Q. Did you attend the Meetings of the Society re- 
gularly ? 
A. When I was in Town I did. 


Q. Was you present on the 28th of March, when a 
Letter was read from the London Corresponding Society, 
of the 27th March, with certain Resolutions [which was 
shewn to Mr. Thompson in the Book] were inclosed, and 
a Resolution and Order thereupon made by the Con- 
stitutional Society ? 

A. I was. 


Q. Were you present at a Meeting of the 4th April, 
when a Resolution was made respecting the Appoint- 
ment of Delegates to confer, &c.? 

A. I do, upon Consideration, recollect it—but I 
opposed the Appointment of a Convention.—Another 
Person and I decidedly and loudly opposed it, and went 
away, understanding that it had passed in the Nega- 
tive—I opposed it on the Grounds of its being a bad 
and improper Mode of Proceeding—and that it would 
be better to present a Petition to Parliament—I do 
not recollect that any’ other Person besides myself 
and the Person already named opposed this Pro- 
position. 
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Q. You recollect, then, being present upon the 
4th of April? 
A. Yes. 


Q. Do you remember a Deputation being ap- 
pointed to confer with the London Corresponding 
ocieties ? 
A. I do remember an Agreement to appoint a De- 
legation; but I do not recollect the Names of the Persons 
of whom that Delegation was to consist. 


Q. Do you recollect the subsequent Resolution for 
appointing a Committee of Correspondence ? 

A. I do not recollect it; but rather think I went 
away before it passed—I usually left the Society before 
it broke up, as I slept in the Conttey, and of course 
many Resolutions were passed after I went away. 


Q. Do you think it right to state what you particularly 
recollect of the Resolution respecting the Appointment 
of a Convention ? | 

A. I recollect the opposing it, with the Person al- 
ready named; and I recollect it was carried in the 
Negative. 


Q. Is it entered on the Books of the Society, that 
the Motion for appointing a Convention was nega- 
tived ? 

A. Ido not know; but it certainly was carried in 
the Negative—I recollect leaving the Society with 
a firm Seetalien that it had been negatived; and 
I have since talked with the Person already named 
on the Subject, who understood so, as well as 
myself. 


Q. Can you state the Name of any Person who op- 
posed the Appointment of a Convention, except yourself 
and the Person you have named ? 

A. I cannot—that Person was against it from the 
first Mention of such an Idea.

Q. Do you recollect the Names of an 
Persons who spoke for the Appointment of, 
vention ?

after their Suppression a Damp was cast on the Whole. 
— Subscriptions were ready to be sent off the very Night 
they were suppressed, and the Gazetteer stopped, which

In compliance with your Desire of being accurately 
informed what Correspondence the Friends of the 
People in London have had with the Convention in 
Scotland, or with Mr. Skirving, its Secretary, I send 
you the following Particulars, which contain not only 
the Substance of the Communications with the So- 
ciety, but also of those I have personally made, and 
of the whole Subject, as far as it has come within my 
Knowledge. 

The First Convention at Edinburgh, in favour of 
Parliamentary Reform, consisted exclusively of Dele- 
gates from the different Societies of the Friends of the 

eople in Scotland. By their Minutes they appear to 
have declined communicating with any Society which 
did not take that Title. They first met on the 11th of 
December 1792, and sat only Three Days. Their 
Name of “ Convention” was familiar to Meetings in 


Scotland; and they stated the Object of their Institu- ” 


tion to have been to consolidate the common Strength 
of the Friends of Reform in that Part of the Country ; 
which is the very same Reason given for the Establish- 
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of the Correspondence between that Society and the.

ment of a similar Body, for a similar Purpose, in Lon- 
don, in 1780. 

In their last Sitting, on the 13th of December, they 
voted that certain Resolutions should be sent to the 
Friends of the People in London; which, together 
with the Letter inclosing them, I herewith transmit. 
This was the only Communication made from that 
Body. ‘The Answer to it stated, that by some Acci- 
dent the Resolutions mentioned in the Letter were not 
inclosed ; but that the Society had seen them in the 
News-papers: It also assured them of the Approba- 
tion and Concurrence of the Friends of the People in 
London, according to the:'Terms of their several De- 
clarations. | 1 afterwards received printed Copies of 
its Proceedings, in December 1792, and May 1793, 
and could not perceive any Thing in them that was 
not strictly confined to a reasonable Parliamentary Re- 
form. 

On the 2d of May 1793, after having sat Three Days, 
it adjourned till October. Many Gentlemen of great 
Respectability and of large Property were Members of 
it. The Magistrates of Edinburgh did not molest, or, 
as far as ever I could learn, even blame it. And when, 
in the House of Commons, the Question of Parliamen- 
tary Reform was so fully discussed, on the 6th and 7th 
of May 1793, in which the Subject of a National Con- 
vention was introduced and reprobated, the slightest 
Notice was not taken of the Convention at Edinburgh, 
though it had assembled in the preceding December and 
published its Proceedings, aud had again assembled, 
Seven Days before the Debate, for the Purpose of col- 
lecting and forwarding many of the very Petitions in 
Favour of Reform, which were then cuter Dinenasies i— 
a Business which it publicly avowed, and which many 
Days prior to the Debate was published in the London 
News-papers. : 

The next Letter received from Mr. Skirving, so far 
as I recollect, was in the Middle of October 1793; it 
was signed by him, as Secretary to the Society of the. 
Friends of the People in Edinburgh, and not as Secre- 
tary to the Convention. It solicited the Society of the 
Friends of the People in London to send Delegates to 
the ensuing Convention of the Friends of the People 
at Edinburgh, appointed for the 29th of the same 
Month. I shewed the Letter to Two or Three Mem- 
bers who happened to be then in Town, and they 
agreed with me that I ought to send an Answer to the 
following Effect :—Acquainting Mr. Skirving, That on 
a Subject so important as that of sending Delegates 
to the Convention at Edinburgh, it would be necessary 
to consult the Society; but that the Shortness of the 
Time rendered it impossible to give proper Notice, 
first for calling the Committee, (which was not then 
sitting, and which alone could assemble the Society) 
and then for calling a General Meeting; the Short- 
ness of the Time I represented as the more objection- 
able in that Season of the Year, when very few Mem- 
bers were in Town. I, however, told him that I had 
consulted some Members on the Subject, and they 
had agreed with me, without deciding on the Pro- 
priety of the Measure, that the Notice was insufficient, 
and that therefore his Request could not be complied 
with. I added, that it was highly probable some 
Members of the Society, then in Scotland, would be 
present, and that whatever they agreed to I had no 
Doubt the Society would confirm. I said Lord Lau- 
derdale might perhaps attend. No Person in London 
saw this Answer after it was drawn up. It was entirely 
of my own writing; and I think it was stated in it 
that it was merely a private personal Communication 
from myself. 

I afterwards understood that the Convention of 
Delegates from the Friends of the People in Scot- 
land assembled accordingly on the 29th of October, 
and sat, as they had done at their former Meetings, 
Two or Three Days. They confined themselves

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strictly, ‘and I believe sincerely, to the Business. of 
Parliamentary Reform, and then adjourned for several.

Parts of England arrived. The Convention then re- 
assembled on the 1gth of November; and it was; not 
till after this Period that it assumed the Name of The 
British Convention instituted for the Purpose of. ob- 
taining Universal Suffrage and Annual Parliaments, 
or adopted any Part of the Language or Conduct 
which (with what Justice I do not pretend to deter- 
mine) have exposed :t to so much Animadversion 
and Censure. 

This is the Whole of the Correspondence, as far 
as I can recollect, that passed between the Friends of 
the People in London and the Convention, or Mr. 
Skirving, at Edinburgh. The Correspondence that 
took place between Mr. Shirving and myself could 
not, from Circumstances which occur in my Mind, 
be very important. He sent me the printed Minutes 
of the Convention, and I sent him the Publications of 
the Friends of the People in London. The last ‘Time 
I wrote to him was about the End of October, ac- 
knowledging the Receipt of some Copies of Mr. 
Muir’s Trial;. and’I perfectly remember concluding 
my Letter with a Hope that the Delegates from the 
Societies in London, who had then just departed to 
meet the Convention in Edinburgh, would not im- 
port into Scotland any of that intemperate Spirit 
which had brought Blame on the moderate and sincere 
Friends of Reform in England: I hoped that the 
Friends of the People in Scot/and would continue to 
persevere with that Prudence and Moderation in the 
Cause of Parliamentary Reform, which had so justly 
obtained them the Approbaticn of the Friends to the 
Measure in England.—This Letter, I suppose, dis- 
pleased Mr. Skirving, for he never after wrote to me, 
nor did I write to him. 

Having now detailed the: Whole of the Correspond- 
ence, to the best of my Remembrance, between the 
Convention and the Friends of the People in London, 
and between Mr. Skirving and myself, I think it my 
Duty to observe, without presuming to give any 
Opinion on the Conduct of the British Convention, that 
a material Distinction ought to be drawn between it and 
the Convention of the Friends of the People. The 
Proceedings of the latter, at their Meetings in December 
1792 and May 1793, appear to me to have been such 
as the most timid Friend to Parliamentary Reform 
could not object to. Their Proceedings at their 
Meeting in October were, I believe, of the same De- 
scription. When they assembled with the Delegates 
from England, indeed, another System seems to have 
been pursued. Their Meetings had always sat only 
Three Days at a Time, and they were settled to. be 
held only Twice a Year. But after it became the 
British Convention, they then, and not till then, en- 
tered into all those Measures at which the Magistrates 
and Government have expressed so much Alarm ; and 
it was not till then that they even declared decisively 
in favour of Universal Suffrage and Annual Parlia- 
ments; it is therefore extremely material to remark, 
that no Blame has yet been thrown on the Conven- 
tion of the Friends of the People at Edinburgh; and 
that between the British Convention and the Friends 
of the People in London no Correspondence of any 
Kind ever took place, nor even any Sort of Commu- 
nication between Mr. Skirving and myself after its 
Institution.

of those Letters, containing a Resolution of Thanks, 
I never made any Minute of, because those Thanks 
were not voted to the Scotch Convention.in particular, 
as might be imagined from the Statement in the 
Report, but were passed generally to all Societies 
which had assisted in the Cause of Parliamentary Re- 
form.—After the, Motion in the House of Commons, 
on the 6th of May 1793, the Society of the Friends of 
the People in London, on the 18th of the same 
Month, agreed to the following Resolution: “ That 
“ the Thanks of this Society be returned to the 
various Societies in Correspondence with it, for 
their Zeal and Activity in the Cause of Parliamen- 
tary Reform; and to. express a Hope and Wish 
that they will proceed with the same Spirit, In- 
dustry, and Temper, during the Interval between 
the present Time and the Meeting of the next 
Session of Parliament.”— Besides sending Copies of 
this Resolution to the different Societies in England, 
it was resolved that Copies of it should be sent to the 
Chairmen of the Societies in Edinburgh and Glasgow, 
requesting them to transmit the same to all the So- 
cieties in Scotland with which they corresponded. The 
Convention at Edinburgh was-considered, by me, not 
only as a Society with which the Friends of the Peo- 
ple in London communicated, but as the best Channel 
for conveying the Resolution of Thanks over Scotland ; 
and I of course sent them a Copy. But I do not find, 
nor do I believe, that I was instructed to address the 
Resolution to the Convention, in preference to the 
Edinburgh Society of Friends of the People. 

With regard to the Second. Letter mentioned in 
the Report, dated the 23d of July 1793, I do not, in 
the slightest Degree, remember it; but from the 
Passage there quoted I have not the least Doubt of its 
being mine: It contains the Language I have in- 
variably held whenever the Subject of a Convention 
has been mentioned. But it is impossible I at that 
Time could have written as Secretary, either in the 
Name of the Society, which was .not then sitting, it 
having adjourned on the 4th of June 1793, without 
again meeting till the 23d of Jauwuary 1794; or, in 
the Name of the Committee, which did not meet from 
the 3oth of April 1793 till the 17th of January 1794: 
And as neither the Society nor the Committee ever 
authorized me to correspond in their Name, without 
their Knowledge, the Letter of the 23d of July must 
have been a private and personal One of my own— 
I find that on the 20th of that Month I received a 
Parcel of the printed Minutes of the Convention, ac- 
companied by a Letter from Mr. Skirving, in his own 
Name only, and not in the Name of any Society, in 
which I suppose he took that Opportunity of wishing 
to know, my Opinion respecting a Convention in 
England. Of such private personal Letters I have 
written many, but as I did not consider them to con- 
cern the Society I never kept Copies of them. I 
am, however, certain, that if they were all published, 
none of them, or even any Parts of them, could with 
Justice be censured. The Third Letter mentioned in 
the Report is of the same private personal Nature 
with the Second: I think I wrote it in Haste, and I 
remember it the more particularly, as it was the last 
I sent to Mr. Skirving. I am very certain that when 
it is published in the Appendix, it will fully justify 
the Account I have already given of it in the Body of 
this Letter.

Resolved, That the Members of this Convention 
will, to the utmost of their Power, concur in aiding 
and strengthening the Hands of the Civil Magistrates 
throughout this Kinigdoe, to repress Riot and Tu- 
mult, and all Attempts whatsoever to disturb the 
Tranquillity, Happiness, and good Order of So- 


ciety. 

Resolved, That it appears to this Convention, that 
very great Abuses have arisen in the Government of 
this Country, from. a Neglect of the genuine Principles 
of the Constitution; that these Abuses have of late 
grown to an alarming Height, and produced great Dis- 
contents. 

Resolved, That the essential Measures to be pur- 
sued, in order to remove these Abuses, and effectually 
to do away their mischievous Consequences, are, 

First, To restore the Freedom of Election, and an 
Equal Representation of the People in Parliament. 
And, 

Secondly, To secure to the People a frequent Exer- 
cise of their Right of Electing their Representatives. 

Resolved, That, for the Purpose of accomplishing these 
Constitutional Objects, the proper and legal Method is, 
that of applying by Petition to Parliament. 

Resolved, That these Resolutions be printed in the 
Scots and English News-papers ; and also be printed 
in Hand-bills, for general Distribution among the 
Associated Friends of the People, in different Parts of 
Scotland. 

Adjourned till 6 o’Clock in the Evening.

The Secretary presented the Plan of Organization 
for individual Societies, for District Associations, and 
for General Conventions; together with a written 
Motion by Mr. Fowler, for a Committee of Publica- 
tions, for the Purpose of communicating Instruction. 
The same were received ; and Messrs. Wilson and Fowler 
were requested to bring them before the House at a pro- 
per Opportunity. 

Mr. Muir and others brought forward the follow- 
ing Motions, which were unanimously adopted ; 
namely, 

Resolved, That this Convention do address the 
Friends of the People at London. 

Resolved, That the Thanks of the Convention be 
returned to Messrs. Grey, Erskine, the Earl of Lauder- 
dale, the Marquis of Lansdowne, Col. M‘ Leod, Lord 
Daer, and Col. Dalrymple, for their patriotic Services 
in the Cause of the People: To J. H. Tooke, Esq; 
for his masterly Support of Freedom: To the Hon. 
Major Maitland, Mr. Sheridan, Mr. Muir, Mr. Bell, 
and Capt. Johnston, for their important Assistance to 
overturn Corruption ; also to the Right Hon. Charles 
Fox, for his determined Speech in the last Meeting of 
the Whig Club ; and lastly, to all those Members of 
the House of Commons, who have supported in Parlia- 
ment the Cause of the People. 

Agreed to Captain Johnston's Two Resolutions of 
Yesterday, which are as follow : 

Resolved, That it be recommended to each Society 
of the Friends of the People, to expunge from the 
Roll of their Members, the Name or Names of any 
Individual or Individuals, who may have acted ille- 


gally, 
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gally, tumultuously, or in any’ Way to the Disturbance 
of the Public Peace. 


Resolved, That any Individual or Individuals of the’ 


———" Societies of the Friends of the People, whose Con- 





_duct may have been legal and orderly, and’ who may be 
persecuted by the Arm of Power, for ne to the 
Cause of the People, be defénded by the united’ Strength 
of the Friends of the People. 


The Five following Motions which Mr. Skirving 
proposed, were ordered to lie on the Table: 

I. That the Friends of the People in Britain should 
unite in the Application to Parliament, both as to the 
Extent of Reform to be demanded, and as to the Manner 
of executing their Petition for the same. 

II. That, therefore, this Convention should send 
Two or Three Deputies to London, to concert a Com- 
mon Plan with the Friends of the People there, ad- 
vising always with the General Committees at Edin- 
burgh, Glasgow, &c. 

II. That these Committees, while the Deputies re- 
main at London, should meet Weekly, in order to in- 
struct the Deputies from Time to Time. 

IV. That when a Common Plan of Operation is thus 
procured, a General Convention be called, to approve 
or amend the same, and particularly to direct the Man- 
ner in which the Petitions shall be executed and pre- 
sented to Parliament. 

V. That the Convention recommend, That the 
Friends of the Constitution and of the People, be in 
the mean Time diligent, in forming themselves every 
where into Societies, in order to give the greater energy 
to their Petitions. 


Mr. Allan proposed the following to be added to the 
Resolutions already adopted : 

That, in order to supersede the Necessity of con- 
Stantly resorting to the Aid of a Military Force, it be 
recommended by the Convention, to the Associated 
Friends of the People in the different Parts of the 
Country to hold themselves in readiness to support the 
Civil Magistrate, when required, for the Suppression 
of any Popular Tumults that may arise in their Neigh- 
bourhood. 

This Motion was deferred, on account of its Im- 
portance, till next day. 


Mr. Muir moved, to appoint a Committee of Fi- 
nance ; and the following Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted ; namely, 

Resolved, That each District Association, shall have 
a Committee for regulating their own respective Finances 
—That the several Committees of Finance, shall cor- 
respond with the Edinburgh Committee of Finance, 
as the Committee also of Finance for the General 
Convention, and remit to this Committee, as such, 
their respective Contributions for the Public In- 
terest. 

Resolved, That this Committee of General Finance, 
in Edinburgh, shall lay before each Convention a State 
of the Receipt and Expenditure. 

Resolved, That the Convention, on the First Day of 
their sitting, appoint a Committee of Constraint, for 
the Purpose of inspecting the Accounts of the Con- 
vention’s Committee of Finance ; and report the Result 
of their Examination to the Convention. 


A Motion that had been formerly made verbally, 
and adopted in the Resolutions, to petition Parliament, 
was resumed ; and the Convention resolved to petition 
Parliament with all convenient Speed; and a Com- 
mittee was appointed to draw up a Schedule of said 
Petition, and to present the same To-morrow. 


Adjourned, till Ten o’Glock To-morrow.

The Delegates convened conform to Adjournment ; 
Colonel Dalrymple'in the Chair. 

Mr. Morthland moved, to have the Two following 
Resolutions added to the former Ones : 

Resolved, That since a speedy and complete Redress 
of our present. Grievances will be most effectually ob- 
tained by the joint Co-operation of every Briton, who 
yet retains the Spirit and the Wish to be free, this 
Convention will, as far as their Principles and Objects 
will allow them, co-operate with the Society of the 
Friends of the People in London. 

Resolved, That this Resolution, along with those 
voted at a former sitting of this Convention, (Page 731) 
be transmitted, by the Chairman, to the Society of the 
Friends of the People in London. 

And the same.was ordered accordingly. 

Mr. Fowler read the Copy of the Petition to Par- 
liament which had been ordered; and it met with 
general Approbation, as to the Matter of it; and was 
remitted back to the Committee, to be put into the 
Form appointed by the House of Commons, and 
thereafter transmitted to the different Societies for 
Approbation. 

Mr. Wilson then brought forward the Plan of Or- 
ganization, for the different Bodies of the Friends of 
the People; after reading over the Whole of it, the 
Convention recognised the Right of individual So- 
cieties, to regulate their own internal Order, and re- 
solved, That these Words be inserted, ‘‘ with Power 
to any Ten Towns, in which there is a Society of the — 
Friends of the People, to call a General Conven- 
tion *.” , 

Mr. Morthland next brought forward the follow- 
ing Motion, proposed by Mr. Ritchie, of Edin- 
burgh. 

Moved,. That the Secretary to this Convention, 
transmit to the Secretary of Burgesses associated, for 
the Purpose of obtaining a Reform in the internal 
Government of the Royal Boroughs of Scotland, a 
Letter inclosing the Resolutions, containing the De- 
claration of Principles drawn up and published by 
this Convention, and recommending to the Burgesses, 
if the above Declaration of Principles meets their Ap- 
probation, to co-operate with the Friends of the People, 
in the common Cause of obtaining the great Objects of 
Reform expressed in these Resolutions. 

In Place of this Motion, the following was sub- 
mitted by Mr. Skirving, and seconded by Captain 
Johnston and others. 

Moved, That if any Members of the Association for 
Borough Reform, apply to the Friends of the People 
to be admitted, they will be received cordially. But 
the Convention can admit no Societies, but Societies 
of the Friends of the People. 

After a long Debate, the Votes were taken, and 
the First Motion was negatived, and the Second 
adopted. 

Upon the Motion of Dr. Yule, an Address to the 
Citizens of Britain at large, was unanimously re- 
solved, and a Committee appointed to draw up the 
same. 

The following Motion, submitted by Mr. Ellis, was 
likewise unanimously resolved : 

That it be recommended to the People, to form Asso- 
ciations in every County, composed of Members from 
the different Societies in that County, in order to ascer- 
tain the State of Population, the Number of Electors, 
the Quantity of Taxes paid, the partial Taxes, and the 
local Grievances of that County. That they publish 
the same, or transmit them to the Committee of Finance 
at Edinburgh. i 

r. 
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Mr. Fowler then moved, “ That the Thanks of the 
Convention be returned to Convener Lindsay of Colt- 
bridge, and the other Friends of Liberty, who, in a 
liberal and manly Manner, refuted the Aspersions 
thrown on the Conduct and Intentions of the FRIENDS 
OF THE PEOPLE, in the late Meeting of the 
Fourteen Incorporated Trades of Edinburgh;” the 
same was unanimously agreed to, and the Convention 
expressed their Sense of the Benefit which was done 
to the Cause by the Patriotic Conduct of that Meeting 
at large. 


Captain Johiston in the Chair. 


Resumed the Consideration, of Mr. Al/an’s Motion 
of Yesterday; when sundry Members thinking that it 
was expressed substantially in the Second General Re- 
solution, (Page 731) now printed, Mr. Ad/an agreed to 
withdraw it. 

It was then resolved, That the Thanks of the Con- 
vention be given to the Secretary, Mr. Skirving, for his 
unremitted Application to the Business of the Society ; 
and that a small Committee be appointed to assist him 
in extending, and publishing the Proceedings of this 
Convention. 

John Millar, Esq. Advocate, called the Attention 
of the Convention, to certain Resolutions in the Edin- 
burgh Herald of the Day, of which the following is 
a Copy: 

“‘ We whose Names are hereunto subscribed, being 
unanimously and decidedly of Opinion, That for the 
Security and Happiness of all Classes of our Fellow- 
countrymen, for the Maintenance of our own Rights 
and Liberties, and for those of our Posterity, it is, in 
the present Moment, incumbent upon us, and all good 
Subjects, to give to the Executive Government an 
effectual Support in counteracting the Efforts of Sedi- 
tion, and in suppressing, in their Beginnings, all Tu- 
mults or Riots, on whatever Pretence they may be 
excited; do hereby publicly declare our Determina- 
tion to take all such Steps for these Purposes as are 
within the Limits of our Duty in the several Stations 
4n which the Constitution of our Country has placed us 
“and to afford, by our Individual Exertions, that active 
Assistance to the Authority of the lawful Magistrate, 
and to the Maintenance of the Established Government, 
which is at all Times due from the Subjects of this free 
and happy Kingdom ; but which we feel to be more 
peculiarly necessary at a Time when insidious At- 
tempts have been made to deceive and mislead the 
unwary. 

** With these Sentiments, and to this Intent, we 
are 


“ RESOLVED, AND DO DECLARE, 


“ That we will stand by the Constitution with our 
Lives and Fortunes. 

“« That we will jointly and individually use our utmost 
Endeavours to counteract all seditious Attempts, and, 
in particular, all Associations for the Publication or 
Dispersion of seditious and inflammatory Writings, or 
tending to excite Disorders and Tumults within this 
Part of the Kingdom. 

“ That we will, on every Occasion, exert ourselves on 
the first Appearance of Tumult or Disorder, to maintain 


the Public Peace, and to act in Support of the Civil 


Authority for suppressing all Riots and Tumults that 
may be excited. 

“ And whereas, we are of Opinion, that it would 

atly conduce to the Maintenance of Peace and 
good Order, that Means should be used to give such 
just and proper Information to our Fellow-subjects as 
may tend to remove the false and delusive Opinions 
that have been industriously circulated amongst them, 
and to impress on their Minds a proper Sense of the 
invaluable Blessings secured to this Nation by our 


happy Constitution: we have agreed diligently to 
Vou. 49. 
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promote the Circulation of such Writings as may con- 
tribute to this important End.” 

Having read these Resolutions, he moved, that the 
Convention do approve of the same, and in Testimony 
of such Approbation, that the President and Secretary, 
with as many of the Delegates as still remain in Town, 
— subscribe the Paper now lying in Goldsmith’s 

all. 


Mr. Morthland seconded the Motion. 
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Some Delegates, particularly Mr. Christie of Lau- * 


rencekirk, doubted the Propriety of the Motion. Not- 
withstanding of which it was resolved, That the Dele- 
tes, in Parties of Eight or Ten at a Time, should go 
own and subscribe the same; adding to their Names, . 
Friend of the People, or Delegate, &c. 

Upon the President and a few more withdrawing for 
that Purpose, Mr. John Clark, Architect, was called to 
the Chair, when after some Conversation, the Meeting 
was adjourned till Six o’Clock in the Evening. 

The Delegates having Once more assembled conform 
to Adjournment Mr. Bisset from Dundee, was unani- 
mously called to the Chair. 


Mr. Bisset in the Chair. 

The Convention resolved, That a great Number of 
their Resolutions and Minutes be printed, and sent to all 
the Societies, and committed the same to the Direction 
of the Committee of Finance at Edinburgh ; and Mr. 
Muir moved, that the Secretary be enjoined to give suf- 
ficient Notice to the Edinburgh Committee of Finance, 
that they were likewise appointed the Committee of 
Finance for the General Convention; and upon the 
Secretary’s Motion, the following Instructions, drawn up 
by Mr. Muir, were unanimously recommended to their 
Observation : . 


To the Committee of Finances of the Edinburgh 
; Convention. 

“‘ The General Convention has instructed each par- 
ticular Society, to form a Committee of Finance, for 
managing their own private and public Contributions. 
The Convention has requested you to take the Manage- 
ment of the Expences which their Sittings here may 
have incurred. In this Department of their Business, 
they consider you as their Committee. The particular 
Societies will transmit to you their respective Propor- 
tions of the general Expence. The First General Con- 
vention has left each particular Society to the Freedom 
of their own Will, in regard to the different Assessments 
they may lay upon their Members.” 

“ You will keep a regular Accompt of the public 
Expenditure and Outlay, which you will lay before each 
General Convention for their Examination.” 

“ As soon as you have collected the Amount of 
the general Expence, inform each particular Society 
by a circular Letter, in order that the Societies may, 
without Delay, transmit to you their respective Pro- 
portions.” 

A respectable Member informed the Convention, that 
a Society had been just now formed upon the Principles 
of the Friends of the People, whose Members in general, 
were Gentlemen of landed Property to a very consider- 
able Extent, ' 

Mr. Morthland moved, that the Thanks of the Con- 
vention be returned to Mr. Fowler, for his eminent Ser- 
vices in the Business of the Convention; and the same 
were given unanimously. 

It was then moved by Mr. Drummond, to thank the 
Country Delegates, for their ardent Zeal in the Cause. 
manifested by coming up so numerously at this in- 
clement Season, and for their disinterested Conduct 
during the Sitting; and this was done with heart-felt 
Satisfaction. 

Mr. Bisset in the Chair begged Leave to move the 
Return of Thanks from the Country Delegates, to 
those in the Town and Neighbourhood, for the Care 
and Attention to the Cause —_ they had manifested,

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in assembling so opportunely and properly a Conven- 


tion of the Societies of the Frienps or THE PEoPLeE, 
And to this the Country. Delegates heartily consented. 

The President then addressed the Delegates, exhorting 
them to persevere in the great and good Cause in which 
they had embarked, until their Object should be com- 
pletely attained. 

The warm Approbation, with which the Convention 
received this Sentiment, sufficiently expressed their 
Concurrence in it, and their firm Determination to 
persevere.

The Lords have commanded us to acquaint this 
House, That their Lordships will proceed further 
in the Trial of Warren Hastings, Esquire, on Wed- 
nesday Morning next, at Ten of the Clock, in West- 
minster Hall. 

And then the Messengers withdrew.

An ingrossed Bill from the Lords, intituled, An Act 
for naturalizing John Anthony Rucker, an Infant, was 
read the First Time.

The House proceeded to take into Consideration the 
Amendments made by the Lords to the Bill, intituled, 
An Act for varying some of the Provisions in an Act, of 
the Thirteenth Year ‘of ‘His ‘present Majesty's Reign, 
respecting the Public Highways within that Part of Great 
Britain.called England, which relate to the Performance 
of Statute Duty.

And it appearing to the House, from the Context in 
the Bill, that the said Amendments related to certain 
Payments directed to be made by Persons keeping 
Carts and Carriages in lieu of their Performance of 
Statute Duty on the Public Highways, according to 
certain Rates mentioned in aubsequent Part, and not 
in a former Part of the said Bill, to which Rates it was 
the manifest Intention of this House that the Words 
mentioned in the said Amendments should refer : 
Which Mistake in the said Bill, as it passed this 
House, appeared to have been occasioned by the Cir- 
cumstance, that in the Act of the Thirteenth Year of 
His present Majesty’s Reign, respecting the Public 
Highways (from whence the present Bill appears to be 
taken) the Clause similar to that amended by the 
Lords in ‘this Bill is placed subsequent to the Clause 
specifying the Rates of Payment; and when the 
Clauses were by this Bill differently arranged, proper 
Attention was not given to make the necessary Alter- 
ation in the Words which are the Subject of the Lords 
Amendments ; 

The said Amendments were severally read a Second 
Time, and, upon the Question severally put thereupon, 
were agreed to by the House. 

Ordered, That Sir Charles Bunbury do carry the 
Bill to the Lords; and acquaint them, that this House 
— agreed to the Amendments made by their Lord- 
ships. 

Ordered, That a special Entry be made in the 
Journal of this House, of the Reasons for agreeing to

Mr. Speaker, 
The Lords, authorized by virtue of His Majesty's 
Commission 
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Commission, for declaring His Royal Assent to several 
Acts agreed upon by both Houses, do desire the im- 
mediate Attendance of this Honourable House in the 
House of Peers, to’ hearthe Commission read. 

Accordingly Mr. Speaker, with the House, went up 
to the House of Peers. 

And being réturned ; 

Mr. Speaker reported, That the House, at the De- 
sire of the Lords authorized by virtue of His Majesty’s 
Commission afore-mentioned, had been at the House 
of Peers, where a Commission under the Great Seal 
was read, giving, declaring, and notifying the Royal 
Assent to the several Public and Private Bills therein 
mentioned ; and also impowering His Royal High- 
ness the Prince of Wales, His Royal Highness the 
Duke of York, His Royal Highness the Duke of 
Clarence, His Royal Highness the Duke of Gloucester, 
the Lord Archbishop of Canterbury, the Lord High 
Chancellor of Great Britain, and several other Lords, 
to declare and notify the Royal Assent to the said 
Bills; and that the Lord Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and the Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, 
and the Lord Privy Seal, named also in the said 
Commission, did accordingly declare and notify the 
Royal Assent to the said Bills: Which Bills are as 
followeth ; viz.
